In  this  work  the  author  compares  the  primary  groups  of  eight  different 
foreign  countries  with  those  in  America.  The  need  for  founding  a  "rock  of 
neighborliness"  in  America  is  the  undulating  tone  throughout.  The  solu- 
tion for  a  satisfactory  rural  life  is  the  vitalization  of  the  "neighbor- 
hood." The  book  will  appeal  to  those  readers  who  enjoy  a  somewhat  roman- 
tic, idealistic  portrayal  of  present  day  problems  in  rural  life.

The  problem  of  the  report  is  expressed  in  the  "failure  of  American  rural 
neighborhoods  to  maintain  the  traditional  solidarity  and  communal  idealism 
of  the  European  peasant  village."  As  a  social  unit,  the  American  neigh- 
borhood is  very  indefinite,  loose-jointed  and  generally  unsatisfactory. 
"The  individualism  of  the  'business-is-business ,  ...  philosophy  stands 
squarely  in  the  way  of  all  neighborhood  organization,  even  that  having 
economic  objectives." 

The  author  has  pictured  the  Swiss  commune  as  an  aristocratic  neigh- 
borhood, from  the  point  of  view  of  the  American  farmer,  i.  e.  shower-baths 
for  village  workmen,  hot  and  cold  running  water,  electric  lights  and  cen- 
tral heat  in  most  of  the  farmers'  houses.  It  has  intense  neighborhood  and 
cooperative  life  in  play,  worship,  business  and  all  other  activities. 

In  the  English  neighborhood,  although  the  English  farmers  live  on  their 
land,  the  village  "constitutes  a  more  vital  social  center  and  the  parish 
exhibits  a  much  greater  social  unity  than  is  found  in  American  rural  vil- 
lages and  their  surrounding  territory."  Class  stratification  dissipates 
the  energies  of  the  parish  and  is  nearly  as  great  a  handicap  as  the  geo- 
graphically disjointed  structure  of  the  American  rural  neighborhoods. 
The  farmer,  however,  prefers  farm  life  and  work  to  any  other  and  has  no 
notion  of  abandoning  the  farm  and  migrating  to  the  city  as  so  many  Ameri- 
can farmers  do. 


In  the  German  Dorf,  the  farmer  is  "putting  culture  into  agriculture  and 
getting  out  of  it  a  life  of  abundant  satisfactions"  or  what  could  be  char- 
ecterized  generally  as  "self-respect."  Here  the  interdependence  and  in- 
timacy of  the  citizens  demands  conformity  and  systematic  behavior  and 
fosters  "high  moral  idealism  and  a  golden- rule  brand  of  emulation  in  ser- 
vice.1" There  is  a  colorful  enthusiasm  about  their  lives.  Their  enter- 
tainments, in  which  the  whole  family  participates  are  marked  by  "the  un- 
restrained, joyous,  and  yet  orderly,  hilarity  of  the  villagers,  as  con- 
trasted with  the  bashful,  bored,  and  boresome,  tired  and  sleepy  'yawners'" 
often  seen  at  similar  functions  in  American  farming  communities. 

The  French  commune  is  characterized  by  "systematized  planning  and 
systematized  habits  of  thought."  It  is  as  "good  an  illustration  of  the 
organic  relations  between  the  institutions  of  the  family  and  the  neighbor- 
hood as  one  can  find."  It  is  so  marked  by  the  folkways  and  mores  of  good 
fellowship  that  cooperative  business  and  formal  social  organization  are 
not  needed. 

The  Italian  communes  do  not  experience  the  joy  of  social  intercourse 
v.hich  prevails  in  the  villages  of  other  countries,  due  to  "their  custom 
of  postponing  the  celebration  of  a  holiday  to  the  following  Sunday  in  order 
to  save  time  for  work." 

The  Irish  neighborhood  is  the  "best  illustration  of  the  validity  of  the 
contention  in  this  study  that  the  form  of  the  primary  group,  the  neighbor- 
hood, is  of  vital  importance  in  the  social  life  of  people."  The  author 
wishes  that  the  American  neighborhood  might  develop  some  "worthy  traditions, 
cherished  ideals,  and  social  solidarity  similar  to  the  Irish." 

In  the  democratic,  intimate,  Danish  Sogn,  the  folk-school  movement  has 
embodied  the  ideals  and  spirit  of  real  "living".  The  school  has  influenc- 
ed the  economic  cooperation  and  political  power  of  the  Danish  farmer  and 
resulted  in  national  "leadership  and  fellowship"  training. 

In  Russia,  the  communal  spirit  and  reverence  of  the  people  as  compared 
to  the  "rampant  individualism,  mutual  suspicion,  and  lack  of  effective  co- 
operation" among  the  American  people,  gives  the  Mir  a  group  consciousness 
and  ability  achieved  only  through  cooperative  living.  There  is  also  a  dis- 
tinction between  this  cooperative  spirit  in  the  folkways  of  the  Russian 
peasant  and  the  Soviet  government's  program  of  the  communistic  organiza- 
tion. The  opposition  to  this  program  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  anti-religi- 
ous attitude  of  the  Bolsheviki.  "The  one,  great,  ever-present  problem  of 
the  government  is  the  conversion  of  the  peasantry  to  Marxism." 

The  advantages  of  the  European  village  system  as  contrasted  with  Ameri- 
can rural  life  may  be  summarized  in  the  following  points:  (1)  group 
labor  in  a  large  proportion  of  the  villages,  (2)  the  presence  of  women  and 
girls  in  the  labor  groups,  (3)  "strip"  farming  in  village  agriculture,  al- 
lowing neighborly  observation  and  imitation,  (4)  opportunity  for  the  soc- 
ialization of  children,  (5)  in  certain  instances,  life  tenure  for  teachers, 
(6)  better  recreational  and  social  life,  (7)  greater  political  strength, 
(8)  a  development  of  leadership,  (9)  little  overlapping  in  the  work  of 
formal  social  organizations,  (10)  more  successful  cooperative  societies, 
and  (11)  neighborly  strength  and  neighborly  self  respect. 
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"The  one  unavoidable,  serious  disadvantage  of  village  work  is  the  dis- 
tance which  seme  villagers  have  to  travel  in  going  to  and  from  their  fields." 
Mo  other  disadvantages  of  villages  are  pointed  out  although  the  author  states 
as  one  of  his  main  conclusions  "that  in  the  comparison  of  the  two  systems 
(European  and  American)  the  advantages  are  not  all  on  one  side."  His 
chapter  on  conclusions  is  not  materially  strengthened  by  a  number  of  recemmend- 
atiens  which  follow. 

The  book  carries  an  impressive  introductory  note  written  by  Sir  Horace 
Plunkett,  Irish  rural-life  leader  and  author  of  The  Problem  of  Rural  Life 
in  the  United  States.  One  may  well  accept  his  statement  that  the  book 
"must  be  read  in  its  entirety"  for  full  appreciation  of  the  conviction  of 
the  writer,  namely,  "that  the  neighborhood  must  do  something  to  overcome  its 
chaotic  and  anarchic  condition,  with  its  resulting  unhappiness  and  ineffi- 
ciency." -  Evelyn  G.  Tough,  Assistant  in  Rural  Sociology,  University  of 
Wisconsin .

Rural  Banking  Reform  is  a  brief  for  concentration  in  banking,  particu- 
larly branch  banking.  In  developing,  the  thesis  that  unit  banking  is  out- 
worn and  should  be  supplanted  by  branch  or  group  organizations,  the  author 
covers  the  historical  development  of  various  types  of  banking  in  the  United 
States,  ccmpares  city  and  country  banking,  describes  the  operation  and  ad- 
vantages of  group  and  branch  banking  systems,  and  considers  the  power  of 
government  to  effect  banking  reform. 

It  is  the  author's  contention  that  unit  banking  in  rural  districts  is 
an  "anachronism"  in  this  mcdern  age.  Rural  unit  banks,  according  to  his 
view,  can  not  attain  an  adequate  diversification  of  business,  and,  as  a 
result  of  hard  roads,  telephones,  and  other  modern  developments,  have  lost 
their  best  types  of  business  to  banks  in  near-by  cities  and  in  metropoli- 
tan areas.  Both  the  range  and  quality  of  service  offered  by  rural  unit 
banks  are  vastly  inferior  to  those  enjoyed  by  people  of  the  cities.  Further- 
more, the  author  denies  the  part  commonly  ascribed  to  country  banks  in  the 
up-building  of  new  regions,  holding  that  this  is  an  ill-founded  sentimen- 
tality. 

In  contrast  to  rural  banks,  city  banks  are  described  as  having  attained 
a  high  state  of  development  in  the  variety  and  quality  of  services  performed 
for  the  public.  Serving  many  lines  of  econcmic  activity,  they  have  a  diversi- 
fied business;  and  with  experts  in  charge  of  each  department,  their  manage- 
ment is  of  a  superior  order. 

The  author  believes  that  branch  or  group  banking  would  make  available  to 
rural  districts  the  superior  type  of  banking  services  now  found  in  cities. 
Although  appearing  to  have  a  preference  for  branch  banking,  the  author  seems 
favorably  disposed  toward  group  organizations.  With  neither  system  does  he 
anticipate  immediate  development  on  a  nation-wide  scale.  The  suggested  plan 
of  development  is  regional  or  "trade  area"  banking,  followed  ultimately 
by  organizations  of  nationwide  activity. 

Even  those  who  are  opposed  to  branch  and  group  banking  will  admit  an  ele- 
ment  of   truth   in  the   author's   attack  on  unit  banks   operating   in  rural 
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districts.    They  will  find,  however,  a  considerable  amount  of  exaggeration 
in  the  author's  claims  regarding  both  the  deficiencies  of  country  banks 
and  the  superiority  of  city  banks.    When  city  banks  have  passed  through 
a  depression  as  long  and  trying  as  that  experienced  during  the  last  decade 
by  country  banks,  there  will  be  a  better  basis  for  comparing  their  strength. 

One  essential  element  of  country  banking  which  the  author  has  not  dis- 
cussed is  the  desire  of  people  in  rural  districts  for  a  convenient  and 
understanding  loan  policy.  Farmers  want  their  deposits  to  be  safe,  but 
they  also  want  the  privilege  of  borrowing,  without  tiresome  delay,  on  agri- 
cultural types  of  security.  The  belief  that  large  banking  systems  would 
be  inferior  to  unit  banks  in  rendering  service  of  this  character  is  one 
of  the  main  reasons  for  objection  to  branch  or  group  banking.  In  extenua- 
tion of  the  author's  failure  to  discuss  the  subject  it  may  be  pointed  out 
that  there  is  little  factual  evidence  on  this  point.  -  Fred  L.  Garlock ,

"The  role  of  the  farmer  in  American  history  has  always  been  prominent, 
but  it  was  only  as  the  West  wore  out  and  cheap  lands  were  no  longer 
abundant  that  well-developed  agrarian  movements  began  to  appear.  First 
on  the  list  came  the  Granger  movement,  which  held  together  long  enough 
to  advance  materially  the  cause  of  governmental  regulation  of  the  rail- 
roads in  the  interest  of  the  farmers.  Then  came  the  Greenback  party, 
which  voiced  the  sentiment  of  the  debtor  West  lustily  enough  to  make 
the  currency  question  a  leading  issue  in  American  politics  for  the  rest 
of  the  century.  Then,  coincident  with  the  annihilation  of  the  frontier, 
came  the  Farmers'  Alliance  and  the  People's  party  with  longer  and  more 
complicated  programs  for  ameliorating  the  evils  from  which  agriculture 
was  suffering."  It  is  the  latter  movement  which  Professor  Hicks  has 
assayed  in  the  book  here  reviewed.  The  work  is  intentionally  limited 
to  the  political  aspects  of  Populism  and  its  economic  background. 

In  writing  this  volume,  Professor  Hicks  has  synthesized  nearly  two 
decades  of  research,  not  only  of  his  own  but  of  other  scholars  as  well. 
His  research  in  this  field  began  with  a  doctoral  dissertation  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin  and  was  continued  during  his  teaching  at  Hamline 
University,  the  North  Carolina  College  for  Women,  and  the  University  of 
Nebraska.  From  time  to  time  phases  of  his  research  have  appeared  as 
articles  in  the  Mississippi  Valley  Historical  Review,  Minnesota  History, 
and  the  North  Carolina  Historical  Review.  These,  together  with  much 
additional  material,  and  also  the  findings  of  Solon  J.  Buck,  Francis  B. 
Simkins,  Alex  M.  Arnett,  John  D.  Barnhart,  Raymond  C.  Miller,  Hallie 
Farmer,  Herman  C.  Nixon,  and  Ernest  D.  Stewart  are  here  utilized. 

The  Populist  movement  as  it  manifested  itself  in  the  farming  States 
cf  the  "Middle  Border"  was  a  product  of  the  economic  maladjustments 
incident  to  the  settlement  of  "the  last  frontier,"  the  construction  of 
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its  railroads,  and  the  difficulties  caused  by  trying  to  farm  in  the 
semiarid  region.  In  the  Southern  States,  the  injustices  of  the  crop- 
lien  system  as  it  pressed  on  the  small  land  owners  and  tenant  farmers, 
already  boweddown  by  the  burdens  of  Reconstruction,  precipitated  another 
the  Southern  -  phase  of  the  movement.  Having  described  these  fundamental 
conditions,  Professor  Hicks  traces  the  sporadic  and  localized  protests 
into  their  organization  as  State  and  regional  crusades  which,  ultimately 
turning  to  direct  political  action,  became  national.  The  efforts  of 
the  Farmers'  Alliance  and  Industrial  Union,  and  the  Northern  Alliance 
to  solve  the  problems  confronting  the  farmers  of  the  South  and  the  West 
are  given  in  detail.  Of  particular  interest  today  is  the  "subtreasury 
plan"  sponsored  by  the  Southern  Alliance.  For  its  time,  it  played  the 
iole  taken  by  the  equalization  fee  and  the  debenture  in  the  farm  relief 
proposals  of  the  post-war  years.  The  steps  by  which  old  Greenbackers, 
Alliance  men,  Knights  of  Labor,  desperate  farmers,  professional  politicians, 
and  other  more  or  less  discordant  elements  were  brought  together  into 
a  new  national  political  party,  the  People's  party,  are  presented  in 
ample  detail;  so  also  is  the  progress  of  this  party  to  its  high  tide  of 
success  in  1896  and  its  rapid  decline  in  the  next  few  years. 

The  concluding  chapter,  "The  Populist  Contribution,"  is  a  particularly 
valuable  one,  and  follows  in  the  main  the  article  by  Professor  Hicks  on 
"The  Persistence  of  Populism,"  in  Minnesota  History  for  March,  1931.  In 
it,  he  explains  how,  with  few  exceptions,  the  measures  which  the  Alliance 
members  and  Populists  advocated  in  the  eighties  and  nineties,  and  the  con- 
servatives and  Easterners  denounced  as  dangerous  socialistic  doctrines 
destructive  of  all  the  best  in  American  life,  have  been  put  into  practice 
and  are  now  accepted  as  commonplaces.  "To  radicals  of  today,  however, 
the  Populist  panaceas,  based  as  they  were  upon  an  essentially  individua- 
listic philosophy  and  designed  merely  to  insure  for  every  man  his  right  to 
get  ahead  in  the  world,  seem  totally  inadequate." 

The  sketches  of  the  leaders  of  Populism  zre  noteworthy.  "Pitchfork" 
Ben  Tillman  of  South  Carolina,  "the  one-eyed  plowboy";  "Sockless"  Jerry 
Simpson  of  Kansas;  Mary  Elizabeth  Lease,  "the  Patrick  Henry  in  petticoats" 
who  goaded  Western  farmers  to  political  action  by  her  admonition  that  they 
"raise  less  corn  and  more  Hell ; "  "Bloody  Bridles"  Waite  of  Colorado;  Tcm 
Watson  of  Georgia;  C.  W.  Macune  of  Texas;  General  James  B.  Weaver  of  Iowa; 
and  Ignatius  Donnelly  of  Minnesota,  the  "Sage  of  Nininger"  and  the  greatest 
orator  of  Populism,  -  these  and  others  less  colorful  are  described  as 
they  appear  in  the  narrative. 

The  author's  attitude  is  sympathetic  but  non-partisan.  His  style  is 
clear  and  lively.  The  quotations  from  contemporary  opinion  add  much  to 
the  narrative,  and  the  reproduction  of  contemporary  cartoons  give  us 
illuminating  glimpses  of  the  intensity  and  bitterness  of  the  struggle  which 
the  movement  engendered.  The  comprehensive,  classified,  and  annotated 
bibliography  is  excellent.  The  index  is  adequate.  The  book  is  a  valuable 
contribution  to  the  political  and  agricultural  history  of  the  United 
States.-  Everett  E.  Edwards,  Associate  Agricultural  Economist,  Division 
of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research.

Among  the  advantages  which  Danish  agriculture  has  over  that  of  Switzer- 
land, the  author  lists  a  more  even  climate,  low-lying  land,  one-man  farms, 
direct  access  to  the  sea  and  hence  to  the  markets  of  Great  Britain,  lower 
production  costs,  cheaper  land,  and  lower  wages.  Denmark  has  developed 
a  large  exporting  trade  in  dairy  products  on  a  free-trade  basis.  Switzer- 
land on  the  other  hand,  with  her  less  favorable  natural  conditions,  her 
industrialization,  her  lack  of  direct  access  to  the  sea,  and  her  high 
production  costs  is  compelled  to  find  her  market  at  home  and  to  protect 
it.  It  would  therefore  be  impossible  to  apply  Danish  methods  to  Swiss 
agriculture  with  any  hope  of  success.

"The  present  volume  on  the  Cost  of  Living  in  the  United  States,  the 
continuation  of  studies  made  over  a  series  of  years  by  the  National  Indus- 
trial Conference  Board,  comes  at  a  peculiarly  opportune  time.  The  year 
1930  witnessed  marked  changes  in  prices,  and  the  drop  in  wholesale  prices 
gave  rise  to  a  widespread  belief  that  the  cost  of  living  had  declined  in 
like  degree.  Since,  however,  the  cost  of  living  is  made  up  of  commodities 
purchased  at  retail  and  of  certain  services  not  so  responsive  to  price 
changes  as  are  commodities,  changes  in  the  cost  of  living  are  always  less 
pronounced  than  those  in  wholesale  prices.  The  past  year  has  been  no  ex- 
ception to  the  rule.  At  the  present  time,  when  wage  discussion  is  rife 
and,  naturally,  involves  also  discussion  of  the  cost  of  living,  it  is  high- 
ly important  that  the  exact  facts  regarding  changes  in  the  cost  of  living 
should  be  known. 

"This  book  represents  at  once  an  advance  over  previous  investigations 
and  a  departure  from  them.  It  represents  an  advance  because  the  accumulat- 
ed experience  of  the  Conference  board  in  investigations  of  this  nature  has 
led  to  modifications  in  matters  of  detail  procedure,  which  without  destroy- 
ing the  continuity  of  the  work  improve  its  quality.  It  represents  a  de- 
parture from  previous  indexes,  in  that  it  embodies  the  Conference  Board's 
new  policy  of  basing  its  presentation  of  economic  movements  on  post-war 
rather  than  pre-war  conditions. 

"The  indexes  of  the  various  aspects  of  the  cost  of  living  here  presented 
are  calculated  on  the  base  1923  =  100  instead  of,  as  formerly,  July,  1914  = 
100.  The  change  involved  a  revision  of  all  figures  previously  published 
and  has  been  a  work  of  considerable  magnitude.  The  reasons  for  the  change 
are  set  forth  in  a  special  chapter.  It  is  enough  to  say  here  that  the  new 
base  throws  the  emphasis  of  the  figures  on  recent  developments,  rather  than 
on  changes  since  a  comparatively  remote  date.  It  may  be  further  noted  that 
the  change  brings  the  work  of  the  Conference  Board  closer  into  line  with 
the  general  practice  of  discussing  prices,  production,  and  other  factors  in 
present  economic  conditions  in  comparison  with apost-war  period. "- Preface .

Free  Trade  and  Protection

This  pamphlet  by  an  Oxford  economist  was  reviewed  in  The  Economist 
(London)  for  Sept.  19,  1931,  p.  522  in  part  as  follows: 

"After  stressing  very  vigorously  the  fact,  so  often  forgotten,  that  it 
is  possible  to  be  convinced  of  the  economic  advantages  of  Free  Trade  and 
yet  remain  a  Protectionist  on  ethical,  cultural  or  nationalist  grounds, 
and  vice  versa,  Mr.  Fraser  addresses  himself  to  the  purely  economic  side 
of  the  problem.  The  core  of  the  matter,  as  Mr.  Fraser  has  no  difficulty 
in  showing,  is  the  doctrine  that  imports  are  paid  for  by  exports.  He  ex- 
plains, in  non-technical,  but  not  over-simplified  terms  how  it  comes  about 
that  imports  are,  on  the  average,  paid  for  by  exports,  though  he  avoids 
the  too  common  mistake  of  implying  that  every  import  transaction  is  bal- 
anced by  an  equivalent  volume  of  exports.  While  he  admits  that  the  exports 
may  be  'invisible,'  the  arguments  by  which  he  reaches  the  conclusion  that 
this  'is  not  sufficient  seriously  to  shake  the  view  that  a  tariff  which  re- 
duces real  imports  will  also  reduce  real  exports,'  are  very  convincing. 
Less  completely  satisfactory,  perhaps  owing  to  the  exigencies  of  compres- 
sion, is  his  reply  to  the  Protectionist  contention  that  this  is  only  a 
long  run  relationship. 

"This  point  established,  many  of  the  most  impressive  Protectionist 
arguments,  such  as  that  which  depends  upon  a  reduction  in  unit  costs  sup- 
posed to  follow  upon  the  extension  of  the  home  market  are  easily  met. 
Mr.   Fraser  then  turns  to  the  group  of  Protectionists  who  admit  that  a 
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reduction  in  imports  is  likely  to  be  accompanied  by  a  reduction  in  exports, 
but  who  believe,  nevertheless,  that  a  tariff  is  economically  desirable. 
The  'infant  industry*  argument,  he  admits,  may  hold  gocd  if  a  certain  ex- 
acting set  of  conditions  is  fulfilled.  The  argument  that  a  tariff  might 
revive  industry  by  its  effect  on  prices  is  examined  at  some  length,  and 
the  conclusion  is  reached  that  in  the  only  form  in  which  it  has  validity 
it  is  really  not  an  argument  for  Protection  but  for  monetary  expansion, 
"Justice  cannot  be  done  here  to  all  Mr.  Fraser's  arguments.  It  is  a 
relief  to  meet  such  a  dispassionate  examination  of  the  case,  for  though 
Mr.  Fraser's  conclusion  could  hardly  be  more  decisive,  on  the  purely 
economic  aspect  of  the  case,  he  cannot  be  accused  of  bias  in  his  reasoning. 
The  brevity  of  his  pamphlet,  however,  which  is  only  an  expanded  lecture, 
necessarily  leaves  many  points  incompletely  cleared  up,  and  if  a  convinced 
Protectionist  of  equally  scientific  turn  of  mind  could  be  found  to  meet 
him  on  the  same  level,  without  attempting  to  score  purely  debating  points, 
the  innumerable  electors  who  are  seeking  honest  guidance  on  this  burning 
question  would  have  great  cause  for  thankfulness."

Dr.  E.  G.  Nourse,  Director  of  the  Institute  of  Economics,  writes  in 
part  as  follows  in  the  preface: 

"This  book  is  the  product  of  a  co-operative  research  effort  of  a  quite 
unusual  character.  The  study  was  suggested  three  years  ago  by  Mr.  Junno- 
suke  Inouye,  then  president  of  the  Institute  of  Pacific  Relations,  who  was 
familiar  with  the  studies  which  the  Institute  of  Economics  had  hereto- 
fore made  of  various  European  countries.  It  was  the  idea  of  this  eminent 
Japanese  statesman,  financier  and  civic  leader  that  a  comprehensive 
scientific  investigation  of  Japan's  general  economic  and  financial  con- 
tion  would  not  only  prove  distinctly  useful  to  Japan  at  a  crucial  period  in 
her  history  but,  at  the  same  time,  through  clarifying  economic  issues  and 
problems,  v/ould  serve  to  correct  both  in  Japan  and  abroad  certain  economic 
misconceptions  which  have  been  a  fruitful  source  of  international  mis- 
understanding. 

"As  a  means  of  making  the  investigation  possible,  Mr.  Inouye,  as  Gover- 
nor of  the  Bank  of  Japan,  placed  at  our  disposal  the  facilities  of  the 
Economic  Research  Department  of  the  Bank  and  gave  us  the  active  collabora- 
tion of  Mr.  Junichi  Ko,  the  chief  of  that  department.  By  virtue  of  the 
fact  that  Mr.  Inouye  in  1929  became  for  a  second  time  the  Finance  Minister 
of  Japan,  the  aid  of  all  the  departments  of  government  in  assembling  the 
necessary  data  was  readily  secured. 

"As  the  first  step  in  the  investigation,  there  was  prepared  an  extensive 
outline  by  chapter  and  subdivision,  which  called  for  the  assembling  and 
translation  into  English  of  a  vast  amount  of  factual  and  statistical 
material.  The  Research  Department  of  the  Bank  of  Japan  spent  nine  months 
in  the  assembling  and  collating  of  this  material,  and  in  June,  1929  Mr,  Ko 
brought  this  material  to  Washington  and  remained  here  for  a  month  of  con- 
ferences at  which  the  material  was  analyzed  and  appraised.  Inevitably 
seme  of  the  material  had  to  be  revised  and  much  additional  information 
proved  to  be  necessary.  Later  in  the  year,  after  his  return  to  Japan, 
Mr.  Ko  furnished  a  large  volume  of  additional  data. 

"Meanwhile,  before  deparxing  for  Japan  in  the  summer  of  1930,  Mr.  Moul- 
ton had  been  able  to  prepare  a  tentative  draft  of  his  analysis.  Hence, 
while  in  Japan,  he  was  able  to  concentrate  his  attention  upon  certain 
crucial  issues  and  problems,  checking  statistical  evidence  and  tentative 
conclusions  against  the  experience  and  the  opinions  of  Japanese  officials, 
professional  economists,  and  business  leaders. 

"Parts  I  and  II  of  the  book  present  a  systematic  and  authoritative 
statistical  record  of  Japan's  economic  evolution.  On  this  foundation  the 
autror  proceeds  to  an  analysis  and  interpretation  of  the  economic  and  soc- 
ia\  results  of  the  developments  which  have  accompanied  the  introduction  of 
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Western  industrialism.    With  this  story  complete,  the  author  is  in  a  posi- 
tion to  discuss  present-day  problems  and  policies. 

"At  this  time,  when  the  more  progressive  nations  in  many  parts  of  the 
world  are  giving  close  study  to  the  problem  of  how  national  planning  may 
be  used  to  accelerate  national  development,  it  is  a  matter  of  peculiar  in- 
terest to  see  what  has  been  accomplished  by  the  political  and  economic 
leaders  of  Japan  in  the  short  period  since  they  renounced  the  ancient 
feudal  system  to  join  the  march  of  modern  progress.  It  is  quite  in  keep- 
ing with  the  tradition  of  Japan  in  studying  and  adapting  institutions  and 
procedures  from  her  sister  nations  in  Europe  and  America  that  she  should 
be  interested  now  in  a  critical  investigation  of  her  present  situation  and 
outlook,  conducted  in  an  objective  manner  by  a  scientific  research  agency." 

The  volume  contains  much  of  interest  to  the  agricultural  economist. 
Under  the  heading,  Utilization  of  natural  resources,  there  is  a  chapter 
devoted  to  agriculture,  and  under  the  heading,  The  government  in  relation

In  the  chapter  devoted  to  the  economic  effects  of  fostered  industrialism 
there  is  a  section  on  The  limitations  of  agriculture  in  finding  support 
for  Japan's  growing  population,  and  another  on  The  contribution  of  govern- 
ment leadership  in  planning  and  developing  a  national  economic  policy.

The  following  extract  was  taken  from  the  introductory  statement  to  this 
report : 

"Facts  concerning  the  consumption  of  milk,  dairy  products,  and  other 
foods  are  few  and  inadequate.    Statistical  services  have  been  organized  to 
estimate  and  publish  periodically  and  in  detail  a  great  deal  of  informa- 
tion on  present  and  prospective  supplies;   including  in  the  case  of  the 
dairy  industry  such  data  as  numbers  and  ages  of  cows,  production  of  milk, 
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shipments,  market  receipts,  etc.  Information  of  this  type  is  very  valuable 
and  should  be  expanded  and  improved,  but  ,even  with  a  perfect  and  complete 
series  of  reports  on  the  supply  situation  and  prospects,  dairymen  would  be 
lacking  fundamental  knowledge  of  market  conditions  unless  they  had  reli- 
able information  on  the  demand  for  their  products. 

"The  importance  of  consumption  statistics  was  brought  forcibly  to  the 
attention  of  dairymen  and  their  organizations  all  over  the  country  during 
1930  because  of  the  business  depression,  the  drop  in  consumer  buying  power, 
and  the  resulting  decrease  in  demand  for  many  products.  It  is  commonly 
realized  that  the  lower  buying  power  of  consumers  was  in  a  large  measure 
responsible  for  the  low  prices  of  butter  and  cream  in  1930.  The  drop  in 
milk  prices,  both  in  New  England  and  in  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  was 
probably  due  to  some  degree,  at  least,  to  decreased  consumption  of  milk, 
as  well  as  to  the  lower  prices  of  butter  and  cream. 

"This  situation  made  a  study  of  consumption  particularly  important  in 
1930,  and  a  number  of  research  organizations  in  New  England  together  with 
the  United  States  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  made  a  detailed  survey, 
the  results  of  which  are  presented  in  the  following  pages."

As  the  title  may  provoke  the  question,  why  two  Reports  (the 
other  is  Economic  Series  No.  9)  dealing  with  the  marketing  of  potatoes 
should  be  published  in  the  same  series,  a  word  of  introduction  seems  needed 
to  explain  the  special  scope  and  aim  of  this  Report  and  of  others  that  are 
to  fellow  it. 

"Hitherto,  Reports  in  the  Economic  Series  have  been  chiefly  concerned 
with  two  objects  -  to  provide  a  picture  of  the  existing  marketing  system 
for  the  various  agricultural  commcdities,  and  to  examine  the  possibilities 
of  what  is  generally  admitted  to  be  the  first  step  in  marketing  reform, 
namely,  standardization.    But  new  the  time  seems  ripe  for  a  further  ad- 
vance.   The  movement  for  standardization  is  well  under  way.  Producers, 
distributors  and  consumers  are  giving  increasing  support  to  the  National 
Mark  schemes  for  many  kinds  of  produce;  and  agriculture,  like  other  in- 
dustries, is  awakening  to  the  need  for  something  more  than  standardization 
of  produce  -  that  is,  for  the  rationalization  of  the  whole  marketing  pro- 
cess , 

"The  object  of  this  and  the  following  Reports  will,  therefore,  be  to 
examine  the  possibilities  of  organization  in  the  marketing  of  agricultural 
products,  v/ith  special  reference  to  conditions  obtaining  in  this  country. 

"The  method  to  be  followed  also  deserves  some  comment.  The  Reports 
upon  marketing  organization  will  be  written  on  a  commodity  basis,  that  is, 
each  Report  will  consider  the  problem  of  one  particular  product  or  group 
of  allied  products.  Further,  in  each  Report,  an  extensive  survey  will  be 
made  of  experience  abroad.  In  any  country,  the  basic  problems  of  market- 
ing a  given  commodity  are  determined  very  largely  by  its  physical  nature 
and  by  certain  characteristics  of  demand  and  supply  that  are  inseparable 
from  it.  These  surveys,  therefore,  will  not  only  provide  valuable  infor- 
mation upon  which  to  base  marketing  organization  in  this  country;  they 
will  also  bring  together  for  the  first  time,  and  analyse  in  a  convenient 
form,  data  that  for  many  commodities,  notably  potatoes,  must  be  drawn  from 
a  large  number  of  countries  and  from  records  in  different  languages. 

"In  this  last  respect,  the  new  Reports  should  be  of  value  to  producers 
in  overseas  parts  of  the  Empire  as  well  as  to  producers  in  this  country, 
and  should  encourage  the  pooling  of  world-wide  information  as  a  basis  for 
the  better  ordering  of  agricultural  marketing  generally."

Charles  Grant  Robertson,  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University  writes  as 
follows  in  the  foreword  to  this  series: 

"Professor  Konovalov,  the  Head  of  the  Russian  Department  in  this  Univer- 
sity, is  issuing,  in  co-operation  with  other  experts,  a  series  of  memo- 
randa on  vital  issues  in  the  Russia  of  to-day.  The  material  in  these 
memoranda  will  be  a  scientific  contribution  to  the  study  of  important 
problems,  and  I  welcome  this  proof  of  the  vigour  and  activity  of  our 
Professor  and  his  Department  and  cordially  commend  the  results  of  their 
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impartial  investigations  to  all  serious  students  of  the  international  and 
economic  developments  of  our  time." 

The  editorial  statement  with  which  the  series  is  introduced  follows: 

"Russia  of  to-day,  as  Russia  of  yesterday,  is  faced  with  the  longstand- 
ing problem  of  the  creation  of  important  industries  and  the  advancement 
of  agriculture.  She  must  develop  her  productive  capacity.  Sooner  or 
later,  by  direct  or  indirect  means,  she  will  solve  this  vital  economic 
problem.  Evidence  of  this  is  the  constant  accumulation  of  material  wealth 
and  the  development  of  natural  resources. 

"The  Five  Year  Plan  is  the  expression  of  a  striving  towards  this  end. 
The  end  itself  is  not  a  new  one:  it  has  been  in  view  ever  since  the  close 
of  the  last  century.  But  as  a  result  of  war,  revolution,  and  a  very  rapid- 
ly increasing  population  (2.Z%  per  annum)  the  problem  has  assumed  new  pro- 
portions. It  is  under  the  form  of  the  Soviet  monopolistic  system  that 
Russia  is  now  attempting  to  advance  towards  a  solution. 

"Little  is  as  yet  known  of  this  system  of  economics.  What  are  its 
characteristics?  Is  it  viable?  Can  it  give  the  population  more  material 
well-being  than  the  competitive  system  of  capitalism?  How  will  it  affect 
other  countries? 

"It  is  principally  these  questions  which  we  propose  to  study  in  the 
Birmingham  Bureau  of  Research  on  Russian  Economic  Conditions.  We  shall  not 
hesitate  to  ccme  to  our  own  conclusions,  nor  to  state  our  own  points  of 
view.  But  our  main  object  will  be  the  careful  study  of  facts  and  statis- 
tics, in  order  to  establish  what  actually  is  taking  place  in  the  economic 
life  of  Soviet  Russia. 

"To  answer  our  questions  in  a  scientific  manner  statistical  data  must  be 
employed.  The  only  existing  data  are  statistics  published  in  the  U.S.S.R. 
We  shall  subject  the  figures  to  thorough  analysis  by  statistical  proce- 
dures and  check  them  by  indirect  evidence.  Such  an  investigation  of  Soviet 
statistics  is  particularly  necessary  since  the  Soviet  Government,  in  1930, 
closed  the  Central  Statistical  Board  which  was  staffed  by  reliable  and  ex- 
perienced Russian  statisticians. 

"If  we  can  separate  the  grain  from  the  chaff  and  promote  further  investi- 
gation and  discussion  -  we  shall  be  satisfied."

"When,  in  the  course  of  a  decade  or  so,  the  national  and  local  budgets 
increase  in  proportion  from  one-eighth  to  one-quarter  of  the  total  in- 
come of  the  people,  it  is  but  natural  that  the  citizens  should  become  less 
apathetic  to  fiscal  matters.  Whatever  may  be  said  against  the  present 
huge  exactions,  they  have  at  least  had  the  salutary  effect  of  stimulating 
an  almost  unprecedented  interest  in  the  economics  of  public  revenue  and 
expenditure. 

"The  newcomer  to  the  study  of  public  finance,  however,  may  not  find 
it  easy  to  steer  a  straight  course  through  the  complexities  of  the  sub- 
ject. . . 

"It  is  in  the  hope  of  assisting  the  student  and  the  general  reader 
to  get  a  clear  view  of  the  main  aspects  of  the  fiscal  problem  that  this 
book  is  written.  Though  the  subject  is  in  parts  highly  controversial, 
the  following  chapters  are  not  intended  to  advocate  or  to  attack  any 
particular  cause.  Their  aim  is  to  discuss  in  impartial  terms  the  in- 
cidence and  effects  of  national  and  local  taxation,  and  to  make  the 
argument  intelligible  to  those  who  are  unversed  in  economic  science. 
For  the  benefit  of  those  who  wish  to  enter  more  deeply  into  the  various 
problems  several  references  and  an  annotated  bibliography  are  provided." 

Part  I  deals  with  general  principles  of  taxation.  Part  II  deals  with 
the  chief  forms  of  taxation  and  includes  the  following  chapters:  Land 
taxes;  National  and  local  finance;  Incidence  of  local  rates;  and  Local 
rates  and  industry.  The  appendix  contains  official  statistics  of  revenue 
and  expenditures  in  the  United  Kingdom.

The  aim  and  scope  of  this  work  are  set  forth  as  follows  in  the  foreword: 
"No  feature  of  the  economic  crisis  is  more  symptomatic  of  its  gravity 
or  more  disturbing  to  its  observers  than  the  severity  of  its  effects  in 
the  United  States.  The  widespread  unemployment  which  crept  over  the 
country  in  1930  is  all  the  more  striking  in  contrast  with  the  remarkable 
prosperity  which  had  characterised  the  previous  seven  years.  The  great  in- 
crease in  productivity  and  wealth,  the  rapid  development  of  material  re- 
sources and  the  well-devised  system  of  financial  regulation  which  marked 
that  period  were  not  proof  against  the  wave  of  depression  that  swept  over 
the  rest  of  the  world.  In  spite  of  its  unprecedented  progress  since  the 
war,  the  United  States  became  involved  in  the  common  economic  disaster  to 
as  great  a  degree  as  any  other  country.  It  has  become  only  too  evident  that 
no  general  understanding  has  been  attained  of  the  laws  which  determine  the 
working  of  the  complicated  international  mechanism  of  credit  and  commerce, 
which  has  been  built  up  and  extended  without  any  attempt  at  systematisa- 
tion,  still  less  at  co-operative  control.  Unemployment  is  one  of  the 
most  serious  consequences  of  this  failure  to  master  the  economic  forces 
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upon  which  the  material  well-being,  and  to  a  large  extent  the  political 
stability,  of  human  society  depend.  Its  various  phases  and  appearances, 
as  they  may  be  found  under  different  national  conditions,  are  therefore 
being  anxiously  scrutinised  in  the  hope  of  deducting  lessons  which  may 
contribute  to  that  science  of  economic  equilibrium  that  is  now  generally 
agreed  to  be  indispensable,  if  the  world  is  to  be  spared  similar  crises 
in  the  future. 

"It  is  becoming  increasingly  recognized  that  such  a  science  must  be 
international  in  its  scope,  and  that  it  must  therefore  take  account  of  the 
phenomena  to  be  found  in  every  country  which  participates  in  the  economic 
life  of  nations.  In  view  of  the  great  industrial,  financial  and  commercial 
importance  of  the  United  States,  it  is  particularly  necessary  for  anyone 
engaged  in  studying  the  causes  and  consequences  of  unemployment  to  devote 
considerable  attention  to  the  problems  which  it  presents  under  American 
conditions.  The  aim  of  this  brief  sketch  is  to  give  a  general  idea  of 
the  nature  and  extent  of  the  unemployment  problem  in  the  United  States, 
which  may  serve  as  an  introduction  to  those  who  are  unfamiliar  with  Ameri- 
can conditions.  As  may  be  judged  from  its  size,  it  has  no  pretensior 
to  be  comprehensive  or  exhaustive.  It  omits  many  facts  and  circumstances 
which  will  at  once  occur  to  American  students  of  unemployment,  in  the  en- 
deavor to  present  a  general  outline  stripped  of  details  which  are  more  im- 
portant to  the  specialist  than  to  the  mere  general  reader  trying  to  obtain 
a  bird's-eye  view."

The 
author,  who  is  a  reader  at  Downing  College,  Cambridge,  England,  discusses 
his  subject  under  the  following  captions:  advantages  offered  by  interna- 
tional mortgage  banks;  risks  in  making  advances  on  mortgage  security;  the 
part  played  by  mortgage  credit  in  city  building  extension  and  agricultural 
expansion;  caution  needed  in  granting  credit  to  farmers;  and  conclusions. 

He  reminds  us  that  there  are  in  existence  in  Europe  two  international 
mortgage  banks  -  Campagnie  Centrale  de  Prets  Fonciers,  in  Amsterdam,  and 
Credit  Foncier  International,  in  Bele  -  and  that  the  establishment  by  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  League  of  Nations  of  the  proposed  Banque  Hypothe- 
caire Agricole  Internationale  (International  Agricultural  Mortgage  Bank)  in 
Geneva  will  constitute  the  third.  While  the  first  two  are  purely  mercan- 
tile, the  last-mentioned  will  have  the  benefit  of  subsidies  and  guarantees 
of  various  Governments  while  still  retaining  the  character  of  a  private 
enterprise. 

As  regards  prospects  for  the  future,  the  writer  asserts  that  only  when 
the  agricultural  situation  in  Europe  shall  once  more  be  on  a  sound  basis, 
will  it  be  possible  to  consider  as  a  first-class  investment,  securities 
guaranteed  by  agriculture.

This  discussion  of  the  agricultural  crisis  and  international  agricul- 
tural credit  by  a  Hungarian  writer  is  thus  summarized:  the  special  im- 
portance of  wheat  in  the  agricultural  crisis;  the  general  causes  of  that 
crisis,  and  the  special  causes  of  the  wheat  crisis;  production  and  stocks; 
the  situation  of  agricultural  countries  in  Eastern  Europe;  means  of  im- 
proving this  situation;  the  preferential  customs  regime;  and  international 
credit  for  agriculture. 

The  author  believes  the  main  causes  of  the  present  agricultural  situa- 
tion are:  1.  Destruction  of  wealth  in  the  European  agricultural  countries 
by  war  and  inflation.  As  a  result,  the  agriculturist,  lacking  capital 
and  suitable  equipment,  finds  production  very  expensive;  and  this  factor 
with  the  lowering  prices,  reduces  his  profits  to  nothing.  2.  The  over- 
stabilization  of  exchange.  This  has  brought  about  a  decline  in  prices 
felt  especially  in  the  field  of  agriculture,  which  is  still  not  so  well  or- 
ganized as  industry.  3.  Exaggerated  protectionism,  resulting  in  increased 
prices,  usually  proportionate  with  the  customs  dues  level.  This  has  dis- 
turbed price  levels  between  industrial  and  agricultural  products,  adversely 
affecting  the  latter,  the  production  of  which  has  become  less  and  less  re- 
munerative. 4.  The  removal  of  former  economic  units  by  the  new  boundaries. 
The  old  order  of  interchanges  has  ended,  and  overproduction  and  diminished 
consumption  have  appeared,  a  problem  which  industry  has  been  more  successful 
in  solving  than  has  agriculture. 

The  writer  gives  five  other  considerations  which  he  regards  as  the  de- 
termining causes  of  the  grain  crisis. 

Price  and  production  statistics  for  the  principal  producing  countries 
are  introduced.  Reference  is  made  to  the  joint  efforts  of  the  League  of 
Nations  and  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  on  behalf  of  agri- 
culture and  to  a  solution  of  the  crisis,  particularly  in  Hungary,  Rumania, 
Yugoslavia,    Bulgaria,    Estonia,    Lithuania,    Poland,    and  Czechoslovakia. 

The  guiding  principle  in  the  organization  of  international  agricultural 
credit  as  contemplated  by  the  League  of  Nations,  for  the  relief  of  agricul- 
turists lacking  capital,  is  the  transfer  of  capital  to  countries  where 
capital  is  lacking,  in  the  form  of  long-term  loans  with  mortgage  guarantees 
or  supplementary  State  guarantees,  effected  through  already  existing  na- 
tional land  banks.  The  transfer  would  be  made  under  the  auspices  of  an 
independent  financial  institution  forming  a  judicial  body  created  pursu- 
ant to  international  agreement.  The  institution,  which  would  take  the  form 
of  a  joint-stock  company,  would  be  established  in  some  central  European 
city  with  a  financial  market.

The  author  refers  to  various  conferences  leading  up  to  the  international 
congress  held  in  Warsaw  in  June,  1925,  at  which  a  very  extensive  report  was 
submitted  by  Louis  Tardy,  Director-General  of  the  Caisse  Nationale  de 
Credit  Agricole  Franchise  (French  National  Bank  for  Agricultural  Credit), 
setting  forth  the  principles  upon  which  agricultural  credit  institutions 
should  be  built.  The  conclusions  adopted  at  that  time  are  quoted  together 
with  extracts  from  the  lengthy  resolution  adopted  at  the  International 
Conference  on  Economics  held  in  Geneva,  May,  1927,  and  two  motions  carried 
by  the  International  Parliamentary  Trade  Conference  in  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
Sept.,  1927. 

An  interesting  report  by  Jacques  Bost,  presented  at  the  Arras  Conference 
in  June,  1928,  led  to  the  adoption  of  a  resolution,  quoted  in  part,  regard- 
ing joint  action  between  the  League  of  Nations  and  existing  agricultural 
organizations  in  Europe. 

In  those  countries  in  which  agricultural  credit  is  not  yet  properly 
organized,  steps  should  be  taken  by  the  interested  Governments  to  remedy 
this  situation.  Undoubtedly,  the  situation  is  getting  worse  in  the  coun- 
tries of  Central  and  Eastern  Europe,  and  the  approval  by  the  European  Com- 
mission and  the  Council  of  the  League  of  Nations  of  the  creation  of  an  in- 
ternational association  of  agricultural  mortgage  credit  came  at  the  right 
time.  The  capital  is  to  be  fifty  million  dollars  gold,  divided  into  S500 
shares;  an  initial  block  of  five  millions  to  be  issued  immediately.  Other 
financial  arrangements  are  outlined;  also  the  principles  under  which  it  is 
to  function. 

As  the  author  sees  it,  organized  agricultural  credit,  can  alone  furnish 
the  effective  aid  needed  to  meet  the  present  situation.  This  is  in  line 
with  the  view  enunciated  by  the  preparatory  international  Conference  held 
in  Rome  last    March.     An  excerpt  from  its  final  resolution  is  quoted.

We  do  not  need  to  take  men  out  of  indus- 
try to  put  them  to  farming,  but  "is  it  not  possible  that  we  might  devise 
methods  by  which  the  farmer's  market  may  be  brought  closer  to  him,  and  the 
industrial  worker  be  brought  closer  to  his  food  supply?"  Circumstances 
indicate  that  more  factories  will  be  established  in  smaller  communities 
and  in  agricultural  regions.  Social  considerations  have  had  a  large  part 
in  keeping  workers  in  the  city,  "but  the  advantages  of  city  life  today  are 
less,  comparatively,  than  they  were  ten  years  ago.  And  they  will  continue 
to  grow  less,  for  city  conveniences  are  rapidly  being  brought  to  the  coun- 
try."

Business  Depression  and  Agriculture

The  author  is  permanent  secretary  of  the  French  Academy  of  Agriculture. 
In  this  article  he  discusses  the  agricultural  significance  of  the  trade 
depression,  the  impossibility  of  a  limited  production,  and  the  problems  of 
producing  nations. 

The  cause  of  the  trade  depression,  according  to  members  of  the  various 
agricultural  societies,  national  and  international,  is  the  narrow  differ- 
ence existing  between  cost  and  sale  price,  as  quoted  on  the  big  markets. 
While  costs  of  building,  machinery  and  labor,  and  the  like,  are  now  greater 
than  before  the  War,  cereals,  sugar,  etc,  are  much  cheaper.  This  shows 
that  the  world  production  of  some  classes  of  agricultural  products,  such 
as  sugar  and  cereals,  exceeds  the  demand,  and  that  those  stocks  which  are 
not  sold  remain  stored,  thus  making  a  monetary  recovery  impossible.  As  to 
the  suggested  remedy,  that  producers  come  to  an  agreement  regarding  mainte- 
nance of  prices  and  limitation  of  production,  it  would  be  no  easy  matter  to 
apply  this  to  agriculture,  in  which  millions  of  men  are  working  disconnec- 
tedly, scattered  throughout  the  world,  and  with  no  means  of  communicating 
one  with  the  other. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  regional  "ententes"  proposed  to  be  created  in 
Rumania,  Poland,  Hungary  and  Yugoslavia  -  largely  agricultural  countries  - 
for  the  purpose  of  mutually  assuring  and  facilitating  the  exportation  of 
their  cereals,  and  which  culminated  in  conferences  held  at  Bucharest, 
Warsaw,  etc.,  at  which  they  asked  to  be  granted  a  special  system  of  tariffs 
in  the  wheat-importing  countries  of  Western  Europe.

Butter

The  manner  in  which  the  world's  butter  market  shapes  itself  has  a  great 
significance  for  the  future  of  Germany's  market.  If  we  want  to  judge 
the  future  development  of  the  world's  butter  market,  a  knowledge  of  the 
factors  which  determine  supply  and  demand  in  the  leading  producing  and 
consuming  countries  is  essential. 

A  comparative  table  shows  butter  exports  from  the  more  important  coun- 
tries to  Germany  and  Great  Britain  in  1925-1930,  and  the  author  points  out 
that  in  1930,  Denmark  and  New  Zealand  alone  participated  to  the  extent  of 
over  50  per  cent  in  those  exports,  which  are  practically  equivalent  to  the- 
total  world  export.  These  two  countries,  with  Holland  and  Australia,  furnished 
69  per  cent  of  the  world's  butter  export.  As  to  imports  we  are  told  that  the 
world's  butter  imports  centered  to  a  still  greater  degree  in  Germany  and 
Great  Britain,  which  in  1925  to  1930  took  an  average  of  90  per  cent  of 
the  total  supply. 

Butter  -  Standardization  -  Germany

According  to  the  author,  Germany's  certified  butter  movement  was  put 
into  operation  more  rapidly  than  other  efforts  at  standardization  put  forth 
by  German  agriculture.  In  some  cases  the  required  preliminary  work  was 
even  taken  in  hand  and  carried  through  too  hastily.  The  butter  certifica- 
tion movement,  contrary  to  other  standardization  measures,  is  decidedly  a 
self-defense  action  on  the  part  of  German  agriculture;  it  is  carried  out 
almost  everywhere  with  State  support.  Possibly  here  is  to  be  found  a 
reason  for  the  very  sound  development  and  the  results  secured. 

The  subject  is  discussed  from  the  following  standpoints:  origin  and 
status  of  the  butter-certification  movement;  and  technique  of  certified- 
butter  control  in  Germany. 

The  relative  costs  attached  to  the  two  control  systems  are  then  dis- 
cussed, also  the  advantages  and  disadvantages.  Other  phases  of  the  certi- 
fied-butter  movement  dealt  with  are:  future  problems  of  Germany's  certi- 
fied-butter  movement,  and  marketing  questions  relating  to  certified  butter.

This  program  is 
expected  to  bring  about  normalization  of  supply  and  demand  in  the  Brazil- 
ian trade,  improvement  in  quality,  readjustment  of  production  to  consump- 
tion, and  "a  still  larger  expansion  of  the  product."

Prussia;  it  consumes  about  78  per  cent  of  the  butter  shipped  from  that 
province.  Repeated  proposals  have  been  made  to  institute  in  East  Prus- 
sia, a  state  control  of  shipments  of  dairy  products.  Local  dairy  econ- 
omists have  argued,  that  the  necessary  technical  conditions  from  the  pro- 
duction standpoint  do  not  exist  in  that  province.  But  this  objection  can 
not  be  sustained,  since  the  purpose  of  the  control  is  not  only  to  stim- 
ulate but  to  compel  a  betterment  of  technical  production  fundamentals. 
Voluntary  control  was  not  altogether  a  success.  Dairy  producers  will  now 
have  a  greater  incentive  to  maintain  the  quality  of  their  products  at  a 
high  level,  so  as  to  meet  control  requirements.  Cost  figures  are  given 
for  the  establishment  of  such  a  control. 

From  data  now  available  the  author  is  led  to  believe  that  general 
obligatory  quality  control  of  shipments  of  products  of  East  Prussia's 
dairy  industry  would  result  in  advantages  in  the  long  run,  which  would  much 
more  than  offset  the  outlay  involved  and  the  inconveniences  and  difficul- 
ties encountered.

The  writer  reviews  the  recent  variations  in  prices  of  agricultural 
products:  plant  foods,  feed,  cattle,  and  cattle  products,  as  reflected  in 
Germany's  wholesale  price-index  (Grosshandelsindex) 

More  than  half  of  the  discussion  deals  with  the  use  of  oil  cakes  as 
feed,  the  nutritive  value  of  which  is  virtually  only  half  as  expensive 
as  in  the  case  of  grain,  even  without  making  allowance  for  the  particularly 
valuable  digestible  protein  present  in  oil  cakes. 

Two  charts  show  graph-wise  the  price  ratio  of  rye,  feed  barley  and  wheat 
bran  to  soya-bean  groats  in  Germany  and  the  price  ratio  of  feed  barley, 
corn,  and  wheat  bran  to  peanut  cakes  in  the  world  market.

Since  1929-30  all  the  more  important  hog  markets  of  the  world  have 
experienced  a  heavy  slump  in  prices.  The  lowest  price-level  reached  in 
earlier  cycles  has  already  been  considerably  undercut  in  some  countries. 
The  particular  sharpness  of  the  fall  in  prices  is  explained  by  the  simul- 
taneous appearance  of  an  increased  supply,  occurring  within  the  confines 
of  the  known  "hog  cycle"  and  forced  to  a  great  extent  by  the  breakdown 
in  the  world's  grain  prices,  and  a  world  economic  depression  of  unusual 
proportions . 

The  author  proceeds  to  examine  the  possibilities  of  bringing  about 
a  reversal  of  the  present  market  situation,  under  the  following  captions: 
(1)  The  hog  cycle;  (2)  Hog-feed  price  ratios  and  future  market  situation; 
(3)  Breeding-sew  supply  and  marketing,  of  suckling  pigs  (including  a  table 
illustrating  the  development  of  the  former,  covering  the  period  from  Dec, 
1924  to  June,  1931);  and  (4)  Supplies  and  prices. 

The  prospects  for  the  hog  market  are  defined  as  follows:  During  the 
current  economic  year  1931-32  hog  prices  will  continue  to  be  much  de- 
pressed, with  large  offerings  and  poor  demand.  In  the  economic  year 
1932-33,  however,  a  stronger  rally  in  prices  may  be  anticipated  from  the 
standpoint  of  supplies.  Whether  this  is  realized  will,  however,  depend  to 
a  high  degree  on  the  further  shaping  of  general  economic  conditions,  which 
can  not  now  be  predicted.

In  both  the  industrial  groups  which  are  available  to  the  Berlin  retail 
meat  trade  -  large-scale  butchers  and  cattle  dealers  -  sales  are  effected 
in  unrestricted  markets.  Nowhere  is  the  field  of  competition  more  complete 
than  in  these  markets,  because  here  sellers  are  crowded  together  in  small 
compass,  the  buyer  can  obtain  information  with  the  least  trouble  and  in  the 
most  complete  manner  as  to  offerings,  and  has  a  free  choice  among  sellers 
as  a  whole. 

In  the  Berlin  meat  industry  the  field  of  competition  is  strengthened  by 
the  fact  that  no  less  than  five  different  industrial  groups  are  competing 
one  with  the  other:  the  store  butcher,  the  market  butcher,  the  large  pro- 
vision stores,  co-operatives,  and  large  establishments  handling  meat 
products  in  combination  with  groceries  and  fancy  foods  etc.,  as  retail 
stores . 

A  keen  competition  inside  the  store-butcher  trade  itself  is  also  evident 
in  Berlin.  The  field  of  competition  in  so  far  as  effect  is  concerned  is 
placed  fully  and  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  purchasing  housewife.  The 
closer  she  figures  in  her  purchases,  and  the  more  she  gives  attention  to 
getting  good  value  for  her  money,  the  more  the  competition  develops.  This 
critical  intervention  of  the  housewife  is  therefore  the  best  means  of 
strengthening  competition.

in  the  case  of  exporting  countries,  an  increase  in  exports  or  maintenance 
of  exports,  and,  in  the  case  of  importing  countries,  the  displacement  or 
exclusion  of  imports.  Inasmuch  as  German  beef  can  be  effectively  pro- 
tected not  only  by  tariffs  but  also  by  veterinary  measures,  a  standariza- 
tion  of  cattle  and  beef  would  appear,  from  that  viewpoint,  to  be  uncalled 
for.

In  this  brief  treatis  the  writer  points  out  the  more  important  activi- 
ties of  the  Pea  Association  of  Central  Germany  (Mitteldeutscher  Erbsen- 
Verband)  in  the  lines  of  organized  marketing  and  standardization. 

The  organization  of  the  Mitteldeutscher  Erbsenverband,  a  limited  liabil- 
ity company,  combining  agriculture  with  trade,  was  due  to  the  possibili- 
ties in  consolidation  of  production  and  market  control  offered  by  the 
Victoria  pea.  The  cultivation  of  the  Victoria  pea  is  restricted  for  the 
most  part  to  Central  Germany.  In  1930  six  commercial  firms  specializing  in 
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the  pea  trade  combined  with  the  growers  in  Central  Germany,  and  the  above- 
mentioned  corporation  was  formed.  This  linking  of  the  forces  of  trade 
and  agriculture  offered  special  advantages,  inasmuch  as  it  made  it  un- 
necessary to  tie  up  capital  in  buildings  and  mechanical  installations  and 
in  storing  and  warehousing.  The  detailed  working  out  of  the  system  is  de- 
scribed. 

Standardization  is  then  discussed.  One  of  the  fundamental  ideas  of 
the  Pea  Association  is  strict  quality  requirements,  payment  according  to 
quality,  and  careful  grading  and  preparation  of  the  commodity  for  market. 

This  system  seems  to  work  remarkably  well,  has  not  aroused  disputes  of 
any  kind,  and  has  won  the  cooperation  of  the  farmers. 

A  further  function  of  the  Pea  Association  consists  in  cutting  down  as 
much  as  possible  the  cost  margin  between  the  producer's  price  and  that 
of  the  consumer.  The  farmer  is  paid  the  full  proceeds  of  his  merchandise 
after  deducting  the  Association's  out-of-pocket  expenses.  The  board  of 
directors  makes  it  its  business  to  restrict  these  expenses  to  the  very 
minimum.  The  Association  waives  any  profit,  and  acts  as  commission  agent 
and  confidential  representative  of  the  farmer,  thus  following  the  most  im- 
portant principle  of  modern  marketing,  namely,  not  to  appear  as  the  prin- 
cipal acting  on  his  own  account.  Only  with  this  form  of  marketing  is  a 
relation  of  complete  confidence  between  producer  and  sales  organization 
possible .

For  a  series  of  international  loans  carried  out  through  the  cooperation 
of  the  chief  lending  countries  and  devised  in  such  a  way  as  to  promote 
productive  resources  in  the  most  promising  areas  of  the  world  and  to  stimu- 
late and  increase  world  purchasing  power.  .  .  3.  For  a  series  of  international 
agreements  for  the  division  and  control  of  the  world  market  by  producers  of 
raw  commodities  and  of  some  manufactured  goods...

"The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  sketch  the  form  of  economic  recon- 
struction and  co-operation  advocated  by  the  writer  and  to  indicate  the 
principal  outlines  of  the  needful  preparatory  work,  which  will  make  a  call 
on  the  competence  and  efforts  of  the  great  international  institutions, 
in  particular  the  International  Labour  Office,  the  technical  organizations 
of  the  League  of  Nations,  and  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture. 

"It  should  be  noted  in  the  first  place  that  this  scheme  of  reconstruc- 
tion brings  into  play  only  the  organic  forces  of  life  and  social  evolution, 
that  is  to  say,  the  forces  that  intimately  affect  the  structure  of  economic 
and  social  relations.  It  has  an  underlying  principle  that  by  now  appears 
to  have  won  general  acceptance,  wherever  there  is  serious  discussion  and 
study  of  the  malaise  from  which  the  whole  world  is  suffering.  This  is 
that  beneath  the  crisis  produced  by  cyclical  depression  lies  a  more  serious 
disorganisation,  due  to  changes  in  the  technique  of  production,  the  derange- 
ment of  the  forces  of  production  and  a  variety  of  other  facts  that  now 
play  a  permanent  part  in  world  economy.  The  present  scheme  proposes  to 
overcome  these  deep-seated  and  lasting  causes  of  depression  by  a  com- 
pletely new  economic  organisation,  which  consists  in  essence  in  the  in- 
ternational association  of  the  three  factors  in  the  production  of  wealth  - 
labour,  land  and  raw  materials,  and  capital  -  and  their  combination  with 
a  view  to  maximum  capital."

The  introduction  of  commercial  grades  was  made 
possible  by  an  emergency  decree,  but  drawn  up  merely  as  an  authorization 
law,  it  still  failed  to  have  any  direct  practical  effect  on  production  or 
sale.  Many  months  elapsed  before  efforts  to  introduce  a  classification  of 
merchandise  took  a  more  definite  shape. 

The  preliminary  work  has  advanced  so  far  that  it  will  shortly  be  possi- 
ble to  turn  over  to  the  National  Economic  Council,  for  expert  appraisal 
the  plans  of  the  Minister  of  Food  &  Agriculture.  This  will  mark  the 
beginning  of  the  standardization  of  commercial  language,  and  the  national 
uniform  aim  to  secure  quality  production  in  the  field  of  German  agricul- 
ture.

This  article  on  the  French  wine-growing  industry,  which  originally 
appeared  in  the  August  13,  1931,  issue  of  Actualites,  deals  with  two 
decrees  published  in  the  Journal  Officiel  of  August  4. 

Art.  15  of  the  Law  of  July  4,  1931,  provides  that  grape  musts  (unfer- 
mented  wine)  concentrated  to  more  than  10  per  cent  may  be  utilized  in 
France  and  Algeria  for  wine  making  or  for  consumption. 

The  decree  published  August  4  outlines  the  manner  in  which  the  law 
will  be  applied. 

Under  the  French  law,  growers  whose  acreage  is  10  hectares  or  who  har- 
vest more  than  500  hectoliters  are  not  permitted  to  create  new  planta- 
tions, and  the  decree  establishes  the  procedure  to  be  followed  in  dis- 
closing the  existence  of  new  plantations.  By  this  legal  provision  French 
vineyards  will  have  been  spared  an  overproduction,  which  would  have 
culminated  in  a  disastrous  crisis  in  districts  where  the  vine  has  been 
cultivated  from  time  immemorial.  In  Algeria  it  had  been  planned  to  in- 
crease the  acreage  this  fall  by  from  44,000  to  50,000  hectares,  which 
constituted  a  real  danger  to  the  little  growers  in  the  West,  Center, 
Gironde,  or  South  of  France. 

There  is  no  longer  any  need  to  fear  a  dangerous  overproduction  as  a 
result  of  excessive  planting  and  abnormal  output.

The  author  points  out  that  the  wine  market  is  subservient  to  laws  which 
are  peculiarly  its  own  and  that  only  after  a  considerable  time  does  it 
feel  the  effect  of  exchanges  or  the  counterstroke  of  the  economic  situa- 
tion.    Its  movements  are  regulated  mainly  by  the  size  of  the  wine  harvests. 

So  far  the  present  crisis  has  not  deeply  affected  the  French  Republic, 
and  the  consumption  of  wine,  far  from  diminishing,  continues  to  expand. 

The  law  of  supply  and  demand  which  regulates  production  in  most  spheres 
of  economic  activity  does  not  apply  to  the  wine  industry,  which  seems  to 
be  less  responsive  than  any  other  line  of  endeavor  to  prices  fluctuations. 

The  writer  suggests  that  the  organization  of  a  market  for  credit  trans- 
actions, as  has  been  done  at  Milan  with  seemingly  satisfactory  results, 
might  bring  more  sustained  activity  to  the  French  wine  market. 

In  an  editorial  in  the  same  issue  (p. 282)  we  read  that  for  the  purpose 
of  checking  overproduction  and  redeeming  the  quality  the  following  essen- 
tial provisions  had  been  proposed:  prevent  new  plantings;  handicap  exces- 
sive yields  which  interfere  with  quality;  and,  when  there  is  a  plentiful 
harvest,  partially  tie  up  the  crops  with  the  idea  of  avoiding  congestion 
of  the  markets.

This  book  is  a  glorification  of  Mussolini  and  his  work  for  Italy.  It 
is  divided  into  three  parts  of  which  the  second  part   is   four  times  as 
long  as  the  other  two  put  together.    Part  1  contains  a  brief  sketch  of 
agricultural  conditions  in  Italy  before  tne  march  to  Rome  on  October  28, 
1922,  in  which  the  author  denies  that  the  pre-war  governments  had  any  real 
agricultural  policy.    The  lack  of  continuity  in  the  direction  of  the  govern- 
ment, a  logical  outcome  of  the  parliamentary  regime,  exercised  a  harmful 
influence  on  the  agricultural  policy  of  Italy  inasmuch  as  the  first  im- 
pulse of  a  new  cabinet  was  to  reject  what  had  been  approved  by  its  pre- 
decessors.    And  so  it  happened  that  of  the  many  agricultural  bills,  all 
necessary,   each  one  supplying  a  need  of  the  country,    few  had  the  good 
fortune  to  be  enacted  into  law.     It  was  only  after  perilous  vicissitudes 
that  the  silk  law,  proposed  in  1912,  was  approved  a  year  later,  and  that 
the  law  dealing  with  plant  diseases,   proposed  in  1913,  was  enacted  in 
1916.     The  leaders  of  the  nation  lacked  comprehension  of  what  might  be 
called  a  real  agricultural  policy,  an  error  all  the  more  unpardonable  in 
that  there  were  men  like  Cavour  and  Jacini  who  had  a  vision  of  a  recon- 
structed Italy  on  the  basis  of  a  great  agricultural  reform.  Notwithstand- 
ing their  efforts  and  those  of  the  Luzzatti  and  the  Ferrari  of  the  coun- 
try,  the  major  attention  of  the  legislators  was  given  to  urban  and  in- 
dustrial centers.     With  the  exception  of  the  agricultural  law  of  Nitti, 
the  proposed  law  on  internal  settlement  of  Giolitti  and  that  of  Cavasola 
on  Sardinia,  the  Royal  decree  of  October  11,  1914  on  agricultural  credit, 
and  the  landed  property  law  of  1922,  it  rarely  happened  that  Italian  agri- 
culture was  the  object  of  an  important  legislative  provision.    An  agricul- 
ture neglected  by  the  State  and  assisted  spasmodically  by  local  societies 
until  1920  when,  by  a  decree  of  November  27,  1919,  a  minimum  annual  sum 
was  guaranteed  mostly  by  the  provincial  travelling  chairs  of  agriculture, 
an  agriculture  decimated  by  the  war  as  regards  both  men  and  resources,  such 
was  the  inheritance  which  the  Fascist  government  owed  to  its  predecessors . 
Its  response  to  the  challenge  and  its  work  of  agricultural  restoration 
during  the  next  seven  years  are  told  in  enthusiastic  terms  in  the  second 
part  of  the  book. 

From  the  beginning,  Mussolini's  aim  has  been  the  establishment  of  a 
State  fortified  against  attack  from  within  and  without.  "Everything  in  the 
State,  nothing  against  the  State,  nothing  outside  of  the  State"  has  been 
the  basis  of  his  program  of  reconstruction.  The  State  is  the  watchword, 
and  the  subordination  of  the  interests  of  individuals  to  those  of  the  State 
constitutes  the  foundation  of  the  Fascist  doctrine.  One  of  its  greatest 
contributions  has  been  the  restoration  of  faith  in  the  country's  ultimate 
prosperity,  of  peace  of  mind,  and  public  order.  The  farmer,  after  years 
of  indecision  and  uncertainty,  can  rely  on  the  protection  of  the  State  on 
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condition  that  he  fulfil  certain  duties  to  the  State. 

The  organization  of  syndicalism  is,  according  to  the  author,  perhaps 
the  greatest  and  most  revolutionary  reform  brought  about  by  Fascism  in  the 
economic  life  of  the  nation.  Syndicalism  is  the  natural  consequence  of 
the  associative  tendency  of  the  masses  following  the  evaluation  and  the 
mechanization  of  human  labor.  In  its  earliest  manifestations  it  took  the 
form  of  opposition  to  the  prosperity  of  the  governing  classes.  But  Fas- 
cist syndicalism  is  free.  It  aims  at  the  inclusion  of  all  citizens  who 
contribute  to  national  production,  dividing  them  up  into  professional  as- 
sociations with  or  without  a  body  politic  according  to  their  nature  and 
scope.  The  law  of  April  3,  192S,  which  Mussolini  claims  to  be  "the  most 
courageous,  the  most  audacious,  and  the  most  revolutionary  of  the  Fascist 
laws,"  provides  for  the  organization  of  syndicalism  on  a  national  basis. 
As  far  as  the  farmer  is  concerned,  all  Italian  citizens  who  serve  agri- 
culture in  any  capacity  are  grouped  into  two  organizations,  that  of  the 
employers,  the  National  Fascist  Confederation  of  Agriculturists  (Confed- 
erazione  Nazionale  Fascista  degli  Agricoltori ) ,  and  that  of  the  workers, 
the  National  Confederation  of  Fascist  Agricultural  Syndicates  (Confedera- 
zione  Nazionale  dei  Sindacati  Fascisti  dell'  Agricultura. )  The  former  is 
a  direct  result  of  the  law  of  April  3,  1926,  and  embodies  the  principle 
that  agricultural  production  as  a  source  of  benefit  to  the  individual  and 
a  duty  to  the  State  ought  to  be  inspired  by  a  spirit  of  collaboration. 
The  Confederation  of  Agriculturists  is  composed  of  92  provincial  feder- 
ations, each  of  which  is  divided  into  provincial  syndicates  and  provincial 
unions  of  cooperative  agricultural  enterprises.'  There  are  also  attached 
to  the  Confederation  a  number  of  associations  of  various  kinds  formed  by 
agriculturists  for  the  pursuit  of  special  schemes  dealing  with  land  re- 
clamation, afforestation,  cooperation,  agricultural  education  and  propa- 
ganda, etc.  Among  the  aims  of  the  Confederation  are  the  representation  of 
farmers  and  the  protection  of  their  interests,  without  prejudice  to  the 
interests  of  the  State,  and  in  accordance  with  the  Fascist  idea  of  collab- 
oration, the  development  of  a  national  consciousness  among  farmers,  and  a 
recognition  of  their  responsibility  as  administrators  of  the  national 
patrimony,  increase  of  production,  and  decrease  of  cost  of  production,  The 
future  advantages  to  the  country  of  such  organizations  are  incalculable. 
There  will  be  elimination  of  strikes  and  violence  in  favor  of  ordered, 
uninterrupted  work,  with  an  ever  increasing  use  of  all  available  technical 
measures  for  increasing  production  and  decreasing  costs.  National  Fascist 
syndicalism  has  contributed  effectively  to  the  organization  of  the  labor 
market  which  has  always  constituted  one  of  the  most  important  economic 
problems . 

Closely  connected  with  the  above  movement  is  the  development  of  coopera- 
tion under  the  Fascist  regime  culminating  in  the  creation  of  the  Ente 
Nazionale  della  Cooperazione .  A  recent  agreement  between  this  body  and  the 
Conf ederazione  Nazionale  Fascista  degli  Agricoltori  resulted  in  the 
establishment  in  Rome  of  the  Officio  Centrale  della  Cooperazione  Agricola 
directly  dependent  on  a  committee  composed  of  two  representatives  of  each 
of  the  above  associations.  In  each  province  is  a  provincial  committee 
dependent  on  the  central  committee.  Thus  Fascism  has  led  Italian  coopera- 
tion  into   the   straight   and  narrow  path,    placing   it   under   the  control 
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of  the  State  and  giving  it  aid  and  protection.  Today  the  Federazione 
Italiana  dei  Consorzi  Agrari  which  represents  the  largest  economic 
organization  of  the  Confederazione  nazionale  Fascista  degli  Agricoltori, 
is  the  largest  exponent  of  the  new  Fascist  cooperative  movement.  It 
numbers  about  a  thousand  Federal  agricultural  societies,  owns  steam- 
boats for  the  transportation  of  fertilizers  and  agricultural  machinery, 
and  has  established  seventeen  factories  which  produce  one-fourth  of  the 
superphosphates  produced  in  the  country.  It  is  a  promoter  of  the  col- 
lective sale  of  vegetables  and  fruits,  -and  an  investigator  of  the  most 
important  technical  problems  of  agriculture.  .  There  arc  afiliated  with 
it  among  others  three  hundred  producers'  cooperatives,  twelve  hundred 
milk  cooperatives,  and  two  thousand  rural  banks. 

In  order  to  coordinate  and  regulate  the  export  of  Italian  products,  the 
Istituto  Nazionale  per  1 'Esportazione  was  established  in  Rome.  It  is- 
sues a  weekly  bulletin  of  information  with  regard  to  exchange  rates, 
foreign  markets,  commercial  treaties  and  agreements,  tariff  provisions, 
and   the   commercial   and   financial    legislation   of   certain  countries. 

The  Carta  del  Lavoro  (Charter  of  Labor),  which  became  law  in  Decem- 
ber, 1928,  has  a  moral,  social,  and,  above  all,  an  economic  importance. 
It  declares  that  labor  in  all  its  forms,  intellectual,  technical,  and 
manual,  is  a  social  duty.  This  is  its  sole  claim  to  the  protection  of 
the  State.  In  the  collective  labor  agreement  solidarity  finds  concrete 
expression  through  the  various  factors  of  production  by  means  of  the 
reconciliation  of  the  opposing  interests  of  employers  and  workers  and 
their  subordination  to  the  superior  interests  of  production.  In  agri- 
culture there  ought  to  be  solidarity  between  capital,  technic,  and  labor; 
there  ought  to  be  perfect  agreement  between  employers  and  workers, 
complete  collaboration  for  the  development  of  Italian  agriculture.  The 
owner  of  an  agricultural  enterprise  ought  to  have  a  double  function, 
social  and  moral  on  the  one  hand,  for  the  solution  of  the  demographic 
problem,  and  economic  on  the  other  for  the  lowering  of  the  prices  of 
products  and  of  the  cost  of  living.  Before  the  advent  of  Fascism 
Italian  agriculture  lived  for  itself,  without  unity  of  aim,  without 
coordination  or  control.  Now  the  head  of  the  government  has  decided 
that  it  is  necessary  to  make  agriculture  technically  rational  and  econom- 
ically productive  in  the  interest  of  the  individual  and  of  the  State. 
The  Magistratura  del  Lavoro  is  the  organ  of  the  State  for  the  regula- 
tion of  labor  controversies. 

The  Fascist  regime  respects  private  property  and  recognizes  initia- 
tive so  long  as  the  property  is  used  to  procure  the  maximum  welfare  cf 
the  nation.  The  right  of  private  property  is  justified  from  the  legal 
point  of  view  because  the  individual  can  exercise  such  a  right  only 
within  the  limits  prescribed  by  the  State  for  the  greatest  good  of  the 
nation  of  which  the  individual  is  a  part,  from  the  social  point  of 
view  because  it  contributes  to  an  equal  and  just  distribution  of  wealth 
among  the  classes  in  such  a  way  as  to  correspond  to  one  of  the  most 
important  social  functions,  and  from  the  economic  point  of  view  be- 
cause it  presupposes  the  principle  that  in  a  politically  organized 
society  the  maximum  social  welfare  is  derived  from  the  maximum  poten- 
tiality of  production.      The  Charter  of  Labor  declares   that  private 
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initiative  in  the  field  of  production  is  the  most  efficacious  instru- 
ment in  the  interests  of  the  nation.  State  intervention  in  economic  pro- 
duction should  take  place  only  when  private  initiative  is  lacking  or  in- 
sufficient., or  when  the  political  interests  of  the  State  are  at  stake. 

In  the  author's  opinion,  Italy  is  ahead  of  all  other  civilized  nations 
in  its  legislation  for  labor  and  social  insurance.  The  Fascist  government 
ratified  the  Washington  agreement  on  March  10,  1923,  and  proceeded  to  regu- 
late hours  of  work.  Its  efforts  in  establishing  compulsory  insurance 
culminated  in  the  establishment  in  1925  in  Rome  of  the  Patronato  Nazionale 
Medico-Legale  to  provide  assistance  in  case  of  injuries  received  in  agri- 
cultural or  industrial  work.  In  1927  the  name  was  changed  to  Patronato 
Mazionale  per  l'Assistenza  Sociale. 

A  brief  review  of  agricultural  credit  in  Italy  is  given  from  its  in- 
ception in  the  law  of  June  21,  1869.  The  Fascist  government  felt  the  need 
of  its  development  and  passed  the  law  of  July  29,  1927.  Agricultural 
credit  is  not  lacking  for  the  man  of  good  will  and  Fascist  mentality. 

In  his  speech  announcing  the  now  famous  "Battle  of  the  Wheat,"  Mussolini 
emphasized  the  fact  that  to  increase  production,  it  is  not  necessary  to 
increase  the  area  cultivated  so  much  as  to  increase  the  average  yield  per 
hectare.  The  response  was  nation  wide,  It  is  a  problem  of  Italy's  future, 
of  her  complete  economic  independence,  of  insuring  her  food  supply,  of 
increasing  her  exports.  Its  solution  will  be  one  of  the  most  important 
manifestations  of  the  latent  power  of  her  agricultural  economy. 

Recognizing  that  the  question  of  population  is  vital  for  the  future  of 
the  country,  Mussolini  urges  that  increase  in  population  does  not  depend 
so  much  on  increase  in  birthrate,  though  that  is  important,  as  in  decrease 
in  mortality.  He  links  up  the  demographic  problem  with  that  of  the  rural- 
ization  of  Fascist  Italy.  Among  the  contributory  measures  taken  to  solve 
the  problem  are  a  tax  on  bachelors,  bounties  for  large  families,  and 
preference  given  to  married  men  in  public  office. 

Under  the  Fascist  regime  there  is  a  direct  relation  between  agriculture 
and  industry.  They  progress  together  in  close  collaboration  for  the  in- 
creaso  of  the  prosperity  of  the  nation  and  the  welfare  of  the  Italian 
people.  Hence  agricultural  industrialization  must  be  one  of  the  aims  of 
the  government  and  the  people.  But  the  scheme  which  has  appealed  to  the 
whole  country  more  than  any  other  has  been  the  land  reclamation  scheme. 
It  is  the  link  between  the  period  of  preparation  and  organization  and  that 
of  practical  realization.  The  land  reclamation  law  provides  for  extensive 
irrigation  projects,  the  building  of  acqueducts  and  roads,  the  provision 
of  good  drinking  water,  and,  in  a  word,  all  the  agricultural  problems  of 
major  importance  and  urgency. 

The  influence  of  the  spirit  of  reform  of  the  Fascist  government  has 
been  felt  in  connection  with  the  travelling  chairs  of  agriculture  and  the 
provincial  economic  councils.  The  former  hs.ve  recently  been  subsidized  by 
the  State  and  their  assistance  and  advice  have  been  made  available  in  the 
most  remote  parts  of  the  Kingdom,  By  Royal  decree  of  December  30,  1923, 
provincial  agricultural  councils  were  established  to  represent  and  co- 
ordinate local  agricultural  activity,  and  to  promote  and  protect  agricul- 
tural production.  Contemporaneously  the  Fascist  government  brought  about 
an  important  reform  by  uniting  the  Ministries  of  Agriculture,  of  Industry, 
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and  of  Commerce  to  form  the  Ministry  of  National  Economy,  the  supreme 
regulatory  organ  of  all  the  productive  energy  of  the  nation.  But  the 
establishment  of  a  single  politico-administrative  organ  at  the  head  of  the 
economic  activity  of  the  nation  necessitated  the  creation  of  a  corres- 
ponding advisory  organ,  and  so  the  Consiglio  Superiore  della  Economia 
Nazionale  was  established.  It  was  divided  into  four  sections  dealing 
respectively  with  agriculture  and  forestry,  industry  and  commerce,  credit 
and  insurance,  and  labor  and  social  welfare.  By  Royal  decree  of  January 
26,  1928,  its  membership  was  increased  to  48,  of  whom  12  are  chosen  by  the 
Ministry  of  National  Economy  from  among  men  eminent  in  science  and  eco- 
nomics, and  the  others  suggested  by  the  national  confederations.  It  was 
found  that  such  a  unified  national  organization  should  have  its  counter- 
part in  the  provinces,  and  the  provincial  economic  councils  (Consigli 
Provinciali  della  Economia)  were  created  by  a  law  of  April  19,  1926,  and 
destined  to  become  the  center  of  the  economic  life  of  each  province. 
There  are  also  provincial  offices  (Uffici  Provinciali)  which  act  in  a 
secretarial  capacity  for  the  councils.  All  forms  of  economic  activity  are 
objects   of  study  and   intervention   on   the  part   of  these  institutions. 

With  the  creation  of  the  Milizia  Nazionale  Forestale,  the  Comitato 
Nazionale,  and  the  Segretariato  della  Montagna,  provision  was  made  for  the 
protection  and  rehabilitation  of  the   forest   resources  of  the  country. 

Agricultural  instruction,  neglected  by  previous  governments,  has  re- 
ceived a  new  impetus  under*  the  Fascist  regime.  Reforms  have  been  mads 
throughout  all  the  school  system,  culminating  in  the  establishment  of  the 
Istituto  Fascista  di  Tecnica  e  Propaganda  Agraria.  It  has  a  predominantly 
scientific  character.  Its  aim  is  to  encourage  and  coordinate  agricultural 
studies,  to  evaluate  the  results,  to  put  a  practical  interpretation  on 
the  results  of  serious  economic  research,  to  recommend  the  application  of 
the  results  in  the  work  of  the  farm,  and  to  give  technical  advice  to  the 
farmer.  Well  equipped  and  organized,  this  organization  can  give  a  new 
orientation  to  Italian  agriculture,  and  put  into  concrete  form  the  economic 
policy  of  the  government. 

The  new  government  has  not  been  unmindful   of  the  colonies  where  a 
campaign  has  been  undertaken  to  develop  their  resources  to  the  limit. 
Comparative  statistics  are  given  showing  the  production  of  the  main  agri- 
cultural commodities  before  and  during  the  Fascist  regime. 

In  the  third  part  of  the  book  the  author  sums  up  the  points  he  has 
already  made,  and  on  the  basis  of  these  he  predicts  a  prosperous  future  for 
his  country. 

The  book  is  clearly  and  interestingly  written. 

Whether  Mussolini  is  the  great  artificer  of  Italy's  destiny  which  the 
unbounded  enthusiasm  of  his  admirers  claim  that  he  is,  time  alone  will 
show.  That  he  is  a  man  of  vision  and  of  tireless  energy  is  evident  from 
this  account  of  the  agricultural  reforms  which  he  inspired  and  carried  out.

This  400-page  book  on  marketing  is  intended  for  use  in  the  classroom 
and  has  the  formal  arrangement  usual  for  such  purposes.  The  style  is 
clear  and  direct  and  the  discussions  are  expressed  in  plain  language  quite 
easily  followed  by  the  general  reader.  The  student  will  find  in  the  first 
fourteen  chapters  the  principles,  means,  and  methods  of  marketing,  includ- 
ing sections  devoted  to  the  various  classes  of  farm  products  and  to  the 
special  problems  of  each  class.  Then  follow  chapters  on  the  various  func- 
tions of  the  marketing  processes,  as  they  have  been  changed  in  recent 
years.  On  such  topics  as  Special  commodity  marketing,  Packing,  Shipping, 
Grading,  Standardization,  Finance,  and  Market  news,  the  acknowledged  co- 
operation of  several  members  of  the  technical  force  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau 
of  Agricultural  Economics  is  plainly  evident. 

The  reader  who  has  become  hardened  by  much  study  of  market  literature, 
may  perhaps  turn  quickly  from  the  routine  subjects  to  the  later  chapters 
on  such  timely  topics  as  Cooperation,  Speculation,  Prices,  and  what  the 
author  calls  the  "Passing  and  never  ending  drama  of  the  market."  Each  re- 
port he  declares,  "enlarges  the  reader's  vision  and  stimulates  his  thoughts 
so  that  he  may  think  about  facts  which  otherwise  never  would  occur  to  him." 
Each  report  he  declares  later,  "is  part  of  a  continuous  picture  that  may 
have  started  centuries  ago  and  may  continue  until  the  end  of  time."  When 
speaking  of  cooperation  the  author  stresses  the  need  of  member  loyalty, 
good  management,  and  sufficient  capital.  Cooperation,  he  finds,  often 
tends  to  reduce  cost  of  marketing  and  much  the  same  is  asserted  to  be 
true  of  parcel  post  under  certain  favorable  conditions.  For  the  competent 
speculator  as  distinct  from  the  gambler,  the  author  has  a  kind  word, 
somewhat  contrary  to  the  more  or  less  prevalent  opinion  and  he  assigns 
such  speculation  a  place  in  the  market  machinery  as  a  stabilizer  of  prices 
which  therefore  contributes  an  indirect  service  to  the  community. 

The  discussion  of  prices  is  timely  enough.  Those  critics  who  would  ex- 
plain price  changes  mainly  through  supply  and  demand  are  confronted  with 
eighteen  other  economic  causes,  many  of  which  Will  no  doubt  be  claimed  by 
some  readers  as  merely  branch  factors  under  supply  and  demand.  The  charted 
account  of  what  the  author  considers  the  three  main  breaks  in  the  general 
trend  of  prices  during  the  past  100  years,  includes  the  rise  of  farm  pur- 
chasing power  following  the  introduction  of  machinery  in  manufacturing,  and 
the  great  price  drop  after  the  Civil  War  and  again  during  the  recent  years 
after  the  World  War.  He  finds  that  from  the  lowest  point  of  a  serious 
price  depression,  it  has  taken,  on  the  average,  about  eight  years  to  regain 
lost  ground. 

"Income  of  the  farmer  has  been  unsatisfactory,"  concludes  the  author, 
"but  until  universal  organized  effort  can  be  brought  about,  it  is  not 
likely  that  there  will  be  found  a  solution."  -  George  B.  Fiska ,  Asseciato 
Agricultural  Editor,  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics .

Agricultural  Research

A  few  extracts  from  this  address  are  given  below: 

"Except  for  a  few  definitely  one-crop  areas,  the  hope  for  agricultural^-  - 
improvement  lies  in  diversification  either  as  to  crops,  or  as  to  live 
stock,  or  both.  The  mere  formulation  by  agricultural  workers  of  such 
diversified  farming  programs  will  not  bring  the  desired  results.  There 
must  be  some  insistence  on  the  part  of  the  farmer's  banker.  There  must 
also  be  considerable  co-operation  from  those  who  have  services  or  com- 
modities to  sell  the  farmer  and  these  who  desire  to  buy  directly  from  him. 

"There  are  two  fundamentally  important  things  which  need  to  be  done 
by  or  for  agriculture.  One  is  that  of  the  development  of  large  coopera- 
tive buying  and  selling  organizations  built  cut  of  local,  non-partisan, 
non-secret  units  having  both  social  and  economic  functions.  The  other 
is  that  of  moving  industry  to  the  country  so  that  at  least  part  of  the 
sons  and  daughters  of  farmers  who  decide  for  one  reason  or  another  not  to 
farm  may  have  a  local  outlet  for  their  talents  and  energies  rather  than  to 
be  compelled  to  seek  employment  in  our  over-crov.d<:d  cities. 

"The  American  Railway  Development  Association  might  well  assist  in 
furthering  both  of  these  enterprises...  ^ 

"This  association,  backed  by  the  railways  which  it  serves,  should 
be  in  a  position  to  effect  a  better  distribution  of  industry  by  encourag- 
ing the  movement  of  various  industrial  units  out  into  the  open  country, 
with  advantages  which  should  be  apparent  to  all  concerned.  One  particular- 
ly important  effect  of  such  an  interspersing  of  industry  and  agriculture 
would  be  that  of  reducing  the  seriousness  of  unemployment  in  times  of  in- 
dustrial depression. 

"The  research  and  extension  agencies  have  contributed  much  to  agricul- 
ture. But  their  work  needs  to  be  supplemented  by  that  of  other  agencies 
which  are  in  position  to  view  the  problems  of  agriculture  not  separately, 
but  as  parts  of  a  much  larger  problem  involving  all  of  the  people.  It 
would  seem  that  the  railways  have  a  rather  unique  opportunity  in  this 
connection. "

The  "scope  and  method  of  inquiry"  are  set  forth  as  follows: 

"With  a  view  to  determining  whether  any  possibilities  exist  for  the 
further  expansion  of  the  industry  under  irrigation,  the  investigation  which 
was  commenced  in  November,  1929,  in  collaboration  with  the  New  South  Wales, 
Victorian,  and  South  Australian  Departments  of  Agriculture,  included  - 
(1)  A  general  review  of  the  Australian  position  in  regard  to  plantings, 
production,  consumption,  and  trade;  and  (2)  A  specific  inquiry  into  the 
costs  of  production  in  the  Murray  Valley  irrigation  districts. 

"At  the  outset  field  surveys  were  made  throughout  the  various  citrus 
districts  in  the  irrigation  areas  of  the  three  States,  for  the  purpose 
cf  collecting  data  from  a  representative  number  of  growers  relative  to 
the  costs  of  establishment  and  the  costs  of  production.  During  the  con- 
duct of  the  surveys,  the  records  of  130  growers  were  obtained,  and  in 
addition,  to  information  regarding  costs,  much  useful  data  was  collected 
concerning  the  cultural  practice  on  the  groves. 

"In  each  State  the  field  work  was  carried  out  in  close  association  with 
the  State  horticultural  officers,  who,  wherever  practicable,  accompanied 
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the  investigating  officers  on  their  visits  to  the  groves. 

"The  Department  of  Agriculture  in  each  State  where  citrus  is  grown  was 
also  asked  to  furnish  the  latest  available  statistical  data  on  plantings 
and  production,  together  with  reports  upon  the  conditions  existing  in  each 
district,  and  an  estimate  of  probable  production  in  1S36,  by  which  date 
xhe  whole  of  the  present  non-bearing  trees  will  be  in  bearing.''

A  general  review  of  Danish  economic  conditions,  1922-1930  is  given 
followed  by  a  statistical  survey  of  production  and  consumption,  monetary 
and  financial  factors  and  price  fluctuations.  The  author  then  discusses 
the  business  cycle  and  the  character  of  the  present  depression  and  the 
prospects  for  the  future.  From  the  Section  entitled  "Prospects"  the  ex- 
tracts below  have  been  taken: 

"A  forecast  of  the  development  of  the  immediate  future  must  largely 
be  founded  on  the  evidence  given  in  the  preceding  pages,   and  in  so  far 
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each  reader  is  equally  competent  to  form  his  own  opinion.  The  way  in 
which  I  for  my  part  interpret  the  evidence  here  given  and  other  know- 
ledge of  the  economic  structure  of  Denmark  is  that  the  prospects  of  the 
immediate  future  are  anything  but  bright. 

"The  very  circumstances  which  so  far  have  protected  Denmark  against 
the  wave  of  depression  abroad  are  likely  to  cause  critical  conditions 
in  the  future  -  even  if  an  upward  trend  develops  abroad.  We  have  pro- 
fited by  the  fact  that  the  price-fall  of  finished  goods  lagged  consider- 
ably behind  that  of  raw  material;  in  the  future  we  will  have  to  suffer 
from  this  same  time-lag  during  rising  prices. 

"On  the  assumption  that  prices  of  agricultural  products,  finished 
products  and  raw  material  as  well,  remain  as  they  were  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1931  and  average  of  the  prices  in  the  calendar  year  1930 
weighted  by  exported  and  imported  quantities,  the  'export  surplus'  of 
agriculture  in  1931  may  be  estimated  at  150  -  ISO  mill.  Kr.  less  than 
in  1930.  Others  have  by  comparison  of  the  export  surplus  of  the  first 
quarter  of  1930  and  1931  arrived  at  a  probable  figure  of  about  100  mill. 
Kr.,  whereas  others  again  on  the  basis  of  a  simple  average  of  prices  in 
1930  estimate  the  fall  of  the  surplus  at  about  300  mill.  Kr.  As  prices 
in  fact  have  developed  unfavourably  during  the  second  quarter  of  this 
year  I  should  judge  that  180  mill.  Kr.  will  be  minimum. 

"This  means  that  the  savings  of  the  farmers  and  their  demand  for  the 
products  of  other  trades  'taken  together  will  be  reduced  by  an  equal 
amount,  and  uncompensated  by  demand  from  other  sections  of  society. 

"Further,  the  prospect  is  that  the  price  situation  will  develop  ad- 
versely to  the  farmers.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  prices  of  cereals 
will  rise  somewhat.  The  prices  of  animal  products,  on  the  contrary, 
cannot  be  expected  to  rise.  Butter  prices  have  declined  steadily  in 
recent  months  and  are  now  on  an  absolutely  unprofitable  level;  butter 
being  a  semi-luxury,  consumption  is  greatly  affected  by  general  business 
conditions  in  the  importing  countries.  The  prices  of  bacon  have  after  a 
rise  mainly  of  a  seasonal  character  fallen  so  that  it  is  on  the  verge  of 
profitableness.  Even  if  the  very  large  stocks  should  be  reduced  somewhat, 
prices  could  hardly  be  kept  up;  for  other  countries  will  enlarge  their 
production,  as  it  is  a  means  of  disposing  of  their  grain  at  a  higher  price 
than  would  otherwise  be  the  case.  Reports  from  Canada,  for  example,  tell 
of  large  increases  in  the  number  of  pigs.  The  probability  is,  therefore, 
that  the  fall  in  the  agricultural  export  surplus  will  prove  to  be  larger 
than  has  been  calculated. 

"If  that  is  the  case  the  agricultural  crisis  in  this  country  is  only 
postponed,  not  avoided;  it  is  in  fact  already  ever  us  and  will  probably 
be  aggravated."

The  foreword  was  written  by  L.  Dudley  Stamp,  Sir  Ernest  Cassel  Reader 
in  Economic  Geography  in  the  University  of  London.     Frcm  it,  the  extract 
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below  has  been  taken: 

"There  are  few  areas  in  the  world  which  illustrate  more  clearly  the  con- 
trolling influence  exerted  by  geographic,  especially  climatic,  factors  on 
the  distribution  of  crops  than  the  British  Isles.  The  west  of  Britain  is- 
sufficiently  wet  for  the  rainfall  and  humidity  to  be  described  as  excessive 
where  many  crops  are  concerned:  the  summers  of  the  north  are  sufficiently 
cool  and  moist  for  the  economic  limit  of  cultivation  of  such  a  cereal  as 
wheat  to  be  reached  and  passed 

"There  facts  are  well-known,  many  maps  have  been  published  in  text-books 
to  illustrate  them,  but  neither  the  statistics  published  and  available  to 
the  public  nor  such  generalised  maps  afford  an  accurate  basis  for  study. 
The  statistics  relating  to  counties  are  of  little  use  when  the  county,  for 
example  Sutherland,  has  an  area  as  much  as  200  square  miles  and  stretches 
from  the  west  coast  to  the  east  from  regions  with  more  than  80  to  less  than 
30  inches  of  rainfall  and  includes  wild,  rugged  moorlands  and  rich  sand- 
stone lowlands.    Realizing  that  approximations  were  of  no  use,  Mr.  Wood 
has  used  by  courtesy  of  the  Scottish  Department  of  Agriculture  unpublished 
parish  statistics:  knowing  further  than  even  parishes  include  country  of 
varied  types,  he  turned  to  the  one  inch  Ordnance  Survey  maps  to  find  what 
areas  of  each  were  settled  and  what  areas  were  unsettled  moorland.  In 
many  cases  it  further    became  necessary  to  check  these  details  on  the  ground 
itself.    The  immense  labour  involved  needs  no  further  emphasis  but  the 
simple  dot  maps  now  published  in  this  atlas  represent  the  final  results  of 
many  months  of  labour  and  a  meticulous  attention  to  detail  and  may  be 
taken  with  confidence  as  attaining  a  degree  of  accuracy  rarely  reached  in 
similar  maps . "

The  author  states  that  the  object  of  this  study  is  "to  provide  a  means 
of  comparing  price  and  volume  movements  of  domestic  exports  with  cyclical 
fluctuations  in  American  business."  The  material  is  presented  in  five 
chapters  and  there  are  four  appendices  one  of  which  gives  the  author's 
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price  indexes  of  domestic  exports  by  economic  classes  and  another,  other 
published  indexes  of  United  States  foreign  trade.  The  latter  consists  of 
a  description,  with  critical  comment  in  some  cases,  of  the  Kreps  index, 
the  Berridge  export  index,  the  Department  of  Commerce  agricultural  export 
index,  the  Department  of  Commerce  indexes  of  changes  in  quantity,  price, 
and  value  of  imports  and  domestic  exports,  the  Rogers  volume  index,  the 
Federal  Reserve  international  price  index,  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  for- 
eign   trade    index   and   the   American   Tariff   League    import   volume  index. 

Among  the  sections  under  which  the  data  are  grouped  are  the  following; 
Value  of  the  industry,  Acreage,  Present  and  possible  production,  World  pro- 
duction, Consumption,  Consumption  in  Australia,  Australian  overseas  trade, 
Organization,  and  Cost  of  production.  Several  appendices  are  included 
among  which  are  Variety  costs,  Distribution  of  plantings  and  yields,  Per 
capita  consumption  in  Australia  1316-17  to  1S28-29,  and  Details  of  data 
included  in  cost  of  production  investigation. 

Gold  and  Silver

The  author  in  his  summary  writes  as  follows: 

"The  prevailing  confusion  of  thought  regarding  this  depression  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  we  are  suffering  from  two  concurrent  depressions:  the 
one  a  financial  crisis  brought  on  by  speculative  excesses,  and,  probably, 
an  over-pressure  of  instalment  sales.  The  other  and  more  serious  develop- 
ment is  a  long,  grinding  business  depression  caused  by  a  falling  price 
level.  This  falling  price  level  is  itself  the  result,  not  of  general 
overproduction,  but  a  shrinking  of  demand,  due,  in  turn,  to  a  failure  of 
world  purchasing  power  to  keep  up  with  the  normal  increases  of  production 
to  be  expected  in  a  growing  economic  world. 

"This  failure  of  purchasing  power  was  not  due,  primarily,  to  any 
contraction  of  credit  instruments,  but  to  a  failure  in  proportionate 
expansion  of  primary  money  -  or  gold  production.  It  can  be  remedied 
only  by: 

(1)  The  discovery  of  large  new  sources  of  gold. 

(2)  Continuous  expansion  of  credit  money  on  a  practically  stationary 
gold  base;  or 

(3)  The  international  remonetization  of  silver. 

"Competent  engineers  assure  us  that  the  first  alternative  is  highly 
improbable,  since  practically  every  likely  source  has  been  prospected 
in  vain. 

"Number  2  is  impractical  because  (a)  sufficiently  close  cooperation 
between  the  great  central  reserve  banks  of  the  world  cannot  be  achieved; 
(b)  safe  investments  for  any  large  scale. credit  expansions  are  not  avail- 
able; and  (c)  a  continuous  expansion  of  an  inverted  credit  pyramid  on  a 
fixed  gold  base  will  create  a  world  financial  situation,  of  constantly 
increasing  sensitiveness,  instability,  and  danger  of  ultimate  catastro- 
phic collapse. 

"The  international  remonetization  of  silver,  therefore,  remains  the 
only  practical  solution  unless  some  unexpected  gold  discoveries  come  to 
the  rescue . . . 
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"When   the    forces    that    cause    the   present    collapse   have  exhausted 
themselves,    we   may   expect   some    rebound  v/ith   the   passing  of   the  fear 
psychology,   and  a  consequent  expansion  of  credit  and  increased  activity 
in  the  monetary  circulation. 

"But  unless  silver  is  again  made  to  do  duty  as  a  primary  money  by 
the  side  of  gold,  it  appears  overwhelmingly  probable  that  in  a  few  years 
more  another  price  decline  will  set  in  checking  business  enterprise, 
curtailing  production,  bringing  again  a  widespread  shift  of  property 
from  debtors  to  creditors;  again  bringing  unemployment,  suffering,  and 
misery  to  millions  who,  through  no  fault  of  their  own,  are  made  the  vic- 
tims of  conditions  that  they  do  not  understand,  and  are  quite  powerless 
to  prevent. 

"As  a  practical  matter,  we  may  well  ask  ourselves  how  long  the  world 
will  endure  this  sacrifice  of  progress  and  prosperity  on  the  altar  of  a 
single  gold  standard.  If  those  who  direct  the  financial  and  economic 
policies  of  the  nations  cannot  provide  a  more  stable  measure  of  value 
than  the  present  single  gold  standard,  how  can  business  enterprises  be 
expected  to  take  the  risks  necessary  for  economic  progress?"

G.  D.  H.  Cole,  well-known  member  of  the  Economic  Advisory  Council  of 
England,  published  in  the  New  Statesman  and  Nation  for  October  24,  1931. 
a  comparative  and  critical  review  of  the  two  books  above,  with  something 
added  of  his  own,  which  is  reproduced  below: 

"As  the  hypochondriac  amasses  a  medical  library,  we  are  all  nowadays 
reading  little  books  about  gold  and  banking.  Or,  rather,  there  are  two 
differences;  for  our  disease  is  real  and  not  imaginary,  and  there  is  no 
equivalent  to  the  General  Medical  Council  to  prevent  unauthorized  practi- 
tioners eager  to  prescribe  a  cure.  Economists  correspond  to  doctors;  but 
who  is  to  -declare  who  are  economists,  and  who  are  not?  Doctors  prover- 
bially differ;  but  those  who  prescribe  for  our  economic  ailments  differ 
even  more. 

"Yet  this  is  not  because  there  is  no  stable  body  of  clearly  demonstrat- 
ed economic  ideas.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  certainty  has  not  been 
carried  to  a  point  beyond  that  which  has  been  reached;  but  up  to  a  point 
certainly  does  exist,  and  there  are  some  economic  propositions  that  no  one 
disputes  except  for  want  of  training.  In  the  present  world  crisis,  in 
which  we  have  all  to  be  practical  economists  of  a  sort,  it  is  of  the  first 
importance  that  these  all  too  scanty  certainties  should  be  constantly 
forced  upon  our  notice. 

"Two  certainties  especially,  in  relation  to  the  matter  now  in  hand, 
cannot  be  too  often  repeated.  The  first  is  that  if  the  supply  of  means  of 
payment  is  increased  out  of  relation  to  the  quantity  of  transactions  need- 
ing to  be  financed,  prices  are  bound  to  rise  somewhere,  no  matter  what  ef- 
forts may  be  made  to  hold  them  down.     The  second  is  that  falling  prices 
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always  operate  to  some  extent  as  a  discouragement  to  production,  and  that 
persistently  falling  prices  are   inconsistent  with  economic  prosperity, 
unless  at  least  productivity  is  advancing  both  evenly  and  faster  than 
prices  fall. 

"Both  the  books  before  me  lay  the  greatest  emphasis  on  this  question  of 
prices.  Both  authors  believe  a  persistently  falling  price  level  (to  what- 
ever causes  it  may  be  due  itself)  to  be  the  immediate  cause  that  has  been 
most  at  work  in  the  present  world  slump,  and  both  stress,  above  all  else, 
the  need  for  a  policy  that  will  effectively  stabilize  prices,  not  so  as  to 
hold  them  rigid  absolutely,  but  so  as  to  counteract  any  persistent  tendency 
for  the  general  price  level  to  rise  or  fall.  And  both  are  agreed  that  the 
cause  of  falling  general  prices  is  mainly  monetary  in  origin,  and  that  ac- 
cordingly the   corrective  must  be  sought  in  a  changed  monetary  policy. 

"The  structure  and  aim  of  the  two  books  is,  however,  very  different. 
Sir  Josiah  Stamp's  is  a  volume  of  collected  papers  and  addresses,  in  which 
the  reader  can  see  him  gradually  feeling  his  way  —  often,  alas!  too  late — 
towards  a  clearer  view  of  monetary  conditions.  Uppermost  in  his  mind  is  al- 
ways the  question  of  price-stability;  but  it  took  him  a  long  and  painful 
effort  to  realise  how  little  such  a  policy  can  be  reconciled  with  the  gold 
standard,  save  on  a  totally  transformed  basis  of  international  management  to 
which  there  has  been  as  yet,  despite  the  Genoa  Conference  decisions  of 
nearly  a  decade  ago,  almost  no  approach.  Sir  Josiah  Stamp's  volume  is  an 
economist's  Odyssey;  but  the  author  would,  I  am  sure,  agree  that  he  is  not 
nearly  home  yet,  and  the  suitors  still  unslain. 

"Mr.  Pethick-Lawrence ' s  book  has  a  different  purpose.  It  is  an  attempt 
to  explain  in  the  simplest  possible  language  the  economic  causes  which 
lie  at  the  back  of  the  present  crisis  in  Great  Britain  and  in  the  world,  and 
to  narrate  the  story  of  the  crisis  in  an  easily  intelligible  way.  In  this 
it  succeeds  astonishingly  well;  for  Mr.  Pethick-Lawrence  is  a  trained 
economist  and  yet  entirely  free  from  jargon.  His  facts  are  indisputable 
and  lucidly  stated,  and  his  explanations  of  them,  for  the  greater  part, 
indisputably  correct. 

"And  yet  both  these  books  leave  me  with  a  feeling  that  the  authors  have 
over-simplified,  not  their  presentation  of  the  problem,  but  the  problem 
itself  in  their  own  minds.  For  I  am  unable  to  share  Mr.  Pethick-Lawrence ' s 
conviction,  which  he  goes  so  far  as  to  print  in  capitals,  that  'unemploy- 
ment as  it  exists  to-day  is  not  an  economic  but  a  monetary  phenomenon. ' 
Others  have  said  the  same,  I  know;  and  I  am  far  from  denying  the  very  great 
importance  of  the  monetary  factor.  But  is  it  clear  that  the  fall  in  prices 
is  solely  due  to  monetary  causes?  Sir  Josiah  Stamp  would  certainly  not  go 
so  far  as  to  say  this;  and  perhaps  even  Mr.  Pethick-Lawrence  does  not  mean 
to  go  quite  so  far,  though  he  barely  hints  at  the  existence  of  other  causes. 

"Still,  Mr.  Pethick-Lawrence ' s  volume  is  eminently  a  book  to  be  read, 
and  that  with  profit.     It  contains  far  more  that  is  certainly  right  than 
even  possibly  wrong;  and  no  one  can  fairly  complain  that  he  is  unable  to 
understand  it.     Sir  Josiah  Stamp's  book  is  less  readable,  as  collections  of 
occasional  papers  usually  are.     But  there  is  good  stuff  in  his  volume,  too, 
and,   on  the  whole,  a  cogent  personal  defence  of  his  open-mindedness  and 
readiness  to  learn  by  experience  —  valuable  qualities  in  an  economist 
who  has  passed  over  from  the  theoretical  to  the    practical  side."

"Today  we  need  to  plan  because  of  the  specialization  introduced  by 
the  industrial  revolution,  which,  unregulated,  leads  to  over-production 
and  unemployment. . . 

"From  the  psychological  point  of  view,  if  not  that  of  pure  engineering, 
the  best  unit  is  probably  the  economic  region.  By  that  is  meant  an  area 
which  embraces  unity  of  soil,  climate,  general  topography,  and  racial 
mixture.  New  England  is  such  a  region,  and  so  is  the  corn  belt,  the  cot- 
ton belt,  or  the  Northwest  zone  of  wheat  and  timber. . . 

"So  much  for  theories  of  area.  Where  shall  the  economic  lines  be 
drawn?  A  master  plan,  it  seems  to  me,  must  include  all  economic  effort 
which  furnishes  the  ordinary  citizen  with  the  necessities  and  reasonable 
comforts  of  a  civilized  life.  This  means  food,  shelter,  clothing,  public 
health,  education,  and  the  rudiments  of  recreation  -  say  a  great  system 
of  national  and  regional  parks.  The  coordination  of  a  specific  industry  - 
coal,  copper,  or  railroads  -  however  excellent  and  useful  it  may  prove 
is  not  master  planning.  It  falls  under  the  head  of  control,  if  you  will; 
but  master  planning  must  mean  correlation,  synthesis,  to  meet  the  chal- 
lenge of  specialization  in  the  machine  age.  To  control  leather,  while 
letting  hides  run  wild  on  the  one  side  and  shoes  on  the  other,  lands  us 
precisely  nowhere  -  however  it  may  affect  the  balance  sheets  of  the  em- 
battled leather  men. . . 

"We  turn  last  to  the  political  area.  How  shall  the  planning  mechanism 
be  set  up?  We  are  forced  to  admit  that  history  points  strongly  to  the 
state.  The  Incas,  the  Pharaohs,  the  imperial  trade  of  Rome,  the  War 
Industries  Board,  the  Supreme  Economic  Council,  the  Russian  Gosplan  have 
all  been  agencies  of  central  government,  although  the  War  Industries  Board 
was  run  largely  by  business  men  in  cooperation  with  regional  groups  of 
business  men.  In  the  United  States  there  are  more  ability  and  energy  in 
the  business  community  than  in  any  other  group.  If  industry  itself  chose 
to  take  charge  of  the  planning  machinery,  and  really  marched  on  overpro- 
duction, unemployment,  business  cycles,  and  low  standards  of  living,  I 
for  one  would  raise  no  objections... 

"All   this   is   rank  treason   to   the  young  idealist  and  the  orthodox 
socialist,  who  have  been  taught  that  business  men  are  committed  to  the 
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longjst  hours.,  the  lowest  wages,  the  vilest  working  conditions,  and  the 
most  gorgeous  profit  ranges  they  can  possibly  enforce.  This  accusation  was 
largely  true  up  to  a  decade  or  two  ago  when  mass  production  made  its  real 
bow.  Mass  production  demands  mass  consumption.  As  a  matter  of  cold  fact, 
the  ablest  business  men  in  America  today  are  committed  to  high  wages, 
short  hours,  and  admirable  working  conditions.  They  find  that  such  mea- 
sures aid  mass  consumption,  provide  leisure  time  to  consume  leisure-time 
goods,  keep  operating  costs  down.  For  the  first  time  in  history,  busi- 
ness men  have  a  genuine  stake  in  the  abolition  of  poverty. . . 

"The  control  we  are  considering  must  pass  through  two  stages  —  the 
drafting  of  the  plan,  and  its  administration  after  adoption.  The  first 
is  passive,  the  second  active.  I  see  no  future  for  master  planning 
without  mandatory  powers  in  the  second  stage.  In  Russia,  the  Gosplan 
is  theoretically  an  advisory  body,  but  it  is  incorporated  in  the  ex- 
tremely powerful  department  of  Labor  and  Defense;  its  suggestions  are 
immediately  drafted  into  law  and  executive  action.  In  America  an  advisory 
commission,  drafting  a  plan  and  submitting  recommendations  to  President. 
Congress,  state  and  regional  authorities,  trade  associations,  labor  unions, 
would  undoubtedly  be  a  move  in  the  right  direction,  but  would  accomplish, 
one  suspects,  little  beyond  oratory  and  beautifully  bound  reports.  Witness 
the  New  England  Council.  Somewhere  there  must  be  a  set  of  teeth,  perhaps 
not  too  many  teeth  to  begin  with,  but  at  least  two  or  three  sound  and  arti- 
culating molars.  The  War  Industries  Board,  you  remember,  controlled  fuel 
supply  and  freight  cars,   without  which  most  business  men  are  helpless .. . 

"Probably  the  most  important  feature  of  master  planning  is  the  orderly 
control  of  new  investment. . . 

"The  mere  knowledge,  now  unobtainable,  of  where  capital  is  genuinely 
needed  and  where  it  is  not  would  be  a  long  step  forward.  A  certain 
amount  of  capital  would  have  to  be  conscripted  —  at  fair  rates  of  in- 
terest —  for  great  public  improvements,  like  slum  clearance,  where  the 
profit  would  mature  beyond  the  patience  of  the  private  investor. 

"The  whole  wheel  turns  on  the  allotment  of  capital  to  new  enterprises. 
This  is  what  balanced  economy  means.  Just  enough  coal  mines  and  iron 
mines  to  supply  the  steel  industry;  just  enough  blast  furnaces  to  supply 
the  rails,  structural  shapes,  tractors,  and  pitchforks  that  the  plan 
calls  for,  year  by  year. 

"The   second   great    task   of   master   planning   is    to   bring  purchasing 
power  into  alignment  with   the  growth  of   the   technical  arts,    to  give 
citizens  enough  income  to  buy  back  the  goods  which  citizens  make.  The 
failure  to  do  this  hitherto  has  been  the  bitterest  paradox  of  the  whole 
industrial    revolution.     It    means    adjusting    the    credit    system,  wages, 
hours  of  labor.     The  first  two  must  expand,  the  third  contract... 

"The  regional  conception  will  not  down.  The  conning-tower  captains 
oiust  leave  no  stone  unturned  in  an  endeavor  to  make  economic  regions 
more  nearly  self-sustaining,  less  susceptible  tc  the  ebb  and  flow  of 
outside  economic  forces,  than  they  now  are.  Specialization  has  gone 
too  far  for  either  human  comfort  or  human  safety. 

"In    the    regional    idea,    furthermore,    things    of    the    spirit  .  receive 
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more  consideration:  the  beauty  and  order  of  one's  own  countryside;  a 
rebirth  of  craftsmanship  aided  by  cheap  electric  power;  a  local  lit- 
erature, a  local  art... 

"Veblen  once  drew  an  illuminating  distinction  between  'business'  and 
'industry.'  The  former,  devoted  to  buying  and  selling,  counts  that  day 
lost  which  does  not  offer  speculative  opportunity. . .  Industry,  on  the 
other  hand,  as  the  engineering  aspect  of  economic  enterprise.  It  seeks 
the  balanced  load  in  plant  operation,  the  steady  market,  the  low-price- 
large-volume  ideal;  it  relies  heavily  on  research,  expert  management, 
quantitative  analysis.  It  is  profoundly  distressed  by  unheavals  beyond 
its  control  which  throw  production  schedules  out  of  joint  —  those  same 
upheavals  upon  which  the  speculator  thrives. 

"Is  it  unreasonable  to  hope  that  industry,  so  defined,  will  welcome 
master  planning?  If  the  conning-tower  is  ever  a  reality  it  will  be  staffed 
from  this  industrial  school."

This  pamphlet  is  a  reprint  of  the  address  of  Dr.  Elwood  Mead  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Association  of  Land  Grant  Colleges  and  Universities  in 
Chicago,   111.,   November  19,    1931.    Dr.   Mead  v/rites  in  part  as  follows: 

"The  works  now  being  built  are  reservoirs  to  hold  back  floods  until 
they  are  needed  and  great  and  costly  diversion  dams  and  canals  to  utilize 
the  water  of  large  rivers.    These  works  require  a  high  degree  of  engineer- 
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ing  skill  and  experience  to  design  and  construct  them.  The  outlay  is  too 
great  and  the  return  is  too  slow  to  make  it  an  attractive  field  for  pri- 
vate enterprise. 

"The  experience  of  the  United  States  has  been  the  experience  of  the 
world.  Wherever  irrigation  works  are  being  built,  the  central  Government 
builds  them.  This  country  is  doing  precisely  what  is  being  done  in  Italy 
Egypt,  India,  Australia,  Japan,  Mexico,  and  Peru. 

"Irrigation  and  the  conservation  of  water  comprise  part  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  western  part  of  this  country  in  a  zone  1,500  miles  wide  and 
extending  from  our  northern  to  our  southern  boundary,  which  must  travel 
along  with  the  growth  of  population  and  industry  throughout  the  Nation  as  a 
whole.  The  economic  development  of  the  West  is  essential  to  national 
success  and  the  best  use  of  all  our  resources. 

"Here  we  are  evolving  land  and  water  policies  suited  to  economic  con- 
ditions. Many  of  these  are  foreign  to  our  past  traditions  and  experiences. 
The  greater  part  of  the  land  can  be  used  advantageously  only  for  forestry 
or  grazing.  Water  for  irrigation  can  not  be  obtained.  The  part  which  can 
be  reclaimed  is  in  relatively  small  and  widely  separated  tracts.  Its 
total  area  is  insignificant  -  less  than  1  per  cent  of  the  area  cropped  in 
the  whole  country. 

"Nevertheless,  it  has  an  important  national  significance.  These  cases 
of  production  are  'seeds  of  civilization'  in  what  v.culd  otherwise  be  un- 
peopled and  useless  deserts.  They  give  value  to  the  surrounding  grazing 
land.  Their  influence  is  felt  in  many  directions.  They  give  winter  feed 
to  range  stock.  They  provide  cheap  and  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  to 
local  towns,  mines,  and  lumber  camps,  and  are  an  important  factor  in  the 
Nation's  commerce.  If  it  were  not  for  the  people  of  the  arid  States,  sup- 
ported by  irrigation  and  the  traffic  originating  on  and  sent  to  these  irri- 
gated districts,  continental  freight  rates  would  be  much  higher.  In  one 
year  17  of  these  projects  received  95,000  carloads  of  merchandise  from 
eastern  points,  valued  at  $120,000,000.  They  are  life-savers  to  the  rail- 
roads and  to  makers  of  automobiles  and  clothes,  farm  machinery,  and  furni- 
ture .  .  . 

"Federal  reclamation  is  one  of  few  Federal  activities  that  is  expected 
to  pay  its  way,  to  return  all  the  money  spent  in  constructing  v.orks.  Be- 
fore the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  recommends  any  new  project  for  con- 
struction he  has  to  certify  that  it  is  feasible  and  will  probably  repay  all 
the  costs  incurred.  Before  projects  are  submitted  to  the  Secretary,  the 
soil,  climate,  crops,  and  markets  have  been  thoroughly  studied  to  deter- 
mine what  returns  may  be  expected  from  irrigation.  The  plans  and  estimates 
of  costs  have  been  carefully  reviewed,  and  recent  estimates  have  been 
remarkably  close  to  final  costs.  In  the  case  of  nearly  all  recent  projects 
authority  to  construct  has  been  preceded  by  a  contract  with  the  water 
users  requiring  the  payment  of  the  entire  cost  within  40  years.  In  193 J 
over  97  per  cent  of  the  money  due  under  these  contracts  was  paid.  The 
effort  is  to  make  reclamation  a  business  activityin  all  the  term  implies.  .  . 

"There  is  a  widespread  misconception  that  Federal  reclamation  con- 
tributes to  the  agricultural  surplus  and  so  is  an  injury  to  the  rest  of 
the  country.  .Those  who  know  what  is  taking  place  know  that  is  a  mistake. 
As  Secretary  Wilbur  has  stated,  one  timely  rain  in  the  Mississippi  Valley 
will  cause  a  greater  increase  in  our  crop  production  than  all  the  crops 
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grown  under  Federal  works.  Besides,  the  greater  part  of  the  crops  grown 
on  arid  lands  are  noncompetitive.  Sugar  beets,  long-staple  cotton,  the 
products  of  the  orchards  and  gardens  of  the  Southwest  that  come  into  the 
markets  at  a  time  when  they  can  not  be  grown  elsewhere  except  at  prohibi- 
tive cost,  add  to  our  national  wealth  and  satisfaction  but  do  not  compete 
with  the  products  of  the  farms  of  the  East  and  Middle  West... 

"No  activity  of  the  Government  has  brought  greater  private  and  public 
benefits  to  the  nation  than  have  come  from  the  money  spent  on  these  Gov- 
ernment reservoirs.  Unless  it  is  continued,  scores  of  impoverished  com- 
munities will  give  up,  thousands  of  farms  will  be  abandoned.  This  would 
be  a  national  loss  as  well  as  locally  disastrous...  Federal  reclamation 
is  meeting  a  national  economic  need  and  averting  a  crisis  in  the  business 
and  industrial  life  of  the  arid  region."

The  committee  of  economists  who  collaborated  on  this  work  are  F.  C. 
Benham,  W.  H.  Beveridge,  A.  L.  Bowley,  T.  E.  Gregory,  J.  R.  Hicks,  W.  T. 
Layton,  A.  Plant,  L.C.  Robbins,  and  G.L.  Schwartz.  In  the  preface  which  is 
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signed  by  each  of  them  the  statement  is  made  that: 

"The  book  arises  out  of  discussions  begun  in  November  1930  between  a 
number  of  persons,  all  of  whom  are  or  have  been  engaged  academically  in  the 
study  or  teaching  of  economics.  By  these  other  avocations  the  actual 
writing  of  the  book  has  been  compressed  within  a  few  weeks  of  successive 
vacations.  While  it  was  being  written,  economic  troubles  of  all  kinds 
crowded  thick  and  fast  on  the  world  and  on  Britain.  Just  after  it  had  been 
finished,  an  exchange  crisis  drove  sterling  off  the  gold  standard.  The 
bearing  of  this  event  on  the  arguments  and  conclusions  set  out  in  the  book 
is  discussed  briefly  in  the  Epilogue.  The  account  of  the  machinery  of  in- 
ternational trade  given  in  Chapter  III  has  been  supplemented  in  an  Appendix. 

"The  book  falls  into  two  main  parts,  with  a  conclusion.  The  first  part, 
containing  Chapters  I  to  X,  is  a  continuous  exposition  of  the  general  issue 
between  Free  Trade  and  Protection  in  all  its  principal  related  aspects. 
To  secure  uniformity  of  approach  and  presentation  it  has  been  written  by 
one  hand,  that  of  our  Chairman,  though  it  incorporates  the  work  of  many 
others.  The  second  part  has  and  needs  less  uniformity;  the  Chapters  from 
XI  to  XVI  are  essays  by  different  hands  on  topics  which  though  desirable 
to  fill  in  the  scope  of  the  volume  are  less  central  to  its  main  theme  and 
can  be  discussed  independently.  The  concluding  review  again  has  been 
written  by  our  Chairman. 

"For  the  wording  and  detailed  argument  the  writers  named  in  each  case 
are  responsible.  We  have  regarded  ourselves  as  a  Committee  for  discussion 
and  mutual  criticism,  rather  than  as  drafting  or  editing  a  report  which 
each  should  sign  with  equal  individual  assent  to  every  sentence  and  every 
word.  There  are  probably  in  each  chapter  phrases  which  some  or  other  of 
us  would  have  altered  and  arguments  which  some  one  or  other  of  us  might 
omit  or  put  differently.  In  substance  what  is  set  forth  below  represents 
our  common  mind,  and  on  its  main  practical  conclusion  there  is  no  shadow 
of  difference  between  us.  We  have  surveyed  once  more,  in  the  light  of  to- 
day, the  well-trodden  fields  of  this  ancient  controversy.  After  that  sur- 
vey we  should  all  think  it  a  disaster,  if  the  policy  of  Free  Trade  which 
has  served  Britain  so  well  materially,  as  through  her  it  has  served  as  an 
inspiration  to  all  who  in  any  land  have  worked  for  good  understanding  among 
nations,  were  to-day  to  be  sacrificed  to  ignorance  or  panic  or  jealousy  or 
specious  calculations  of  a  moment's  gain." 

J.  A.  Hobson,  who  reviewed  the  work  at  some  length  in  The  New  Statesman 
and  Nation  for  October  31,  1S31 ,  wrote  in  part  as  follows: 

"Is  it  possible  that  any  Protectionist  could  rise  from  the  reading  of 
this  book  with  his  faith  unshaken?  For  these  informed  economists  have 
entered  every  nook  and  cranny  of  the  tariffist  creed  and  swept  it  clean 
of  all  its  hoary  myths  and  fallacies.  To  be  sure  this  has  been  done  be- 
fore, though  never  so  completely... 

"The  practical  influence  of  this  admirable  book  depends,  of  course,  on 
how  far  man  is  a  rational  and  social  animal.  The  writers  display  with  skill 
the  advantages  of  the  widest  possible  division  of  labour  and  co-operation 
through  free  exchange.  They  show  that  all  tariffs  reduce  the  aggregate 
of  wealth  produced  in  the  whole  economic  system,  and  also  the  share  normal- 
ly accruing  to  the  people  in  each  country.  The  full  logic  of  free  exchange, 
however,  assumes  that  the  economic  resources  in  each  country  are  fully 
employed,  so  that  Protection  shifts  capital  and  labour  from  more  productive 
to  less  productive  uses.    When  general  unemployment  prevails  in  most  coun- 
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tries  it  is  arguable  that  an  emergency  tariff  might  for  a  time  increase  th3 
volume  of  the  employment  at  the  expense  of  other  countries,  provided  it 
were  so  directed  as  not  considerably  to  raise  prices  to  the  consumer  or 
costs  of  materials  to  the  prod^jer. . . 

"The  mixed  appeal  to  National  self-sufficiency  and  Imperialism  is  a 
typical  example  of  the  muddled  thinking  of  so  many  of  our  politicians. 
Imperial  Preference,  were  it  put  on  a  fair  and  equal  basis,  could  not  fail 
to  'spoil'  a  'scientific  tariff  adjusted  to  the  special  needs  and  possi- 
bilities of  our  national  industries.  Even  a  Free  Trade  Empire  would  be  a 
dangerous  proposition  both  economically  and  politically.  Dependence  on 
our  Empire  for  wheat  and  other  crops,  which  fail  imperially  once  or  twice 
in  every  decads,  would  put  us  into  a  perilous  plight,  while  for  the  even- 
tuality of  war  the  widest  access  to  neutral  countries  remains  of  vital  impor- 
tance .  .  . 

"The  complex  processes  of  tariff  making  are  discussed  with  illuminating 
references  to  the  United  States  and  other  countries,  showing  how  the  diffi- 
culties of  assessing  claims  of  the  various  trades  are  doubled  by  the  really 
determining  factor  of  political  'pulls.'  Does  anyone  suppose  that  politi- 
cal integrity  in  this  country  would  stand  the  strain  cf  similar  tempta- 
tions? 

"One  of  the  chief  merits  of  this  book  is  that  it  is  nearly  always  in- 
telligible to  the  lay  reader...  When  occasionally  the  writer  diverges 
from  the  main  purpose  of  the  book,  his  obiter  dicta  may  often  arouse  dis- 
sent, as  for  example,  in  describing  the  1930  slump  as  'being  in  essence 
and  origin  a  monetary  phenomenon.'  Indeed,  the  general  assumption  that 
our  present  depression  and  other  economic  troubles  are  due  to  the  bad 
functioning  of  money  leads  to  a  neglect  of  the  astonishing  acceleration  of 
productivity  in  most  industries  which  must  rank  as  at  least  of  equal  im- 
portance in  any  deeper  explanation  of  our  troubles.  Again,  why  drag  in  a 
quite  foolishly  indefensible  attack  on  taxation?  'All  taxation,  even  when 
necessary,  is  an  evil,  in  so  far  as  it  diminishes  freedom,  compelling 
people  to  spend  their  money  or  have  their  money  spent  for  them  not  in  the 
way  that  they  themselves  would  choose.' 

"But  apart  from  such  irrelevancies  the  Free  Trade  case  is  set  in  an 
impregnable  fortress  of  reason.  If  a  National  Government  captures  and 
destroys  it,  the  forces  it  uses  will  not  be  those  of  reason." 

An  editorial  review  of  the  book  was  published  also  in  the  Statist  for 
October  31,  1931  from  which  the  sentences  below  are  taken: 

"The  study. . .  passes  on  to  show  that  the  advantages  of  free  trade  are 
not  dependent  on  its  being  mutual,  and  that  tariffs  are  unsuitable  bargain- 
ing weapons,  and  unsettling  to  trade.  The  second  half  of  the  book  deals 
with  topics  less  central  to  its  main  theme.  These  topics  include  dumping; 
imperial  preference,  the  case  of  agriculture;  tariffs  for  revenue,  tariff- 
iraking  in  practice;  and  quotas  and  import  boards.  In  a  final  chapter 
reveiwing  those  preceding,  Sir  William  Beveridge  writes  'Adversity  has 
replaced  prosperity  in  Great  Britain,  not  because  we  in  Britain  have 
changed,  but  because  we  have  not  changed  to  meet  a  new  situation.  Protec- 
tion is  at  bottom  always  a  policy  of  resisting  change,  of  accepting  and 
condoning  rigidities.'  The  epilogue,  dealing  with  the  extent  to  which  the 
departure  from  the  gold  standard  has  affected  the  arguments  used  or  the 
conclusions   reached,    ends  'in  the  crash  of  the  gold  standard,  the  special

circumstances  which  for  a  time  gave  argumentative  strength  to  the  plea  for 
protection  have  gone.  The  enduring  case  for  free  trade  remains,  strength- 
ened by  perception  of  the  havoc  which  high  protection  in  other  countries, 
like  France  and  America,  can  wreck  in  the  financial  structure  of  the 
world. 1 "

The  changes  that  are  being 
made  in  state  and  local  functions  and  in  state  and  local  revenues  are  re- 
quiring major  readjustments  to  harmonize  state  and  local  needs  and  re- 
sources. This  monograph  deals  with  the  particular  phase  of  the  problem 
covered  by  legislation  providing  for  state-administered  locally-shared  tax- 
es in  the  United  States.  The  study  covers  both  the  legal  and  financial 
aspects  of  the  problem.  An  exhaustive  analysis  is  presented  of  the  growth, 
tendencies  and  influence  of  this  phase  of  our  tax  system."

The  author  in  his  foreword  states  that: 

"Several  subjects  new  to  textbooks  on  public  finance  are  included  in 
this  volume.  Attention  is  directed  particularly  to  the  chapters  on  the 
constitutional  and  the  administrative  aspects  of  taxation  and  on  the  in- 
terrelations of  federal,  state,  and  local  finance.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
material  .-.ill  bridge  some  of  the  gaps  that  have  heretofore  irked  teachers 
of  public  finance.  The  arrangement  of  topics  in  this  volume  -  the  placing 
of  the  chapters  on  governmental  expenditure  and  borrowing  before  those 
on  taxation  -  may  appear  novel  to  some.  It  is  the  theory  of  the  author 
that  the  causal  relationship  between  governmental  expenditures  and  the 
obtaining  of  governmental  fuuds  makes  the  study  of  the  first  an  intro- 
duction to  the  study  of  the  second.  Furthermore,  the  less  intricate 
problems  connected  with  governmental  expenditure  and  borrowing  prepare 
the  student  gradually  for  the  mere  difficult  problems  that  confront  him 
in  the  study  of  the  theory  and  practice  of  taxation."

A  comprehensive  and  critical  review  of  this  work,  signed  by  "H.  N." 
was  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  Textile  Institute  for  August,  1931. 
(v.  22,  no.  8)    From  it  the  extract  below  is  quoted: 
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"The  compiling  of  a  dictionary  or  glossary  of  technical  terms  as  used 
in  the  textile  industry  is  of  such  magnitude  that  any  author  who  under- 
takes so  formidable  a  task  deserves  the  gratitude  and  appreciation  of  all 
who  are  in  any  way  concerned  with  the  numerous  products  of  that  industry, 
whether  as  manufacturers,  merchants,  or  consumers.  Professor  Midgley  is 
to  be  congratulated  on  attempting  to  compile  a  dictionary  comprising  over 
2,300  textile  trade  terms,  'The  definitions  of  which,  '  the  author  admits 
'would  have  been  impossible  without  the  co-operation  of  individuals  closely 
connected  with  every  branch  of  the  textile  industries. '  This  work  is  the 
culmination  of  a  task  which  the  author  commenced  twenty-six  years  ago

character  to  be  prepared. '  Volume  I  embraces  Clcth  Terms,  and  Volume  II, 
Terms  Applied  to  Raw  Materials,  and  those  used  in  all  the  operations  from 
the  fibre  to  the  finished  cloth,  and  in  the  definitions  of  which  the  author 
says  he  has  'spared  no  effort  to  secure  authentic  and  full  information.'"

The  original  report  was  first  published  in  Chinese  in  a  pamphlet 
by  Feng  Rui  entitled  Rural  Survey  of  Fifty-Seven  Villages  of  Honan  Island 
Fun  U,  Kwantung,  which  was  issued  by  the  National  Southeastern  University, 
Division  of  Investigations  of  Rural  Education  and  Rural  Life  of  the  De- 
partment of  Education.

Walled  Lake  is  taken  as  merely  "a  good  stage  for  the  drama" 
of  a  typical  American  village.  As  Walter  H.  Burr,  professor  of  rural 
sociology  at  the  University  of  Missouri,  says  in  the  introduction: 
"Every  man  past  fifty  years  of  age,  whose  childhood  days  were  spent  in 
an  American  village,  will  recognize  the  story  as  a  picture  of  his  village 
and  of  his  o»;n  bo/hocd.    This  is  its  universal  appeal." 

The  author,  now  librarian  at  the  University  of  Missouri,  lived  in  Walled 
Lake  and  on  farms  in  its  countryside  from  1876  to  1S90  and  has  visited 
there    occasionally   ever   since.

The  preface  to  this  volume  is  signed  by  J .  H.  Thomas,  the  Chairman 
of  the  Empire  Marketing  Board.  From  it  the  quotation  belovv  has  been 
taken . 

"For  some  years  Dr.  S.  G.  Barker,  Director  of  Research  at  the  Wool 
Industries  Research  Association  laboratories  at  Leeds,  has  been  urging 
that  more  satisfactory  standards  of  quality  should  be  worked  cut.  The 
foundation  of  such  standards  would  lead  to  economy  in  marketing  by  en- 
abling the  manufacturer  to  specify  more  exactly  the  kind  of  wool  he  wanted 
for  different  purposes.

"I  look  for  a  revival  of  industry  and  agriculture  by  a  combination  of 
moderate  measures  -  medio  utissimus  ibis... 

"(1)  The  world  crisis  of  1931  was  due  to  an  economic  slump  and  a  mone- 
tary dislocation,  both  producing  a  fall  in  prices  and  acting  and  reacting 
to  increase  each  other  cumulatively,  till  the  value  of  money  grew  so  great 
that  the  burden  of  fixed  charges  everywhere  became  intolerable. 

"(2)  In  this  country  the  world  crisis  fell  on  an  economic  structure  al- 
ready strained  by  the  deflation  of  1925,  which  put  down  sterling  prices 
and  logically  involved  a  corresponding  decrease  in  wages  and  other  charges, 
never  carried  out.  Thus,  when  the  crisis  came,  something  had  to  break; 
and  fortunately  the  gold  pound  broke  before  industry  and  agriculture  be- 
came complete  wrecks.  There  is  a  danger  of  inflation;  the  City  of  London 
is  uncomfortable;  but  the  relief  to  industry  and  agriculture  is  already 
apparent . 

"And  next  as  to  remedies: 

"(1)    The  world  crisis  must  be  met,  if  possible  by  international  action. 
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Firstly,  the  basis  of  credit  must  be  broadened  in  order  (a)  that  when 
trade  revives  there  shall  be  enough  money  to  carry  it  on,  and  (b)  that 
money  shall  be  worth  less  in  terms  of  commodities.  Wholesale  prices  will 
then  rise;  the  burden  of  fixed  charges  will  be  reduced.  Secondly,  the 
wheels  of  industry  must  somehow  be  restarted  and  new  credit  put  into  circu- 
lation . 

"(2)  Nationally,  we  must  balance  our  Budget,  live  within  our  income 
and  avoid  the  fatal  danger  of  runaway  inflation.  On  the  other  hand,  we 
must  avoid  all  deflationary  action,  and  make  no  attempt  to  restore  the 
pound  to  its  old  parity  with  gold  unless  and  until  we  have  secured  some 
means  of  adjusting  the  basis  of  currency  and  credit  to  the  expanding 
needs  of  the  business  of  the  world."

It  follows  that  a  dil- 
igent control  on  the  part  of  the  public  authorities  of  those  exchanges 
which  deal  in  futures  appears  to  be  quite  justifiable  and  necessary  in  the 
general  interest.  But  measures  which  would  make  it  impossible  or  diffi- 
cult for  the  future  exchange  to  exercise  its  main  function,  namely,  insur- 
ance against  the  risks  of  price  fluctuations,  would  be  dangerous."  With 
regard  to  the  present  world  crisis,  the  author  believes  that  the  influence 
of  speculation  has  been  quite  secondary  inasmuch  as  speculation  is  power- 
less to  modify  the  price  movement  for  any  length  of  time.

This  system  was  in  vogue  for  about 
three  years  and  no  difficulties  were  experienced  between  interested  part- 
ies. In  August,  1926,  Brazilian  standardization  was  officially  estab- 
lished, and  since  Sergipe  no  longer  needed  to  maintain  a  separate  classi- 
fication, it  adopted  the  new  standards.  The  standards,  however,  now  need 
remodelling,  which  is  the  burden  of  the  author's  contribution.  However, 
before  changing  the  standards  he  suggests  that  the  results  of  the  Washington 
conference  be  awaited.

These  qualities  may 
be  difficult  to  detect  in  the  raw  product,  but  they  can  be  shown  up  under 
systematic  test.  When  a  worthy  subject  has  been  found,  enlarge  his  vision 
and  strengthen  his  qualities  of  perception  by  requirements  in  general  and 
analytical  reading.  At  the  same  time,  stir  his  imagination  and  fire  his 
ambition  by  setting  up  lively  objectives  and  high  ideals.  Particularly 
should  emphasis  be  placed  upon  quality  of  work.  In  these  days  of  rapidly 
developing  technique,  scientific  methods  are  becoming  more  and  more  ex- 
acting and  difficult.  Guidance  in  reading,  of  methods  of  work,  and  to 
seme  extent  of  his  thinking  is  highly  important  to  the  beginner.  And, 
finally,  when  the  worker  in  hand  has  developed  proficiency  and  shows  abil- 
ity and  initiative,  give  hi,m  an  opportunity  to  lead  and  let  him  have  his 
head.  Let  him  carry  responsibility  and  learn  to  gain  the  cooperation  of 
others.  He  likely  will  make  mistakes;  he  may  even  fail  in  the  research 
he  undertakes,  but  I  am  talking  about  training  for  research  workers  and 
that  is  part  of  the  process.  It  may  be  hard  to  bear,  but  it  is  a  part  of 
the  making  of  a  scientist."

"In  a  memorandum  by  a  tax  expert  of  the  fourteenth  century  we  find  dis- 
cussed some  very  modern  problems.  The  point  at  issue  was  whether  a  piece 
of  land  that  had  reverted  from  pasture  to  cultivation  could  be  assessed 
to  the  local  general  property  tax  at  a  higher  figure.  The  argument  in 
opposition  was  based  primarily  on  the  fact  that  a  new  use  of  the  land  was 
due  to  the  efforts  and  outlay  of  the  cultivator,  who  ought  therefore  not 
to  be  penalized.  Our  expert  decides,  however,  to  the  contrary  effect  foi 
two  primary  reasons, 

"In  the  first  place,  a  distinction  must  be  made  between  land  other  than 
property.  Personal  property  is,  indeed,  to  be  assessed  at  its  selling 
value;  but  in  the  case  of  land,  the  real  test  is  the  annual  produce  or 
yield  value,  which  does  not  always  immediately  reflect  itself  in  selling 
value.  Since  land  should  be  assessed  according  to  its  yield  rather  than 
according  to  the  selling  value,  this  particular  plot  may  be  taken  up  in  the 
assessment  list  at  the  higher  figure. 

"In  the  second  place,  a  distinction  is  made  between  a  special  property 
tax  or  a  land  tax  in  rem  and  a  general  property  tax.  In  the  case  of  a  tax 
in  rem,  it  is  proper  to  take  account  of  the  expenses  or  outlay.  But  a 
general  property  tax  is  a  personal  tax  upon  the  individual  according  to  his 
ability  to  pay;  and  it  is  incontestable  that  his  ability  to  pay  has  been 
increased  by  his  new  utilization  of  the  land.

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tion  of  seasonal  labor  does  not  mean  discrimination  against  the  native 
worker,  but  that  it  is  the  result  of  the  absorption  of  that  worker  by  a 
better  paid  and  more  productive  field  of  activity.  Neither  is  the  migra- 
tion from  the  country  to  the  towns  an  unmixed  evil.  It  has  its  place  in  the 
general  economic  development.  An  increase  in  agricultural  wages  under 
favorable  circumstances  may  be  approved  on  condition  that  it  does  not 
menace  agricultural  production  on  which  the  farm  worker's  existence  de- 
pends. Increased  industrial  wages  based  on  increased  prcductivity  may 
help  to  raise  agricultural  wages  to  a  higher  level.  But  equality  of  agri- 
cultural and  industrial  wages  is  not  to  be  expected.  It  would  be  a  sign 
of  stagnation  of  a  cessation  of  increasing  prcductivity.

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Chapter  V  was  issued  as  Kentucky  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  Bul- 
letin 292. 

Research  and  extension  workers  in  the  field  of  farm  organization  will 
"ind  much  of  interest  in  this  thesis  not  only  because  it  presents  a  well- 
developed  method  for  checking  in  advance  anticipated  changes  in  farm  organi- 
zation, but  alsc  because  of  the  review  given  of  the  development  of  re- 
search in  farm  organization  and  the  progress  made  in  planning  by  means 
of  the  budgeting  method. 

The  "farmers'  problem  as  stated  in  the  introductory  chapter  is  four- 
fold: "What  and  how  much  to  produce,  what  and  how  much  equipment  to  em- 
ploy, what  methods  and  practices  to  use,  and  how  to  dispose  of  the  prod- 
ucts most  economically."  This  thesis  deals  primarily  with  but  one  phase 
of  the  problem,  "the  lines  of  production  to  follow  and  the  quantity  of 
each  enterprise  to  include  in  a  system  of  farming." 

Two  points  of  view  "as  to  just  how  far  it  is  advisable  for  research 
workers  to  go  in  interpreting  results  and  conclusions"  are  discussed. 
The  first  is  that  "research  workers  should  indicate  the  relationships 
that  existed  during  some  past  period  and  offer  explanations  as  to  why  the 
relationships  existed."  The  other,  the  forward-looking  point  of  view, 
would  require  the  research  worker  to  go  a  step  further  and  show  not  only 
past  relationships  but  also  indicate  "the  relationships  that  are  to  be  ex- 
pected under  the  present  conditions  if  prospective  developments  take  place. 
In  other  words,  Mr.  Hutson  would  have  the  research  worker  make  long-time 
forecasts  or  estimates  of  cost  factors,  production,  and  prices  for  the 
different  commodities  that  are  produced  in  the  area  being  studied  and  then 
set  up  budget  statements  to  represent,  "in  summary  form,  his  conclusions 
as  to  the  possibilities,  during  the  period  of  years  just  ahead,  of  the 
various  systems  of  farming  that  may  be  followed  in  the  section." 

A  threefold  justification  of  his  point  of  view  then  follows:  (1)  "The 
task  of  interpreting  is  a  difficult  one";  (2)  "the  results  of  research 
are  .invariably  influenced  to  some  extent  by  the  judgment  of  the  research 
worker";  and  (3)  "the  farmer  is  not  well  equipped  for  the  task  of  inter- 
preting." In  conclusion  the  author  says:  "Consequently  there  has  develop- 
ed the  point  of  view  that  the  research  worker  in  farm  organization  must 
interpret  his  results  in  the  light  of  present  conditions  and  prospective 
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developments  if  they  are  to  be  most  useful.  The  budgeting  method  described 
and  illustrated  in  the  text  is  suggested  as  a  definite  and  logical  way  of 
aiding  in  making  such  interpretations."  It  is  but  fair  to  say  that  the 
abrupt  and  unequal  price  changes  which  took  place  during  1930  and  1931, 
i.  e.  since  this  ukssis  was  prepared,  possibly  may  have  materially  weaken- 
ed the  author's  confidence  in  the  ability  of  research  workers  to  predict 
even  approximately  the  comparative  returns  to  be  realized  from  different 
systems  of  farming  in  a  given  area  or  on  a  particular  farm  for  either  a 
long  period  or  for  the  few  years  immediately  ahead. 

The  nature  of  the  farmer's  problem  is  discussed  in  Chapter  II  and  the 
development  of  research  in  farm  organization  is  reviewed  in  Chapter  III. 
This  review  is  very  brief  and  the  author  passes  lightly  over  the  pioneer 
work  done  by  the  Federal  Office  of  Farm  Management  and  also  that  done 
along  this  line  in  Europe  where  the  budgeting  methcd  was  used  in  planning 
the  farm  business  on  large  estates  as  far  back  as  200  years  ago.  Farm- 
ers' Bulletin  370,  Replanning  a  Farm  for  Profit,  by  C.  B.  Smith  and  J.  W. 
Froley,  issued  in  1909,  which  is  probably  the  first  farm-budgeting  bul- 
letin published  in  the  United  States,  apparently  never  came  to  the  author's 
attention.  The  purpose  of  this  early  attempt  at  budgeting  and  the  methods 
followed  in  presenting  results  and  conclusions  are  not  greatly  different 
from  these  proposed  in  this  thesis.  A  quotation  from  page  7  of  the  bul- 
letin by  Smith  and  Froley  follows: 

"The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  is  in  almost  daily  receipt 
of  letters  to  the  following  effect:  The  writer  owns  a  farm;  the  farm  is 
not  paying;  can  the  Department  suggest  a  kind  of  farming  that  will  pay? 

"This  correspondence  is  usually  referred  to  the  Office  of  Farm  Manage- 
ment of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  for  reply.  It  is  to  show  how  the 
Office  cf  Farm  Management  handles  such  problems  as  these  and  thus  to  indi- 
cate to  the  farmer  the  capabilities  of  a  farm  when  replanned  for  profit 
and  how  he  may  go  about  replanning  his  own  farm,  that  this  bulletin  is 
written."  This  bulletin  presents  the  estimated  returns  which  might  be 
expected  from  an  80-acre  farm  in  Central  Illinois  when  operated  under 
eleven  different  possible  systems  of  farming. 

Another  publication  apparently  overlooked  by  the  author  in  his  discus- 
sion of  the  development  of  research  in  farm  organization  is  Farmers'  Bul- 
letin 310,  A  Successful  Alabama  Diversification  Farm,  by  M.  A.  Crosby, 
J.  F.  Duggar  and  W.  J,  Spillman,  issued  in  1909.  Under  the  direction  of 
W.  J.  Spillman  a  study  was  made  of  the  possibilities  of  diversified  farm- 
ing in  the  Cotton  Belt  of  the  Southern  States.  Systems  of  diversified 
farming  were  set  up  and  the  estimated  returns  therefrom  compared  with  re- 
turns from  cotton  farming.  Arrangements  were  then  made  to  operate  35  so- 
called  diversification  farms,  the  purpose  of  which  was  to  teach  diversifi- 
cation, not  to  demonstrate  a  method. 

Farmers'  Bulletin  310  presents  a  descriptive  and  financial  record  of 
the  operation  of  Diversification  Farm  No.  3  for  the  3-year  pericd  1904- 
1906.  Most  of  the  other  farms  were  considered  failures  because  the  opera- 
1  ors  would  neither  keep  satisfactory  records  nor  follow  the  practices 
recommended.  When  the  price  of  cotton  was  favorable  they  would  swing  back 
to  cottor  .  The  point  of  interest  here,  however,  is  that  the  work  done  in  operat-

ing  Diversification  Farm  No.  3  as  well  as  that  attempted  on  the  34  other 
farms  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  is  very  similar  to  that  sug- 
gested in  the  second  paragraph  of  page  IS  of  the  thesis.  This  paragraph 
in  part  reads  as  follows: 

"The  Advisory  Committee  (on  economic  and  social  research  in  agricul- 
ture of  the  Social  Science  Research  Council)  referred  to  above  suggested  a 
modified  form  of  the  experimental  method  which  consists  of  a  trial  or  a 
series  of  trials  under  field  conditions  of  hypothetical  organizations  or 
systems  of  farming  and  evaluating  the  systems  on  the  basis  of  the  results 
obtained."  In  other  words  the  essentials  of  this  suggestion  were  attempted 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  on  35  southern  farms  more 
than  25  years  ago . 

"The  Essentials  of  the  Budgeting  Method"  are  discussed  in  Chapter  IV 
and  its  use  is  illustrated  in  Chapter  V  by  presenting  in  much  detail, 
"A  Study  of  Systems  of  Farming  in  the  Purchase  Region  of  Kentucky."  This 
chapter  contains  127  pages,  all  of  which  may  be  found  in  Kentucky  Exper- 
imer.  t  Station  Bulletin  292,  except  the  first  three  and  one-half  pages.  A 
discussion  of  how  farmers  may  use  the  budgeting  method  in  "Planning  for 
Profitable  Farming"  is  given  near  the  close  of  the  text. 

It  may  be  said  in  closing  that  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in 
refining  the  budgeting  method  and  getting  it  into  practical  use  since  this 
thesis  was  prepared.  (See  Wash.  Expt.  Sta.  Bui.  244,  Farming  systems  for 
Eastern  Washington  and  Northern  Idaho,  and  Mass.  Expt.  Sta.  Bui.  275, 
Planning  the  Farm  Business  on  Three  Dairy-Fruit  Farms.)  In  several  States 
extension  workers  have  made  considerable  progress  also  in  teaching  small 
groups  of  farmers  to  use  the  budgeting  method  in  planning  for  the  year 
ahead.  -  Byron  Hunter,  Agricultural  Economist,  Division  of  Farm  Management 
and  Costs.

In  this  volume,  the  author,  a  professor  of  history  at  West  Virginia 
University,  supplies  us  with  an  excellent  study  on  the  subject  indicated 
by  the  title.  In  presenting  the  earlier  phases  of  the  subject,  and  also 
the  latter  ones  hitherto  almost  completely  neglected,  he  emphasizes  their 
historical  settings  and  their  proper  relations  to  other  events  and  con- 
ditions . 

In  preparing  this  study,  Professor  Ambler  has  used  practically  all 
the  available  public  documents  bearing  on  the  subject.  His  main  source, 
however,  has  been  newspapers,  particula^xy  the  files  at  Charleston  and 
Wheeling,  West  Virginia,  for  the  decades  before  the  Civil  War.  For  the 
recent  decades,  the  Waterways  Journal  (St.  Louis)  has  been  used  extensive- 
ly. A  liberal  number  of  footnotes  is  offered  in  lieu  of  an  extensive, 
critical  bibliography.-  Everett  E.  Edwards,  Associate  Agricultural  Econ- 
omist, Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research .

Miss  Semple,  professor  of  anthropogeography  at  Clark  University  since 
1921,  is  a  recognized  leader  in  her  field.  Her  Influence  of  Geographic 
Environment  is  still  the  final  authority  on  the  subject  in  the  English 
language.  So  also  is  her  American  History  and  Its  Geographic  Conditions. 
The  volume  here  reviewed  will  hold  a  similarly  high  place  in  its  field. 

This  volume  is  much  more  than  a  geographer's  study  of  just  another 
geographical  region.  It  is  a  comprehensive  and  mature  analysis  of  the 
most  significant  geographical  region  in  all  the  continents,  and  the  author 
has  written  with  this  fact  cogently  in  mind.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
first  chapter  we  are  reminded  that  "All  the  world  is  heir  of  the  Medi- 
terranean .  .  .  Much  that  is  finest  in  modern  civilization  traces  back  to 
seeds  of  culture  matured  in  the  circle  of  the  Mediterranean  lands  and 
transplanted  thence  to  other  countries,  whence  they  have  been  dissemin- 
ated over  the  world  . . .  This  Mediterranean  sea  with  its  bordering  lands 
has  been  a  melting-pot  for  the  peoples  and  civilizations  which  have  seeped 
into  it  from  its  continental  hinterlands.  ...  and  it  has  been  also  a  dis- 
tributing center  for  its  composite  cultural  achievements.  This  double 
role  in  history  is  an  outgrowth  of  its  geographical  location  and  its  re- 
lation to  the  neighboring  continents  . . .  The  intercontinental  location  of 
the  Mediterranean  Sea  afforded  the  fundamental  geographical  conditions 
for  a  cosmopolitan  culture;  but  further  refinements  and  differentiations 
ensued  as  a  response  to  conditions  within  the  circle  of  Mediterranean 
lands . " 

The  present  volume  affords  us  the  results  of  some  twenty  years  of 
intensive  research  and  scholarly  study  and  numerous  journeys  to  the  Medi- 
terranean basin  for  field  work,  in  the  course  of  which  Miss  Semple  visited 
nearly  all  parts  of  the  coasts  and  their  immediate  hinterland.  Chapters 
10  through  17  have  from  time  to  time  appeared  as  articles  in  Agricultural 
History,  the  Geographical  Review,  and  the  Annals  of  the  Association  of 
American  Geographers,  thus  indicating  the  progress  made  in  this  enter- 
prise, but  it  remained  for  the  completed  work  to  indicate  how  greatly 
scholars  and  students  were  to  be  indebted  to  her. 

In  developing  the  subject,  Miss  Semple  has  divided  it  into  four  logical 
and  distinct  parts.  General  geographical  conditions  in  the  Mediterranean 
region  are  considered  in  Part  1.  The  barrier  boundaries  of  the  region, 
which  make  it  a  unit,  are  the  subject  of  Part  2.  Readers  of  this  review 
will  be  particularly  interested  in  Part  3  on  Vegetation  and  Agriculture. 
Its  contents  are  indicated  by  the  chapter  titles:  Ancient  Mediterranean 
forests  and  the  lumber  trade;  Pasture  and  stock-raising;  Grain  production 
and  the  grain  trade;  Sown  and  planted  crops;  Manuring  and  seed  selections- 
Irrigation  and  reclamation  in  the  ancient  Mediterranean  region;  Ancient 
Mediterranean  pleasure  gardens;  Climatic  influences  in  ancient  Mediter- 
ranean religion;  Gods  of  rainfall  and  tillage;  and  Climatic  factors  in 
settlement  and  water  supply.    Part  4  is  devoted  to  Maritime  Activities. 

The  clarity  of  style  and  the  enrichment  by  classical  allusion  here 
exemplified  may  well  be  the  envy  of  and  the  model  for  many  writers.  A  gen- 
eral bibliography  is  given  on  p.  709-714,  and  a  list  of  "Authorities"  is 
appended  to  each  chapter.  -  Everett  E.  Edwards,  Associate  Agricultural 
Economist,  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research .

"The  object  of  this  compilation  is  to  present  in  condensed  form  statis- 
tical data  and  other  information  descriptive  of  the  economic  similarities 
and  contrasts  of  two  large  continental  areas  lying  on  opposite  shores  of 
the  Pacific  Ocean  between  corresponding  latitudes  and  possessing  many  of 
the  same  physical  characteristics.

The  New  Statesman  and  Nation  for  November  28,  1931  reviewed  this  book 
favorably  and  wrote  in  part  as  follows: 

"Miss  Utley  set  out  on  her  travels  to  the  Far  East  with  the  object  of 
investigating  the  condition  of  the  cotton  industry,  primarily  in  Japan, 
and  of  estimating  the  effects  of  Far  Eastern  competition  on  the  future 
of  Lancashire's  staple  manufacture.  As  far  as  Japan  is  concerned,  she 
has  done  her  work  with  very  great  skill  and  thoroughness;  and  her  study 
both  of  the  Japanese  conditions  and  of  the  terms  of  Japanese  competition 
with  Great  Britain,  goes  far  beyond  anything  that  has  hitherto  been  done 
in  this  field.

And  the 
upshot  of  Miss  Utrey's  careful  investigation  is  to  sweep  away  all  hope 
that  Lancashire  can  possibly  regain  the  greater  part  of  the  Far  Eastern 
markets  that  she  has  lost... 

"This  is  an  important  book;  and  it  is  also  exceedingly  interesting  - 
no  dry-as-dust  study  without  a  moral,  though  it  is  plentifully  adorned 
with  facts  and  figures,  but  a  penetrating  analysis  of  one  of  the  most 
vital  economic  problems  of  our  day."

Part  I  of  this  pamphlet  analyzes  the  records  of  operations,  June  1929- 
1931,  of  a  National  Mark  egg  packing  station  owned  cooperatively  by  far- 
mers. 

"The  material  covers  buying  and  selling  prices  of  eggs,  quantities  of 
eggs  handled,  the  quality  of  supplies  as  indicated  by  the  grade  distribu- 
tion, and  the  expenses  of  operation  of  the  packing  station  during  this 
period.  Some  economic  aspects  of  the  business  are  illustrated  in  outline 
...  from  an  analysis  of  the  statistical  material... 

"This  station  has  been  operating  under  the  National  Mark  Scheme  since 
the  spring  of  1929.  The  Society  had  collected  and  distributed  eggs  for 
about  eight  years  previously  with  some  success,  so  that  operation  under 
the  National  Mark  Scheme  only  involved  modifications  in  the  routine  of  a 
trade  which  already  existed...  In  1929-30  the  total  number  handled  by 
the  Society  was  1,569,000  and  in  1930-31,  2,071,000  eggs.  There  is  every 
indication  that  supplies  will  increase  still  further  in  the  coming  year. 
At  the  time  of  the  introduction  of  the  National  Mark  Scheme  it  was  laid 
down  as  a  principle  by  the  Management  that  each  individual  member  should 
be  paid  according  to  the  quality  and  grade  of  eggs  supplied.  This  prin- 
ciple has  been  adhered  to  throughout,  and  although  difficulties  were 
experienced  in  the  initial  stages  through  suppliers  not  being  accustomed 
to  discriminating  rates  of  payment  according  to  quality,  the  policy  has 
been  fully  justified  by  results.  Producers  are  now  fully  conversant  with 
the  standard  National  Mark  grades  and  they  recognize  the  principal 
factors  which  decide  quality  in  eggs." 

Part  II  is  devoted  to  a  private  egg  packing  station  which  "is  part  of 
a  general  country  business  originally  based  on  -  country  store.  The  busi- 
ness is  old-established,  and  egg  collecting  has  been  one  of  the  branches 
for  many  years.  A  district  of  about  five  miles  radius  is  covered,  and 
farms  are  visited  regularly  once  a  week.  One  motor  lorry  is  used  five 
days  in  each  week  working  a  definite  daily  round.  The  proprietor  adopted 
the  National  Mark  Scheme  in  1929  and  nearly  all  eggs  are  candled  and 
graded  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Scheme.    The  turnover  of  eggs  at  the 
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Station  is  gradually  increasing  and  will  soon  reach  a  total  of  a  million 
eggs  per  annum. . . 

"On  the  whole,  expenses  are  heavier  per  hundred  eggs  than  with  Station 
I  but  this  was  directly  due  to  the  smaller  turnover  of  eggs.  Transport 
charges  especially  for  distribution  are  a  heavy  burden  amounting  at  this 
Station  to  about  seven  pence  per  hundred  eggs."

"Towards  the  end  of  the  year  1929  a  group  cf  highly  distinguished  econ- 
omists and  financiers  began  meeting  together  to  study  the  gold  problem 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  International  Affairs.  For 
two  years  they  read  one  another  papers,  talked  to  one  another,  and  wrote 
one  another  memoranda;  and  now  we  are  given  a  selection  of  what  they  wrote 
and  said  in  volume  form.  The  result  is  at  once  highly  interesting  and 
instructive  in  detail,  and  singularly  inconclusive  as  a  guide  to  policy. 
For  the  fundamental  facts  that  emerge  from  so  much  expenditure  of  effort 
are,  first,  that  there  is  no  common  measure  of  agreement  about  the  actual 
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influence  of  gold  on  prices,  and  secondly,  that  there  is  none  about  the 
price  policy  the  world  ought  to  promote,  if  it  had  the  necessary  knowledge. 

"There  is,  to  begin  with,  no  agreement  on  the  question  how  far  the 
shortage  or  maldistribution  of  gold  has  been  responsible  for  the  falling 
prices  of  recent  years,  either  before  or  after  the  world  slump.  The  reader 
gets  the  impression  that  the  group  began  by  attributing  the  price-fall 
mainly  to  gold,  but  became  more  and  more  doubtful  about  this  as  its  dis- 
cussions proceeded  side  by  side  with  the  intensification  of  the  world  de- 
pression. There  was  too,  towards  the  close,  a  tendency  to  talk  less  about 
shortage,  and  more  about  maldistribution;  but  there  was  above  all  a  grow- 
ing consciousness  of  the  importance  of  other  factors,  quite  distinct  from 
gold,  in  causing  the  level  of  prices  to  fall.  And  there  arose,  according- 
ly a  growing  scepticism  about  purely  monetary  remedies  for  the  world 
slump. 

"Nor  was  there  any  measure  of  agreement  about  the  course  which  it  is 
desirable  for  prices  to  take.  Mr.  Robertson,  and  a  number  of  other  econo- 
mists, wanted  a  falling  price-level,  as  world  productivity  advanced,  pre- 
ferring that  the  advantages  of  rising  production  should  be  taken  out  in 
lower  prices  rather  than  in  higher  money  incomes.  But  there  was  strong 
opposition  to  this  view  from  those  who  held  that  a  falling  price-level  al- 
most inevitably  causes  business  depression,  and  thus  tends  to  lower  actual 
production  even  if  productive  capacity  is  increasing.  The  duel  between 
these  two  schools  of  thought  never  ended:  each  group  remained  of  its  own 
opinion  to  the  last. 

"A  most  interesting  point,  which  arose  again  and  again,  but  was  never 
thoroughly  pursued,  was  that,  whereas  under  the  gold  standard  the  world 
is  tied  largely  to  a  common  monetary  policy,  in  reality  different  monetary 
policies  suit  different  countries  -  especially  those  in  which  productivity 
is  advancing  at  very  different  rates.  This  is,  indeed,  the  most  fundamen- 
tal of  all  questions  relating  to  monetary  policy;  for  if  countries  have 
widely  differing  monetary  riches,  may  not  the  entire  attempt  to  bind  the 
whole  world  together  into  a  common  financial  system  by  means  of  gold  rest 
on  a  mistake?  Perhaps,  if  the  group  goes  on  with  its  work,  it  will  try 
to  get  down  to  this  really  critical  question  which  is  of  the  greatest  im- 
mediate importance  now  that  so  many  countries  are  again  off  the  gold  standard. 

"Inconclusive  as  this  volume  is,  it  is  packed  with  informative  and 
suggestive  argument  and  it  is  the  more  valuable  because  it  gives  us  a 
number  of  leading  economists  and  financiers  talking  one  to  another  much 
more  freely  than  such  persons  usually  write  or  talk  for  public  consump- 
tion. Certainly  there  have  been  no  more  stimulating  discussions  of  the 
gold  problem  for  a  long  time  past."

Part  one  of  this  volume  is  devoted  to  a  general  survey  of  agriculture 
in  Great  Britain,  part  two  treats  of  production  policies  and  part  three 
of  a  national  policy  for  English  agriculture.  Viscount  Astor  in  his 
preface  writes  in  part  as  follows: 

"Britain  has  been  without  an  agricultural  policy  for  so  long  that  to-day 
we  still  use  ideas  and  phrases  which  were  appropriate  in  the  Victorian 
era,  when  we  did  have  a  policy;  or  at  least  a  practice.  Then  Wheat  was  in 
fact  the  cornerstone  of  our  farming.  But  we  are  now  in  1932.  Science  has 
changed  the  world  and  our  problem.  We  require  a  modern  policy.  With  an 
up-to-date  programme  based  on  livestock,  dairying,  poultry,  as  well  as 
fruits  and  vegetables,  we  can  build  an  expanding  industry  without  those 
expensive  subsidies  which  the  wheat  and  sugar  beet  school  require.  The 
public  is  more  ready  to  help  agriculture  than  it  has  been  for  generations, 
and  at  no  time  was  it  more  vital  to  develop  this  industry.  If  we  miss  our 
chance  by  wasting  the  public's  money,  farming  will  once  again  be  set 
aside . 

"Most  recent  studies  have  recognized  the  fact  that  our  ultimate  pros- 
perity does  not  lie  in  a  policy  based  on  wheat.  Nevertheless,     for  psycho- 
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lexical  and  political  reasons  some  of  them  still  feel  obliged  to  give 
prominent  support  to  the  wheat  school.  Nor  have  they  been  reedy  to  admit 
that  the  £30,000,000  spent  on  bolstering  up  sugar  beet  has  been  wasteful  - 
quite  as  useless  as  a  permanent  remedy  as  the  £22,000,000  subsidy  given 
in  1926  to  the  coal  trade. 

"Last  year  we  economised  drastically  in  every  other  direction.  But  no 
move  has  been  made  even  to  reduce  the  subsidy  to  sugar  beet.  So  far  from 
curtailment,  those  who  support  this  policy  are  pressing  the  Government  to 
give  more  millions  to  wheat  grov/ers .  .  .  Dr.  Keith  Murray  and  I,  in  our 
book,  challenge  the  need  for  this  extravagant  expenditure.  We  do  not  wish 
to  wipe  out  wheat  growing,  nor  do  we  refuse  to  consider  relief  of  a 
strictly  temporary  and  limited  character  to  wheat  growers;  but  we  know  of 
no  precedent  for  the  proposal  that  the  State  should  guarantee  out  of  the 
public  purse  an  annual  profit  to  a  few  farmers  who  wish  to  grow  wheat  by 
methods  which  are  often  antiquated.  We  show  that  such  a  policy  is  actually 
prejudicial  to  agriculture  as  a  national  industry  and  is  based  on  out-of- 
date  views.  We  indicate  alternative  ways,  more  fruitful  and  helpful  to 
focd  production  and  employment,   in  which  the  public  can  lay  out  money. 

"We  anticipate  an  attack  on  our  proposals  from  certain  farmer  politi- 
cians and  orthodox  experts.  That  will  not  convince  us  that  they  are  right 
and  that  we  are  wrong;  any  more  than  we  thought  Mr.  Baldwin's  Government 
wrong  when  they  refused  to  accede  to  the  request  of  the  coal  industry  for 
a  renewal  of  their  subsidy.  Actually  their  claim  was  stronger,  for  they 
were  the  whole  industry,  whereas  beet  and  wheat  represent  only  a  small 
branch  of  agriculture  and  are  important  (for  climatic  and  other  reasons)  in 
only  a  very  few  districts. 

"The  advantages  of  democratic  government  outweigh  its  inherent  weaknes- 
ses. But  the  latter  must  be  recognized.  They  have  been  painfully  evi- 
dent in  our  treatment  of  agriculture.  Industrial  interests  have  outvoted 
rural  interests.  Then,  too,  craft  and  professional  organisations  (in- 
cluding farmers'  unions)  tend  to  elect  leaders  who  voice  complaints,  de- 
mand immediate  financial  help  of  the  State  and  who  do  not  require  too  vio- 
lent a  change  of  ideas.  They  seldom  choose  leaders  who  will  advocate  re- 
form or  impose  a  new  orientation  of  ideas  upon  the  rank  and  file.  Add 
to  this  the  fact  that  political  parties  tend  to  pledge  themselves  to  poli- 
cies which  will  win  votes  in  the  knowledge  that  even  farmers  cannot  re- 
sist the  offer  of  subsidies  when  dangled  before  them. 

"The  'direction'  of  agricultural  interests  has  lacked  vision  and  the 
qualities  of  bold  leadership.  So  our  agricultural  policy  has  been  based 
on  shortsighted  remedies  and  on  an  unwillingness  to  face  up  to  altered 
world  conditions,  fresh  knowledge,  and  new  requirements. 

"In  preparing  this  book  we  have  not  been  hampered  by  political  bias; 
we  have  examined  all  proposals  on  merit  as  bearing  on  a  national  agricul- 
tural policy  without  asking  ourselves  whether  they  tallied  with  Socialist 
doctorines,  or  with  pledges  given  from  Conservative  platforms,  or  with 
views  set  out  in  many-hued  Liberal  pamphlets.  The  National  Government 
should  be  just  as  free.  Nor  have  we  felt  obliged  for  political  reasons 
to  placate   farmers'   unions  or  landowners'  societies... 

"Our  more  controversial  proposals  have  been  passed  by  a  sufficient 
number  of  persons  who  have  proved  themselves  successful  in  the  world  of 
agriculture  to  justify  us  in  feeling  that  they  cannot  be  dismissed  as  un- 
sound or  unpractical.    All  farmers  have  not  lost  money.    But  these  who 
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have  failed  (and  in  many  instances  their  landlords)  naturally  have  been 
making  most  noise.  Why  should  the  Legislature  be  guided  by  them?  Some 
cf  the  best  farmers  in  the  world  are  to  be  found  in  Britain.  Why  not  base 
our  policy  on  expanding  the  methods  and  adopting  the  ideas  of  tbose  who 
have  been  successful?    It  would  be  cheaper  and  more  businesslike."

"A  comprehensive  review  of  the  sugar  industry  from  both  the  economic 
and  the  scientific  research  aspects  is  contained  in  the  Empire  Marketing 
Board's  Report,  published  to-day,  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Imperial 
Sugar  Cane  Research  Conference  held  in  London  in  July,  1931... 

"The  Conference  was  convened  by  the  Empire  Marketing  Board  to  discuss 
the  future  of  scientific  research  on  sugar  cane  production  in  the  Empire. 
It  was  felt,  however,  that  the  world  economic  position  of  sugar  should 
be  taken  into  consideration  before  drawing  up  a  research  programme.  The 
report  reviews  the  economic  outlook  for  the  industry  and  describes  scien- 
tific progress  in  each  Empire  country.  Twelve  recommendations  were  made 
by  the  Conference,  at  which  nine  Empire  countries  were  represented.  The 
resolutions  included:  -  The  establishment  of  four  central  cane-breeding 
and  research  stations  in  India,  Australia,  Mauritius,  and  the  West  Indies; 
the  extension  of  research  on  biological  control  of  insect  pests  attacking 
cane;  visits  to  various  producing  countries  by  specialists;   surveys  of 
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the  economic  position  by  the  Imperial  Economic  Committee;  investigations 
into  methods  of  cultivation  and  labour  conditions,  and  a  closer  study  of 
the  utilization  of  sugar  by-products... 

"A  ...  section  of  the  report  deals  with  the  by-products  made  out  of 
sugar  both  from  the  molasses  and  from  'bagasse,  '  the  fibrous  residue  of 
the  plant  after  the  juice  has  been  extracted.  These  include  paper,  arti- 
ficial silk,  explosives,  charcoal,  rum,  power  alcohol,  'dry  ice',  yeast, 
fuel,  and  fertilizer.  Owing  to  the  low  value  of  the  primary  product,  Mr. 
W.  G.  Freeman,  of  the  Imperial  Institute,  points  out,  these  by-products 
are  becoming  of  increasing  commercial  importance." 

Tariff

The  author  in  his  preface  writes  in  part  as  follows:  "[This  volume] 
is  not  a  partisan  appeal  for  either  Protection  or  Free  Trade.  It  "is  no 
'candidate's  handbook.'  It  is  not  a  formal  history  of  tariffs.  It  is 
an  attempt  to  express  the  complications  of  the  tariff  question,  and  to 
restate  the  issues  involved  against  the  experiences  of  the  major  countries, 
particularly  those  of  Great  Britain.  The  treatment  of  its  subject  is 
designedly  such  as  to  make  the  work  'readable'  to  the  ordinary  citizen, 
which  is  to  say  that  it  is  not  a  scientific  and  statistical  treatment  of 
the  topics  it  discusses. 

"If  the  work  has  any  value  at  all,  it  is  probably  to  be  found  in  two 
functions  which  it  attempts  to  perform  -  that  of  reminding  a  new  genera- 
tion of  the  thorough,  but  pitifully  inconclusive,  examination  of  the  con- 
testing theories  which  has  been  conducted  in  this  country  since  the  pub- 
lication of  The  Wealth  of  Nations,  and  that  of  reminding  the  'hot  gospeller' 
of  either  theory  that  the  interruption  of  the  'natural  flow'  of  commodi- 
ties and  services  by  tariffs  is  a  technique  of  economic  control  which  has 
never  been,  and  never  can  be,  applied  without  reference  to  many  other 
artificialities  in  our  trade  relationships. 

"This  survey  inevitably  lays  much  emphasis  upon  the  events  of  1931, 
which  have  been  collectively  called  'the  crisis, '  because  those  events 
have  already  had  the  effect  of  demonstrating  the  truth  of  the  contention 
that  'Protection  is  not  a  matter  of  principle,  but  of  practice'  and  of 
showing  the  barrenness  of  condemning  in  a  real  world  any  expedient  merely 
because  its  use  would  be  abhorrent  in  an  ideal  world." 

The  work  is  reviewed  at  length  in  The  Economist  (London)  for  November 
21,  1931  which  states  that  this  book  "should  take  a  high  place  in  tariff 
literature."  The  Statist  reviewed  it  also  in  the  issue  for  October  31, 
1931  and  stated  that  the  book  is  "another  valuable  and  very  practical 
examination  of  the  Tariff  issue."

"We  have  endeavored  to  set  out  and  analyse  the  various  beliefs  and 
assumptions  of  the  several  advocates  of  the  scheme,  their  several  pro- 
posals, and  professed  or  real  objects,  and  the  arguments  advanced  in  favor 
of  and  the  advantages  claimed  for  the  same,  and  to  describe  the  way  in 
which  the  campaign  has  been  conducted. 

"Further,  with  the  assistance  of  other  writers,  the  Reports  of  Royal 
Commissions,  Departmental  and  other  Public  Committees,  statistics,  and 
the  opinions  of  people  practically  acquainted  with  the  management  of  land, 
its  development,  and  the  financing  of  development  operations  (from  whose 
writings,  findings,  and  speeches  we  have  freely  quoted),  we  have  considered 
and  set  forth  what  to  us  seem  the  natural  and  inevitable  consequences  of 
some  of  the  proposals.  Also  we  have  collected  and  recorded  some  of  the 
principal  arguments  and  promises  in  connection  with  the  Land  Value  Taxa- 
tion campaign  of  1909-10,  and  the  working  and  effects  of  the  resulting 
legislation .

The  prosperity  of  the 
Netherlands  East  Indies  of  to-day  is  directly  influenced  by  the  prices 
obtainable  on  its  principal  export  commodities,  or  put  in  another  way, 
the  prosperity  of  this  country  is  governed  by  economic  conditions  pre- 
vailing in  the  large  consuming  centers,  principally  those  buying  the 
Netherlands  East  Indies'  products. 

"The  material  available  did  not  permit  a  definite  and  accurate  compila- 
tion to  be  made  and  therefore  the  conclusions  embodied  herein  must  be  con- 
sidered incomplete.  However,  the  figures  show  beyond  doubt  a  steady  ex- 
pansion in  the  international  economic  relations  of  the  Netherlands  East 
Indies  -  an  expansion  that  may  reasonably  be  expected  to  continue  in  the 
future. "

The  author,  who  is  president  of  the  Parti  Agraire  et  Faysan  Frangais, 
takes  up  seriatim  the  various  questions  which  came  up  for  discussion  at 
the  October  (1931)  Conference  of  the  International  Agrarian  Bureau  at 
Prague.  From  the  agricultural  viewpoint,  France  is  signally  favored  in 
that  she  produces  normally  everything  she  needs.  She  would  be  less  sen- 
sitive to  agricultural  crises  were  it  not  for  shipments  which  come  from 
the  Colonies  and  foreign  supplies  resulting  from  speculation.  Agricul- 
ture has  been  in  a  condition  of  chronic  crisis  for  three-fourths  of  a 
century,  and  only  the  intermission  of  the  great  War  was  able  to  create 
the  illusion  of  a  rural  semiprosperity  -  now  merely  a  memory.  He  incul- 
pates the  larger  industries  with  having  deliberately  set  about  to  ruin 
French  agriculture.  In  the  guise  of  humanitarian  free  trade  they  have 
methodically  pursued  the  defense  of  their  own  interests,  knowingly  sacri- 
ficing those  of  agriculture.  Industry  is  free-tradist  when  it  comes  to 
opposing  rural  claims,  but  has  none  the  less  soug"  t  to  obtain  for  itself 
unrestrained  protectionism. 

Agricultural  Crisis  -  French  Colonies

The  anther,  urges  increased  yield  per  unit  of  area 
to  reduce  cost  of  production,  the  application  to  agricultural  production 
of  the  latest  scientific  and  technical  discoveries,  and  an  increase  in  all 
the  means  of  transportation. 

Agricultural  Crisis  -  Greece 


Pappanastasiou ,  Alexandre,  and  Bacalbassis,  A.  La  crise  agricole  en  Grece. 
(In  Eulletin  du  Bureau  International  Agraire,  no.  1,  Jan.,  1931,  p.  21-26. 
Published  in  Prague,  Czechoslovakia) 

So  far  as  Greece  is  concerned,  the  agricultural  crisis  is  attributed 
to  the  decline  in  prices  of  agricultural  products,  especially  her  major 
products  -  cereals,  tobacco,  dried  raisins,  and  oil.  The  production  of 
cereals  is  inadequate  for  Greece's  consumption  needs.  In  some  cases  the 
decline  in  prices  is  referable  to  increased  world  production;  in  others, 
it  is  due  only  to  increased  production  but  also  to  measures  taken  by 
certain  countries  resulting  in  the  offering  of  large  stocks  of  the  same 
products  at  very  low  prices  or  a  diminished  demand  for  Greek  products. 
In  addition  to  general  measures  (agricultural  education,  organization  of 
State  agricultural  service,  etc.),  thirteen  other  measures,  outlined  by 
the  authors,  have  been  proposed. 

Agricultural  Crisis  -  Latvia

This  report  was  made  by  the  secretary-general  of  the  Latvian  Peasants 
Federation.  In  general,  the  Latvian  agricultural  crisis  does  not  differ 
greatly  from  that  of  other  agricultural  countries.  There  is  flax  competi- 
tion from  Russia.  Conditions  do  not  permit  of  increasing  the  acreage. 
Owing  to  the  agrarian  reform  the  number  of  available  workmen  has  declined, 
and  in  Latvia  there  is  an  actual  shortage  of  labor.  The  workmen,  more- 
over, are  unskilled.  Wages  are  up  150  -  200  per  cent  as  against  pre-war 
rates.  Unfavorable  political  conditions  have  prevented  the  Latvian  do- 
mestic markets  from  being  reserved  for  national  agricultural  products.

Neighborhoods  were  selected  as  typical  of  each  country  visited.  Inter- 
views were  secured  in  all  countries  except  Soviet  Russia.  Available 
materials  such  as  letters,  questionnaires,  and  reports  were  utilized 
abundantly  in  connection  with  the  study.  The  time  spent  was  limited  to 
"a  great  deal,"  including  boyhood  days  and  to  one  summer  and  a  number  of 
week-ends  in  the  American  neighborhood;  three  months  in  the  English  Parish; 
two  months  in  the  German  Dorf;  "some  time"  in  the  Swiss,  French,  Italian 
commune,  and  the  Irish  neighborhood;  "three  very  busy  days  and  a  good  part 
of  three  nights"  in  the  Danish  Sogn.  In  Russia,  since  permission  was  re- 
fused to  survey  the  Mir,  it  was  necessary  to  "discover. . .  through  indirect 
means  the  nature  of  the  collective  movement."

The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  commodities  traded  in  on  future 
exchanges  during  the  past  decade,  and  the  amount  of  legislative  atten- 
tion now  being  given  trading  in  futures  and  short  selling  assure  this 
fairly  comprehensive  book  the  welccme  it  deserves.  The  author  has  been 
unusually  successful  in  the  main  object,  "to  describe  accurately  the  nature 
of  future  trading. . .  by  unfolding,  apprehending  and  explaining  cause 
and  effect  among  many  apparent  interrelationships"  with  clarity  and 
simplicity,  reflecting  a  wide  grasp  of  this  complicated  subject.  Dr. 
Hoffman  unfolds  in  the  first  part  of  the  book  the  evolution,  organization 
and  operation  of  future  markets,  and  in  the  second  develops  the  price 
aspects  and  problems  of  future  trading. 

The  first  half  of  the  bock  intended  partly  as  a  background  for  a 
clearer  understanding  of  the  price  problems,  is  devoted  to  the  evolution 
of  future  trading  in  grain,  provisions,  cotton,  and  other  ccmmodities 
and  to  realistic,  detailed  descriptions  of  the  grain  and  cotton  markets 
of  the  exchanges,  of  the  nature  and  uses  of  the  future  contract,  and 
of  trading  procedure  from  the  standpoint  of  customer-broker  relations  and 
relations  between  brokers.  These  are  described  in  considerable  detail  on 
the  correct  assumption  that  a  proper  understanding  of  the  markets,  ex- 
changes, traders  and  the  routine  of  future  trading  is  essential  for  a 
confident  understanding  of  the  more  difficult  problems  described  in  the 
second  half  of  the  bock. 

The  author's  connection  with  the  Grain  Futures  Administration  has  been 
useful  in  the  writing  of  this  book,  particularly  Part  II,  for  it  has  en- 
abled him  to  make  use  of  data  not  heretofore  available  to  other  writers  on 
this  subject  and  to  throw  seme  new  and  original  light  on  certain  of  the 
price  problems  of  future  trading. 

The  first  chapter  in  the  price  part  of  the  book  deals  briefly  with  the 
price  structure,  the  part  played  by  basic  factors  of  supply  and  demand  in 
determining  the  yearly  level  of  cemmcdity  prices.  Dr.  Hoffman  here  states 
the  view  cemmonly  held  before  the  1930  industrial  depression  that  agricul- 
tural price  variations  are  due  chiefly  to  variations  in  supply  -  demand 
being  made  up  of  more  constant  elements.  This  view  has  had  to  be  modified 
a  great  deal  during  the  past  two  years  when  changes  in  demand  due  to  the 
great  decline  in  consumer  purchasing  power  have  again  assumed  major  ioles 
in  price  fluctuations. 
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The  subsequent  chapters  particularly  those  dealing  with  the  interrela- 
tion of  cash  and  future  prices,  with  market  operations  and  their  relation 
to  future  prices,  with  hedging  and  the  market  making  function,  contain  a 
number  of  popular  questions  several  of  which  may  here  be  reviewed  as  of 
general  interest  and  as  showing  Dr.  Hoffman's  point  of  view. 

In  developing  the  reasons  why  there  is  usually  a  close  relation  between 
cash  and  future  prices  and  why  at  times  they  deviate  by  more  than  carry- 
ing charges,  Dr.  Hoffman  raises  and  answers  the  question  as  to  whether  the 
future  market  determines  cash  prices.  Some  writers  (like  B.  B.  Smith  in 
the  U.  S.  bulletin  on  Factors  Affecting  Cotton  Prices)  take  the  affirma- 
tive position,  others,  the  view  that  cash  determines  the  level  of  future 
prices.  Dr.  Hoffman  takes  the  no  re  nearly  middle  ground  that  both  cash 
and  future  prices  are  determined  by  the  basic  factors  of  supply  and  de- 
mand. 

"The  relation  here  is  like  a  train  consisting  of  a  locomotive  and  two 
cars,  the  locomotive  representing  the  basic  market  forces,  the  first  car 
representing  the  future  market,  and  the  second  the  cash  market.  The  move- 
ment of  both  cars  is  determined  by  the  force  of  the  locomotive  but  the  se- 
quence is  through  the  future  car  to  the  cash  car." 

In  discussing  the  various  market  operations  and  their  influence  on 
prices  there  is  presented  in  graphic  form  material  derived  from  investi- 
gations made  by  the  author  for  the  Grain  Futures  Administration.  There  is 
demonstrated,  for  example,  the  great  extent  to  which  speculative  activity 
thrives  on  price  fluctuations.  Other  charts  demonstrate  the  high  degree 
of  correspondence  between  the  net  position  on  wheat  futures  of  five  lead- 
ing speculators  and  the  daily  price  of  wheat.  Prices  usually  went  up  or 
down  as  any  one  of  those  large  scale  operators  engaged  respectively  in 
purchases  or  sales  of  two  million  bushels  or  more. 

What,  in  contrast  to  the  influence  of  the  large  scale  speculators  is 
the  influence  of  the  "General  Public"  who  are  generally  believed  to  buy 
when  prices  advance  and  to  overstay  the  high  point  of  the  market?  "On  the 
contrary  in  markets  of  moderate  trading  this  group  taken  as  a  whole  are 
more  likely  to  be  sellers  than  buyers  as  prices  advance  and  they  are  more 
likely  to  be  buyers  than  sellers  as  prices  decline." 

In  the  course  of  a  two-chapter  discussion  of  hedging  in  its  various 
aspects  and  ramifications,  Dr.  Hoffman  raises  the  very  interesting  ques- 
tion, "Do  hedgers  benefit  by  hedging?"  Whatever  benefits  hedgers  obtain 
through  insurance  against  major  price  movements  and  because  of  that  insur- 
ance, through  a  larger  volume  of  business  with  the  same  amount  of  capital, 
and  consequently  lower  costs  per  unit  and  larger  profits,  Dr.  Hoffman 
thinks  that  the  force  of  competition  has  reduced  the  margin  between  pur- 
chase and  sales  price  and  the  benefit  of  hedging  long  since  "passed  on 
either  in  the  form  of  a  lower  price  to  the  consumer  or  a  higher  price  to 
the  producer." 

On  the  current  question  of  short-selling,  Dr.  Hoffman  recognizes  the 
undue  influence  that  this  practice  sometimes  exerts,  but  believes  the 
practice  a  necessary  one  to  prevent  future  trading  from  becoming  one  sided 
and  to  act  as  a  stabilizing  influence.  "There  can  be  little  doubt  that 
short  selling  at  times  unduly  depresses  prices  and  it  is  equally  true  that 
speculative  buying  at  times  unduly  advances  prices...  It  [short  selling] 
can  be  made  a  very  effective  instrument  in  lowering  prices  when  they  tend 
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to  advance  to  unusuaual  levels  just  as  speculative  buying  can  be  effec- 
tively used  to  advance  prices  when  they  are  unduly  low.  But  as  we  have 
seen,  both  may  also  be  used  to  carry  prices  to  extremes  under  the  in- 
fluence of  large  scale  trading  or  unusual  public  participation.  What  is 
desirable  therefore,  is  not  to  abolish  short  selling  an-1,  speculative  buy- 
ing but  to  limit  their  application  to  useful  purposes.  When  effectively 
used  both  tend  to  broaden  and  stabilize  the  market."  Another  popular  ques- 
tion is  "Do  the  future  markets  lessen  the  extent  and  abruptness  of  price 
movements?"  Studies  that  have  been  made  on  this  point  by  comparing  the 
average  seasonal  range  of  prices  during  a  period  before  and  after  future 
trading  was  instituted,  Dr.  Hoffman  considers  inconclusive,  because  they 
fail  to  take  into  account  the  great  changes  that  have  in  the  meantime 
taken  place  in  transportation  and  other  conditions.  In  neither  wheat  nor 
cotton  does  he  find  any  market  trend  toward  annual  price  stability  during 
the  past  sixty  years. 

Finally  Dr.  Hoffman  raises  one  of  the  most  interesting  questions,  "Does 
speculation  by  means  of  future  contracts  forecast  prices  any  more  clearly 
or  any  more  completely  or  accurately  than  would  speculation  in  the  actual 
commodity?"  He  holds  that  future  trading  does  more  clearly  forecast  proba- 
ble prices,  but  prices  are  not  accurately  forecast  months  in  advance. 
Here  his  conclusions  are  similar  to  those  of  others,  as  for  example  those 
of  Killough  who  found  practically  no  correlation  between  the  price  of 
oash  oats  in  September  and  the  September  future  six  months  earlier  in  the 
preceding  May  and  a  very  high  correlation  with  the  September  future  only 
one  month  preceding.  At  this  point  Dr.  Hoffman  contributes  a  point  of 
view  not  found  elsewhere  in  discussion  of  this  question,  namely  that 
studies  such  as  Killough 's  are  not  valid  partly  because  conditions  change 
between  the  time  of  forecast  and  the  time  of  fulfillment  and  largely  be- 
cause the  future  market,  by  the  nature  of  its  operations,  can  not  be  ex- 
pected to  forecast  for  more  than  a  fow  weeks  ahead.  Speculative  interest 
extends  over  only  a  few  weeks,  with  trading  centered  largely  in  one  future. 
Thus  trading  in  wheat  futures  as  of  October  1  is  centered  in  the  December 
future  and  the  more  distant  futures  are  related  to  this  one.  Many  traders 
are  interested  only  in  the  direction  of  prices  during  the  next  few  days  or 
weeks.  The  average  "life"  of  speculative  trades  is  about  a  week  and  for 
hedged  trade  two  or  three  weeks.  Facts  such  as  these  limit  the  price 
leveling  possibilities  of  future  trading  and  should  be  taken  into  account 
ir.  judging  the  "batting  average"  of  the  future  market. 

The  book  concludes  with  a  brief  summary  and  outlook  in  which  the  author 
points  out  certain  substantial  reforms  such  as  limiting  the  range  of  in- 
fluence of  large  scale  buying  and  selling  and  the  extent  of  gambling,  that 
are  necessary  if  the  future  markets  are  to  be  free  of  political  attack  and 
are  not  to  be  supplanted  by  some  other  plan  of  marketing.  This  brief  sum- 
mary and  forecast  leaves  the  reviewer  with  the  wish  that  Dr.  Hoffman  had 
devoted  a  chapter  or  two  to  specific  illustrations  of  the  major  undesirable 
price  influences  v/hich  arise  from  the  present  practices.  Undoubtedly  his 
connection  with  the  Grain  Futures  Administration  has  supplied  him  with  a 
number  of  such  cases.

This  book  is  a  report  of  the  results  of  a  year  of  travel  for  the  purpose 
of  studying  farm  management  research  and  farm  management  advisory  service 
methods.  The  author  spent  a  considerable  part  of  this  time  in  the  United 
States  and  an  additional  period  in  several  continental  European  countries. 
His  time  in  this  country  was  spent  at  Cornell  University,  at  the  Federal 
Department  of  Agriculture  in  Washington,  and  in  two  or  three  middle  west- 
ern States.  In  this  work  he  describes  in  detail  the  methods  which  have 
been  developed  and  are  now  in  use  in  each  of  the  countries  visited,  Ke 
presents  a  critical  evaluation  of  these  methods  and  discusses  their  pos- 
sible contribution  in  the  development  of  a  program  of  farm  management  re- 
search and  service  for  Great  Britain. 

The  introductory  chapter  deals  with  the  farm  management  function  and 
the  relation  of  research  and  extension  agencies  to  this  function.  The 
author  seems  to  conceive  the  relation  of  the  research  man  to  the  farmer 
as  being  that  of  furnishing  material  and  even  direct  advisory  service  on 
the  problem  of  farm  organization  and  management.  Following  the  introduc- 
tion are  two  chapters  on  cost  studies  in  the  United  States,  two  on  American 
farm  management  survey  studies,  and  one  on  financial  farm  accounts  as  used 
in  this  country.  Two  chapters  each  are  devoted  to  farm  management  re- 
search in  Switzerland,  Denmark,  and  Germany.  The  final  chapter  is  a 
description  of  the  farm  management  research  projects  now  under  way  in 
Great  Britain  and  a  discussion  of  adaptations  of  methods  used  in  the 
United  States  and  in  Continental  European  countries  which  might  be  used 
in  the  further  development  of  a  system  of  farm  management  research  and 
advisory  service  in  Great  Britain. 

The  author  recognizes  three  distinct  methods  of  attack  as  the  outstand- 
ing developments  in  farm  management  research  in  the  United  States.  They 
are  the  cost  finding,  the  farm  business  survey,  and  the  financial  accounts 
methods,  His  classification  is  based  primarily  on  methods  of  securing 
data.  Only  incidental  attention  is  paid  to  the  methods  of  the  analysis 
of  the  data.  By  implication  at  least  b.9  rules  out  of  the  scope  of  farm 
management  research  the  broader  types  of  inquiry  into  the  agricultural 
industry  as  a  whole.  He  says,  "Farm  management  deals  with  the  business  of 
farming  mainly  from  the  standpoint  of  organization  and  equipment.  Certain 
broader  viewpoints  are  also  involved  but  these  are  more  of  the  nature  of 
by-products,  and  are  of  interest  mainly  to  the  community."  He  takes  no 
cognizance  of  the  very  significant  development  of  types-of-farming  studies 
in  this  country  which  have  assumed  so  important  a  place  in  American  farm 
management  research  programs  of  recent  years  and  whose  purpose  is  to  af- 
ford an  understanding  of  the  nature  of  the  medium  in  which  the  farmer 
functions  as  business  organizer  and  manager.  The  evolution  of  cost  study 
objectives  and  the  significant  change  of  emphasis  in  these  studies  are 
traced  from  their  beginning  in  this  country  in  1902  to  the  most  recent 
developments.  The  author  recognizes  the  shortcomings  of  this  method  and 
notes  the  various  efforts  made  to  meet  them.  From  an  effort  merely  to  find 
the  money  equivalent  cost  per  unit  of  producing  the  various  farm  com- 
modities he  traces  the  shift  in  cost  study  objectives  to  the  planning  of 
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future  farm  organization  and  operations,  as  presented  in  some  of  the 
more  recent  bulletins. 

A  similar  description  and  appraisal  of  the  survey  method  follows. 
The  author  states  that  this  type  of  study  has  "two  principal  objectives: 
first,  to  ascertain  the  type,  or  types,  of  farming  followed  in  an  area, 
including  economic  and  financial,  and(in  some  cases)  social,  data;  second, 
the  determination  of  the  profits  realized  by  farmers  in  the  area,  and 
the  comparative  profitableness  of  the  different  systems  of  organization 
and  production  within  the  type,  or  types."  The  broad  use  of  the  survey 
method  is  expressed  in  the  following  quotation  from  the  author:  "Speak- 
ing broadly,  survey  investigations  have  been  used  mainly  for  the  purpose 
of  ascertaining  the  salient  facts  and  problems  of  particular  types  of 
farming,  particular  enterprises,  or  particular  practices  or  types  of 
machines,  in  order  to  determine  'normal'  conditions,  and  the  probable 
chance  of  success  or  failure  of  deviations  from  the  'normal.'  Carried 
out  over  a  series  of  years,  or  at  iatervals,  the  method  has  also  been 
employed  to  determine  trends.  This  information  has  been  used  primarily 
as  a  background  for  teaching,  and  for  the  formulation  of  policies.  So 
far  as  technique  and  results  are  concerned  surveys  are  diametrically 
opposed  to  the  system  of  full  costing." 

The  author's  chief  criticism  of  the  survey  method  is  that  the  indi- 
vidual records  are  not  always  sufficiently  accurate  to  be  used  as  a 
basis  for  advising  the  farmer,  and  this  accounts,  mainly,  he  thinks, 
for  the  recent  development  of  the  use  of  financial  accounts  as  a  basis 
for  farm  management  advisory  service.  He  seems  to  see  no  particular 
shortcoming  in  the  survey  method  through  the  fact  that  it  is  based  en- 
tirely on  past  conditions  and  is,  therefore,  backward  rather  than  for- 
ward looking  in  its  attack  on  the  farm  management  problem.  Great  sig- 
nificance is  seen,  from  the  point  of  view  of  advisory  farm  management 
service,  in  the  recent  developments  in  Illinois  and  other  States  of  the 
organized  use  of  financial  accounts  kept  by  farmers.  Since  the  author, 
by  implication  at  least,  assumes  the  main  objective  in  farm  management 
research  to  be  that  of  advice  to  farmers  with  reference  to  the  organiza- 
tion and  operation  of  their  business,  it  is  natural  that  a  development 
planned  specifically  for  this  purpose  should  win  his  hearty  approbation. 
He  seems,  however,  to  have  missed  the  significance  of  this  same  type  of 
record-getting  as  it  is  combined  in  many  current  farm  management  research 
projects  with  other  types  of  information-gathering  primarily  for  the  pur- 
pose of  research.  Strangely  enough,  also,  the  author  includes  in  this 
chapter  on  financial  accounts  some  discussion  of  farm  budgeting  as  it 
has  developed  in  this  country.  The  recent  development  of  budgeting  methods 
and  their  employment  in  research  and  to  a  limited  extent  in  extension, 
did  not  originate  with  the  financial  accounts  extension  projects  and  have 
been  used  but  little,  if  at  all,  in  that  connection. 

After  devoting  about  half  of  his  pages  to  research  methods  in  the 
United  States,  the  author  discusses  similar  developments  in  Switzerland, 
Denmark,  and  Germany  under  the  leadership  of  such  men  as  Laur,  Larsen,  and 
Aereboe.  He  stresses  the  significance  and  marked  development  of  paid  farm- 
accounting  service,  particularly  as  it  has  developed  in  Germany.   He  gives 
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but  incidental  notice  to  the  sharp  conflict  in  point  of  view,  with  refer- 
ence to  the  significance  of  accounts  existing  between  the  Laur  school  and 
the  Aereboe  school  of  farm  management  thought. 

His  closing  chapter  entitled,  "Conclusion"  relates  wholly  to  the  work 
done  in  Great  Britain.  Farm  management  research  in  that  country  got  a 
later  start  and  has  had  a  more  meager  development  to  date  than  in  the 
other  countries  which  the  author  studied.  It  began  in  1913  with  the  es- 
tablishment of  the  Agricultural  Economics  Research  Institute  at  Oxford 
University  and  received  a  greater  impetus  with  the  establishment  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  between  1923  and  1926  of  twelve  economic  research 
centers  for  the  twelve  districts  into  which  England  and  Wales  were  divided 
for  this  purpose.  Plans  were  formulated  for  a  coordinated  program  of 
research  and  advisory  service  to  be  carried  out  by  these  centers  under  the 
general  direction  of  the  Oxford  Institute.  These  research  centers  have 
broadened  their  programs  to  include  many  fields  other  than  farm  management. 
Cost  of  production  studies  instituted  at  Oxford  University  in  1913  have 
been  continued  on  a  relatively  small  scale  to  the  present.  The  objective 
of  advisory  research  has  apparently  been  the  major  one  so  far  as  farm  man- 
agement research  is  concerned  throughout  the  development  of  the  British 
system. 

The  book  as  a  whole  presents  a  most  interesting  view  of  the  development 
of  research  methods  within  the  countries  studied.  It  is  particularly  in- 
teresting to  an  American  farm  management  research  worker  to  see  the  whole 
evolution  and  present  status  of  our  research  program  presented  through  the 
eyes  of  a  keen  European  observer.  Most  of  us  will  probably  be  in  agree- 
ment with  his  criticism  of  our  methods.  In  fact,  we  shall  probably  agree 
that  he  has  seen  rather  more  in  the  way  of  ef fectivenesrj  and  less  of  the 
faults  and  shortcomings  of  our  program  than  would  have  resulted  from  a 
more  extended  period  of  observation  and  study. 

The  book  is  revealing  also  of  the  British  interpretation  of  the  limits 
and  objectives  of  the  field  of  farm  management  research,  if  the  author's 
point  of  view  may  be  taken  as  representative  of  that  of  his  colleagues 
in  Great  Britain.  It  seems  to  the  reviewer  that  his  interpretation  of 
the  function  and  responsibility  of  the  farm  management  research  worker, 
with  that  of  the  extension  ?/orker,  is  somewhat  narrow.  He  levels  his  at- 
tention more  at  the  technique  of  procedure  than  at  the  real  nature  of  the 
economic  problems  involved.  His  discussion  has  primarily  to  do  with  the 
method  involved  in  getting  statistical  data  and  very  little  with  the  qual- 
itative understanding  which  can  come  only  through  intimate  contact  with  the 
farm  problem  itself  as  a  supplement  to  material  for  statistical  analysis. 
Indeed,  the  author  seems  to  direct  his  attention  primarily  to  the  gather- 
ing of  statistics  and  has  very  little  to  say,  either  pro  or  con,  with  re- 
ference to  our  methods  of  quantitative  analysis  and  interpretation  in  farm 
management  research. 

Reference  has  already  been  made  to  the  author's  conception  of  the  field 
of  farm  management  research  as  exclusively  that  of  individual  farm  organ- 
ization and  management.  In  this  country  we  have  recognized  the  outstanding 
importance  of  studying  the  physical  and  economic  environment  in  which  the 
farmer  must  function  as  a  business  manager.  With  reference  to  these  as- 
pects of  research,  the  author  repeatedly  makes  the  statement  that  the  re- 
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suits  are  of  value  primarily,  or  exclusively,  to  the  "community"  and  (by 
implication)  not  to  the  individual  farmer.  We  are  coming  to  realize  in 
this  country  that  the  farmer  to  be  successful  must  have  an  appreciation  and 
understanding  not  only  of  the  internal  factors  embodied  in  his  own  re- 
sources but  of  the  external  forces  and  conditions  which  influence  his 
success  or  failure.  Finally,  it  seems  to  the  reviewer  that  the  author 
fails  to  recognize  the  most  fundamental  objective  in  farm  management  re- 
search and  extension  —  that  is,  the  educational  objective.  He  seems  to 
conceive  the  purpose  of  farm  management  research  as  that  of  supplying  in- 
formation and  actual  advice  on  how  to  farm.  We  are  more  and  more  realiz- 
ing in  this  country  that  the  farmer  himself  must  understand  the  forces 
and  conditions  with  which  he  is  dealing  and  must  be  able  on  his  own  account 
to  make  intelligent  econcmic  decisions.  The  objective  of  furnishing  in- 
formation and  advice  is  becoming  secondary  to  that  of  using  the  results 
of  farm  management  research  in  educating  the  farmers  of  the  present  and 
of  the  future  in  the  principles  of  farm  economy  and  in  the  vocation  of 
farm  organization  and  operation.  -  C.  L.  Holmes,  Chief,  Division  of  Farm 
Management  and  Costs. 

Stauffer,  William  Henry.       Taxation  in  Virginia.      New  York,  The  Century  co.

This  book  is  a  careful  and  comprehensive  analysis  of  various  phases 
of  the  tax  situation  in  Virginia.  It  emphasizes  the  recent  changes  and 
reforms  which  have  been  made  in  the  fiscal  system  of  that  State  and  the 
consequent  effects  upon  the  finances  of  the  State  and  its  political  sub- 
divisions. Appearing  at  a  time  when  there  is  widespread  dissatisfaction 
with  governmental  costs  and  methods  of  raising  revenue,  it  is  of  interest 
to  the  general  public  as  well  as  to  the  student  of  local  government  and 
the  taxation  specialist.  Its  conciseness,  easy  flowing  style,  and  lack 
of  technical  terminology  make  it  more  readable  than  the  usual  work  of  this 
type. 

The  discussion  is  well-balanced  in  character,  equal  emphasis  being 
given  to  public  finance  theory  and  to  historical  and  statistical  descrip- 
tion. The  theoretical  aspects  of  the  problem  are  set  forth  in  a  clear, 
simple,  and  practical  manner.  The  ability-to-pay  and  benefit  theories 
of  taxation  are  not  treated  as  abstract  ideas  but  are  applied  to  existing 
problems  and  illustrated  by  the  facts  of  every  day  experience.  Statis- 
tical technique  is  kept  to  a  minimum.  Occasional  references  in  the  text 
and  footnotes  to  scuh  devices  as  the  mcde  and  coefficient  of  correlation 
are  evidence  that  the  mass  of  factual  data  was  analyzed  carefully  along 
the  lines  of  approved  statistical  procedure.  The  history  of  various  taxes 
and  forms  of  revenue,  even  as  far  back  as  colonial  times,  adds  to  the  in- 
terest as  well  as  the  completeness  of  the  work. 

After  a  few  introductory  remarks  the  discussion  is  opened  with  a  state- 
ment of  the  growth  in  governmental  costs  and  taxes  in  Virginia  ever  a  period 
of  years.  This  is  followed  by  chapters  dealing  primarily  with  local 
problems  and  with  the  income  tax.  Financial  aspects  of  county  govern- 
ment are  outlined  together  with  the  sources  of  State  and  local  taxation. 
Virginia's  progress  in  the  separation  of  State  and  local  revenues,  the  re- 
cent law  delegating  the  proceeds  of  the  general  property  tax  to  the  local 
government,  and  the  reliance  of  the  State  government  upon  the  income  tax 
as  its  principal  source  of  revenue  are  described  in  detail.    The  farmer's 
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tax  burden  is  next  discussed  in  the  shortest  chapter  in  the  book.  This  is 
followed  by  explanations  of  taxes  on  ordinary  business,  public  service 
corporations,  banks,  and  miscellaneous  taxes.  Throughout  the  discussions, 
taxes  and  their  social  burden  in  Virginia  are  contrasted  with  those  else- 
where through  the  presentation  of  comparable  data  from  other  States  and 
from  the  United  States  as  a  whole. 

To  the  agricultural  reader  the  treatment  of  the  farmer's  tax  burden 
seems  superficial.  The  space  devoted  to  it  is  much  shorter  than  that 
given  to  taxes  on  any  other  group  and  the  analysis  is  less  complete  and 
searching.  Inclusion  of  more  tables  of  historical  data  showing  the  trend 
of  tax  movements  over  a  pericd  of  years  would  add  to  the  interest  of  both 
this  and  other  sections. 

The  chapter  on  the  income  tax  is  disproportionately  long  because  of  the 
section  entitled  "Individual  Income  Analysis",  which  is  a  detailed  explana- 
tion of  a  study  made  from  a  sample  of  income  tax  returns.  If  this  analysis 
had  been  placed  in  the  appendix  and  merely  a  summary  of  the  results  in- 
cluded in  the  text  the  discussion  of  the  income  tax  would  have  been  not 
only  more  interesting  but  more  effective. 

In  Virginia  there  are  24  cities  which  are  financially  and  politically 
independent  of  the  counties  or  political  jurisdictions  in  which  they  are 
located.  Since  this  autonomous  city  is  unique  in  Virginia  further  mention 
should  be  made  of  it.  The  work  would  be  more  representative  of  all  phases 
of  the  State's  tax  system  if  types  of  taxes  and  amounts  of  revenue  col- 
lected in  these  cities  were  shown. 

The  large  number  of  detailed  tables  in  the  text  detract  somewhat  from 
the  exposition  and  are  discouraging  to  the  reader.  If  these  tables,  par- 
ticularly those  showing  classifications  by  counties,  were  grouped  in  an 
appendix  and  only  summary  tables  included  in  the  text  the  discussion  at 
places  would  be  clearer  and  the  salient  points  better  emphasized.  Further- 
more the  appendices  following  the  chapters  on  income  tax  and  public  service 
corporations  could  be  placed  to  advantage  at  the  end  of  the  volume.  The 
usefulness  of  the  book  would  be  increased  if  the  authors,  and  official  and 
published  sources,  referred  to  in  footnotes,  were  listed  in  a  bibliography. 
The  summary  chapter  which  concludes  the  book  is  too  brief.  The  value  of 
the  work  would  be  considerably  enhanced  if  the  numerous  criticisms,  sug- 
gestions, and  recommendations  scattered  throughout  the  discussion  were 
brought  together  and  repeated  in  detail  in  the  summary.  -  Janet  L.  Weston, 
Assistant  Agricultural  Economist,  Division  of  Agricultural,.

As  set  forth  in  the  preface,  "In  writing  this  book,  it  was  the  original 
intention  of  the  authors  to  revise  'The  Marketing  of  Farm  Products,' 
written  in  1915.  But  so  much  has  been  dome,  said,  and  written  since  that 
time  that  it  has  been  possible  to  use  very  little  of  the  original  text. 
It  is  true  that  that  book  has  been  used  as  a  foundation  and  that  its  gen- 
eral approach  and  method  of  treatment  have  been  adopted  for  the  present 
volume.  But  the  original  book  has  been  revised  and  enlarged  to  such  an 
extent  that  it  now  constitutes  a  new  book  and  therefore  has  been  given  a 
new  name . . . 

"Although  the  fundamentals  have  not  changed,  there  have  been  many  de- 
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velopments  of  importance  in  the  field  of  marketing  during  the  past  fifteen 
years.  Substantial  progress  has  been  made  in  standardization,  and  in  the 
facilities  for  grading  and  inspection.  There  have  been  decided  improve- 
ments in  xne  collection  and  dissemination  of  market  news,  and  in  the 
efficiency  and  speed  of  transport.  Cooperative  marketing  has  developed 
rapidly.  The  Federal  government  is  making  an  experiment  in  the  stabiliza- 
tion of  farm  prices.  But  perhaps  the  most  important  developments  have 
taken  place  in  the  field  of  retailing,  where  chain  stores  have  grown  phen- 
omenally, and  where  'voluntary  chains'  have  also  had  an  amazing  growth. 
Other  changes  in  retailing  have  been  the  tendency  toward  general  focd 
stores,  and  the  general  improvement  in  retail  methods. 

"Most  of  the  changes  that  have  taken  place  mark  real  improvements  in 
the  efficiency  of  the  marketing  system.  They  well  illustrate  the  general 
point  of  view  of  the  authors,  to  wit  —  that  on  the  whole  the  marketing 
machinery  of  the  country  is  fundamentally  sound  and  generally  efficient 
and  that  progress  comes  —  and  will  come  in  the  future  —  not  frcm  revolu- 
tionary changes,  but  from  the  gradual  improvement  of  our  present  system." 

This  volume  in  respect  to  paragraphing,  sub-heads,  etc.  follows  the 
familiar  make-up  of  the  class  rocm  text  book.  Many  a  marketing  man  read- 
ing it  over  will  probably  recall  the  days  when  Professor  So-and-So  was 
teaching  him  the  principles  of  marketing  by  regular  assignment  of  so  many 
sections  per  day.  While  the  book  has  a  good  deal  of  class-room  flavor, 
it  is  filled  throughout  with  a  wealth  of  factual  material  drawn  from  the 
actual  channels  of  distribution.  Indeed,  one  of  its  chief  merits  is  this 
painstaking  citation  of  facts  and  figures  which  help  to  define  the  com- 
plex territory  which  lies  between  farm  and  consumer. 

That  the  treatment  of  the  subject  is  comprehensive  is  conveyed  by  a 
glance  at  the  twenty-eight  chapter  heads.  It  begins  with  a  discussion 
of  the  conditions  surrounding  production  of  and  demand  for  farm  products 
and  ranges  on  through  the  marketing  functions,  assembling,  wholesaling, 
retailing,  storage,  transportation,  standardization,  finance,  etc.  Most 
of  the  institutions  and  problems  which  loom  large  in  the  present  scheme 
of  distribution  are  discussed  in  separate  chapters.  Thus  due  attention 
is  paid  to  cooperative  marketing,  produce  exchanges  and  trading  thereon, 
advertising,  market  news,  and  to  general  relationships  of  the  State  to 
the  marketing  process.  The  treatment  is  mainly  descriptive  and  expository 
yet  the  authors  have  not  hesitated  to  present  well-reasoned  conclusions. 
The  discussion  of  trading  on  the  produce  exhcanges,  including  the  mechanics 
of  it  and  the  pros  and  cons  of  future  trading,  is  admirable  in  that  it 
is  so  simple  yet  comprehensive,  that  the  student  can  really  get  some  clear 
idea  of  the  matter. 

Certain  general  conclusions  of  the  authors  are  set  forth  as  follows: 
"It  has  already  been  pointed  out  that  farmers'  organizations  are  of  bene- 
fit in  overcoming  the  defects  of  marketing  at  country  points;  that  much 
can  be  done  in  the  wholesale  markets,  and,  in  the  case  of  consumption 
gocds,  it  is  possible  to  influence  consumption  through  advertising  and 
by  means  of  assistance  to  wholesalers  and  retailers.  But  the  suggestion 
that  a  reorganization  of  the  whole  system  of  marketing  frcm  producer  to 
consumer  along  cooperative  lines  will  greatly  imprcvo  marketing  seems 
fanciful.  On  the  whole,  the  wholesale  trades  have  reached  a  high  degree 
of  efficiency,  and  there  is  little  reason  to  believe  that  that  efficiency 
can  be  greatly  increased  by  extending  the  principle  of  cooperative  market- 
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ing  to  include  wholesaling.  Furthermore,  many  of  the  defects  of  the  pres- 
ent system  can  be  remedied  much  more  easily  in  other  ways.  Cooperation 
has  its  place,  and  deserves  encouragement,  but  we  should  not  be  misled  as 
to  its  possibilities .  One  of  the  most  potent  factors  in  the  development 
of  marketing  efficiency  has  been  the  associative  action  of  wholesale 
traders  through  their  produce  exchanges  and  general  trade  organizations. 
The  functions  of  these  organizations  in  furnishing  market  places,  in  adopt- 
ing rules  to  govern  trade  practices  and  to  eliminate  dishonest  dealing, 
and  in  acquiring  and  disseminating  market  prices  and  information  have  been 
described.  It  is  not  generally  realized  hew  beneficial  these  organiza- 
tions really  are,  and  partly  because  of  misinterpretation  of  their  objects 
and  functions  by  certain  classes  of  people,  they  have  never  received  the 
credit  due  them. .  . 

"Probably  the  most  important  single  factor  in  improving  the  retailing 
of  farm  products  has  been  the  development  of  chain  food  stores.  Even  when 
we  ignore  the  economies  of  chain  store  operation,  this  is  true.  For  these 
organizations  have  devised  and  improved  methods  of  retailing,  until  it  has 
become  necessary  for  competing  retail  stores  to  imitate  these  improvements 
or  to  devise  other  methods  with  which  to  compete  effectively  with  them." 

One  portion  of  the  book  may  fairly  be  called  inadequate.  That  is  the 
chapter  on  prices  of  farm  products.  This  goes  into  a  brief  discussion  of 
the  theoretical  equating  of  supply  and  demand,  notes  the  distinctions  be- 
tween farm,  wholesale,  and  retail  prices  and  winds  up  with  a  section  on 
wheat  prices.  It  ignores  the  whole  question  of  those  sweeping  changes  in 
the  general  price  level  which  for  the  past  fifteen  years  not  merely  have 
dominated  the  trend  in  farm  products  but  have  been  decisive  in  changing 
the  whole  pattern  of  relationships  between  farm  prices  and  the  cost  of 
distribution.  Such  shortcomings  aside,  however,  this  book  is  a  comprehen- 
sive, well-organized,  clear  description  of  the  process  of  agricultural 
marketing.  It  will  take  its  place  as  one  of  the  best  of  texts  in  that  none 
too  well  supplied  field  of  study.  -  A.  B.  Gemma,  Senior  Agricultural 
Economist,  Division  of  Economic  Information.

Here  is  a  significant  contribution  dealing  with  the  sociology  of  the 
rural  community.  The  author  has  been  quite  successful  in  combining  a 
great  many  short  quotations  from  numerous  writers  along  with  his  own 
views  into  a  well-organized  whole.  The  work  represents  a  painstaking 
search  for  materials  from  world  wide  sources  together  with  the  author's 
field  studies  chiefly  in  New  York  and  his  European  travels. 

In  a  chapter  on  the  evolution  of  the  rural  locality  group  among  prim- 
itive non-agricultural  peoples,  we  are  presented  with  some  attempts  to 
classify t  primitive  peoples  by  various  socio-economic  stages  in  their 
development.  Following  this,  the  author  outlines  the  five  types  of  rural 
communities  that  are  to  be  analyzed  and  described  as  the  chief  feature 
of  the  book.  These  types  are:  (1)  the  primitive  agricultural  village, 
(2)  the  village  community,  (3)  the  modern  agricultural  village,  (4)  the 
modern  rural  community,  and  (5)  the  large  rural  estate.  The  last-named 
type,  however,  does  not  receive  much  attention  as  it  is  less  widespread, 
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and  affects  the  lives  of  fewer  people.  It  should  not  be  assumed  that 
each  of  these  types  evolves  from  the  one  just  preceding  it  or  that  some 
types  have  passed  out  of  existence  entirely.  In  fact,  examples  of  all 
five  can  be  found  in  some  part  of  the  world  at  present. 

The  next  ten  chapters  describe  these  several  types  of  rural  commu- 
nities in  detail.  The  primitive  agricultural  village  is  now  found  chiefly 
among  the  pagan  races  of  the  Malay  Peninsula,  the  Philippines,  Australia 
and  Africa.  Formerly  it  was  characteristic  of  many  Indian  tribes  of 
North  America.  The  village  community  has  a  more  permanent  body  of  ag- 
ricultural land,  in  many  instances  still  operated  under  the  strip  system 
of  land  allocation.  The  most  typical  villages  of  this  type  are  now  found 
in  parts  of  China  and  India  though  it  was  once  very  widespread  also 
in  Europe  including  England.  It  was  brought  over  to  New  England  by  the 
early  colonists  and  used  to  some  extent  still  later  by  the  Mormons  in 
Utah.  Nearly  half  of  the  text  is  devoted  to  this  very  important  form  of 
social  organization. 

The  modern  agricultural  village  "is  the  direct  successor  of  the  vil- 
lage community,    and  consequently  there   is  no  very  sharp  line  of  dis- 
tinction, at  least  as  far  as  the  general  appearance  or  physical  structure 
of  the  community  is  concerned.      (It)   is  the  most  common  type  of  rural 
community  over  the  greater  part  of  Europe  and  Asia. "(p. 435. )    It  may  have 
some  common  pasture  or  forest  land,  but  individual  ownership  of  at  least 
the  arable  land  and  the  farmsteads  is  becoming  more  and  more  the  rule. 
The  modern  rural   community  consists  of  separate   farmsteads  primarily, 
and  secondarily  of  rural  villages.      This   form  exists  throughout  most 
of  the  United  States  and  Canada,  England,  Denmark,  Sweden,  and  in  small- 
er parts  of  other  European  countries.     The  essentials  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  mcdern  rural  community  "are  not  only  abundant  land  and  reason- 
able security  but,    more  particularly,    customs   concerning  inheritance, 
topograpry,    or  conditions   of  soil  which   encourage   the  maintenance  of 
the  individual    farmstead.       Obviously,    it   occurs   only  where  a  people 
have  considerable  freedom."  (p. 453).    For  each  of  these  types,  the  author 
outlines  their  economic,   social,   political,   and  religious  institutions, 
agricultural  practices,    trade   relationships,  industrial  activities,  and 
other  cultural   features.      The   relation  of  kinship  groups   to  locality 
groups  is  given  in  order  to  show  the  iole  that  kinship  has  played  in  this 
connection.    The  influence  that  such  factors  as  land  tenure,  governments, 
wars,  customs,  mores,   religions,  soils,   topography  and  climate  have  had 
in  determining  the  structure  and  functioning  of  these  various  locality 
groups  occupies  an  important  place  in  the  discussion. 

As  to  the  future  of  the  rural  community,  the  author  feels  that  for 
most  of  the  United  States,  it  will  continue  with  dispersed  farmsteads 
and  village  centers.  But  with  improvements  in  transportation  and  com- 
munication, and  with  the  obvious  need  for  larger  population  groups  and 
broader  tax  bases  to  make  modern  services  and  institutions  available 
to  rural  areas,  our  rural  communities  of  the  future  will  be  from  four  to 
six  times  as  large  as  they  now  are.  Within  these  larger  units  may  be  a 
number  of  sub-centers  -  hamlets  and  small  villages,  rendering  certain  ser- 
vices to  restricted  areas.  The  first  thing  for  the  rurai  community  in 
America  is  to  become  conscious  of  itself  as  a  basis  of  understanding  pre- 
sent problems  and  planning  for  the  future.     There  may  be  some  industrial 
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decentralization.  However,  as  long  these  factory  units  in  rural  ccm- 
munitxes  do  net  dominate  the  picture  but  join  in  with  other  local  forces 
in  working  for  the  welfare  of  the  entire  community,  these  industrial 
changes  will  probably  help  rather  than  hurt  rural  areas. 

In  the  next  to  the  last  chapter,  we  have  the  author's  reasons  for 
his  interest  in  the  subject,  and  his  definition  of  sociology  as  a  dis- 
tinct science.  He  feels,  and  rightly  so,  that  the  physical  basis  of 
association  has  been  overlooked  by  most  sociologists  in  their  concen- 
tration upen  the  political  and  psychological  aspects  of  group  life.  The 
author  discusses  sociological  significance  of  the  rural  community  in  rela- 
tion to  psychological  conceptions  of  group  life  and  the  question  of  social 
control,  and  as  regards  the  values  that  the  rural  community  brings  to  the 
individual  and  to  society  as  a  whole.  This  leads  to  a  consideration 
of  what  the  jcience  of  sociology  is.  Our  author  feels  that  it  con- 
sists of  a  knowledge  of  the  structure  and  functioning  of  groups  and  of 
the  ways  by  which  more  or  less  conflicting  groups  and  group  in  terests 
may  be  harmonized,  assimilated,  integrated,  and  controlled.  In  other 
words,  he  stresses  social  organization,  or  social  control.  But  the  new 
emphasis  which  he  gives  in  this  connection  is  that  there  must  be  seme 
unit  of  social  consensus  -  a  unit  obviously  larger  than  the  special- 
interest  groups  whose  conflicts  and  problems  cause  this  need  for  control 

-  to  serve  as  the  integrating  force  for  these  special-interest  groups. 
He  feels  that  the  rural  community,  as  he  has  defined  it,  is  best  fitted 
to  serve  as  the  smallest  unit  of  social  consensus  for  the  special-in- 
terest groups  that  exist  in  rural  areas.  "We  may  conclude,  therefore, 
that  the  science  of  sociology  makes  possible  the  application  of  scientific 
method  to  securing  better  social  organization  and  control  through  giving 
a  new  interpretation  to  forms  of  human  association  and  giving  new  meaning 
and  motive  to  human  relationships  through  a  process  of  socialization 
which  must  ever  involve  the  integration  of  interest  groups  in  the  community 
or  locality  group."  (p. 645). 

The  closing  chapter  consists  of  a  brief  analysis  of  the  social  pro- 
cess of  the  rural  cemmunity  and  a  final  word  regarding  its  importance  as  a 
social  group.  It  is  followed  in  the  appendix  by  an  outline  for  the  study 
of  a  rural  cemmunity,  using  the  approach  implied  in  the  author's  defini- 
tion of  sociology  as  a  science.  An  excellent  bibliography  is  also  in- 
cluded. 

In  common  with  all  sociologists,  Dr.  Sanderson  labors  under  the  dif- 
ficulty of  a  confused  terminology.  For  example,  the  term  rural  commu- 
nity is  used  both  A  a  generic  sense  and  as  applying  to  specific  types  of 
rural  social  organization.  While  the  author  is  very  careful  to  explain 
his  changes  in  usage  from  time  to  time,  the  reader  has  to  be  on  guard 
continually  so  as  to  keep  the  distinctions  clear  in  his  own  mind.  Oth^r 
sciences  have  had  to  go  through  similar  periods  in  their  development,  but 
it  would  appear  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  sociologists  by  concerted 
action  might  either  coin  some  new  words  to  fit  cases  of  this  kind  or  else 
agree  on  limiting  the  usage  of  present  terminology  to  specific  single  ap- 
plications. Considering  the  large  number  of  foreign  words  and  the  many 
footnotes  and  quotations  used,  the  author  and  publisher  are  to  be  commend- 
ed for  the  excellent  appearance  and  accuracy  of  the  product.  It  is  more- 
over, a  most  welcome  addition  to  our  limited  knowledge  in  this  field  and 
it  should  be  a  stimulus  to  further  work  on  the  part  of  other  sociologists.

Agricultural  Adjustments

The  editor,  Paul  T.  Homan,  states  in  his  introduction  that  this  volume 
is  the  first  of  a  series  of  small  books  on  contemporary  economic  problems 
to  be  published  during  1932.  The  volume  consists  of  six  chapters  with 
the  following  headings:  The  era  of  land  development,  The  agricultural 
revolution;  The  agricultural  surplus;  The  agricultural  export  trend;  A 
practical  lesson  in  farm  relief;  and  Problems  in  agricultural  adjustments. 

The  extract  which  follows  was  taken  from  the  chapter  on  agricultural 
adjustments. 

"An  inevitable  trend,  say  that  of  a  shifting  world  production  in  wheat, 
may  by  its  recognition  be  converted  into  a  social  direction  by  preparing 
for  the  consequences  of  such  a  shift  rather  than  by  attempting  to  stem 
the  tide.  It  is  not  out  of  place  here  to  speak  of  a  solution,  which  is 
in  line  with  economic  trends,  as  a  program.  The  elimination  of  the  sub- 
marginal  farmer  and  of  submarginal  land  may  be  made  a  program  for  agricul- 
tural relief,  by  recognizing  and  working  with  the  production  trend.  It  is 
possible  for  the  national  government,  as  well  as  the  state  governments, 
to  set  aside  funds  with  which  to  buy  up  submarginal  land,  thus  preventing 
the  continued  shifting  of  farms  from  one  unsuccessful  producer  to  another. 
Taxes,  state  and  local,  may  be  so  arranged  as  to  encourage  leaving  land 
idle'.  .  .  The  encouragement  of  industries  to  locate  in  the  open  country, 
giving  the  country  people  an  opportunity  to  supplement  farm  with  factory 
income,  is  also  not  to  be  overlooked.  The  number  of  such  part-time  farm- 
ers must  already  have  reached  formidable  proportions,  since  otherwise 
the  average  farm  income  seems  wholly  below  subsistence  standards.  Real 
estate  promotions,  either  public,  such  as  reclamation  projects  or  irriga- 
tion schemes,  or  private,  should  be  discouraged.  Freight  rates  that 
favor  new  land  in  competition  with  producing  areas  need  to  be  watched. 
On  the  other  hand,  resistance  to  der  Drang,  or  lulling  the  country  into 
a  false  security,  or  even  encouraging  further  agricultural  development 
by  artificial  temporary  price  levels,  is  in  no  sense  sound  social  direc- 
tion."

"Agriculture  is  the  most  important  economic  activity  of  Yugoslavia, 
not  only  on  account  of  the  fact  that  it  employs  the  greatest  number  of  the 
population,  but  also  because  its  products  are  the  greatest  in  value,  and 
therefore  take  the  first  place  in  both  home  and  foreign  trade.  From  agri- 
culture three-quarters  of  the  population  -  about  10  million  souls,  gain 
their  subsistence,  which  means  that  it  is  the  main  occupation  of  over  two 
million  households.  The  peasants  are  the  chief  consumers  of  our  industrial 
and  craft  products,  as  well  as  of  our  imports.  The  prosperity  of  agricul- 
ture therefore  has  the  greatest  influence  on  the  entire  economic  and  social 
life  of  the  country,  and  is  the  essential  condition  for  the  advancement  of 
all  other  branches  of  national  activity. 

"Even  in  countries  which  have  developed  under  much  more  fortunate  con- 
ditions the  organisation  of  agricultural  credit  has  gone  on  much  more 
slowly  than  that  of  commercial  and  industrial  credit.  This  is  quite 
natural  considering  the  nature  of  agricultural  activity  as  compared  with 
that  of  other  occupations:  the  fact  that  it[is]so  scattered  and  the  impossi- 
bility of  controlling  its  work  entirely,  as  well  as  of  eliminating  the 
risks  which  are  beyond  human  control. 

"The  powers  which  regulated  agricultural  credit  in  this  country  before 
the  passing  of  the  Law  of  the  Privileged  Agrarian  Bank  were  not  adequate 
to  carry  out  the  work,  either  as  regards  their  material  resources  or  their 
method  of  work,  and  sometimes  also  owing  to  their  business  principles. 
They  were  in  every  way  inadequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  peasants,  both 
in  view  of  their  numbers  and  the  importance  of  their  natioual  production, 
while  the  co-operation  among  them  was  insufficient  and  often  actually  harm- 
ful to  the  progress  of  agriculture.  The  result  of  this  was  that,  especially 
in  some  parts,  the  peasants,  lacking  the  necessary  capital  of  their  own, 
were  unable  to  prepare  . . .  their  land  for  proper  tillage." 

"One  of  the  primary  aims  of  the  Present  Royal  Government  was  to  create 
a  powerful  central  organisation  for  the  regulation  of  agricultural  credit. 
In  the  program  of  work  drawn  up  at  the  session  of  the  Ministerial  Council 
held  on  March  21st  1929  under  the  Presidency  of  H.  M.  the  King,  the  need  of 
such  an  organisation  was  emphasized,  and  its  importance  was  stressed,  as 
one  of  the  outstanding  national  problems.  Inspired  with  such  conceptions 
and  ideals,  the  Royal  Government  immediately  undertook  to  put  its  plan 
into  action,  and  after  a  detailed  study  of  the  question  of  agricultural 
credit,  the  Law  of  the  Privileged  Agrarian  Bank  was  drawn  up  and  on  April 
16th  1929  received  the  signature  of  H.  M.  King  Alexander  I.  Thus  was  the 
foundation  laid  of  a  credit  institution  which,  by  the  importance  of  its 
aims  and  the  compass  of  its  activities,  has  far  surpassed  any  previous 
efforts  made  for  the  encouragement  of  agriculture  in  this  Kingdom."

"The  cultivation  and  marketing  of  coffee  is  Colombia's  most  important 
industry,  and  coffee  is,  therefore,  the  country's  principal  money  crop. 
Colombian  farms  are  producing  considerably  more  than  3,000,000  bags 
annually.  Only  one  country,  Brazil,  outranks  Colombia  in  point  of  volume, 
but  Colombia  is  the  world's  largest  producer  of  the  'mild'  coffees  and 
furnishes  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  coffee  in  this  category... 

"Coffee  accounted  for  about  55  per  cent  of  the  total  value  of  Colom- 
bian exports  in  1930;  petroleum,  which  is  the  second  most  important  item 
of  exportation,  accounted  for  23  per  cent;  and  bananas,  the  third  item, 
supplied  8  per  cent  of  the  total  value.    The  predominance  of  coffee  in 
the  export  trade  is  clearly  shown  by  these  percentages,  and  it  is  not 
difficult  to  understand  that  any  material   increase  or  decrease  in  the 
size,  quality,  or  value  of  the  coffee  crop  has  an  immediate  and  far-reach- 
ing effect  on  the  country's  entire  economic  structure.

The  thought  has  been  that  it  would  be  better  to  obtain 
as  complete  results  as  possible  from  the  known  data,  than  to  enter  into

"The  investigation  therefore  has  had  for  its  purpose  the  analysis  of 
economic  data  with  such  exactitude  as  would  make  possible  the  preparation 
of  statistical  rather  than  opinionative  forecasts.  And  it  is  the  purpose 
of  this  book  to  outline  the  methodology  briefly  and  give  in  more  detail, 
as  examples  of  the  results  which  may  be  expected,  the  results  already

Dr.  Solon  J.  Buck  signed  the  foreword  to  this  survey  from  which  the 
extract  below  relating  to  the  committee  and  its  work  is  taken: 

The  Joint  Committee  on  Materials  for  Research  had  its  inception  in 
action  taken  by  the  Social  Science  Research  Council  at  its  Hanover  confer- 
ence in  August,  1929.  At  this  conference  the  council  approved  a  tentative 
definition  of  its  objective  which  included  the  'enlargement,  improvement 
and  preservation  of  materials. . .  1 

"The  American  Council  of  Learned  Societies,  which  is  interested  pri- 
marily in  the  humanities,  including  history,  had  concerned  itself  for 
some  years  with  materials  for  research;  and,  as  the  problems  of  the  two  coun- 
cils in  this  field  are  much  the  same  and  often  concern  the  same  material, 
it  was  logical  for  them  to  join  in  setting  up  a  joint  committee  on  mater- 
ials for  research.  This  committee,  which  was  constituted  in  January, 
1930,  consisted  originally  of  Professor  Norman  S.  B.  Gras  of  Harvard 
University,  Dr.  Waldo  G.  Leland  of  the  American  Council  of  Learned  Societies, 
Mr.  H.  M.  Lydenberg  of  the  New  York  Public  Library,  and  Dr.  Clark  Wissler 
of  the  American  Museum  of  National  History,  with  the  undersigned,  then 
connected  with  the  University  of  Minnesota  and  the  Minnesota  Historical 
Society,  as  the  chairman.  The  committee  was  later  enlarged  by  the  ad- 
dition of  Professor  Robert  C.  Binkley  of  Western  Reserve  University, 
who  was  designated  as  secretary,  and  Professor  Arthur  H.  Quinn  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania.  Following  the  resignations  of  Dr.  Wissler 
and  Dr.  Leland  in  the  summer  of  1931  Professor  Kenneth  B.  Murdoch  of  Har- 
vard University  and  Mr.    Laurence  V.    Coleman  of   the  American  Associa- 
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tion  of  Museums  were  named  in  their  places.  The  committee  has  held  three 
meetings:  the  first  in  February,  1930;  the  second  in  September,  1930;  and 
the  third  in  December,  1931. 

"At  its  first  meeting  the  committee  reached  the  conclusion  that  a 
broad  survey  was  needed  of  the  situation  in  the  United  States  with  ref- 
erence to  materials  for  research  in  the  humanities  and  the  social  sciences 
in  order  that  information  might  be  readily  available  as  to  the  agencies 
that  are  active  in  this  field  and  the  nature  of  their  activities.  It  was 
believed  that  a  survey  of  this  sort  would  have  immediate  value  to  the  agen- 
cies concerned  and  to  scholars  in  the  various  fields  and  that  it  would  en- 
able the  committee  to  plan  further  investigation  and  to  organize  activities 
more  effectively.  The  chairman  was  asked  to  make  arrangements  for,  and  to 
supervise,  the  compilation  of  the  survey.  He  engaged  the  services  of  Mr. 
Franklin  F.  Holbrook,  formerly  the  head  of  the  war  records  division  of  the 
Minnesota  Historical  Society,  and  the  work  was  carried  on  largely  in  the 
library  of  that  institution.  A  preliminary  draft  of  the  survey  was  laid 
before  the  committee  at  its  meeting  in  September,  1930.  Since  then,  however, 
it  has  been  greatly  expanded  and  revised,  and  it  is  now  made  available  in  a 
small  edition." 

The  Survey  of  Activities  of  American  agencies  in  Relation  to  Materials 
for  Research  in  the  Social  Sciences  and  the  Humanities  gives  a  bird's-eye 
view  of  the  activities  of  American  agencies  in  this  field  arranged  geo- 
graphically. 

"The  primary  object  has  been  to  discover,  for  this  committee  and  for 
all  interested  in  promoting  such  activities,  what  agencies  are  at  work  along 
the  lines  indicated  and  what  they  are  doing,  thereby  perhaps  revealing 
such  portions  of  the  general  field  as  are  being  overworked  by  needless 
duplication  of  activities,  underworked  by  unenterprising  or  inadequately 
supported  agencies,  or  overlooked  entirely."

The  impressions  of  country  life  received  by  the  writer  as  a  child  on  a 
North  Carolina  plantation  and  his  experiences  as  pastor  of  rural  churches 
during  the  first  seven  years  of  his  ministerial  career  prepared  the  way 
for  the  state-wide  investigation  of  country  church  conditions  which  he 
made  as  a  teacher  of  rural  sociology  at  Duke  University.  This  book,  which 
is  the  result  of  that  research,  is  a  study  of  the  country  churches  of  the 
white  people  in  North  Carolina  in  relation  to  the  material  progress  of 
.the  State.  The  first  part  of  the  book  gives  data  concerning  the  physical 
and  economic  conditions,  the  educational  progress,  and  the  religious 
background  of  the  State  as  a  whole.  Part  two  gives  information  on  the 
social  and  economic  conditions,  the  location  of  the  country  churches, 
their  material  equipment,  the  number  and  distribution  of  the  religious 
bodies,  the  number  of  members,  and  the  value  of  buildings  for  the  counties 
of  the  State  arranged  alphabetically;  and  presents  "certain  religious  and 
social  contrasts  between  one  group  of  counties  similarly  situate*!  and 
another  group  whose  conditions  are  different."    Part  three  is  an  interpre- 
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tation  of  these  data  "in  the  light  of  the  present-day  needs  and  possibil- 
ities. " 

Maps  for  each  county  giving  the  location  of  churches  and  schools,  the 
population,  etc.,  add  greatly  to  the  value  of  the  book.  Statistical 
data  are  from  the  1920  Census  of  the  United  States,  the  United  States 
Census  of  Agriculture,  1925,  the  United  States  Census  estimates  of  popula- 
tion for  1926,  Lfivi  Branson's  Business  Directory,  the  United  States  Reli- 
gious Census,  1926,  an  investigation  made  by  the  Rural  Church  Department  of 
Duke  University,  1929,  and  from  various  State  publications.

From  the  first  chapter  of  this  small  volume  the  extract  below  has 
been  taken: 

"While  no  one  can  be  sure  what  proportion  of  earth's  population  is 
rural,  there  have  been  some  good  guesses  made.  In  the  Yearbook  of  the 
League  of  Nations  for  1929  the  population  of  the  world  is  stated  as 
1,952,675,000,  a  figure  based  on  census  figures  as  given  cut  by  the 
different  nations,  or  on  estimates  where  figures  were  not  available. 
'Roughly  one  billion  people  live  on  the  land  and  make  their  living  primar- 
ily from  the  land,  '  is  the  statement  of  Dr.  Kenyon  L.  Butterfield  in 
the  report  of  the  Jerusaleum  Meeting  of  the  International  Missionary 
Council.  But  millions  live  under  rural  conditions  who  are  not  engaged 
in  agriculture.  They  are,  however,  subject  to  the  conditions  which  pre- 
vail in  rural  communities... 

"Agriculture  is  undoubtedly  the  predominant  activity  of  those  who 
live  under  rural  conditions.  Farmers  are  the  most  numerous  members  of 
the  rural  population.  But  there  are  rural  workers  other  than  farmers. 
There  are  the  tradesmen  who  deal  in  farm  produce  and  general  merchandise. 
There  are  the  rural  artisans  who  build  houses  and  barns,  drill  wells, 
bake  bread,  cobble  shoes,  and  perform  countless  other  daily  tasks.  Preach- 
ers, teachers,  doctors,  and  members  of  other  professions  who  live  and 
labor  under  rural  conditions  are  also  part  of  the  rural  population... 

"We  emphasize  here  rural  population,  but  not  in  the  sense  that  we  are 
unmindful  of  the  population  of  towns  and  cities,  or  even  that  we  regard 
the  two  types  of  population  as  exclusive  of  each  other.  We  have  simply 
assumed  that  there  are  two  ways  of  conducting  the  business  of  life,  one 
rural  and  the  other  urban.  Each  has  its  interdependence  with  the  other, 
each  has  its  contribution  to  make  to  a  fuller  world  relationship.  The 
interest  of  the  one  is  the  interest  of  the  other,  and  any  conflict  be- 
tween them  is  to  the  disadvantage  of  both.  Yet  these  two  ways  of  con- 
ducting the  business  of  life  reveal,  and  in  a  sense  produce,  separate 
habits  and  characteristics.  For  the  benefit  of  the  entire  world  the 
best  values  in  both  types  of  living  should  be  conserved,  and  there  are 
values  in  both  that  are  priceless.  But  it  is  the  man  of  rural  habits 
and  rural  characteristics  to  whom  we  devote  our  chief  thought  in  this 
book."

The  conclusions  of  the  majority  report  are  summarized  in  part  as 
follows : 

"The  case  for  the  relief  agricultural  rates  cannot  be  substantiated 
on  the  ground  of  the  remission  of  agricultural  rates  in  Great  Britain 
and  Northern  Ireland;  de-rating  in  the  latter  areas  has  not  had  any  notice- 
able beneficial  effect  on  agricultural  production  in  these  areas  or  any 
adverse  effect  on  the  position  of  agriculture  in  Saorstat  Eireann. 

"The  amount  of  rates  levied  off  the  typical  farm  is  small  having  re- 
gard to  the  other  outgoings... 

"The  remission  of  agricultural  and  industrial  rates  would  have  far- 
reaching  effects  on  the  structure  of  local  government  in  the  counties  and 
would  involve  the  virtual  termination  of  local  responsibility  for  and 
control  of  local  services. 
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"Any  reconstruction  of  the  system  of  local  government  should  take 
precedence  of,  and  not  be  undertaken  merely  as  a  necessary  consequence  of, 
the  granting  of  relief  from  rates  on  agricultural  and  industrial  here- 
ditaments . 

"No  increase  in  production  or  employment  could  be  hoped  for  as  a  result 
of  a  revision  of  the  existing  basis  of  distribution  of  Exchequer  Grants 
to  local  authorities. 

"The  transfer  to  the  central  authority  of  services  administered  by 
local  authorities  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  remission  of  rates  on 
productive  hereditaments  cannot  be  recommended... 

"The  imposition  of  additional  taxation  to  provide  for  relief  from 
rates  would  result  in  the  imposition  of  a  burden  at  least  as  heavy  as 
that  of  the  rates  remitted. 

"Taking  central  and  local  taxation  as  a  whole,  there  is  no  evidence  that 
agriculturists  are  contributing  more  than  their  fair  share;  the  informa- 
tion available  suggests  that  they  are  contributing  less... 

"More  direct  methods  than  that  of  the  relief  of  rates  could  be  devised 
for  increasing  production  and  employment  in  manufacturing  industries  and 
for  assisting  the  carrying  companies."

"In  1928  the  National  Industrial  Conference  Board  made  a  comprehensive 
study  of  'The  Fiscal  Problem  of  New  York  State,'  In  dealing  mainly  with 
important  problems  and  proposals  now  current,  the  present  volume  has  a 
more  limited  scope,  but  this  narrowing  of  the  field  of  inquiry  gives  to 
the  study  a  definite  practical  bearing  and  significance. 

"In  the  present  volume  the  Conference  Board  has  sought  primarily  to 
furnish  material  for  passing  judgment  on  two  questions  of  current  interest: 
(1)  Is  real  estate  unduly  burdened  by  taxation  and  can  it  be  relieved? 
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(2)  Do  sales  taxes  in  any  form  offer  a  promising  source  through  which  the 
State  could  expand  its  general  revenues  or  compensate  for  reduced  tax 
receipts  from  real  estate?  The  aim  has  been  to  assemble  and  present 
the  data  upon  which  an  impartial  judgment  of  these  questions  should  be 
based,  without  advocacy  of,  or  opposition  to,  specific  proposals."  -Pre- 
face . 

The  general  conclusions  are  summarized  as  follows: 

"(1)  When  considered  from  the  standpoint  of  state  taxation  alone, 
real  estate  would  appear  to  be  carrying  more  than  its  proportionate  share 
of  the  total  tax  burden,  but  when  the  burden  imposed  on  the  real  estate 
base  is  compared  with  the  burden  on  all  tax  bases,  including  both  state 
and  federal  taxes,  real  estate  appears  to  bear  about  the  same  proportion 
to  the  total  tax  burden  that  it  bears  to  the  gross  wealth  of  the  State. 

"(2)  Sources  of  revenue  have  been  developed  by  the  State  which  have 
checked  the  tendency  toward  increase  of  both  the  relative  and  the  absolute- 
burden  on  real  estate. 

"(3)  The  system  now  contains  taxes  capable  of  producing  larger  revenues, 
such  as  the  personal  income  and  motor  fuel  taxes,  which  can  be  utilized 
to  relieve  real  estate. 

"(4)  An  extension  of  the  net  income  tax  to  include  unincorporated  busi- 
ness concerns  could  be  used  to  offset  the  loss  resulting  from  the  pro- 
posed abolition  of  the  remnant  of  the  personal  property  tax. 

"(5)  Instead  of  developing  additional  sources  of  revenue  to  relieve 
real  estate  immediately  of  a  large  proportion  of  its  burden,  steps  should 
be  taken  to  reduce  the  expenditures  of  the  local  governments  through  a 
more  efficient  organization  of  their  financial  administration.  A  more 
centralized  administration,  as  outlined  in  this  report,  should  result  in 
greater  equality  in  the  real  estate  tax  burden  and  lower  administrative 
costs.  After  this  adjustment  has  been  made,  the  tax  system  can  be  revised 
with  a  view  to  further  relieving  real  estate,   if  this  seems  necessary."

The  author's  preface  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

"In  1888,  when  Professor  Ely  published  his  pioneer  work,  Taxation  in 
American  States  and  Cities,  he  lamented  the  scarcity  of  literature  in 
the  field  of  public  finance.  There  is  now  no  such  scarcity,  whether  in 
the  general  field  or  in  the  more  restricted  field  of  property  taxation. 
There  is,  in  fact,  an  enormous  amount  of  writing  on  the  general  property 
tax  alone.  The  material,  however,  is  of  varying  quality  and  is  not  con- 
veniently available,  being  scattered,  fragmentary,  and  overlapping.  The 
present  volume  is  offered  as  an  attempt  to  present  in  organized  form  the 
essential  aspects  of  property  taxation  in  the  United  States. 

"The  so-called  general  property  tax  is  largely  indigenous  in  the  United 
States.  Though  almost  universally  criticized  as  being  unsound  in  principle- 
and  impossible  in  practice,  it  has  been,  and  continues  to  be,  the  backbone 
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of  both  state  and  local  tax  systems,  and  almost  the  sole  source  of  local 
revenue.  Though  numerous  changes  in  detail  occur  each  year  and  changes  in 
principle  occasionally,  the  net  change  over  a  period  is  small.  Though 
seme  property  is  'classified'  for  differential  taxation  in  about  one-half 
of  the  states,  the  principle  of  uniformity  of  taxation  of  all  property  has 
been  abandoned  in  only  a  few  states.  It  would  seem  that  a  tax  that  has 
for  two  or  three  centuries  performed  the  function  of  almost  sole  revenue- 
prcducer  for  all  the  states  and  their  subdivisions  deserves  a  more  ccmpre- 
hensive  treatment  than  such  as  can  be  given  in  pamphlets,  magazine  articles, 
official  reports  of  tax  commissions,  and  monographs  on  state  and  local  tax 
systems. 

"Scholars  and  experts  in  the  field  of  taxation  will  find  relatively  little 
new  material  in  the  present  work.  It  is  offered  in  the  hope  that  it  may  be 
useful  to  anyone  interested  in  taxation.  Sound  tax  reform,  particularly 
reform  of  property  taxation,  depends  upon  a  much  wider  and  more  popular  un- 
derstanding of  the  flaws  and  merits  of  existing  state  and  local  tax  systems, 
and  of  practical  changes  and  alternatives,  than  now  prevails.  For  this 
reason  the  treatment  is  much  more  detailed  than  would  have  been  proper  had 
the  book  been  designed  primarily  for  the  savant."

The  author  in  his  introductory  note  v/rites  as  follows: 
"The  current  interest  in  methods  of  real  estate  valuation  is  largely 
the  result  of  the  great  number  of  real  estate  bend  issues  which  have  de- 
faulted. One  lesson  which  the  present  depression  has  taught  is  that  the 
ordinary  opinion  valuation  is  utterly  inadequate  as  a  basis  for  sound 
realty  promotion  and  as  a  guarantee  of  econcmic  strength  in  the  projects 
against  which  real  estate  securities  are  issued. . . 

"The  present  monograph  does  not  deal  with  the  existing  situation.  It 
anticipates  a  future  era  in  which  many  of  the  mistakes  will  not  recur 
and  it  deals  with  certain  phases  of  valuation  as  it  will  then  be  practiced. 
It  is  not  a  research  study  but  is  a  treatise  cn  the  basic  elements  which 
should  be  included  in  a  sound  realty  valuation  procedure.  While  it  con- 
siders practical  appraisal  methods,  it  does  not  deal  with  them  in  terms 
of  their  application  to  specific  valuation  problems.  The  monograph  is, 
therefore,  an  outline  of  valuation  principles  and  treats  the  derivation 
of  the  principles  rather  than  their  use  in  connection  with  practical 
valuation. 

"It  is  contemplated  that  many  phases  of  the  valuation  theory  herein 
presented  shall  be  given  more  complete  and  detailed  treatment  in  subse- 
quent publications." 

The  pamphlet  is  divided  into  three  parts:  (1)  the  appraisal  problem 
(2)  Principles  underlying  valuation  methed  and  (3)  Practical  valuation 
methods.

This  "report  makes  no  recommendations:  it  is  a  survey  and  analysis  of 
cause  and  effect,  economic,  social,  and  political,  for  the  information 
of  the  coming  Imperial  Economic  Conference  at  Ottawa.  The  particular 
problems  dealt  with  are  whether  there  has  been  over-production  of  wheat, 
whether  requirements  are  likely  to  increase,  and  what  the  prospects  of 
prices  are  likely  to  be. 

"Discussing  the  long  period  of  falling  wheat  prices,  which  began  in 
1920,  the  report  refers  to  the  disastrous  year  1930-31.  There  were 
several  adverse  factors,  including  an  exceedingly  big  Russian  crop,  which 
made  possible  for  the  first  time  since  the  War,  a  substantial  surplus  for 
export  from  that  country.  But  these  were  not  all:  the  Committee  are  of 
the  opinion  that  the  influence  of  general  economic  factors  on  the  recent 
course  of  wheat  prices  has  been  under-estimated: . . .  'Statements  in  the 
Press  from  time  to  time  have  shown  a  disposition  to  regard  the  present 
depression  of  wheat  prices  as  due  exclusively  to  excessive  expansion  of 
production.  This  is  a  view  which,  we  think,  requires  further  analysis. . . 
Whatever  be  the  causes  which  have  affected  wholesale  prices  since  1921,  the 
trends  of  wheat  and  of  general  commodities  have  been  very  broadly  similar, 
suggesting  that  the  changes  in  wheat  prices  are  not  solely  attributable  to 
causes  peculiar  to  wheat  production  and  wheat  marketing. . . ' 

"With  regard  to  the  trend  of  production  some  surprising  facts  are  re- 
vealed. Russia  is  excluded  from  the  calculation.  In  the  period  1390-1913 
there  was  an  annual  average  expansion  of  supplies  of  53,000,000  bushels. 
It  is  remarkable  that  not  in  any  of  the  post-War  years  have  the  total  sup- 
plies reached  the  figure  which  might  have  been  expected  if  the  pre-War 
trend  had  continued. . . 

"The  Committee's  conclusion  is  that  the  term  'over-production'  applied  to 
wheat  during  the  past  10  years  is  misleading.  Nor  in  their  judgment  does 
over-production  describe  the  salient  features  of  the  last  two  years:  'the 
truth  of  the  matter  lies  much  deeper.  The  many  economic  impediments  - 
largely  the  outcome  of  the  War  -  which  have  obstructed  the  full  development 
of  the  world's  economic  life  during  the  last  13  years,  and  the  setback  in 
economic  progress  brought  about  by  the  depression  of  1930  and  1931  are 
factors  at  least  as  important  as  the  expansion  of  production  in  accounting 
for  the  low  level  of  wheat  prices. ' 

"Nevertheless,   the  Committee  admit  that  the  position  which  has  been 
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reached  is  equivalent  to  one  of  over-production  in  relation  to  effective 
demand  and  has  led  to  a  situation  in  which  wheat  production  has  ceased  to 
be  profitable  ever  vast  areas  of  wheat-growing  land:  'Such  a  situation  if 
prolonged  v/as  bound  to  lead  to  a  curtailment  of  production,  and  the  posi- 
tion at  the  end  of  the  crop  year  1930-31  showed  that  such  a  curtailment  was 
taking  place  in  all  the  principal  exporting  countries  except  Canada  and 
Russia. . . 1 

"The  Committee  quote  the  summary  made  by  the  International  Institute  of 
the  immediate  outlook  of  the  1931-32  season... 

"On  such  figures  as  these,  the  Committee  declare,  'it  is  impossible  to 
forecast  even  approximately  the  course  of  wheat  prices  ever  the  coming  12 
months.  So  much  depends  upon  the  developments  of  the  world's  general  eco- 
ncmic  situation  that  a  forecast  related  merely  to  the  statistical  position 
of  wheat  cannot  to-day  be  of  much  value.  It  would  be  a  mistake  to  lock 
for  a  rise  in  wheat  prices  solely  to  the  restriction  of  production.  Hope 
lies,  at  least  as  much,  in  a  recovery  from  the  world-wide  economic  depres- 
sion which  affects  manufacture  and  commerce  as  well  as  agriculture...' 

"The  Committee's  report  covers  a  variety  of  aspects  of  the  problem  and 
abounds  in  statistics  and  curious  facts.  It  brings  out  that  Great  Britain 
is  the  only  important  country  where  the  acreage  under  wheat  has  actually  de- 
creased since  the  War.  At  the  same  time  its  average  yield  per  acre  is  dou- 
ble those  of  Canada,  the  United  States,  the  Argentine,  and  Australia."

This  volume  is  divided  into  five  bocks  designated  as  follows:  (1)  The 
treaty  of  peace,  (2)  Inflation  and  deflation,  (3)  The  return  to  the 
gold  standard,  (4)  Politics  and  (5)  The  future.  The  author  in  his  preface 
writes  in  part  as  follows: 

"Here  are  collected  the  croakings  of  twelve  years  -  the  croakings  of 
a  Cassandra  who  cculd  never  influence  the  course  of  events  in  time. 
The  volume  might  have  been  entitled  'Essays  in  Prophecy  and  Persuasion, ' 
for  the  Prophecy,  unfortunately,  has  been  more  successful  than  the  persua- 
sion. But  it  was  in  a  spirit  of  persuasion  that  most  of  these  essays  were 
written,  in  an  attempt  to  influence  opinion.  They  were  regarded  at  the 
time,  many  of  them,  as  extreme  and  reckless  utterances.  But  I  think  that 
the  reader,  looking  through  them  to-day,  will  admit  that  this  was  because 
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■they  often  ran  directly  counter  to  the  overwhelming  weight  of  contemporary 
sentiment  and  opinion,  and  not  because  of  their  character  in  themselves... 
That  this  should  be  their  tendency,  is  a  natural  consequence  of  the  cir- 
cumstances in  which  they  were  written.  For  I  wrote  many  of  these  essays 
painfully  conscious  that  a  cloud  of  witnesses  would  rise  up  against  me 
end  very  few  in  my  support,  and  that  I  must,  therefore,  be  at  great  pains 
to  say  nothing  which  I  could  not  substantiate.  I  v/as  constantly  on  my 
guard  -  as  I  well  remember,  looking  back  -  to  be  as  moderate  as  my  con- 
victions and  argument  would  permit. 

"All  this  applies  to  the  first  three  of  the  five  books  into  which  these 
assays  naturally  group  themselves,  rather  than  to  the  last  two;  that  is  to 
say,  to  the  three  great  controversies  of  the  past  decade,  into  which  I 
plunged  myself  without  reserve...  In  these  essays  the  author  was  in  a 
hurry,  desperately  anxious  to  convince  his  audience  in  time.  But  in  the 
last  two  books  time's  chariots  make  a  less  disturbing  noise.  The  author 
is  looking  into  the  more  distant  future,  and  is  ruminating  matters  which 
need  a  slow  course  of  evolution  to  determine  them.  He  is  more  free  to  be 
leisurely  and  philosophical.  And  here  emerges  more  clearly  what  is  in 
truth  his  central  thesis  throughout,  -  the  profound  conviction  that  the 
Economic  Problem,  as  one  may  call  it  for  short,  the  problem  of  want  and 
poverty  and  the  economic  struggle  between  classes  and  nations,  is  nothing 
but  a  frightful  muddle,  a  transitory  and  an  unnecessary  muddle.  For  the 
Western  World  already  has  the  resources  and  the  technique,  if  we  could 
create  the  organisation  to  use  them,  capable  of  reducing  the  Economic 
Problem,  which  now  absorbs  our  moral  and  material  energies,  to  a  position 
of  secondary  importance. 

"Thus  the  author  of  these  essays,  for  all  his  croakings,  still  hopes 
and  believes  that  the  day  is  not  far  off  when  the  Economic  Problem  will 
take  the  back  seat  where  it  belongs,  and  that  the  arena  of  the  heart  and 
head  will  be  occupied,  or  re-occupied,  by  our  real  problem  -  the  problems 
of  life  and  of  human  relations,  of  creation  and  behaviour  and  religion. 
And  it  happens  that  there  is  a  subtle  reason  drawn  from  economic  analysis 
why,  in  this  case,  faith  may  work.  For  if  we  consistently  act  on  the 
optimistic  hypothesis,  this  hypothesis  will  tend  to  be  realised;  whilst  by 
acting  on  the  pessimistic  hypothesis  we  can  keep  ourselves  for  ever  in 
the  pit  of  want . . . 

"I  have  thought  it  convenient  to  choose  this  date  of  publication,  be- 
cause we  are  standing  at  a  point  of  transition.  It  is  called  a  National 
Crisis.  But  that  is  not  correct  -  for  Great  Britain  the  main  crisis  is 
over.  There  is  a  lull  in  our  affairs.  We  are,  in  the  autumn  of  1931, 
resting  ourselves  in  a  quiet  pool  between  two  waterfalls.  The  main  point 
is  that  we  have  regained  our  freedom  of  choice.  Scarcely  any  one  in  Eng- 
land now  believes  in  the  Treaty  of  Versailles  or  in  the  pre-war  Gold 
Standard  or  in  the  Policy  of  Deflation.  These  battles  have  been  won  - 
mainly  by  the  irresistible  pressure  of  events  and  only  secondarily  by  the 
slow  undermining  of  old  prejudices.  But  most  of  us  have,  as  yet,  only  a 
vague  idea  of  what  we  are  going  to  do  next,  of  how  we  are  going  to  use  our 
regained  freedom  of  choice.  So  I  should  like  to  clinch  the  past,  as  it  were 
by  reminding  the  reader  of  what  we  have  been  through,  and  how  it  appeared 
at  the  time,  and  the  nature  of  the  mistakes  we  made."

The  idea  that  a  farm  is  really  an  industrial  undertaking  is  now 
accepted  by  all  who  make  a  study  cf  the  organization  of  farms  equipped  and 
managed  according  to  modern  standards.  Agricultural  bookkeeping  and  pro- 
duction should  be  interdependent.-  H.  E.  Brockway.

ganization of  the  "Agrarkreditbank"  (Agricultural  Credit  Bank)  in  Geneva; 
its  credit  action,  and  how  financed;  its  real  objects;  preoccupations  as 
to  its  utilization  by  German  agriculture;  dangers  of  foreign  indebtedness 
in  general  and  an  increased  indebtedness  of  German  agriculture  in  foreign 
countries  in  particular;  the  credit  situation  of  German  agriculture;  final 
outcome . 

The  author  is  convinced  that  an  increase  of  agricultural  indebtedness 
to  foreign  countries  is  to  be  avoided  on  principle,  except  in  very  small 
quotas,  and  then  only  as  a  purely  temporary  expedient.     The  only  remedy,  as 
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he  sees  it,  is  "to  bring  the  entire  domestic  money  market  into  the  hands 
of  a  publicly  controlled  credit  institution  v/ith  nation-wide  branches  and 
armed  with  a  monopoly  in  credit-negotiating,  operating  as  a  sister  insti- 
tution to  the  "Notenbank"  ( issuing  bank) ,  which  would  replace  all  private 
banking  hitherto  concentrated  in  only  a  few  of  the  larger  banks.  It  would 
be  possible  for  the  entire  capital  power  of  the  nation  to  be  invested  with 
the  utmost  confidence  in  the  securities  of  such  an  institution  resting  on 
the  broadest  basis  conceivable,  and  to  bring  to  fruition  our  own  branches 
of  production,  particularly  agriculture,  instead  of  inducing  an  flow  of 
capital  and  investment  abroad.

He  stresses  the  importance  of  agriculturists  throughout  the  world  present- 
ing a  solid  front.  Due  to  scarcity  of  floating  capital,  supplies  were 
very  scanty  and  as  much  as  30  to  40  per  cent  was  charged  for  interest. 
Turning  over  the  big  properties  to  the  peasants  is  said  to  have  put  an 
end  to  "a  painful  historical  process"  and  consolidated  the  country.  The 
economic  consolidation  of  Rumania's  new  agrarian  regime  directly  concerns 
the  security  of  Europe.  Quoting  M.  Briand's  dictum  regarding  the  state 
of  incoordination  in  which  the  general  economics  of  Europe  still  finds 
itself,  the  writer  considers  this  state  of  things  a  peril  to  Europe's 
post-war  economics.  He  adds  that  it  is  high  time  that  a  mutual  rapproche- 
ment be  sought  in  order  to  affirm  the  solidarity  of  the  agricultural  world 
and  reestablish  the  economic  balance  of  Europe,  where  the  needs  of  the 
western  industrial  countries  and  those  of  eastern  agricultural  countries 
may  be  reciprocally  satisfied.  -  H.  E.  Brockway.

Other  data  of  agricultural  interest  are  also  intro- 
duced, including  dairying,  lard  reclamation,  improvement  of  agricultural 
cultivation,  and  dismenberment  of  large  holdings.  A  chamber  of  agriculture- 
was  created  in  1326,  where  professional  agricultural  instruction  is  stressed.

Agriculture  and  International  Labor  Organization

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The  author  regrets  that  agriculture  is  so  slow  in  attaining  that  place 
in  the  League  of  Nations  which  is  its  rightful  due,  especially  as  that  is 
the  organization  in  which  is  sought  the  solution  of  the  world's  economic 
and  social  problems.  He  commends  the  efforts  made  by  Albert  Thomas  in 
bringing  agriculture  to  the  front  at  Geneva.  The  composition,  activities, 
and  general  procedure  of  the  International  Labor  Organization,  created  by 
the  Peace  Conference  as  an  autonomous  part  of  the  League  of  Nations,  are 
revised.  The  separate  activities  of  the  three  component  parts  of  the 
organization,  the  International  Labor  Conference,  the  Board  of  Directors, 
and  the  International  Labor  Bureau  at  Geneva,  are  discussed. 

Some  of  the  decisions  taken  at  International  Labor  Conferences  were 
voted  ten  years  ago,  when,  for  example,  agrarian  reforms  were  only  in 
their  initial  stage  and  no  one  yet  suspected  the  present  agricultural  over- 
production . 

Member  governments  were  invited  recently  to  send  to  the  International 
Labor  Bureau  regular  reports  on  conditions,  also  on  the  development  and 
organization  of  agricultural  instruction.  These  served  as  material  for  an 
interesting  publication.

Under  date  of  July 
11  two  laws  were  issued:  one  modifying  customs  duties  on  certain  agricul- 
tural products,  and  the  other  instituting  a  double  customs  tariff  (general 
and  minimum)  on  cereals,  dried  vegetables  and  their  derivatives,  and  put- 
ting up  the  general  tariff  applicable  to  various  products.  The  most  in- 
teresting items  of  the  new  tariff  are  tabulated.

Hopes  were  entertained 
that  the  mortgage  credit  situation  will  be  stabilized  as  a  result  of  the 
successful  issue  of  20  million  francs  of  mortgage  bonds.

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The  author  distinguishes  three  phrases  of  the  marketing  problem  in 
Germany:  the  displacement  of  domestic  products  on  the  domestic  market  by 
foreign  products  of  superior  quality;  the  disorganization  of  important 
domestic  markets  in  regard  to  a  number  of  products,  leading  to  long 
continued  depression,  constant  price  fluctuations,  and  lowering  of  the 
producers'  prices;  and  excessive  commission-trade  spreads  due  to  faulty 
rationalization  of  commerce,  which  also  exercise  a  depressing  influence 
on  producers'  prices.  Among  th©  causes  of  the  present  marketing  crisis 
in  German  agriculture  he  lists  market  expansion  causing  a  change  in  the 
conditions  of  international  competition;  the  disturbance  of  the  market 
balance  through  one-sided  concentration  of  demand;  changes  in  consumers' 
habits  and  tastes;  and  failure  of  German  agriculture  to  adapt  itself  to 
these  structural  changes  in  the  market.  He  points  out  that  trade  and 
marketing  organization  are  not  essentially  the  same  thing.  Trade  is  the 
opposite  party  in  a  market  transaction  with  the  producer,  while  the  market- 
ing organization  is  the  trustee  or  agent  of  the  farmer.  Trade  is  a  profit- 
seeking  undertaking,  while  marketing  organization  is  an  administration 
carried  on  according  to  business  principles.  Trade  is  a  representative 
of  individualistic  economic  methods.  Marketing  organization  is  a  part 
of  an  economic  whole.  Hence  the  aim  of  the  reorganization  of  agricultural 
marketing  can  not  be  to  place  agricultural  corporative  organizations  in 
the  place  of  trade.  The  task  of  agriculture  during  th6  next  decade  is 
rather,  to  bring  about  a  change  in  its  relation  to  trade.  The  reorganiza- 
tion cf  agricultural  marketing  will  encourage  the  spread  of  business 
methods  in  agriculture  and  will  draw  agriculture  into  the  sphere  of 
rationally  organized  economy.

The  author  states  that  the  decreased  purchasing  power  of  the  farmer  as 
producer  and  as  consumer,  due  to  the  disparity  between  cost  of  production 
and  prices  of  agricultural  products,  is  the  main  cause  of  the  present  eco- 
momic  depression.  The  most  important  agricultural  commodity  on  the  market 
is  wheat  and  the  decline  in  its  price  has  assumed  the  proportions  of  an 
international  catastrophe.  He  goes  on  to  show  that  one  of  the  principal 
factors  of  this  decline  is  the  too  rapid  increase  in  post-war  production, 
facilitated  by  the  use  of  modern  agricultural  machinery  and  the  diffusion 
of  technical  agricultural  knowledge.  A  second  important  factor  is  the  de- 
crease in  per  capita  wheat  consumption  since  the  war,  due  in  part  to  higher 
wages  in  industrial  countries  and  in  cities,  which  have  made  available  to 
large  numbers  a  greater  variety  of  food  products. 

Overproduction  and  underconsumption,  however,  are  not  the  only  causes 
of  the  wheat  crisis.  A  reduction  in  consumption  of  about  4  per  cent  and 
an  increase  in  production  of  16  per  cent  are  not  sufficient  to  account  for 
a  decline  of  61  per  cent  in  prices  over  a  very  short  period  of  time,  es- 
pecially when  an  increase  in  population  of  11  per  cent  is  taken  into  ac- 
count. The  accumulation  of  large  stocks  of  wheat  is  undoubtedly  one  of 
the  reasons  for  the  decline  in  prices.  But  it  is  not  the  only  one  or  even 
perhaps  the  most  important.  The  fact  that  the  regime  of  competition  has 
enabled  the  depressing  effect  of  speculation  to  rule  the  market  almost  to 
the  exclusion  of  the  influence  of  the  producer  must  not  be  lost  sight  of. 
From  the  point  of  view  of  consumption,  attempts  have  always  been  made  to 
depress  prices  to  a  minimum,  especially  by  industrialists,  who  have  hoped 
thus  to  avoid  wage  increases,  without  thought  either  of  the  cost  of  pro- 
duction to  the  farmer  or  of  the  reaction  on  their  own  interests  of  the 
consequent  decrease  in  the  farmer's  purchasing  power. 

Were  the  farmer  to  put  into  practice  the  advice  so  often  given  to  him  to 
intensify  and  rationalize  his  production,  the  crisis  due  to  overproduction 
would  only  become  more  acute.  Moreover,  agriculturists  have  less  influence 
than  other  economic  groups  on  the  most  important  elements  of  the  cost  of 
production,  such  as  wages,  interest,  taxes,  or  prices  of  production  goods. 
The  only  solution  would  seem  to  be  to  bring  about  an  increase  in  prices 
sufficient  to  insure  the  farmer  a  return  commensurate  with  his  services. 
This  can  only  be  done  by  means  of  a  reorganization  of  the  process  of  dis- 
tribution, the  suppression  of  most  of  the  useless  expenditures  due  to  un- 
economic sales  methods,  opposition  to  price  depression,  and  even  control 
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of  production  within  the  limits  of  demand.  The  attempts  made  along  these 
lines  by  various  associations,  cooperatives,  pools,  etc.,  in  the  Old  World 
and  the  New,  are  discussed.  The  author  points  out  that  the  development 
and  importance  of  these  organizations,  vary  according  as  the  countries  in 
which  they  are  established  produce  wheat  for  domestic  consumption  only  or 
for  export.  In  the  latter  case  their  task  is  rendered  more  difficult  by 
unrestricted  competition  on  the  world  market  rendered  still  more  intensive 
by  the  gradual  closing  of  the  normal  outlets  in  countries  driven  to  pro- 
tect and  encourage  their  domestic  production  or  to  prevent  its  ruin.  On 
the  one  hand  there  is  a  mad  rush  to  depress  prices,  and,  on  the  other  hand, 
tariff  barriers  are  raised  and  import  restrictions  introduced.  Such  organi- 
zations as  the  Canadian  wheat  pools  or  the  United  States  Grain  Stabilization 
Corporation  cannot  exercise  a  favorable  influence  on  prices  because  they 
have  not  the  means  to  break  up  this  rigid  international  competition.  They 
can  act  within  the  limits  of  their  own  countries  to  procure  for  producers 
the  maximum  advantages  but  without  exceeding  world  prices.  Their  creation, 
which  has  done  away  to  a  large  extent  with  domestic  competition,  has  shifted 
the  evil  to  another  area  where  it  works  with  just  as  much  intensity.  There 
can  be  no  improvement  so  long  as  cooperatives  and  national  organizations 
continue  along  the  old  lines  of  competition  without  taking  into  consider- 
ation their  possible  disastrous  effects  on  their  neighbors,  effects  which 
may  react  on  themselves  later. 

The  author  urges  an  international  agreement  among  the  wheat-exporting 
countries  with  a  view  to  remedying  a  situation  for  the  aggravation  of  which 
they  are  responsible.  An  agreement  to  limit  competition,  regulate  sales 
and  distribute  exports  on  the  world  market,  would  result  in  the  mainten- 
ance of  prices  on  a  remunerative  level.  The  author,  writing  in  1931, 
feels  that  the  experience  of  the  wheat  pools  and  the  example  of  the  inter- 
national sugar  agreement  would  suggest  the  possibility  of  the  ultimate  suc- 
cess of  such  an  international  agreement,  and  of  the  establishment  of  a 
sort  of  international  cartel  or  super-pool  of  wheat-exporting  countries, 
to  reorganize  and  regulate  the  production  and  distribution  of  wheat.  It 
is  suggested  that  the  surplus  wheat  be  rendered  unfit  for  human  consump- 
tion and  sold  as  fodder  or  for  transformation  into  starch  or  alcohol.  The 
cartel  could  then  establish  a  fair  price  for  edible  wheat,  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  differences  in  freight  rates.  Future  surplus  production 
could  be  guarded  against,  rather,  if  possible,  by  an  increase  in  the  con- 
sumption of  wheat  or  in  its  industrial  uses  than  in  curtailment  of  acreage. 
The  suppression  of  unrestricted  competition  and  of  all  the  artifices  used 
to  gain  a  market  at  any  cost,  such  as  export  subsidies,  would  clear  the 
way  for  a  reduction  in  customs  tariffs  in  industrial  importing  countries, 
and  would  prevent  the  gradual  pauperization  of  agricultural  countries  and 
the  closing  of  their  markets  to  industrial  products. 

The  author  suggests  that  such  a  plan  as  he  has  outlined  be  considered 
by  the  Second  International  Wheat  Conference  at  its  meeting  in  1932.

The  author  has  made  a  distinct  contribution  to  both  the  Orient  and  the 
Occident  in  this  economic  survey  of  rural  Siam.  There  are  few  if  any 
works  of  a  similar  character  and  of  as  broad  a  scope  covering  the  Oriental 
countries.  In  pioneer  investigations  of  this  character  in  certain  Orien- 
tal countries  a  collection  and  compendium  of  facts  is  not  sufficient  but 
an  investigator  must  go  farther,  and  even  at  the  risk  of  some  errors  in 
interpretation  must  quite  fully  appraise  the  situation.  This  Dr.  Zimmer- 
man has  done,  and  although  students  of  Oriental  agriculture  may  question 
the  soundness  of  some  of  his  conclusions  and  recommendations  pertaining 
to  agricultural  practices,  he  has  left  a  clear  evaluation  of  the  data  and 
observations  which  he  and  his  assistants  made.  It  is  a  preliminary  study 
upon  a  rather  broad  scale  and  suggests  the  necessity  of  many  specialized 
studies.  Its  object,  as  the  author  states,  is  more  than  an  economic  sur- 
vey since  it  sets  out  to  show  the  relationship  of  rural  life  in  Siam  to 
national  security  and  development  and  vice  versa;  and  further,  makes  the 
collection  and  analyses  of  the  information  the  basis  of  a  national  program 
of  development. 

The  organization  of  the  one-year  study  and  the  methods  of  making  the 
field  surveys  should  command  particular  respect  from  anyone  who  has  ob- 
served Oriental  conditions  and  experienced  some  of  the  difficulties  in- 
herent in  these  conditions  in  making  detailed  investigations.  The  King 
of  Siam  states  that  the  investigation  was  such  that  "the  band  of  young 
Government  officials,  who  went  out  with  you  as  your  assistants,  have 
come  back  most  enthusiastic  about  your  methods  of  enquiry,  framed  on  the 
lines  which  you  have  previously  employed  elsewhere,  and  have  admired  the 
wonderful  energy  with  which  you  have  undertaken  the  task."  The  field 
work  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  Buddhist  priests  as  well  as  the  local 
Government,  and  the  giving  of  free  medical  services  before  asking  for  in- 
formation were  special  adaptations  to  the  Oriental  situation.  The  data 
presented  are  entirely  first-hand  material  collected  by  the  Commission  and 
consist  of  sample  data  secured  from  fifty  families  in  each  of  forty  re- 
presentative villages  grouped  in  four  different  regions  having  somewhat 
similar  conditions  and  problems. 

The  various  chapters  in  this  volume  include  a  presentation  and  a  dis- 
cussion of  cash  incomes  and  expenditures,  farm  costs  and  returns,  liv- 
ing expenses,  national  agricultural  wealth  and  income,  cropping  systems  and 
agricultural  practices,  marketing  methods,  agricultural  credit  facilities, 
health  conditions,  regional  problems  and,  finally,  a  national  agricultural 
program.  Some  of  the  chapters  may  suggest  a  farm  management  study  but  only 
the  most  general  aspects  of  farm  management,  investigations  enter  into  the 
discussion . 
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Among  the  outstanding  conditions  revealed  in  these  chapters  are:  a 
preponderance  of  rice  production  in  Siam,  average  cultivated  holdings 
per  family  of  2.4  to  9.S  acres,  a  self-sufficing  type  of  agriculture  in 
three  of  the  four  regions  and  in  only  one,  the  central  district,  a  dis- 
tinctly commercial  type  where  specialization  in  rice  production  for  the 
market  has  brought  with  it  a  custom  or  habit  of  substantial  cash  outlays 
for  labor  and  many  items  in  living  and  operating  cost.  Average  "cash 
incomes"  vary  from  $37  per  farm  family  in  the  self-sufficing  economy  of 
Northeast  Siam  to  $123  in  the  commercialized  central  district.  These 
"cash  incomes"  provide  means  of  payment  for  living  expenses,  hired  labor, 
taxes,  and  other  cash  expenditures.  Marketing  methods  are  primitive, 
weights  and  measures  are  not  uniform,  but  farmers'  interests  are  quite  well 
safeguarded  by  keen  competition  among  rice  buyers.  Rural  credit  institu- 
tions and  facilities  are  especially  inadequate  and  the  need  for  cheaper 
forms  of  credit  is  stressed.  Trade  credit  on  the  part  of  traveling  paddy 
buyers  or  merchants  is  a  common  practice  and  interest  rates  in  different 
regions  average  from  21  to  32  per  cent.  Farm  Credit  Unions  loaning  money 
at  12  per  cent  have  been  established  in  some  localities  and  merit  substan- 
tial expansion  in  order  to  provide  cheaper  and  more  adequate  credit  facil- 
ities. 

Throughout  the  report  there  is  an  emphasis  upon  the  poor  agricultural 
technique  of  the  Siamese  farmers.  Native  wooden  plows  with  an  iron 
plowshare,  and  plowing  three  inches  deep  in  wet  paddy  fields  are  described 
as  very  ineffective.  In  many  places  plowing  is  not  done  at  all.  Little 
attention  is  paid  to  seed  selection,  Farmers  in  many  localities  use  live- 
stock fertilizer  on  seed  beds  of  rice  and  tobacco  but  not  on  growing 
crops.  They  seem  to  know  the  value  of  natural  fertilizers  for  these  pur- 
poses but  apparently  do  not  employ  them  to  a  full  degree.  Irrigation 
methods  are  described  as  inefficient.  A  partial  explanation  advanced 
"is  in  the  fact  that  there  his  been  such  a  great  supply  of  natural  re- 
sources in  relation  to  the  population  that  there  has  been  very  little 
stimulus  among  the  common  people  to  force  them  to  improve  their  methods." 
These  practices  quite  plainly  indicate  lack  of  thoroughness  and  suggest 
an  indifference  if  not  indolence  among  Siamese  farmers  which  is  not  char- 
acteristic of  farmers  in  China  whose  methods  in  most  of  the  above  respects 
must  oe  considered  thorough.  This  reviewer  suspects  that  this  apparent 
lack  of  energy  and  ambition  for  a  higher  material  standard  of  living  may 
be  a  racial  quality  and  associated  with  the  tropics  but,  as  indicated, 
the  author  maintains  that  the  stimulus  of  the  pressure  of  a  larger  popu- 
lation will  stir  the  people  to  better  methods  and  to  a  fuller  utilization 
of  the  agricultural  resources  of  Siam.  Great  confidence  is  placed  in 
substantially  larger  yields  and  production  as  a  result  of  seed  selection, 
improved  agricultural  practices,  and  in  possibilities  of  cultivating  vari- 
ous additional  crops  in  different  regions. 

The  author  observes  and  emphasizes  the  small  use  of  capital  in  the 
organization  of  farm  production  in  Siam.  He  notes  that  in  the  process  of 
developing  a  commercialized  agriculture  of  rice  production  for  the  market, 
operators  turn  to  the  employment  of  more  labor  rather  than  to  the  use  of 
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more  machines,  or  labor  saving  devices.  In  China  the  use  of  more  capital 
goods  in  the  form  of  machinery,  equipment,  and  animal  power  is  in  most  in- 
stances unjustified  by  high  capital  costs  and  the  fact  that  labor  is  the 
cheapest  element  in  farm  operations,  With  labor  costs  as  low  as  5  to  10 
cents  gold  per  day  and  with  capital  so  scarce  that  interest  rates  vary 
from  12  to  35  per  cent,  it  can  easily  be  understood  why  in  so  many  farm 
operations  it  is  cheaper  to  employ  man  labor  than  to  incur  the  expenses 
of  capital  goods.  In  the  inertia  everywhere  evident  in  these  countries, 
the  farmers  may  be  very  slow  in  making  the  adjustments  which  economic 
conditions  may  justify,  but  no  great,  alteration  in  the  present,  organi- 
zation of  the  factors  of  production  with  respect  particularly  to  the  small 
use  of  equipment  and  capital  goods  and  the  large  use  of  human  labor, 
will  probably  take  place  without  changes  in  the  supply  and  relative  cost, 
of  these  items.  In  China  there  is  much  to  indicate  that  labor  saving 
machinery,  including  kerosene  engines  for  pumping  irrigation  water,  comes 
with  higher  wages.  The  situation  in  Siam,  however,  as  indicated  by  this 
study,  is  scmewhat  different  and  may  permit  of  a  considerably  larger  use 
of  capital  goods.  Credit  or  capital  costs  appear  to  be  no  lower  in  Siam 
than  they  are  in  China  but  Dr.  Zimmerman  comes  to  the  conclusion  that 
there  is  no  overpopulation  in  Siam.  It  is  this  conclusion,  or  its  con- 
verse that  there  is  underpopulation  in  Siam,  which  makes  Dr.  Zimmerman's 
study  particularly  noteworthy. 

The  evidences  of  underpopulation  are  cited  as  follows:  "There  is 
seme  good  rice  land  as  yet  uncultivated.  In  every  area  were  there  need 
for  such,  the  productivity  could  be  improved,  generally  by  half  or  a 
whole,  even  by  the  use  of  the  simpler  improved  methods  of  agriculture.  The 
introduction  of  modern  technique  for  seed  selection,  plant  breeding  and 
the  utilization  of  the  surface  of  the  soil  could  do  as  much  or  more  in 
most  communities  .  . ,  Only  the  best  lands  are  being  cultivated;  the  mar- 
gin of  agricultural  development,  is  not.  pushed  back  into  the  less  valuable 
lands.  In  the  Klong  Rangsit  section  the  average  farm  is  about  40  acres  of 
rice  land  per  household.  There  is  practically  no  development  of  a  dry 
agriculture  to  supplement,  rice  production."  He  further  states:  "The  evil 
influences  of  under-population  have  been  many.  With  the  exception  of  the 
fact  that  it  is  easier  to  make  a  living  here  than  in  most  oriental  coun- 
tries and  that  the  incomes  are  somewhat  higher  than  for  the  rest  of  Asia, 
there  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  standards  of  living  of  the  people 
have  gained  anything  from  under-population  in  itself.  The  people  have 
more  land  resources  but  these  are  not  used." 

Based  upon  medical  examinations  of  about  10,000  people  located  in 
groups  of  250  in  40  representative  areas  the  Commission  has  concluded  that 
the  great  causes  of  underpopulation  lie  almost  entirely  in  the  circum- 
stances which  lead  to  a  high  death  rate.  The  Commission  observes  that  the 
Siamese  country  people  have  what  may  be  called  an  unchecked  death  rato. 
With  the  exception  of  vaccination  for  small-pox,  the  death  rate  is  prac- 
tically unchecked.  "Fifty  per  cent  of  the  people  use  no  medical  treatment 
except  to  rest  and  take  a  few  local  herbs  and  teas,  all  of  which  probably 
have  little  curative  value.  More  than  forty-nine  per  cent  of  the  remaining 
fifty  secure  medical  remedies  from  native  medicine  vendors,  a  combination 
of  Siamese,  Chinese  and  Indian.  Some  of  these  are  the  kind  of  medicine 
vendors  who  sell  concoctions  made  of  pulverized  tiger  paws,  snake  skins, 
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skeletons  of  strange  locking  sea  animals  and  other. unusual  materials... 
With  all  due  respect  to  native  medicine,  it  is  extremely  doubtful  if  it 
dees  much  more  than  make  the  person  believe  that,  he  is  going  to  recover. 
Less  than  one  per  cent  of  the  people  secure  Western  medical  treatment, 
principally  through  the  free  gift  of  the  Government  through  its  hospitals 
and  clinics  and  of  the  medical  missioneries. "  Under  these  circumstances 
"single  diseases  carry  off  children,  but  the  death  of  an  adult  is  the 
accumulative  result  of  many  successive  diseases  which  have  weakened  him 
and  frcm  which  he  never  fully  recovered  before  succumbing  to  other  diseas- 
es." But  the  health  problem  "is  not  as  complicated  as  many  have  been  led 
to  believe.  Its  major  details  are  to  educate  the  people  to  use,  first 
cf  all,  a  good  heme  pharmacology  and  second  to  educate  them  in  the  proper 
treatments  for  epidemic  diseases  such  as  malaria,  yaws,  and  dysenteries." 
In  the  investigation  27.4  per  cent  of  the  causes  of  death  were  attributed 
to  malaria  and  11.8  per  cent  to  dysenteries.  For  these  conditions 
Dr.  Zimmerman  proposes  a  medical  program  consisting  of  Junior  Doctors  quali- 
fied to  treat  the  simpler  diseases  but  prepared  to  take  an  income  of  $132 
per  year  or  an  amount  within  the  ability  of  local  communities  to  contrib- 
ute for  medical  services  of  this  character.  This  system  should  supple- 
ment and  not  displace  the  present  one  of  giving  a  very  limited  number  of 
students  a  thorough  medical  training  in  western  medicine. 

The  situation  as  to  underpopulation  and  "poor  farming  technique" 
underlies  many  of  the  regional  problems  and  a  national  agricultural  pro- 
gram discussed  by  the  author.  He  concludes  that,  "every  chapter  in  this 
work  shows  the  harmful  effect  of  under-population  on  the  people.  There  is 
nothing  like  necessity  to  induce  economy  and  economic  improvement.  The 
Siamese  peasant,  lives  too  easily.  Increasing  population  will  make  him  wish 
to  improve  his  methods."  There  is  not,  probably,  an  entire  agreement  on 
this  fundamental  doctrine  as  applied  to  the  Orient.  A  larger  population 
will  undoubtedly  more  completely  utilize  agricultural  resources  of  Siam  but 
will  standards  of  living  necessarily  be  raised?  One  wonders  if  at.  any  time 
in  the  history  of  China  increased  population  has  brought  higher  material 
standards  of  living  among  the  farmers.  The  author  contends  also  for  a 
ccmmercial  agriculture  and  that  "the  spirit  of  the  commercial  economy  can 
only  ccme  through  the  development  of  commercial  institutions,  principally 
a  strong  internal  credit  system  and  improvements  in  marketing."  The  third 
essential  is  an  agricultural  and  technical  educational  system.  "Siam  needs 
a  junior  doctor  system  to  put  the  health  information  into  the  hands  of  the 
people  and  see  that  they  use  it.  The  country  also  needs  a  Junior  Agricul- 
turalist system  to  put  the  agricultural  technique  already  in  the  hands  of  the 
leaders  and  specialists  among  the  masses  of  the  people."  -  Paul  0.  Nyhus,, 
Agricultural  Commissioner ,  Division  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.

Seven  years  ago  the  author  of  the  volume  here  reviewed  presented  a  plan 
of  research  in  pioneer  settlement  to  the  National  Research  Council.  After 
consideration  by  a  special  committee,  and  by  the  Division  of  Geology  and 
Geography,  the  National  Research  Council  approved  the  plan  and  recommended 
it  to  the  Social  Science  Research  Council.  The  latter  organization,  after 
similar  consideration,  gave  its  approval  and  made  provision  for  the  financ- 
ing of  the  required  field  studies.  Canada  was  chosen  as  the  area  best 
suited  for  the  first  project.  The  Advisory  Committee  of  the  American 
Geographical  Society  prepared  a  detailed  plan  of  research  for  the  Canadian 
field,  and  its  prosecution  was  given  to  a  specially  organized  Canadian 
Pioneer  Problems  Committee,  directed  by  Dr.  W.  A.  Mackintosh.  At  the  same 
time  the  Council  of  the  American  Geographical  Society  provided  the  means  for 
the  support  of  related  work  in  several  other  regions. 

The  findings  of  the  corps  of  specialists  who  are  contributing  to  this 
project  are  to  be  published  in  a  series  of  thirty  papers  entitled  "Pioneer 
Settlement."  As  an  introduction  to  this  publication  and  to  the  studies 
under  the  general  plan,  Dr.  Bowman  has  written  "The  Pioneer  Fringe."  The 
study  is  to  be  continued  over  a  period  of  years  in  order  to  provide  a  world 
view  of  the  fringe  of  settlement  as  it  advances  or  retreats  in  response  to 
the  various  world  conditions  which  make  for  settlement. 

"The  Pioneer  Fringe"  is  an  outline  of  a  science  of  settlement.  The 
motivating  forces  which  move  men  to  grapple  with  the  elements  in  the  pio- 
neer fringes  of  the  world  are  here  analyzed  and  cogently  summarized.  Part 
1,  consisting  of  seven  chapters,  is  devoted  to  the  "Generalities"  of  the 
subject.  Part  2  is  a  description  of  the  different  environments  where  pio- 
neering people  are  electing  "to  meet  destiny."  Its  chapter  on  Western 
Zones  of  Experiment  in  the  United  States  has  sections  on  Central  and  South- 
eastern Oregon,  the  High  Plains,  the  Edwards  Plateau,  the  Central  and  North- 
ern Plains,  and  the  Jordan  Country  in  Montana.  It  also  has  chapters  de- 
voted to  each  of  the  following:  The  Canadian  Fringe  of  Settlement;  The 
Prospect  in  Australia;  The  White  Man's  Lands  in  Southern  Africa;  Imprisoned 
Siberia,  Mongolia  and  Manchuria;  and  South  American  Hinterlands. 

All  who  are  familiar  with  the  attention  which  is  now  being  given  to  land 
utilization  will  recognize  the  significance  of  this  book.  Increasingly,  we 
hear  of  "long-time  planning"  as  the  solution  of  "the  agricultural  problem." 
In  the  words  of  Dr.  Bowman,  "The  national  policies  of  a  dozen  countries  in- 
volve questions  of  immigration  and  land  use  and  the  thrust  of  settlement 
into  pioneer  areas...  A  science  of  settlement  is  not  desirable  merely  to 
provide  means  by  which  to  attract  men  to  new  land.  The  ultimate  withdrawal 
of  the  borders  of  settlement  in  the  least  favorable  situations  is  also  one 
of  its  objects.  It  is  unintelligent  to  grow  everything  that  can  be  grown 
in  a  given  place.  Pioneering  is  an  acute  question  of  national  magnitude 
not  only  because  men  have  gone  to  the  frontier  but  also  because  they  are 
now  going  in  large  numbers." 

"The  whole  of  America  is  a  land  of  pioneering  tradition."  The  principles 
which  the  late  Frederick  Jackson  Turner  enunciated  in  1893  as  the  key  to  an 
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understanding  of  how  our  United  States  evolved,  have  permeated  and  influ- 
enced the  thought  of  students  of  all  the  social  studies."  Dr.  Bowman  here 
analyzes  the  recent  settlement  developments  in  the  United  States  and  in 
other  parts  of  the  world,  and  essays  a  statement  of  the  principles  involv- 
ed. "Pioneering  today  does  not  conform  to  the  American  frontier  tradi- 
tions of  the  nineteenth  century. . .  The  tools  of  conquest  no  less  than  new 
fields  of  conquest  are  now  in  the  mind  of  the  enterprising  settler.  Mere 
land  is  no  longer  a  boon. . .  Nowadays  even  the  pioneer  wants  to  have.  To 
produce  and  to  sell  are  the  forerunning  conditions  of  having.  And  ' every- 
body wants  everything  because  there  is  so  much  to  want.'" 

The  book  is  attractively  printed  and  bound,  Two  hundred  and  fifty 
significant  photographs  and  well-executed  maps  add  much  to  the  elucidation

This  Russian  publication  was  firct  prepared  for  the  Bolshevik  Party 
Congress  held  in  the  summer  of  1930  and  is  issued  now  in  the  second  ed- 
ition, revised  to  such  an  extent  "that  in  some  parts  it  represents  an 
entirely  new  book."  It  consists  entirely  of  statistical  material  with 
brief  ccmmentaries  at  the  end  of  the  book  dealing  with  various  phases  of 
Russian  agriculture.  Its  aim,  according  to  the  editorial  preface,  is  to 
"give  in  a  very  condensed  form  the  most  necessary  statistical  material 
throwing  light  on  the  processes  of  socialist  reconstruction  which  took 
place  in  agriculture  between  the  XVth  and  XVIth  Party  Congresses." 

Among  the  subjects  treated  are:  acreage,  production,  and  cost  of  pro- 
duction of  crops,  livestock,  population,  national  and  farm  income,  collect- 
ivization, foreign  trade,  farm  implements,  capital  investment,  and  financ- 
ing of  agriculture,  labor,  etc.  An  introductory  chapter  is  devoted  to  the 
task  of  showing  the  place  of  agriculture  in  the  national  economy  of  U.S.

The  author  in  his  foreword  writes  in  part  as  follows: 
"Underlying  the  whole  work  is  the  deepening  conviction  that  central 
banks  have  come  into  possession  of  powers  for  economic  good  or  ill  such 
as  no  institutions  have  previously  held  in  capitalistic  history.  They 
derive  these  powers  from  their  relations  with  the  private  bankers,  -  the 
commercial  and  investment  houses  whose  reserves  they  control.  It  follows 
that  if  economic  society  is  to  be  safe  in  this  age  of  finance  we  must 
look  to  the  bankers  of  the  world  to  employ  a  higher  order  of  credit 
strategy  in  the  future  than  in  the  past.  We  must  look  to  the  bankers  to 
make  prosperity  a  more  orderly  affair. 

"If  demonstration  is  needed  of  what  can  happen  when  bankers  wield 
their  credit  power  inadvertently,  without  order  or  design,  one  has  only 
to  ODserve  the  chaotic  period  of  deflation  and  depression  in  which  this 
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book  is  being  written. 

"The  way  out  of  deflation  and  acute  depression  requires  initiative 
on  the  part  of  the  bankers.  The  Central  Banks-  The  Federal  Reserve,  the 
Bank  of  England,  the  Bank  of  France,  the  Reichsbank,  etc.  -  should  not  only 
ccmbat  shrinkage  of  the  reserve  balances  of  member  banks  in  their  respec- 
tive ccuntries  but  should  also  expand  such  balances  moderately  and  grad- 
ually but  firmly  and  decisively.  At  first  this  will  lead  to  excess  re- 
serves for  member  banks  but  in  due  time  the  excess  will  be  put  to  work. 
It  will  create  new  streams  of  purchasing  power  flowing  through  the  capital 
and  ccmmcdity  markets  of  the  world.  This  will  arrest  deflation,  rebuild 
confidence  and  make  possible  a  thousand  and  one  piece-meal  tasks  of  recon- 
struction in  industry  and  politics.  Once  out,  the  way  to  keep  out  of 
catastrophes  of  the  1931  sort  is  to  insist  that  in  the  future  the  central 
banks  shall  introduce  an  orderly  control  of  the  reserve  balances  of  member 
banks.  Orderly  credit  control  or  disintegration  -  that  is  the  alternative 
now  put  up  to  central  banks  and  to  capitalism." 

The  last  chapter  of  the  volume  is  entitled  The  Passing  of  the  gold 
standard.    The  author  states  that  this  chapter  was  written  in  May,  1931. 

Business  Depression

The  Economist  (London)  for  January  9,  1932,  (p.  76)  reviewed  this  vol- 
ume at  some  length.    From  this  review  the  extracts  below  have  been  taken: 

"A  most  readable  and  illuminating  examination  of  the  causes  of  the  last 
boom  and  the  present  depression  by  the  distinguished  German  economist. 
Professor  M.  J.  Bonn,  has  now  been  made  available  in  an  unusually  satis- 
factory English  translation. . . 

"[The  author]  makes,  briefly  the  point  that  owing  to  the  abundant  natural 
resources   of   the  United  States,    the   revolutionary   temperament   of  her 
people,  which  makes  them  not.  only  ready  but  eager  to  scrap  the  old  in 
favour  of  the  new,  and  the  deliberate  development  of  industrial  technique, 
the  country  was  destined  for  world  economic  supremacy,  and  the  attainment 
of  this  destiny  was  immensely  hastened  by  the  war.    Unlike  the  other  lead- 
ing industrial  countries,  the  United  States  suffered  little  check  to  its 
productive  power  during  the  war,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  the  lives  of 
certain  of  its  industries  were  saved  by  the  rise  in  prices,  and  the  change 
frcm  the  position  of  a  debtor  to  that  of  a  creditor  country  entirely  re- 
lieved the  country  of  a  large  passive  item  in  its  balance  of  payments. 
In  the  years  following  the  war,   moreover,    there  was  a  large  inflow  of 
money  taking  refuge  from  the  instability  of  conditions  in  Europe. 

"These  boom  influences,  however,  coincided  with  the  cessation  of  the 
natural  expansion  of  the  market  which  had  accompanied  immigration  and  the 
development  policy  based  on  free  land.  The  rapidly  expanding  productive 
power  of  American  industry  had  to  create  new.  and  constantly  growing  markets 
fcr  itself  by  developing  the  consumers'  industries,  and  the  chapters  in 
which  Professor  Bonn  describes,  briefly  yet  vividly,  the  peculiarities  of 
American  domestic  and  social  life  which  condition  this  expansion,  are  among 
the  most  interesting  in  the  book. 

"The  feverish  expansion  of  the  market  for  motor  cars,   new  buildings, 
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radio  receiving  sets  and  labour-saving  domestic  appliances  was  further 
stimulated  by  the  high-wages  policy,  by  the  speculative  boom  which  enabled 
millions  of  successful  speculators  on  margin  to  live  beyond  their  regular 
incomes,  and  by  the  system  of  consumer  financing  known  as  instalment  pur- 
chasing. Incidentally,  Professor  Bonn  points  out,  the  extension  of  this 
system  to  foreign  trade  resulted  in  the  financing  of  industrial  rivals 
and  contributed  to  the  over-expansion  of  world-productive  power  in  the 
staple  industries. 

"After  presenting,  with  great  economy  of  words,  a  vivid  picture  of  the 
inherent  instability  of  the  structure  built  on  these  foundations,  Professor 
Bonn  gees  on  to  point  out  the  particular  weak  spots,  of  which. the  agricul- 
tural crisis  was  the  most  important,  which  were  meanwhile  developing,  He 
traces  the  collapse  and  attributes  it  very  largely  to  the  fact  that  while 
production  is  planned  very  carefully  on  the  technical  side,  the  increase  of 
consumption  is  left,  to  chance,  a  procedure  which,  in  the  author's  view,  is 
only  practicable  in  countries  like  Russia,,  where  there  is  an  immense  un- 
satisfied demand  for  industrial  products.  This  section  of  the  book  suffers 
from  undue  compression,  and  in  consequence,  suggests,  doubtless  inaccurate- 
ly, that  Professor  Bonn  believes  effective  demand  to  depend  rather  on  the 
urgency  of  the  need  than  on  ability  to  pay. 

"Finally  there  are  two  provocative  chapters  dealing  with  the  probable 
psychological  effects  of  the  crisis.  Professor  Bonn  believes  that  these 
may,  on  the  one  hand,  be  beneficial  in  that  they  will  reduce  Americans  to 
a  more  modest  and  realistic  estimate  of  their  own  capacities,  and,  still 
more  important,  because  they  must  ultimately  instil  into  Americans  a  sense 
of  responsibility  for  the  economic  welfare  of  the  world.  On  the.  other 
hand,  he  foresees  a  danger  that  the  mass  of  Americans, . in  their  painful 
disillusionment,  may  go  to  the  extreme  of  condemning  capitalism  altogether."

"Brazilian  coffee  has  been  subjected  to  artificial  control  of  a  more 
thorough,  prolonged  and  deliberate  character  than  any  other  raw  material 
of  major  importance,  Broadly  speaking,  artificial  control  has  now  been 
exercised  almost  continuously  for  thirty  years,  and  after  a  number  of 
ad  hoc  temporary  experiments  the  Government  of  Sao  Paulo  and  the  producers 
in  that  State  were  so  convinced  of  its  benefits  and  its  practicability  that 
in  1924  control  was  established  on  a  permanent  basis.  In  due  course  all 
the  other  coffee-producing  States  were  persuaded  to  follow  this  example, 
while  the  Federal  Government  gave  its  general  approval  and  did  anything 
required  to  facilitate  the  co-operation  of  the  states.  For  a  short  time 
all  went  well,  but  by  1929  a  combination  of  adverse  circumstances  and  bad 
mistakes  of  policy  resulted  in  a  partial  breakdown  of  control.  All  hopes 
of  success  as  measured  by  the  maintenance  of  profitable  prices  disappeared. 
But  control  was  not  abandoned:  On  the  contrary,  Brazil  was  determined  to 
avoid  a  return  to  laissez-faire  at  any  cost,  and  by  adapting  the  aims  and 
methods  of  control  to  the  altered  conditions  of  the  situation,  she  has  now 
more  or  less  assured  a  gradual  and  orderly  process  of  liquidation.  In 
Brazil's  estimation  this  is  far  more  desirable  than  the  complete  economic 
collapse  which  under  laissez-faire  must  necessarily  have  preceded  recovery, 
even  if  that  recovery  might  prove  to  be  more  speedy  than  it  probably  will 
be  under  control.  Despite  all  their  troubles  to-day  and  the  virtual  cer- 
tainty of  worse  troubles  ahead,  it  is  noteworthy  that  at  least  in  the  State 
of  Sao  Paulo,  whose  experience  of  control  has  been  more  prolonged  and  more 
thorough  than  that  of  any  other  coffee  state,  the  necessity  and  desira- 
bility of  control  in  some  permanent,  definite,  and  fairly  detailed  form  is 
not  questioned. . . 

"This  unshaken  belief  in  artificial  control  stands  in  marked  contrast 
to  the  present  attitude  of  most  other  groups  of  raw  material  producers.  .  . 

"The  explanation  of  this  divergence  of  views  lies,  of  course,  in  the 
special  economic  characteristics  of  Brazilian  coffee  production,  chief 
amongst  which  is  the  enormous  variation  in  crop  yields,  and  in  the  very 
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inelastic  nature  of  the  demand.  The  primary  object  of  artificial  control 
is  to  remedy  the  results  of  these  crop  variations  on  the  coffee  producer's 
income  and  expenditure:  it  is  not  to  meet  fluctuations  in  consumption  due 
to  world  trade  conditions,  or  to  minimise  the  results  of  the  creation  of 
capacity  in  excess  of  normal  requirements,  as  is  the  case  in  most  other 
industries.  We  are  badly  in  need  of  a  popular  term  to  designate  that  form 
of  artificial  control  which  seeks  to  average  out  over  a  period  the  crop 
yields  of  a  capacity,  which  at  average  or  normal  yield  equals  the  normal 
demand,  1.  e.  of  a  capacity  correct  in  amount  on  the  basis  of  its  normal 
yield...  Meantime,  however,  it  would  be  pedantic  to  eschew  the  phrase 
valorisation,  for  this  has  become  so  closely  identified  with  Brazilian 
coffee  control  as  to  be  almost  exclusive  in  its  reference  and  meaning. 
The  only  practical  necessity  is  to  realise  that  valorisation  here  has 
little  reference  to  prices:  at  the  most  it  implies  the  prevention  of  a 
temporary  fall  in  price  which  would,  if  it  occurred,  be  balanced  by  a 
temporary  rise  later. . .  By  coffee  defence,  Brazilians  mean  the  neutralis- 
ation of  the  influence  of  crop  variations  on  the  short-period  prices  re- 
ceived by  the  producer:  there  has  never  been  any  intention  of  trying  to 
raise  the  long-period  equilibrium  price  paid  by  the  consumer,  nor  have  any 
steps  ever  been  taken  towards  that  end.  This  is  not,  to  deny  that  Brazil 
did,  in  fact,  blunder  into  a  policy  which  temporarily  raised  the  consumer's 
price  far  above  what  it  ought  to  have  been;  but  the  point  is  that,  in 
doing  so,  Brazil  stepped  into  the  shoes  of  monopoly  quite  unconsciously, 
and  was  therefore  most  surprised  when  retribution  swiftly  followed,"  - 
Introduction  and  summary.

In  his  preface  the  author  states:  "It  is  the  purpose  of  this  history 
of  the  Incorporated  Cooperative  Farmers'  Society  of  Rockwell,  Iowa,  to 
state  the  reason  for  its  organization  and,  as  far  as  may  be,  to  set  forth 
the  elements  that  have  contributed  to  its  continued  success  during  the 
forty  years  between  its  beginning,  March  2,  1889,  and  the  date  of  March 
2,  1929.  .  .  This  history  is  not  to  be  a  eulogy,  but  the  intent  is  to 
give  simple  facts  that  may  be  beneficial  to  cooperation  in  the  future." 

Responsibility  for  inducing  Rockwell  farmers  to  organize  an  elevator 
ccmpany  is  laid  squarely  on  the  shoulders  of  grain  dealers  and.  their 
treatment  of  the  farmers.  The  last  straw  was  the  discovery  of  a  secret 
agreement  on  prices  between  all  grain  buyers,  and.  the  new  company  was 
formed  on  March  2,  1889,  to  handle  grain  for  its  members.  Other  groups 
had  tried  this  plan  at  various  times  and  places  without  much  success, 
but  the  Rockwell  company  saved  itself  by  devising  and  adopting  the  now 
well-known  "maintenance  clause,"  which  has  aided  hundreds  of  other  coopera- 
tives in  building  up  their  business. 

The  story  of  the  association's  difficulties  and  progress  is  enlivened 
with  anecdotes  and  personal  sketches  of  men  who  took  leading  parts  in  the 
formation  and  upbuilding  of  the  Co-operative  Farmers'  Society  of  Rockwell. -

From  the  author's  introductory  note  the  following  extracts  have  been 
taken: 

"This  report  is  the  sixth  of  a  series  of  studies  of  farming  achievements 
representing  departures  from  accepted  local  practice,  undertaken  at  the 
Agricultural  Economics  Research  Institute  under  a  special  grant  from  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries." 

"There  were  two  great  periods  of  depression  in  the  last  century,  and, 
for  those  who  were  farming  in  the  'twenties  and  'thirties,  the  return  to 
grassland  represented  the  only  known  economy  in  costs.  But  by  the  'eight- 
ies and  'nineties,  great  contributions  to  the  knowledge  of  crop  cultiva- 
tion had  been  made  by  the  agricultural  scientists,  and  here  and  there  were 
men,  such  as  John  Prout  on  the  heavy  Hertfordshire  clays  and  George  Baylis 
on  the  lighter  soils  of  Berkshire,  who  found  through  them  a  means  to  reduce 
the  costs  of  arable  farming  instead  of  joining  the  great  throng  who  aban- 
doned it.  By  their  interpretation  of  the  experimental  work  at  Rothamsted, 
arable  farming  should  still  be  profitable  even  at  the  lower  prices  pre- 
vailing for  corn,  if  it  were  regarded  as  a  crop-production  business  quite 
independent  of  the  live-stock  side  of  farming  with  which  it  was  everywhere 
associated.  These  few  men  became  specialists  in  arable  farming,  and  through 
the  efficiency  of  a  tillage  system  unhampered  by  the  sheep-fold  and  the 
products  of  the  straw-yard,  combined  with  the  relative  cheapness  of  arti- 
ficial contrasted  with  natural  manure,  they  continued  to  make  good  profits 
and  to  maintain  the  standard  of  output,  notwithstanding  the  fall  in  corn 
prices . . . 

"It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  explain  here  what  exactly  is  included  in 
the  idea  of  specialization  in  production  from  the  land.  It  has  been  inter- 
preted to  mean  concentration  on  the  production  of  one  commodity,  and  there 
are  many  examples  of  specialization  in  this  form. . . 

"But  specialization  occurs  also  where  men  concentrate  their  energies 
upon  the  production  of  a  group  of  commodities,  as  happens  with  those  who 
engage  only  in  arable  farming. . .  Here,  the  principle  is  to  follow  the  pro- 
duction of  various  crops  by  whatever  means  are  most  economical,  without 
any  of  that  dependence  upon  animal  husbandry  which  is  the  keynote  of  all 
established  farming  systems   for  the  output  of  a  variety  of  products. 

"Lastly,  it  is  possible  to  find,  here  and  there,  men  who  are  fully  en- 
titled to  be  regarded  as  specialist  producers,  who  are  farming  both  for 
crop  and  for  animal  products.  Concentration  on  one  commodity,  or  on  one 
group  of  commodities,  may  not  appeal  to  them,  or  their  farms  may  be  ill 
adapted  to  specialization  within  such  narrow  limits.  But,  while  turning 
out  many  of  the  products  of  the  ordinary  mixed  farm,  they  have  evolved  a 
system  which  bears  no  relation  to  the  traditional  practice  of  mixed  farm- 
ing. On  the  contrary,  the  farm  is  organized  in  watertight  compartments, 
so  far  as  may  be,  and  resolves  itself,  more  or  less  completely,  into  a 
group  of  specialized  businesses,  each  one  organized  with  the  maximum  of 
economy,  and  virtually  independent  of  the  rest. 

"This  is  what  is  meant  by  specialization  in  agriculture  as  the  term  has 
been  used  in  this  series  of  publications  and  elsewhere... 
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"So  far,  the  suggestion  made  is  that  specialization  in  the  production 
of  crops  and  live  stock  has  resulted  in  a  reduction  of  costs,  by  which 
farmers  have  been  enabled  to  face  a  fall  in  prices  without  a  reduction  in 
the  volume  of  their  production  from  the  land.  In  the  example  which  fol- 
lows, its  possibilities  are  carried  a  stage  farther.  Evidence  is  adduced 
to  show  that  by  the  economies  which  it  effects,  both  in  labour  organiza- 
tion and  in  the  cost  of  raising  the  level  of  soil  fertility,  production 
from  the  land  may  be  increased,  under  conditions  which  may  be  fairly  gen- 
eral in  many  districts,  without  reaching  the  point  at  which  the  returns 
from  the  working  capital  invested  begin  to  diminish,  even  in  times  of  low 
prices.  Mr.  A.  H.  Brown  of  North  Hayling  began  his  work  with  no  advantages 
except  those  of  a  thorough  training  in  traditional  agricultural  practice 
under  a  hard-working  father,  and  an  inquiring  mind.  The  capital  he  could 
command  was  limited  to  a  few  hundred  pounds,  but,  as  a  result  of  his 
determination  to  help  himself,  he  has  evolved  a  system  of  specialized  in- 
tensive farming  which  has  multiplied  his  capital  more  than  ten  times,  and 
has  raised  him  to  the  position  of  one  of  the  leading  agriculturists  of 
Hampshire. . . 

"It  is  not  suggested  that  less  successful  farmers  can  escape  from  their 
difficulties  by  crude  imitations  of  the  methods  described  .  .  .  for  every 
farm  presents  its  own  particular  problems.  It  is  clear,  however,  that  ap- 
preciation of  the  work  of  successful  men  must  at  least  stimulate  thought, 
and  that  some  of  the  lessons  which  it  has  to  teach  may  have  practical  ap- 
plication to  other  cases.

Since  the  character  of  the  trade  control  measures  of  foreign  countries 
in  1931  has  been  influenced  not  only  by  the  general  depression,  but  by 
particular  domestic  problems  in  the  different  countries  they  have  been 
taken  up  in  this  bulletin  by  broad  world  regions  -  Continental  Europe,  the 
British  Empire,  Latin  America,  and  Asia  and  Africa. 

The  majority  of  the  measures  adopted  by  foreign  countries  in  1931  have 
involved  agricultural  or  raw  products.  In  Europe,  the  year  was  unique  in 
the  diversity  of  trade-control  objectives  and  measures.  Particular  atten- 
tion is  given  in  this  bulletin  to  the  wheat-mixing  requirements,  to  quota 
limitations,  to  reciprocal  treaties,  and  occasional  license  restrictions. 
"Most  of  the  1931  tariff  changes  in  the  British  areas  . . .  appear  to  re- 
flect primarily  the  growing  acuteness  of  the  financial  situation  in  the 
various  countries  and  the  problems  arising  from  shrinking  exports  and  un- 
favorable trade  balances."    Pending  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  pro- 
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gram  by  the  new  National  Government,  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  for  Great 
Britain  was  given  authority  to  levy  duties  for  one  year  on  secondary  agri- 
cultural products. 

Significant  topics  in  the  discussion  of  outstanding  developments  in 
Latin  America  are  trade  control  by  restrictions  or  prohibitions,  export, 
duties  and  control,  and  regional  economic  agreements.  Attention  is  given 
to  the  new  Chinese  tariff,  and  to  the  new  system  of  Government  control  of 
all  import  trade  adopted  by  Persia.

Frederick  M.  Feiker,  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic 
Commerce  in  the  foreword  to  this  bulletin  writes: 

"Foreign  trade  during  1931  was  much  smaller  in  both  volume  and  value 
than  in  other  recent  years.  Nevertheless,  the  volume  of  foreign  business 
transacted  during  the  year  was  large  in  face  of  the  extreme  handicaps  which 
tad  to  be  overcome  and  represents  a  magnificent  effort  on  the  part  of 
cur  foreign  traders.  Extremely  subnormal  domestic  activity  reduced  the 
demand  for  goods  from  abroad,  while  the  sharp  fall  in  prices  of  our  imports 
curtailed  the  purchasing  power  of  many  producing  countries  and,  therefore, 
the  demand  for  our  exports."

The  author  writes  in  part  as  follows  in  her  preface: 

"Probably  no  country  has  so  rich  a  modern  geographical  literature  as 
France.    Since  the  publication  of  the  great  pioneer  work  of  Paul  Vidal  de 
la  Blache,  the  Tableau  de  la  Geographic  de  la  France,  hardly  a  year  has 
passed  without  the  publication  by  French  geographers  of  some  more  or  less 
elaborate  study.     The  output  of  minor  monographs  and  articles  appears  to 
be  increasing  in  geometrical  ratio.     The  geography  of  France,   from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  trained  historian,  the  geologist,  the  gecmorphologist, 
has  been  depicted  in  works  that  are  universally  regarded  as  classics. 
From  the  point  of  view  of  the  economic  geographer,  however,  a  major  work 
has  still  to  make  its  appearance.    While  awaiting  the  publication  of  such 
•a  work  from  the  French  geographers,  and  because  no  detailed  geographical 
study  of  France  exists  in  the  English  language,  I  have  been  emboldened 
to  publish  the  present  book,    in  which  I  have  embodied  the  results  of 
close  study  of  the  subject,  covering  a  number  of  years... 

"The  main  portion  of  the  bock  is  devoted  to  the  major  geographical 
regions  of  the  country,  each  of  which  forms  the  subject  of  a  special 
study.  The  interrelation  of  the  various  regions  is  dealt  with  mainly  in 
the  introductory  and  economic  chapters... 

"Within  each  regional  study  the  description  and  analysis  is  generally 
based  on  the  river-basins... 

"The  economic  section,  and  particularly  the  chapter  on  communications, 
emphasizes  the  interdependence  of  the  various  regions.  In  the  section 
dealing  with  watery/ays  there  is  deliberate  inconsistency  of  arrangement. 


in  that  the  Rhine  and  Rtoie  are  merely  referred  to,  having  been  considered 
from  the  point  of  view  of  navigation  in  the  chapters  dealing  with  the  re- 
gions to  which  they  belong.  The  Rhine  is  an  international  trunk  route, 
in  close  contact  at  one  point  only  with  France,  so  that  Strasbourg  may  be 
regarded  as  a  peripheral  port,  like  Marseilles  or  Bordeaux,  while  the 
RLoie,  whose  valley  forms  a  vital  corridor  of  national  and  international 
importance  and  whose  regime  is  of  great  geographical  interest,  is  never- 
theless of  little  significance  at  present  in  the  French  system  of  navigable 
waterways.  The  Seine  system,  on  the  other  hand,  presents  no  one  great 
arterial  stream,  but  the  river  with  its  tributaries  and  connecting  canals 
forms   one   of  the   chief   inland  navigation   systems   of  western  Europe.

The  scope  and  plan  of  this  annual  contemporary  economic  and  political 
history  are  well  described  in  the  introduction  from  which  the  extracts 
below  have  been  taken: 

"This  is  the  first  volume  of  a  series,  which  the  Council  on  Foreign 
Relations  proposes  to  publish  annually,  giving  an  account  of  American 
foreign  relations  during  the  preceding  year.  The  plan  has  grown  from  a 
realization  of  how  difficult,  yet  how  necessary,  it  is  to  keep  an  ordered 
memory  of  that  recent  past  which  poses  the  problems  of  the  immediate 
present. . . 

"The  plan  has  not  been  conceived  as  a  substitute  for  those  maturer 
histories  which  are  essential  to  any  true  understanding  of  the  present. 
It  is  intended  rather  as  a  bridge  between  the  past  as  recorded  and  in- 
terpreted by  historians  and  the  present  as  recorded  and  interpreted  in 
newspapers,  official  documents,  and  other  immediately  available  accounts. . . 
An  account  of  this  sort  must  begin  and  must  end  in  the  middle  of  things.  .  . 

"Obviously,  then,  a  contemporary  history  cannot  pretend  to  be  defini- 
tive. .  . 

"Such  a  history  is  essentially  an  attempt  to  understand  better  the 
immediate  present  by  setting  it  at.  once,  with  complete  acknowledgment 
that  the  presentation  is  tentative,  in  some  sort  of  historical  order. 
This  effort,  however  mistaken  the  particular  conclusions  may  appear  to 
the  future  historian,  or  even  to  contemporary  opinion,  is  an  essential 
part  of  all  rational  action. . . 

"The  selection  of  the  dates  which  are  to  bound  these  annual  surveys 
is  a  matter  of  convenience  rather  than  of  importance... 

"If  they  dealt  with  international  affairs  in  general,  they  might, 
appropriately  run  from  the  adjournment  of  one  Assembly  of  the  League  in 
September  to  the  adjournment  of  the  next  Assembly  the  following  September. 

"They  deal,  however,  not  with  foreign  relations  in  general,  but  with 
American  foreign  relations.  The  authors  have  deemed  it  reasonable  and 
convenient  to  treat  the  assembling  of  Congress  on  the   first  Monday  in 
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December  as  the  beginning  of  the  American  political  year.  It  is  then 
that  the  President  is  obliged  by  the  Constitution  to  produce  a  message 
on  the  state  of  the  Union.  It  is  then  that  all  the  departments  of  govern- 
ment, except  the  State  Department,  issue  their  annual  reports.

It  is  then 
that  new  legislation  is  normally  proposed.  It  has  seemed  appropriate, 
therefore,  to  let  these  accounts  coincide  with  this  periodical  division 
in  American  national  affairs. 

"This  first  volume  covers  the  period  from  the  beginning  of  the  Third 
Session  of  the  Seventy-first  Congress  on  December  1,  1930,  to  the  begin- 
ning of  the  First  Session  of  the  Seventy-second  Congress  on  December  7, 
1931." 

Several  chapters  are  devoted  to  the  economic  depression  and  one,  to  the 
many  attempts  to  bring  about  the  economic  stabilization  of  various  commodi- 
ties by  means  of  international  or  regional  conferences.

The  author  in  his  introductory  note  writes  in  part  as  follows: 
-  "Since  this  pamphlet  was  written,  the  National  Government  has  reversed  a 
policy  settled  for  nearly  a  century  by  its  proposal  to  levy  taxes  on 
foreign  imported  dairy  produce.  The  immediate  result  will  probably  be 
that  dairying  areas  marginal  to  the  liquid  market  will  be  devoted  nore  ex- 
clusively to  manufacture,  and  that  liquid  areas  will  benefit  by  the  higher 
price  obtainable  for  their  surplus.  It  may  follow,  too,  that  liquid  prices 
will  rise.  Eefore  long,  however,  with  intensified  production,  prices  for 
dairy  produce  should  again  settle  at  the  world  level,  plus  the  tariff, 
and  the  essential  problem  of  the  dairy  industry,  the  internal  adjustment 
of  prices  of  manufacturing  and  liquid  milk,  will  emerge  still  unsolved. 

"In  this  pamphlet  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  present  the  realities  of 
milk  disposal  and  distribution  in  simple  terms,  in  the  conviction  that  the 
general  public  ought  to  have  some  understanding  of  the  working  of  an  in- 
dustry so  vital  to  national  welfare,  and  in  the  belief  that  it  may  help  to 
remove  some  misapprehensions  even  from  the  minds  of  those  concerned  in  the 
industry. " 

In  his  presentation  of  the  problems  of  milk  distribution  the  author 
gives  some  examples  of  present  marketing  practice,  discusses  the  national 
agreement  which  has  been  arrived  at  each  year  since  1922  between  milk 
producers  and  milk  distributors  and  manufacturers,  the  menace  of  manu- 
facturing milk  to  liquid  milk  prices,  the  surplus  and  its  disposition,  and 
the  Agricultural  Marketing  Act  adopted  in  1931  by  the  British  Parliament.

The  lecture  which  comprises  the  Ludwig  Mond  Lecture  delivered  at 
Manchester  University  England  on  December  7,  1931,  was  reviewed  at  length 
the  following  day,  in  the  Manchester  Guardian  (p.  10).  In  this  the 
reviewer  wrote  that  Sir  Josiah  Stamp  in  summing  up  the  immediate  outlook 
stated  that: 

"There  are  three  statements  of  policy  already  freely  made  that  will 
occupy  the  field  very  prominently  in  the  near  future.      First,    that  we 
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should  endeavour  to  gravitate  to  an  exchange  rate  that  will  correspond 
with  a  price  level  at  which  our  economic  machine  will  function  smoothly 
and  at  which  employment  and  profits  are  satisfactory.  Second  that  we 
should  test  that  rate  out  in  its  de  facto  stability  with  the  dollar  over 
a  reasonable  period  before  we  commit  or  accomplish  the  formal  act  of 
stabilization.  Third,  that  we  should  not.  formally  stabilise  until  we 
have  by  international  co-operation  secured  an  understanding  about  the 
future  management  of  gold,  otherwise  we  might  find  ourselves  forced  off 
again  by  unnatural  movements,  maldistribution,  and  the  like. 

"Behind  each  of  these  three  statements,  seemingly  so  unimpeachable, 
lurk  real  dangers  of  misunderstanding  or  impracticability.  In  the  first 
for  example,  there  is  the  common  implication,  or  even  explicit  state- 
ment, especially  by  politicians,  that  the  desired  price  level  in  question 
is  not  very  different  from  the  present  one,  and  that  the  'standard  of 
life'  will  not  be  impaired,  so  that  any  important  change  in  prices  must 
tend  to  be  pilloried  and  bullied,  and  the  subject  of  excited  hostility. 
But  the  brutal  fact  is  that  the  present  wholesale  and  retail  levels  are 
incapable  of  giving  the  desired  equilibrium;  they  constitute  an  entirely 
unstable  and  artificial  distribution  of  the  national  income,  and  a  rise 
in  the  wholesale  level  of  the  order  of  25  per  cent  and  of  the  cost  of 
living  of  10  per  cent  are  essential  to  full  employment  at  the  current 
level  of  money  wages,  for  some  time  at  any  rate,  until  real  efficiency 
earnings  are  substantially  greater. 

"Behind  the  second  statement  exists  the  notion  that  sterling  will  adjust 
itself,  by  our  efforts  at  stability,  to  a  certain  equivalent  in  gold,  gold 
having  the  quality  of  fixity.  It  may  well  be,  however,  that  sterling  is 
stable  in  purchasing  power,  but  that  the  much-sought  level  or  parity  with 
gold  is  continually  fluctuating,  or  eludes  us  because  gold  itself  is  alter- 
ing in  purchasing  power.  There  is  no  reason  whatever  to  assume  that  inter- 
national gold  prices  will  remain  steady  -  all  the  recent  evidence  points  to 
the  contrary  probability.  .  .  Moreover,  there  is  a  second  danger,  or  even 
fallacy.  Supposing  that  our  sterling  level  is  constant,  that  the  external 
gold  level  is  constant,  and  that  a  stable  exchange  exists  over  a  period  be- 
tween them.  It  by  no  means  follows  that  that  is  the  true  and  convenient 
rate  at  which  sterling  can  be  finally  stabilised.  For  the  mere  act  of  re- 
assuming  the  gold  standard  by  countries  that  have  been  off  the  standard  in 
itself  creates  an  increased  demand  for  gold  and  alters  its  value  in  com- 
modities .  .  . 

"The  third  line  of  policy  covers  up  a  danger  of  its  ov/n  -  namely,  the 
too  ready  acceptance  of  the  notion  that  some  latent  or  potential  agreement 
or  understanding  exists,  when  we  have  the  courage  or  the  wit  to  seek  it  and 
work  it  out;  whereas,  it  is  really  a  long  and  painful  task  to  secure  iden- 
tity of  view  on  the  international  gold  problem,  and  we  may  as  well  recog- 
nise the  hard  fact  that  a  sufficiently  thought  out  and  agreed  programme, 
which  will  guarantee  us  against  continual  gold  deflation  and  maldistribu- 
tion is  a  long-distance  effort  only  to  be  achieved  by  painful  stages  of 
realism  -  like  the  truth  about  the  economics  of  reparations."

"The  persistence  of  economic  thinking  in  the  outmoded  figures  of 
scarcity,  when  the  physical  fact  of  superabundance  is  on  all  sides,  calls 
for  further  efforts  to  deal  with  the  problem  of  plenty,  which  we  have 
learned  only  too  well  can  impoverish  as  many  as  ever  felt  the  pinch  of 
scarcity. 

"The  plain  fact  is  that  after  thousands,  perhaps  millions,  of  years  of 
living  on  the  energy  grudgingly  tendered  by  the  sun  through  annual  har- 
vests of  crops,  man  suddenly  became  aware  that  the  same  sun  had  been  stor- 
ing energy  for  millions  of  years.

"The  economic  problem  in  Europe  and  America  is  how  to  keep  up  the  high 
standard  of  life  that  the  people  have  attained:  the  problem  in  India  is  how 
to  raise  the  low  standard  of  life  which  is  so  common  in  this  country.  Ef- 
forts are  made  in  the  Western  world  to  keep  production  at  a  level  high 
enough  to  secure  a  reasonable  share  to  each,  and  if  the  desired  equilibrium 
is  not  attained  in  this  way,  the  other  side  of  the  ratio  is  worked  upon.  .  . 
Population  in  India  grows  and  grows  without  caring  whether  there  is  a 
proportionate  growth  in  productxon.     Fears  are  entertained  in  some  coun- 
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tries  in  the  West,  that  the  race  may  die  out  because  adequate  replacement 
in  the  population  does  not  take  place.  Fears  may  well  be  entertained  in 
India  that  the  race  may  die  out  by  stagnation,  because  large  numbers  of 
people  live  in  such  a  low  state  of  vitality  that  the  slightest  shock  of 
famine  or  disease  is  enough  to  take  away  not  thousands  but  millions  of 
people . 

"Among  the  chief  remedies  for  this  situation  may  be  mentioned  (1)  sani- 
tary and  medical  arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  the  disastrous  effects 
of  disease.  (2)  steps  to  prevent  the  horrors  of  famines  and  floods,  (3) 
changes  in  social  customs  which  lead  to  increase  in  population,  and  (4) 
above  all  a  systematic  and  comprehensive  effort  for  increased  production 
both  agricultural  and  industrial.  This  opens  up  large  social  and  economic 
questions  which  are  certainly  engaging  the  attention  both  of  the  Government 
and  leaders  of  public  opinion  and  each  of  which  would  require  a  separate 
study.  It  may  be  asserted,  however,  that  the  amount  of  energy  which  is 
required  for  carrying  out  these  remedies  is  not  coming  forward,  and  the 
speed  with  which  the  remedies  should  be  put  into  effect  is  not  fully 
realised,  because  the  intensity  of  the  problem  is  not  properly  appreciated."

One  of  them  provides  for  settling  within  the  nation, 
families  deprived  of  a  livelihood  or  capital  for  meeting  the  necessities 
of  life;  reducing  emigration,  populating  the  country  districts,  and  culti- 
vating unimproved  or  insufficiently  exploited  lands,  placing  under  culti- 
vation what  is  now  unproductive,  and  improving  the  seemingly  routine  work. 
It  is  proposed  to  provide  with  land  these  peasants  who  have  none,  and  to 
place  peasants  on  those  lands  lacking  in  what  is  necessary  for  rational  and 
profitable  operation.  A  table  is  introduced  entitled  The  cereal  crop  of 
1931;  giving  in  metric  quintals,  for  50  provinces,  figures  covering  barley, 
oats,  rye  and  corn.  In  each  case  the  total  for  1931  compared  with  the 
previous  year,  shows  somewhat  of  a  decrease.  -  H.  E.  Brockway. 

Agricultural  Competition  -  Switzerland

In  this  Swiss  discussion  of  agriculture's  ability  to  compete  both  in  the 
domestic  and  foreign  markets,  the  author  tells  us  at  the  outset  that  his 
ability  is  unquestionably  a  keen  barometer  of  the  economic  power  of  a  given 
professional  or  business  group.  Power  of  competition,  is  under  prevailing 
conditions,  essentially  a  question  of  political  economy,  whereas  profit- 
making  pertains  to  private  enterprise,  in  which  connection  the  question 
of  ability  to  compete  does  not  necessarily  include  that  of  profit-making, 
or  vice-versa.  The  author  is  of  the  opinion  that  both  questions  should 
be  considered  from  the  standpoint  of  present-day  economic  trends. 

He   quotes   in   full  what   he   terms   the  pessimistic   opinion   of  former 
United  States  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Wallace,  as  to  "producing  as  much 
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as  one  can,  as  cheaply  as  one  can,  and  the  best  one  can,  etc."  In  modern 
commercial  agriculture,  however,  the  basis  of  well-being  and  independence 
of  the  peasant  is  no  longer  land  ownership  and  self-support,  but  income. 
Exchange  as  between  the  agricultural  product  and  the  industrial  product 
is  the  determining  factor  for  economic  prosperity  -  and  that  of  the  peas- 
ant. He  also  believes  overproduction  results  in  unprofitableness,  and 
unprofitableness  results  in  indebtedness  and  a  disintegration  of  activi- 
ties. An  enterprise  can  only  be  built  up  on  a  sound  economic  basis,  on 
reasonable  economic  considerations.  Technique  always  follows  later.  - 
H.  E.  Brockway.

2,  rye,  potatoes,  and  clover;  3,  rye,  wheat,  potatoes,  and  clover;  4, 
sugar-beet,  vegetables,  wheat,  clover  (lucerne);  Types  included  in  turn- 
over in:  hoe  crops (potatoes,  beet,  etc. ),  grain,  cattle  raising,  hog  raising; 
dissemination  of  these  various  types;  and  significance  of  price  formation 
in  these  types.  As  to  the  significance  of  grain  prices  in  the  various 
turnover  types,  or  standards,  the  authors  say  that  peasant  organizations 
are  really  only  interested  in  the  price  of  grain  as  related  to  the  various 
turnover  types  of  hoe  crops  and  grain.  Even  in  these  types  the  importance 
of  the  cattle  product  prices  is  greater  than  that  of  grain  prices.  In  the 
case  of  the  types  used  in  cattle  turnover,  it  is  doubtful  whether  there  is 
any  direct  interest  in  the  price  of  grain.  In  some  cases  even,  the  inter- 
est is  in  a  low  rather  than  a  high  price  for  grain.  In  the  large  organiza- 
tions the  interest  in  the  grain  price  is  greater  than  in  peasant  organiza- 
tions, because  in  their  turnover  structure  they  correspond  in  a  much  great- 
er degree  to  the  hoe-crop  and  grain  turnover  type;  but  even  in  large- 
organizations  the  importance  of  prices  of  all  cattle  products  outweighs  or 
is  equal,  at  least  in  most  cases,  to  the  importance  of  grain  prices.  -

The  fact  that  agriculture  has  lagged  behind  trade  and  in- 
dustry, etc.  in  the  use  of  machinery,  is  due  to  the  extraordinary  diffi- 
culties imposed  by  nature  and  the  methods  of  operating  machinery  in  agri- 
culture . 

So  far  as  Switzerland  is  concerned,  the  size  of  the  enterprises  and  the 
multifarious  methods  of  operation  render  the  use  of  machinery  very  much 
more  difficult,  and  it  has  been  found  that  the  falling  off  in  the  size  of 
enterprises  is  accompanied  by  a  very  considerable  rise  in  the  expense  per 
hectare  with  machinery  capital.  A  small  establishment  is  relatively  more 
heavily  burdened  by  the  acquisition  of  a  given  item  of  machinery  than  is 
a  larger  establishment.  Many  relatively  expensive  items  of  machinery  can 
only  be  used  for  a  few  hours  every  year.  This  applies  particularly  to  har- 
vesting. One  way  of  avoiding  this  difficulty  is  a  joint  use  of  machinery. 
In  Eastern  Switzerland,  for  instance,  seeding  machines,  manure  distribu- 
tors, rollers,  tree  sprinklers,  etc.,  are  purchased  and  used  jointly.  In 
turn  there  is  discussed  machinery  for  sowing  and  cultivation  of  grain  and 
the  harvesting  of  grain.  A  film  furnished  by  the  German  Government  afford- 
ed an  opportunity  to  visualize  the  mechanization  of  large-scale  grain 
harvesting.

This  article  was  prepared  at  the  request  of  the  Prussian  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  State  Lands  and  Forests.,  to  determine  whether  fixed  relations 
exist  between  potato  acreage  and  potato  yield  and  hog  stocks. 

The  writer  believes  that  large  potato  crops  may  tend  to  increase  hog 
supplies  in  potato-growing  enterprises  and.  in  the  event  of  a  price  de- 
cline on  the  potato  market,  may  also  have  a  tendency  to  increase  the  hog 
supply  in  enterprises  where  potatces  are  likewise  purchased  for  cattle 
feed. 

The  main  themes  are:  1.  Relations  between  potato  crops  and  hog  stocks: 
No  fixed  relation  is  ascertainable  as  between  the  potato-yield  curve  and 
the  hog-supply  curve;  and,  if  hog  stocks  are  indeed  influenced  in  this 
direction  by  the  potato  yield,  this  is  obviously  so  heavily  overshadowed 
by  other  influences  as  not  to  be  expressed  by  means  of  figures.  2.  Rela- 
tions between  potato  and  grain  crops  and  hog  stocks:  Here,  too,  a  ccmpar- 
ison  of  the  course  of  the  crop  curves  with  the  hog-supply  curve-trend 
fails  to  reveal  fixed  relations.  In  fact,  the  relations  between  the 
aggregate  crops  of  all  products  which  serve  as  feedstuffs  basis  for  hog 
raising,  and  stocks  of  hogs,  are  simultaneously  influenced  and  modified 
by  so  many  factors  that  a  clear-cut  relation  can  not  be  fcund.  3.  Rela- 
tion between  feedstuff  prices  and  the  hog-supply  level:  It  is  pointed 
out  that  the  price-ratio  curve  in  Chart  6  stands  in  much  clearer  rela- 
tionship to  the  hog-supply  curve  than  all  the  other  curves  considered. 
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4.  Relation  between  hog-supply  level  and  potato  acreage:  In  this  connec- 
tion a  greater  dependence  of  the  potato  acreage  trend  is  observable  if 
we  connect  this  acreage  with  the  prices  for  table  potatoes.  In  the 
writer's  opinion  an  actual  causal  relation  exists  here.  The  curval  agree- 
ment between  acreage  and  hog  stocks  is  more  causal  in  character  because 
the  potato  price  curve  trend  as  from  1925  has  a  similar  tendency  to  the 
hog-supply  curve.     (Chart  8.) 

It  cannot  be  denied  offhand  that  the  hog-supply  figure  may  have  an  in- 
fluence on  the  potato  price  formation.

(2)  A  large  number  of  farms  had  too 
large  a  proportion  of  their  total  investment  in  the  land.  (3)  Many  farms 
used  an  insufficient  amount  of  labour;  (4)  There  was  no  indication  that  the 
point  of  diminishing  returns  had  been  reached.  (5)  There  was  a  greater 
number  of  failures  among  large  farms  than  small  farms.  (6)  Since  40  per 
cent  of  the  farms  under  $5,500.00  capitalization  are  sub-marginal,  it 
would  seem  that  this  amount  is  the  least  total  capital  that  should  be 
used. "

Official  rice  quotations  should  not  only  be  standard 
but  should  lead  and  forecast  futures.  Correlating  spot  quotations  with 
current-month  deliveries,  two-month  deliveries,  and  three-month  deliveries 
yields  progressively  lower  coefficients.  The  standard  and  leading  func- 
tions of  the  official  quotations  are  illustrated  by  the  high  correlation 
between  spot  and  current-month  deliveries.  The  failure  of  three-month 
deliveries  to  show  a  high  correlation  would  indicate  that  "the  official  quo- 
tation does  not  function  so  efficiently  as  a  forecaster.  -  Janet  L.  Weston.

This  volume  was  dedicated  to  Dr.  Falke  in  honor  of  his  60th  birthday, 
and  in  recognition  of  his  work  in  farm  management.  The  five  articles 
making  up  the  book  deal  either  directly  or  indirectly  with  that  subject. 
They  do  not  form  a  related  series,  and  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  build 
one  into  the  other.  They  have  in  common  the  subject  of  farm  economics, 
and  the  fact  that  Dr.  Falke  was  responsible  for  stimulating  and  assisting 
the  writers  in  the  preliminary  investigations. 

Dr.  Schonberg' s  article  on  the  methodology  of  farm  planning,  "Land- 
wirtschaf tliche  beratungslehre,"  is  highly  philosophical  and  gives  es- 
pecial consideration  to  the  psychology  of  the  small  farmer.  He  claims 
that  the  farm  plan  is  a  compromise  between  tv/o  demands  "What  is  to  be 
done?"  and  "What  is  to  be  left  undone?"  The  "advance  estimate"  or  budget 
is  his  objective  procedure  for  solving  these  questions. 

Dr.  Schonberg  leads  the  reader  through  a  lengthy  dissertation  on 
the  relation  of  the  budget  to  "knowledge,"  "custom,"  and  to  the  "reserva- 
tions of  the  budgeteer."  Budgets  are  described  through  such  terms  as 
"isolated,"  "typical,"  "fundamental,"  "recurring,"  etc.  There  is  an  ac- 
tive or  "experimental"  form  and  a  passive  form  which  includes  the  "in- 
struction" budget  and  others.  Budgets  are  treated  in  their  psychologi- 
cal aspects,  under  such  titles  as  the  "convincing"  versus  the  "over-per- 
suasive" budget,  the  "speculative ,"  the  "purposeful ,"  and  the  "compromise" 
types . 

To  us  in  the  United  States  who,  compared  with  European  workers,  have 
only  recently  begun  the  subject  of  farm  budgeting  in  both  the  theoretical 
and  practical  aspects,  the  philosophical  treatment  here  given  must  seem  a 
trifle  over  expanded.  However,  Dr.  Schonberg's  dissertation  probably  mer- 
its more  than  passing  consideration.  We  are  ourselves,  beginning  to  study 
the  "human  factor"  in  farm  management.  Since  Tschayanow,  the  Russian, 
opened  the  whole  question  of  the  small  farmer  and  his  mental  processes, 
increasing  attention  has  been  given  to  this  topic.  We  know  too  little  of 
the  forces  which  have  dictated  the  operations,  "the  advance  estimate,"  of 
both  small  and  large-scale  farming.    As  Dr.  Schonberg  points  out,  although 
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the  small  farm  may  theoretically  be  considered  primarily  as  an  opportunity 
to  exploit  a  labor  resource,  and  the  large  farm  an  opportunity  to  exploit  a 
capital  resource,  the  small  farm  must  be  considered  also  on  other  bases  and 
the  large  farm  to  a  certain  extent  more  than  merely  an  interest-gaining  en- 
terprise. 

Dr.  Schonberg's  article  %*11  seem  tediously  long  to  the  practical  man. 
Yet,  it  should  be  thoroughly  practical  to  consider  the  subjective  forces  at 
work  through  the  mental  processes  of  the  human  being  wherever  found. 

In  Dr.  Klauder's  article  "Grundsatze  zur  landwirtschaf tlichen  be- 
triebsstatistik, "  German  experience  and  procedure  in  farm-accounting 
statistics  are  summarized.  His  discussion  of  the  methods  of  collecting 
the  figures,  of  statistical  measures,  and  his  treatment  of  intensity  and 
its  measurement,  followed  by  a  section  on  type-of-farming  areas,  are  of 
necessity  very  brief  in  so  far  as  each  section  is  concerned.  In  attempt- 
ing to  cover  the  subject  in  86  pages,  the  author  was  forced  to  be  brief, 
and  he  is  to  be  commended  for  his  readable  presentation  of  material  which 
by  its  very  nature  must  be  trite  and  rather  bromidic  in  character. 

Dr,   R.   Geith's  contribution  is  "Weideertrage  und  betriebswirtschaft" 
(Pasture  yields  and  farm  management).     We  have  done  little  in  the  United 
States  in  the  way  of  computing  the  returns  from  pastures.     Isolated  ma- 
terial is  available  and  recently  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  co- 
operating with  the  Experiment  Station  at  Ames,   Iowa,   undertook  a  study 
which  was  to  open  up  the  whole  question  of  the  place  of  pastures  in  Iowa 
farming.     No  information  is  known  to  the  reviewer  which  depicts  a  satis- 
factory procedure  for  measuring  the  productivity  of  pastures.     The  farm 
management  procedure  in  the  United  States  of  reporting  so  many  pasture  days 
is  quite  unsatisfactory,  for  the  feed  consumed  by  livestock  on  pasture  in  a 
day  obviously  depends  to  a  great  extent  upon  the  quality  of  the  pasture, 
its  quantity,  etc.    With  this  background  in  mind  it  is  interesting  to  note 
the  article  by  Dr.  Geith  in  which  he  describes  the  work   of  a   number  of 
Europeans  especially  the  procedure  cf  Elofson  of  Sweden   (a  student  of 
Falke's).    Elofson  computes  the  productivity  of  pastures  through  the  pro- 
duction of  milk,    meat,    maintenance,    greenfeed  and  hay  in  "Feed  Units" 
(Futtereinheiten  or  F.E.)  equal  to  the  feed  value  of  a  kilogram  of  barley. 
Various  norms  are  used  by  Elofson  for  these  computations.      These  norms 
developed  by  Nils  Hansson  of  Germany,  give  the  feed  values  for  maintenance, 
milk,  and  meat  production  for  different  animals  in  terms  of  starch  units 
(Staerkewerte  or  S.W.).     The  F.E.   of  Elofson  are  transformed  into  S.W. 
by  the  use  of  constants  as  follows:  - 
1  kg  S.W.  equals  1.43  F.E. 
0.7  kg  S.W.  equals  1.00  F.E. 
Although  the  reviewer  does  not  feel  qualified  to  pass  on  the  technical 
elements  involved  in  this  presentation  on  nutrition,  he  does  feel  that  the 
procedure  if  it  has  technical  merit  from  the  nutrition  standpoint  has  real 
merit  for  farm  management.    He  is  reminded  of  the  use  made  of  these  sta,rch 
units  by  Laur  of  Switzerland  in  his  farm  management  computations  (staerke- 
einheiten  is  the  term  preferred  by  Laur  instead  of  staerkewerte) .  The 
standards  set  up  by  "Kellner"  are  the  bases  for  these  "starch-unit"  compu- 
tations and  are  generally  admitted  as  having  a  value  of  the  highest  order. 
This  article  by  Dr.  Geith  representing  the  first  steps  in  a  pioneer  work 
should  merit  the  attention  of  workers  in  the  general  field  of  agriculture 
in   the   United  States,    especially   in   the   overlapping  phases   of  animal 
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husbandry,  pasture  culture,  and  farm  management. 

Some  objections  will  be  raised  by  one  school  of  thought  to  Dr.  Geith's 
computations  of  the  cost  of  the  pastures  studied.  This  element  can  be 
left  out  of  the  considerations  entirely.  The  presentation  of  the  sections 
on  the  computation  of  the  physical  productivity  of  pastures  is  of  suffi- 
cient value  to  merit  commendation.  The  interpretation  of  this  productivity 
may  be  developed  according  to  whatever  basis  the  worker  prefers. 

"Zur  beurteilung  des  risikos  im  landwirtschaftlichen  betrieb,"  by 
F.  W.  Waidhausl ,  a  study  of  risk  in  farm  operations,  develops  the  con- 
cept of  the  two  elements  of  farm  risk,  physical,  such  as  climate,  and 
economic,  such  as  price.  Dr.  7/aldhausl  proposes  the  theory  that  the 
farmer  must  develop  more  independence  of  the  market  by  acquiring  a  great- 
er degree  of  self  sufficiency  and  thereby  reduce  his  risk.  "We  must 
today,  more  than  ever  before,  strive  with  every  effort  to  develop  all 
those  possibilities  resident  within  the  farm  which  make  us  less  dependent 
upon  the  market  . . .  The  more  we  are  successful  in  attaining  an  indepen- 
dence of  the  market  for  the  individual  farm  enterprises  .  .  .  the  more 
depression-proof  can  a  farm  be  built."  True  enough,  in  the  relatively 
short  time  of  depression,  when  the  market  swings  are  so  wide  and  so 
frequent  that  the  rather  fixed  slow-moving  organization  of  the  farm  fails 
to  adjust  itself  quickly.  But  what  of  the  other  presumably  longer  periods 
of  normal  times?  What  of  the  whole  structure  upon  which  we  have  built 
the  division  of  labor,  greater  specialization  and  increasing  efficiency 
-  physical  and  economic  -  particularly  the  latter?  The  author  emphasizes 
the  importance  of  the  time  element  in  our  consideration  of  farm  returns. 
He  insists  that  these  returns  must  be  continuous  and  stresses  the  value 
of  uniformity  in  returns  instead  of  the  wide  variations  found  from  year 
to  year.  Time  is  important  and  continuous  income  is  important  but  if 
over  a  longer  period  of  time  the  total  income  due  to  specialization 
and  the  division  of  labor  promises  to  be  larger  than  that  accompanying 
a  greater  degree  cf  self  sufficiency  it  is  certain  that  individuals 
will  continue  to  organize  themselves  and  their  productive  agents  in 
this  specialized  fashion.  One  might  as  well  object  to  the  variation  of 
income  during  the  year  arising  from  the  annual  sale  of  crops  or  live- 
stock preferring  the  greater  regularity  of  income  such  as  is  attained 
through  a  type  of  farming  comparable  to  dairying  where  the  market  is 
fed  more  regularly.  Yet  no  one  who  recognizes  the  part  played  by  regional 
specialization  would  urge  the  areas  given  over  to  specialized  hog  pro- 
duction to  discontinue  this  organization.  The  same  could  be  said  of 
other  regions  of  specialization  such  as  wheat,  cotton,  and  fruit  a,reas. 
etc.  Certainly  the  specialization  in  our  complex  economic  structure  when 
measured  over  a  period  of  time  can  not  be  given  up  without  a  distinct 
loss . 

Dr.  Rudolph  Radtke:s  article  "Die  dauerweiden  im  freistaate  Sachsen" 
(The  permanent  pastures  of  the  free  State  of  Saxony)  comprises  geo-bo- 
tanical  studies  with  evaluation  and  is  only  indirectly  applicable  to  the 
subject  of  farm  economics.  The  article  treats  of  the  natural  forces 
affecting  pastures  such  as  climate,  soil,  and  the  botanical  composi- 
tion of  types  of  pastures  studied.  Dr.  Radtke  in  this  article  contributes 
to  the  information  extant  on  types  of  farming  and  the  influences  which 
at  times  dictate  these  types.

This  study  is  devoted  to  the  changes  experienced  by  American  civili- 
zation when  in  its  westward  progress  it  emerged  from  the  wooded  regions 
and  essayed  life  on  the  Great  Plains.  It  shows  how  this  area,  distin- 
guished from  other  regions  of  the  continent  by  a  relatively  level  sur- 
face, the  absence  of  trees,  and  a  sub-humid  climate  affected  the  various 
peoples,  nations  as  well  as  individuals,  who  sought  to  take  and  occupy 
it,  and  was  affected  by  them.  During  the  first  two  centuries  of  the 
westward  movement  in  America,  the  pioneers  evolved  a  technique  for  the 
utilization  of  the  humid  regions  east  of  the  Mississippi  River.  On  the 
Great  Plains  they  were  confronted  with  an  environment  for  which  they  had 
no  experience.  The  region  west  of  the  ninety-eighth  meridian  demanded 
adjustments,  and  this  volume  is  the  story  of  those  adjustments.  As 
a  result  of  Professor  Webb's  findings  this  particular  meridian  becomes 
what  may  be  called  an  institutional  fault .  "At  this  fault  the  ways  of 
life  and  of  living  changed.  Practically  every  institution  that  was  car- 
ried across  it  was  either  broken  and  remade  or  else  greatly  altered. 
The  ways  of  travel,  the  weapons,  the  method  of  tilling  the  soil,  the 
plows  and  other  agricultural  implements,  and  even  the  laws  themselves 
were  modified." 

The  chapter  on  the  physical  basis  of  the  Great  Plains  environment  not 
only  illuminates  the  historical  chapters  of  the  book,  but  in  large  measure 
serves  to  explain  them.  The  main  facts  on  the  origin,  the  climate,  and 
the  plant  and  animal  life  of  the  Great  Plains  are  cogently  summarized. 

The  chapters  on  the  Plains  Indians  and  on  the  Spanish  approach  to  the 
region  are  excellent  summaries  of  existing  information.  Particularly 
valuable  is  the  explanation  of  the  manner  in  which  the  natural  and  human 
barriers  compelled  the  Spaniards  to  pause  in  their  northward  sweep.  The 
Indians'  adoption  of  the  horse  gave  them  an  advantage  which  neither  the 
Spaniards  nor  the  Mexicans  were  ever  able  to  overcome.  Further,  the 
Indians  were  not  conquered  until  the  American  pioneers  mounted  on  horses 
and  abandoned  their  single-shot  rifles  for  six-shooters. 

In  the  consideration  of  the  American  approach  to  the  Great  Plains  em- 
phasis is  given  to  the  part  played  by  the  popular  concept  of  the  Great 
American  Desert,  the  role  of  the  revolver  in  making  conquest  of  the  Ind- 
ians practicable,  and  the  way  the  natural  characteristics  of  the  region 
blocked  the  further  westward  extension  of  the  Southern  economic  system 
based  upon  the  plantation,  with  its  staple  crops  and  slave  labor. 

During  the  period  from  184C  to  1885  the  frontier  line  was  held  prac- 
tically stationary  along  the  vicinity  of  the  ninety-eighth  meridian. 
The  agricultural  frontier  jumped  across  the  Plains,  established  itself 
in  the  Pacific  slope,  and  then  began  to  work  eastward  into  the  Plains. 
The  last  years  of  American  pioneering  consisted  of  a  movement  from  both 
the  east  and  v/est  into  the  Great  Plains.  The  pioneer  farmer  could  not 
successfully  undertake  the  region  until  new  inventions  and  discoveries, 
products  of  the  Industrial  Revolution,  enabled  him  to  solve  the  problems 
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of  water  and  fence  and  extensive  agriculture.  While  these  inventions 
and  adaptations  were  being  worked  out,  improved,  and  perfected,  the  cat- 
tle kingdom  rose  and  had  its  being.  Hence,  the  extensive  treatment  of 
its  origin,  spread,  and  evolution,  and  its  ways  of  life,  particularly 
the  roundups  and  drives. 

The  space  devoted  to  railroads  is  limited  to  a  statement  of  their  re- 
action to  the  Plains  environment  and  of  the  alterations  and  modifica- 
tions in  their  construction  ano  operation  as  dictated  by  the  region's 
peculiarities . 

The  fence  problem  is  given  more  extensive  treatment.  In  the  middle 
and  later  years  of  the  decade  of  the  seventies  it  occupied  "more  spa.ce 
in  the  public  prints  in  the  prairie  or  Plains  States  than  any  other  issue 
-  political,  military,  or  economic."  Hence,  the  forty  pages  devoted 
to  the  history  of  fences  in  America  -  perhaps  the  most  valuable  contri- 
bution of  the  book  aside  from  the  major  thesis  expounded. 

Similarly  useful  are  the  eighteen  pages  concerning  well-making  and 
windmills  in  the  chapter  on  the  search  for  water.  Consideration  of  the 
available  supply  of  moisture,  the  attempts  at  irrigation,  dry  farming, 
and  "some  vagaries  of  the  search  for  water"  completes  this  topic. 

"Had  the  land  system  of  the  Great  Plains  been  made  ab  initio,  or  had 
it  been  made  by  people  with  a  desert  or  semi-arid  background,  such  as  the 
Spaniards  had,  it  would  have  borne  little  resemblance  to  the  general  land 
system  of  the  United  States. . .  The  American  pioneers  approached  the  Great 
Plains  with  a  ready-made  system  for  the  acquisition  and  tenure  of  land. 
Before  the  cumbersome  machinery  of  government  could  be  set  in  motion  to 
change  the  system,  the  pioneers  made  the  adaptation,  defied  and  evaded 
the  law,  and  set  up  in  the  Great  Plains  an  extra-legal  system  of  land- 
holding  All  who  are  familiar  with  the  attention  v/hich  is  now  being 
given  to  land  utilization  will  recognize  the  value  of  the  chapter  on 
New  Laws  for  Land  and  Water. 

The  chapter  on  the  literature  of  the  Great  Plains  and  about  the  Great 
Plains  lacks  the  comprehensiveness  of  treatment  and  perhaps  also  the 
breadth  of  view  indicative  in  the  other  topics.  The  contrast  between 
the  literature  of  the  cattle  kingdom  days  and  that  of  the  agricultural 
frontier  v/hich  followed  is  of  interest.  In  the  first  there  is  romance, 
adventure,  and  boundless  action  of  men,  guns,  and  horses;  in  the  latter, 
the  harsh  realism  of  the  lonely  sod  hut,  the  treeless  and  arid  claim, 
and  the  relentless  blizzard. 

The  exacting  critic  may  urge  that  Professor  Webb  should  have  included 
more  detailed  consideration  of  the  exploration  period,  and  material  on  the 
building  of  the  railroads  and  the  Indian  wars.  The  student  or'  agrarian- 
ism  will  gain  little  from  the  three-page  commentary  on  "Why  is  the  West 
politically  radical?"  But  even  so,  the  volume  is  a  notably  significant 
contribution  to  American  historiography  and  a  reminder  of  our  great 
need,  namely  similar  studies  of  America's  other  physiographic  provinces 
and  reg":cns.

Intended  primarily  for  the  use  of  students  in  cooperative  schools  and 
classes  in  India,  this  encyclopaedic  work  by  the  Honorary  Secretary  of  the 
Bombay  Provincial  Co-operative  Institute  presents  a  wealth  of  facts  of 
interest  to  students  of  cooperation  in  other  countries  as  well,  though 
somewhat  more  thorough  documentation  would  have  increased  its  usefulness. 

Vast  as  is  the  field  covered,  a  measure  of  continuity  has  been  achieved 
by  the  presentation  of  cooperative  developments  abroad  as  a  background  for 
each  phase  of  the  Indian  movement,  but  this  treatment  necessarily  sacri- 
fices something  of  the  clearness  with  which  the  Indian  picture  stands  out. 
The  several  sections  present  the  historical,  economic,  and  legal  aspects  of 
cooperation;  its  main  divisions;  federations  or  combinations  of  societies; 
cooperative  finance;  the  problems  of  organization,  administration,  and 
supervision;  and  general  problems  such  as  cooperative  education  and  the 
mutual  relations  of  the  cooperative  movement  and  the  State.  An  appendix 
lists  the  propagandist  federations  in  India  and  a  rather  full  index 
increases  the  value  of  the  publication. 

The  author  brings  out  the  extent  to  which  the  Indian  movement,  Govern- 
ment-initiated and  controlled,  has  concerned  itself  with  the  credit  prob- 
lem, especially  of  the  debt-ridden  small  cultivator.  The  developments  in 
cooperative  marketing,  consumer  cooperation,  and  cooperative  housing  have 
been  relatively  slight,  although  the  need  for  them  is  only  less  imperative 
than  that  for  cheap  and  controlled  credit. 

Typical  developments  of  interest  are  the  consolidation-of-holdings 
societies,  necessitated  by  the  minute  fragmentation  of  holdings  under  a 
dead-letter  interpretation  of  the  inheritance  laws  of  Hindus  and  Moslems; 
societies  for  irrigation  and  land  improvement;  education  societies;  joint- 
farming  and  labor-contract  societies;  arbitration  societies  which  are 
helping  to  reduce  the  great  amount  of  litigation  involving  petty  sums; 
and  better-living  societies,  which  seek  the  general  uplift  of  the  com- 
munity, with  special  emphasis  on  the  reduction  of  ceremonial  expenditures 
by  educating  public  opinion. 

Rao  Bahadur  Talmaki  sees  a  hopeful  outlook  for  the  cooperative  movement 
in  India  if  its  scope  can  be  broadened  and  de-of ficialization  progres- 
sively carried  out.  He  stresses  in  that  connection  the  spread  of  both  co- 
perative  and  general  education  as  essential  to  successful  popular  control 
of  the  movement.

Dr.  Carver  writes  in  the  foreword: 

"Farming  in  a  new  country  is  always  in  crying  need  of  more  capital. 
The  pioneers  bring  their  labor  with  them,  there  is  land  in  abundance, 
but  capital  is  the  missing  ingredient  without  which  the  other  factors, 
however  abundant,  are  not  very  productive.  The  great  economic  problem 
is,  therefore,  to  induce  capital  to  flow  from  older  centers  of  accumula- 
tion to  these  new  areas  of  deficit. 

"During  the  whole  of  our  colonial  period  and  the  first  century  of  our 
national  life  we  were  a  pioneering  country  and  our  farmers  were  our  pio- 
neers. During  this  entire  period  the  problem  of  financing  the  farmer  was 
one  of  our  major  economic  problems.     It  even  played  a  larger  part  in  pol- 
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itics  than  any  other  questions  except  those  of  slavery  and  the  tariff. 
It  is  not  a  problem  of  recent  growth,  but  it  arose  with  the  first  coloniza- 
tion of  our  Atlantic  coast,  and  has  continued  down  to  the  present  day. 

"The  problem  has  not  disappeared  since  we  ceased  to  be  a  pioneering 
country.  It  is  now  a  problem  of  inducing  capital  to  flow  from  the  city 
to  the  country. . . 

"Dr.  Sparks  has  performed  a  notable  service  by  presenting  in  outline 
the  whole  story  of  the  ways  by  which  capital  has  been  induced  to  flow  to 
the  farms  of  the  United  States.  Other  writers  have  done  excellent  work 
on  special  phases  of  the  subject,  but  this  is  the  first  time  the  whole 
field  has  been  covered. . . 

"The  farmer's  chief  credit  need  is  for  mortgage  credit,  with  a  sub- 
sidiary need  for  intermediate  credit.  But  the  market  for  farm  mortgages 
is  a  notoriously  poor  one.  The  principle  is  very  simple.  Farm  mortgages 
can  not  be  standardized  and  sold  on  grade  or  brand.  The  first  buyer  of  a 
mortgage  must  inspect  V9ry  closely,  not  only  the  property  which  is  mort- 
gaged but  the  character  of  the  mortgagors  and  even  the  administration  of 
justice  where  the  property  lies.  In  general,  anything  which  has  to  sell 
on  inspection  does  not  sell  so  readily  as  a  standardized  article  which 
can  be  sold  on  grade.  The  problem  of  improving  the  market  for  farm  mort- 
gages is,  therefore,  that  of  enabling  lenders  to  advance  the  money  without 
having  to  go  through  the  expensive  process  of  inspecting  the  security  of- 
fered. 

"The  Federal  Farm  Loan  system  is  an  attempt  to  solve  that  problem.  This 
system,  supplemented  by  the  intermediate  credit  system,  is  the  culmination 
of  a  long  series  of  experiments  in  trying  to  overcome  the  various  resist- 
ances, or  to  remove  the  various  obstacles  to  the  free  flow  of  capital  to 
the  farms.  It  may  be  said,  therefore,  to  mark  the  end  of  a  period,  or  the 
beginning  of  a  new  one.  Dr.  Sparks'  work  is,  accordingly,  timely  as  well 
as  thorough  and  comprehensive."

"(a)  The  large  farm  -  which  usually  implies  a  high  labour  bill  -  is 
as  a  rule  more  seriously  affected  than  the  small  farm,  the  labour  staff 
of  which  is  practically  confined  to  the  farmer  and  his  family.     (b)  From 
the  figures  obtained  and  from  personal  estimates  of  land  agents  it  may  be 
agreed  that   'the  difficulties  of  farmers  seem  to  be  in  direct  ratio  to 
the  proportion  of  arable.'    This  is  confirmed  by  the  general  tendency  for 
land  to  be  laid  down  to  grass  wherever  possible,  to  avoid  rather  than  to 
overcome  the  present  difficulties  of  arable  cultivation.     (c)  The  heavy 
clays  are  the  most  difficult  soils  to  farm  successfully  under  present  con- 
ditions unless  they  can  be  sown  away  to  grass.

(d)  Stock-farming  is  generally  in  a  much  more  satisfactory  condition  than 
arable  crop- farming.    Of  the  classes  of  stock  more  successful  at  the  mo- 
ment, grassland  sheep,  store  cattle,  and  poultry  may  be  mentioned;  of  the 
less  successful,  arable  sheep,  and  yard- fattening  bullocks  and  pigs.  Of 
the  salable  crops,  corn  is  the  most  seriously  depressed,  especially  wheat, 
while  potatoes  and  sugar  beet  are  paying  their  way  and  carrying  a  certain 
part  of  the  other  arable  land  as  well.      'Up  to  the  end  of  1930  tenants 
who  could  convert  their  corn  into  meat,  milk,  or  eggs  were  about  holding 
their  own,  those  who  had  to  sell  corn  to  meet  payments  were  losing  money 
fast.'     (e)  Farmers  who  are  producing  for  a  sheltered  market  are  still  by 
no  means  depressed.    Hence  the  great  influx  into  the  dairy  business  which 
is  a  matter  of  general  comment  by  land  agents.    New  milking    districts  are 
being  developed  in  competition  with  the  older  established  dairy  grounds, 
and  there  is  a  fear  expressed  that  this  internal  competition  may  soon 
negative  all  the  advantage  of  a  naturally  protected  market,     (f)  In  parti- 
cular cases,   the  maintenance  of  rental  values  is  being  secured  by  land- 
lords' outlay  on  seeds  for  permanent    grass,   on    fencing,   buildings,  and 
water  supply  for  grazing  and  dairying.     This  tends  to  cover  up  what  are, 
in  effect,   reductions  of  rent.     (g)  Everywhere  efforts  are  being  made  to 
reduce  the  cost  of  labour  in  the  attempt  to  bring  costs  more  into  line 
with  prices . " 

The  author  adds  a  note  as  follows: 

"Since  this  inquiry  was  set  on  foot,  the  position  of  farming  has 
changed,  quite  definitely,  for  the  worse,  while  its  prospects,  equally 
definitely,  have  improved. 

"The  prices  of  cereals,  which  were  low,  have  fallen  lower;  the  secu- 
rity of  the  stock-breeder  has  been  shaken  by  the  drop  in  values  at  the 
autumn  sales  in  1931.  To  this  extent  the  situation  is  worse  than  that 
pictured  in  this  report. 

"Prospects,  on  the  other  hand,  are  better,  at  all  events  for  the  arable 
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farmer.  The  wheat  harvest  of  1932  will  yield  a  certain  profit  under  the 
Wheat  Bill;  prices  of  barley  and  oats  will  benefit  by  the  duty  on  imports; 
sugar-beet  contracts  have  been  made  at  satisfactory  figures;  the  potato 
crop  is  selling  well."

"The  tendency  to  look  to  organized  government  in  nation,   state,  and 
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local  community  for  the  solution  of  every  problem  of  society  has  led  to 
the  multiplication  of  offices,  bureaus,  and  divisions,  some  of  question- 
able value,  all  of  which  cost  money  that  must  be  drawn  from  the  income 
of  the  people.  An  intelligent  scrutiny  of  public  expenditures  that  would 
separate  the  wheat  from  the  chaff  must  analyze  each  major  item,  the  reasons 
for  its  existence,  the  rate  of  its  growth,  and  in  broad  general  terms,  the 
public  service  that  it  renders.. 

"The  aim  of  the  National  Industrial  Conference  Board  in  its  studies  of 
the  Cost  of  Government  has  been  to  call  public  attention  to  the  existence 
of  an  important  problem  rather  than  to  attempt  to  solve  it.  The  present 
volume,  "Cost  of  Government  in  the  United  States,  1929-1930,"  is  the 
ninth  issue  of  a  series  that  has  borne  striking  testimony  to  the  mounting 
expenditures  of  government,  particularly  in  the  states  and  local  divisions. 
The  testimony  of  the  present  volume  is  especially  timely.  With  the  sharp 
falling  off  in  national  income,  resulting  from  business  depression  and 
price  decline,  the  burden  of  the  support  of  government  weighs  more  heavily 
on  the  people  than  it  did  in  periods  of  general  prosperity. 

"This  volume  gives  the  indispensable  background  for  a  study  of  the  im- 
portant problems  of  governmental  expenditure,  revenue,  and  indebtedness.

The  author  for  eleven  years  Director  of  the  Economic  Section  of  the 
League  of  Nations  writes  in  the  preface  in  part  as  follows: 

"This  book  is  an  attempt  at  a  general  map  of  the  difficult  country  over 
which  we  have  now  to  find  our  way,  showing  the  obstructions  by  which  it  is 
encumbered,  and,  so  far  as  possible,  the  practicable  routes  through  it. 
Sectional  maps,  with  a  scientific  wealth  and  precision  of  detail  to  which 
this  cannot  pretend,  are  plentiful.  But  they  do  not  indicate  the  general 
direction  of  our  goal;  and,  made  by  specialists,  they  often  need  special- 
ists to  read  them.  We  shall  try  to  see  the  regions,  there  described 
separately  and  in  detail,  as  a  whole  and  in  their  due  relation  to  one 
another,  with  the  routes  clearer  for  the  omission  of  all  features  of  the 
landscape  which  lie  off  the  path  of  the  traveler. 

"And  we  must  know  our  main  direction  or  we  can  never  choose  our  path 
in  any  particular  region. . . 

"We  shall...  take  in  turn  the  special  problems  of  Money  and  Gold, 
Credit  and  Finance,  Reparation  and  War  Debts,  Commercial  Policies  and 
Tariffs,  Industrial  Organization,  Governmental  Regulation  and  Control, 
and  Political  Security.  We  shall  try  to  see  what  has  been  achieved,  the 
defects  that  have  developed  in  each  of  these  spheres;  their  mutual  rela- 
tions and  reactions;  the  part  each  plays  in  the  troubles  of  this  time; 
and,  so  far  as  may  be,  along  what  lines  we  may  in  each  case  seek  some 
remedy  or  reform." 

In  the  chapter  entitled  A  New  World  Order  the  author  writes: 

"The  keystone  of  an  ordered  economic  system  is  a  Money  that  fulfils  its 
function.  The  world  needs  a  satisfactory  medium  for  the  conduct  of  its 
trade  and  the  conclusion  of  its  contracts...  If  the  principal  countries 
of  the  world  were  determined  to  have  such  a  Money  they  could  secure  it... 

"In  this  task  the  Bank  of  International  Settlements,  in  suitable  contact 
with  the  League  of  Nations  as  a  national  Central  Bank  is  with  the  Govern- 
ment of  its  own  country,  could  play  an  increasingly  useful  iole... 

"A  concerted  world  monetary  policy,  with  an  International  Bank  as  an  in- 
strument to  help  in  applying  it,  would  be  of  inestimable  value  to  world 
trade.  But  it  will  be  both  impracticable  and  useless  unless  other  policy, 
in  particular  commercial  policy,  is  directed  to  the  same  end.  An  inter- 
national money  system  or  bank  can  never  function  in  a  nationalistic  world. 

"The  next  requirement  of  world  order  is  a  reformed  system  of  credit. 
Foreign  investment  must  be  within  a  secure  framework  of  world  policy;  and 
home  investment  within  a  similar  framework  of  national  policy;  while  each 
is,  within  this  framework,  free  to  adapt  itself  responsively  to  the  myriad 
needs  of  economic  enterprise  and  activities... 

"The  next  part  of  the  framework  within  which  economic  activity  develops 
is  that  created  by  commercial  policy.  In  a  perfected  world  order  tariffs 
may  still  have  their  place...  They  will  not,  however,  be  based  upon  the 
fallacy  that   'difference  of  cost'  should  be  compensated  for  by  duties, 
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which  is  destructive  of  the  very  foundation  of  world  trcde;  they  will  not 
be  'scientifically'  adjusted  to  the  varying  needs  of  differing  industries, 
which  in  practice  means  offering  the  powers  of  government  as  a  spoil  to 
those  who  organize  themselves  most  efficiently  to  corrupt  it,  and  endow- 
ing an  industry  in  proportion  to  the  incompetence  of  those  who  conduct 
it.  The  tariff  systems  of  the  world  will  be  the  result  of  international 
discussion  and  agreement;  they  will  be  stable  for  long  periods.,  and  change- 
able only  after  notice  and  negotiation,  and  as  a  rule  only  to  be  reduced. 
Thus  alone  can  industry  and  trade  find  a  secure  foundation  for  their  de- 
velopment .  . . 

."Meantime, large-scale  industrial  organization  is  changing  the  free  com- 
petition which  in  the  past  was  the  protection  of  the  consumer,  and  there- 
fore needs  to  be  accompanied  by  new  safeguards  in  the  public  interest; 
and,  since  it  has  modified  the  system  by  which  supply  used  to  be  auto- 
matically adjusted  to  demand,  it  requires  in  return  to  create  a  mechanism 
of  deliberately  planned  direction. 

"The  leaders  of  industry  could  in  their  own  associations  examine  to- 
gether the  future  prospects  of  their  industry,  in  order  to  estimate  de- 
mand and  eliminate  some  of  the  worst  risks  of  dislocation.  As  one  example 
of  a  possible  means  of  action,  it  has  been  suggested  that  when  it  is 
obvious  in  any  pericd  that  excessive  production  will  lead  to  a  crash,  a 
temporary  suspension  of  instalment  sales  might  give  just  the  necessary 
relief. . . 

"And  behind  all,  Government,  the  ultimate  guardian  of  the  public  inter- 
est, because  it  alone  draws  its  authority  from  the  public,  would  fit  it- 
self to  discharge  its  responsibilities.  Everywhere,  at  present,  Govern- 
ment is  proving  inadequate  for  its  task... 

"Government  can  again  fit  itself  for  its  ultimate  guardianship  of  the 
public  good,  which  cannot  either  safely  or  justly  be  intrusted  to  any  other 
institution,  in  five  ways.     It  can  rid  itself  of  the  task  of  giving  pre- 
ferential and  changing  assistance  to  sectional  interest,  and  so  liberate 
itself  at  once  from  an  impossible  task  and  from  a  fatal  source  of  corrup- 
tion.   It  can  decentralize,  by  delegation  to  local  authorities  under  rules 
which  delimit  their  responsibility  and   coordinate    it  with  the  central 
policy.     It  can  simplify  its  duties  by  resolutely  confining  its  decisions 
(where  it  does  not  assume  complete  responsibility  for  an  enterprise)  to 
a  framework  of  main  principles,  within  which  economic  activity  must  find 
its  own  adjustments.  .  .  It  can  extend  its  own  mechanism  by  the  establishment 
of  varying  kinds  of  mixed  institutions  in  which  private  management  is  di- 
luted by  an  element  of  public  representation.    Lastly,  Government  can,  as 
we  have  seen,  draw  into  the  service  of  the  public  the  great  private  in- 
stitutions which  represent  the  organized  activities  of  the  country  (Cham- 
bers of  Commerce,  Banking  Institutions,  Industrial  and  Labor  Organizations, 
etc.)    Each  of  these  institutions  can  be  left  in  effect  with  just  so  much 
freedom  as  its  own  tr?ditions  and  conduct  show  it  to  deserve.  Government 
itself  must  watch,  and  test,  and  be  reedy  to  exercise  its  residuary  powers 
if,   and  only  if,   necessary.      It  must  delegate,   but  not  abdicate,  its 
authority. . .

"At  the  basis  of  any  world  order  roust  be  assured  peace.  We  have  seen 
how  political  mistrust  has  been  an  integral  factor  in  the  present  crisis 
and  have  considered  what  might  immediately  be  done.  But  a  solid  founda- 
tion must  be  established  if  anything  we  are  to  build  is  to  be  more  than 
fragmentary  and  unstable.  Human  history  thus  far  has  been  a  succession  of 
brief  achievements  of  high  civilization  destroyed  each  in  its  turn  by  des- 
tructive wars  with  their  attendant  train  of  impoverishment  and  anarchy. 

"One  policy  alone  is  possible.  Two  systems  are  now  visibly  struggling 
for  the  mastery  of  the  world's  fate:  the  collective  system  of  treaties 
against  war  on  the  one  hand  -  the  Covenant,  the  Locarno  agreement,  the 
Kellogg  Pact  -  and  national  armaments  and  military  alliances  on  the  other. 
Under  the  first  every  country  abjures  war  as  an  instrument  of  national 
policy  and  sets  its  face  against  any  breaker  of  the  world's  peace,  irre- 
spective of  considerations  of  separate  national  interest  or  the  ties  of 
previous  friendship.  Each  country  turns  to  the  second  just  so  far  as  it 
loses  confidence  in  the  collective  system. 

"The  vital  task  the  world  has  before  it  is  therefore  to  strengthen 
confidence  in  this  system."

The  Statist  (London)  for  January  9,  1932  (p.  44-45)  in  a  review  of  this 
work  stated  that 

"The  international  gold  standard  .  .  ,  has  few  friends  left  in  the  world 
to-dsy.  Apart  from  the  claims  of  those  who  have  opposed  it  since  1925, 
there  is  evident  justification  for  regarding  it  as  less  useful  now  than 
normally...  Dr.  Gregory  believes  that  France  and  the  United  States  will 
not,  except  as  the  result  of  a  catastrophe,  abandon  gold  in  view  of  the  de- 
preciation which  would  result  in  their  large  holdings  of  the  metal.  In 
addition  to  this  pecuniary  interest  in  maintaining  the  existing  system, 
the  whole  conception  of  a  managed  currency  is  so  unfamiliar  that  if  tem- 
porarily forced  to  abandon  the  gold  standard,  the  countries  primarily  in- 
terested would  revert  to  it.  The  author  concludes  from  these  considera- 
tions that  'a  universal,  permanent  departure  from  the  gold  standard  (by 
these  countries  and  those  influenced  by  them)  as  a  conscious  act  of  choice 
is  most  improbable.' 

"In  these  circumstances  there  appear  to  be  three  possible  lines  of  mon- 
etary policy  for  Great  Britain  to  follow.  First,  it  is  possible  to  retain 
an  independent  paper  standard;  secondly,  to  create  a  paper  currency  union 
based  on  sterling;  or,  thirdly,  to  readopt  the  gold  standard. . .  Professor 
Gregory  believes  that  a  rise  in  prices  without  any  special  action  is  not  so 
improbable  as  may  at  first  sight  appear,  since  the  currency  which  has  been 
hoarded  in  the  U.S.A.  and  France  must  eventually  be  disgorged  (not  to  men- 
tion the  outflow  of  gold  from  India)  and,  in  addition,  the  fact  that  the 
available  supplies  of  gold  now  flow  to  fewer  central  banks  will  act  as  in- 
fluences tending  to  force  up  prices.  Probably,  the  tendency  of  prices  in 
the  gold  standard  countries  represents  the  crux  of  the  present  situation/'

The  statistics  are  self-explanatory-, 
but  the  Commissioners  desire  to  supplement  them  in  the  introduction  to 
this  Report  with  a  brief  reference  to  the  cumulative  effect  of  the  Land 
Cede  under  which  the  system  of  land-holding  in  the  Irish  Free  State  h?s 
been  completely  transformed.     In  a  period  of  fifty  years,   over  300,000 
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holdings  occupied  by  tenants  who  previously  had  no  fixity  of  tenure  have 
been  vested  in  the  tenants  subject  to  terminable  half-yearly  payments 
representing,  in  practically  all  cases,  a  substantial  reduction  in  the 
amounts  payable  as  rent  to  the  landlords.  Either  by  way  of  judicial  re- 
duction in  rent  or  conversion  of  rent  into  annuity,  they  have  secured  a 
total  reduction  of  over  three  and  a  half  million  pounds  per  annum  on  their 
original  rental  of  approximately  seven  and  a  half  millions  per  annum,  so 
that  the  average  tenant-purchaser  is  now  repaying  to  the  State  as  purchase 
instalments  little  more  than  half  the  amount  payable  to  his  landlord  as 
rent  prior  to  the  Land  Act  of  1881."

Congress  should  repeal  the  Homestead  Act,  together  with  other  free- 
land  laws  and  enact  a  new  national  land-policy  bill;  each  State  should 
immediately  classify  its  lands,  develop  a  state  land-use  plan,  and  insti- 
tute a  program  of  action;  poor  land,  as  determined  by  the  land-utilization 
studies,  should  be  taken  out  of  farm  production;  land  taxes  should  be  mod- 
ified and,  where  necessary,  local  rural  government  reorganized;  solution  of 
the  problem  of  the  surplus  on  the  good  lands  by  means  of  either  compulsory 
pooling  or  a  domestic-allotment  system,  preferably  the  latter;  and  part- 
time  farming  and  decentralization  of  industry. 

Domestic  Allotment  Plan.  The  fifth  step  in  Dr.  Wilson's  Land-Use- 
Planning  Program,  as  noted  above,  is  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  the 
surplus  frcm  the  good  lands.  Withdrawal  of  poor  lands  from  production 
will  not  solve  the  problem  of  this  surplus  since  the  surpluses  of  wheat, 
cotton,  tobacco,  corn  in  the  form  of  lard,  and  certain  fruits,  come  largely 
from  the  good  land.  The  "Domestic-Allotment  Plan"  is  suggested  as  a  work- 
able plan  for  holdig  production  under  control.  This  plan  "calls  for  the 
issuance  of  certain  allotments  to  farmers  to  grow  a  certain  number  of 
acres  of  the  kind  of  crops  they  have  been  growing,  the  farmer  to  receive 
tariff  protection  for  the  prcducts  from  his  allotted  acres.  Ke  would  be 
at  liberty  to  grow  more  but  this  would  be  without  tariff  benefit."  It  is 
stated  this  plan  "is  different  from  proposals  incorporating  equalization- 
fee  or  export-debenture  features  in  that  it  has  a  positive  device  for 
preventing  undue  expansion  when  prices  rise."

"Neither  Richelieu  nor  Colbert  were  theorists.  They  were  able  ad- 
ministrators, the  former  interested  primarily  in  the  field  of  politics, 
the  latter  in  that  of  economics.  They  both  based  their  economic  work  on 
concepts,  notions  and  premises  that  had  become  current  in  France  by  the 
early  seventeenth  century.  What  these  ideas  and  postulates  were  and  how 
they  came  to  be  accepted  in  France  it  is  the  purpose  of  this  study  to 
inquire. "

The  author  states  in  his  preface  that  his  aim  in  this  volume  has 
been  to  define  certain  long-time  objectives  in  mechanisms  for  the  better 
adjustment  of  business  to  the  society  of  which  it  is  a  part."  In  his 
"Business  Adrift"  published  in  1931  the  author  suggested  certain  methods 
"by  which  we  may  by  present  planned  action  influence  the  future  more  in- 
telligently. The  basis  of  this  theory  of  foresight  v/as  the  careful  ap- 
praisal of  the  major  significant  forces  at  work  at  any  one  time  to  de- 
termine the  time  limits  for  each  factor  within  which  prediction  can  be 
made  with  some  assurance."  After  a  discussion  of  the  "theory  of  fore- 
sight" and  the  "theory  of  adjustment"  the  author  attempts  to  show  that 
enlightened  self  interest  demands  that  business  leaders  "revise  em- 
pnatically  their  proportionate  expenditure  of  time  between  the  affairs 
of  their  particular  companies  and  the  broad  social  and  economic  implica- 
tions of  business.  No  decision  or  series  of  decisions  in  well-run  in- 
dividual companies  has  in  these  last  few  years  affected  their  prosperity 
so  much  as  the  broad  changes  in  the  social  and  economic  foundations  upon 
which  their  business  is  conducted."  He  writes:  "The  leadership  required 
is  not  the  leadership  of  one  man.  It  is  group  leadership.  The  thinking 
done  should  be  the  result  of  many  points  of  view,  and  the  action  required 
must  in  most  cases  be  taken  by  groups  of  varying  size.  The  effects  we  re- 
quire can  be  attained  only  as  the  cumulative  results  of  the  actions  of  all 
these  groups.  We  can  attain  such  results  only  by  accident  or  through 
leadership.  We  should  not  wait  for  fortuitous  events;  the  greatest 
danger  lies  in  doing  nothing.  The  type  of  leadership  we  need  is  admin- 
istrative leadership,  and  this  country  has  always  excelled  in  this  field. 
The  difficulty  is  that  our  able  administrative  leaders  are  over-spe- 
cialized. They  think  in  terms  of  companies,  rather  than  of  industries; 
of  industries  rather  than  of  business;  of  business  needs  and  objectives 
pather  than  of  social  needs  and  objectives." 

The  author  proceeds  to  the  recommendation  for  a  central  planning  board 
by  means  of  which  both  Government  and  business  should  cooperate  to  solve 
problems  and  make  adjustments.     He  emphasises  however  that  such  planning 
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need  not  involve  control.  In  discussing  current  problems  and  plans  the 
author  takes  up  the  subject  of  lost  domestic  consumers  dividing  them  into 
the  unemployed,  the  psychological  group,  and  the  farmer.  Of  the  farmer 
group  he  writes: 

"The  farm  problem  is  not  simple,  but  the  time  has  come  when  we  must 
recognize  it  as  among  the  greatest  of  business  problems,  deserving  the 
best  attention  of  our  best  minds...  Indeed  I  rate  this  one  of  the  great- 
est business  problems.  It  is  closely  related  to  price  readjustments 
in  the  difficult  area  of  prices  determined  by  international  conditions. 
Fundamentally  the  agricultural  problem  of  our  generation  in  America  is 
one  of  readjusting  both  the  acreage  of  land  under  cultivation  and  the 
labor  supply  in  an  industry  where  lessening  demand  and  technological 
improvements  have  reduced,  for  our  time  at  least,  the  needed  acreage  and 
needed  man  power.  Such  readjustments  are  always  difficult,  but  in  the 
case  of  the  agricultural  community  they  are  vastly  more  so,  because,  as 
has  been  so  often  pointed  out,  farming  is  not  merely  an  occupation  but  a 
way  of  living. 

"No  one  can  offer  with  assurance  solutions  of  this  problem,  Personally, 
I  believe  it  involves  not  only  quick  acting  compensatory  devices,  but  in 
the  long  run  if  possible  a  permanent  readjustment  of  quantities  grown  to 
some  equality  with  home  demand.  I  believe  we  must  face  a  durable  loss  of 
our  export  markets  and  the  necessity  of  insulating  the  farmer  from  inter- 
national competition.  I  am  treating  the  farm  problem  at  this  point  be- 
cause it  is  coupled  with  the  solution  of  unemployment  and  the  solution  of 
credit  problems.  Too  long  our  business  men  have  taken  a  stand-offish  and 
critical  attitude  toward  the  recurring  efforts  of  the  farmer  to  find  a 
way  out  of  his  dilemma.  Considered  solely  from  the  standpoint  of  self- 
interest,  American  business  has  the  gravest  reasons  for  ceasing  to  criti- 
cize and  for  helping  in  the  constructive  solution  of  the  farm  problem. 

"The  farmers  have  in  the  past  provided  a  great  domestic  market.  They 
are  today  one  of  the  greatest  of  our  potential  markets.  Too  many  share  the 
defeatist  conclusion  that  the  only  answer  for  the  farmers  of  America  is  a 
relapse  to  a  subsistence  level.  Sound  social  policy  and  good  business  re- 
quire another  answer. 

After  discussing  farm  mortgages,  farm  bankruptcies  and  farm  taxes  the 
author  advocates  the  adjustment  of  farm  production  to  domestic  demand  so 
that  prices  will  cease  to  be  controlled  by  international  market  conditions. 
This  proposal  he  calls  "the  divided  market  farm  plan"  which  is  closely 
related  to  the  "limited  debenture  plan"  and  the  "domestic  allotment  plan."

The  summary  of  recommendations  contains  the  following  statement: 

"At  the  very  outset  the  commission  desires  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  it 
is  suggesting  a  revision  of  the  entire  tax  system  with  a  view  to  equaliz- 
ing the  burden  as  far  as  possible.  It  desires  further  to  record  its  con- 
viction that  the  adoption  of  its  proposals  for  the  collection  of  additional 
revenue  by  the  state  and  the  transmission  of  such  additional  revenue  to 
the  local  units  for  the  relief  of  real  estate  must  be  accompanied  by  the 
adoption  of  measures  for  increased  state  control  of  local  finances  de- 
signed to  insure  that  the  money  is  devoted  to  the  purpose  in  view.  In 
other  words  the  commission  considers  the  proposals  set  forth  below  to  be 
interdependent  to  a  high  degree  and  desires  specifically  to  disclaim 
responsibility  for  recommending  the  various  proposed  measures  otherwise 
than  as  part  of  the  general  plan  for  tax  revision."  The  proposed  measures 
are  discussed  in  detail  in  Part  I. 

Part  II  is  a  Report  submitted  to  the  Commission,  by  Robert  Murray 
Haig.    In  his  introduction  Mr.  Haig  writes: 

"This  report  to  the  commission  from  its  chief  of  staff  attempts  to  state 
and  to  analyze  the  chief  issues  which  arise  in  the. course  of  an  effort  to 
revise  the  tax  laws  of  the  state  of  New  York.  It  is  based  on  the  volumi- 
nous memoranda  prepared  by  the  technical  staff  and  submitted  to  the  com- 
mission from  time  to  time  during  the  course  of  its  deliberations. 

"In  this  document  will  be  found,  first,  a  sketch  of  the  evolution  through 
which  the  tax  system  has  passed,  a  description  of  the  system  as  it  now 
exists,  and  a  review  of  the  criticisms  v.'hich  have  recantly  been  urged 
against  it.  Next,  certain  data  are  presented  which  throw  light  upon  the 
probable  future  load  on  the  tax  system.  The  report  then  passes  to  a  de- 
tailed discussion  of  the  various  existing  taxes  and  of  certain  taxes  which 
various  persons  believe  might  be  advantageously  added  to  the  existing 
system.  After  this,  the  important  question  of  the  relationship  of  state 
and  local  revenues  is  analyzed,  and  the  report  is  concluded  with  a  dis- 
cussion of  certain  issues  which  have  arisen  regarding  governmental  reor- 
ganization and  administration,   and  improvement  in  the  administration  of

The  author  writes  in  part  as  follows  in  his  preface: 

"Keener  in  one  respect  at  least  than  the  present  capitalistic  leader- 
ship of  America,  the  leaders  of  Russia  have  realized  that  agriculture  must 
be  made  prosperous,  and  have  built  all  their  plans  of  progress  from  that 
base  line.     Prosperity  must  begin  at  the  source  of  new  wealth.  Agricul- 
ture is  the  keystone  and  they  know  it.    All  new  wealth  comes  from  the  soil 
and  from  beneath  its  surface,  or  from  the  waters  that  surround  the  earth. 
Wheat  is  the  great  word  in  Russia.     From  that  all  else  derives.  Because 
I  have  been  identified  almost  all  of  my  life  here  in  America  with  efforts 
to  grow  wheat  more  cheaply  and  with  less  waste  of  human  energy,   I  was 
asked  to  discuss  this  problem  with  the  new  Russia,  and  was  brought  into 
the  confidence  of  men  and  women  in  all  soviet  departments  and  walks  of 
life. 

"The  agricultural  part  of  the  Five  Year  Program  is  in  no  sense  a  thing 
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apart  in  itself.  Modernized  farming  is  the  foundation  and  frame-work  of 
the  whole  new  structure  of  Russian  society.  What  I  have  to  say  then  about 
the  things  I  saw  in  Russia  will  not  concern  farming  alone. 

"Russia  has  been  an  agricultural  country  for  centuries.  Its  people  have 
always  suffered  the  hardships  of  the  pioneer  and  the  poor. . .  Most  people 
have  the  impression  that  the  Soviets  are  trying  to  put  over  a  five  year 
industrial  program  without  any  industrial  background  among  its  people. 
They  seem  to  forget  that  Russia  has  had  some  manufacturing  for  many  genera- 
tions . 

"Soviet  Russia  is  beginning  her  industrial  development  at  a  time  when 
she  can  profit  by  all  the  mistakes  made  by  other  industrial  countries.  For 
example  -  the  Soviets  have  consolidated  all  transportation  under  one  de- 
partment. . .  They  will  not  build  railroads  when  good  concrete  roads  will  do 
better,  neither  will  they  try  to  build  roads  into  inaccessible  places,  as 
they  plan  freight  transportation  by  air. . . 

"We  should  not  judge  Russia  by  our  standards  of  today,  but  rather  by 
the  standards  and  hardships  of  our  pioneers.  The  people  have  reconciled 
themselves  to  the  Five  Year  Program. . . 

"It  now  appears  that  a  second  Five  Year  Program  will  be  developed,  which 
while  not  as  ambitious  in  the  major  industries,  will  be  equally  so  in  the 
lighter  industries,  and  an  effort  will  be  made  to  reward  the  people  for 
the  effort  and  sacrifice  tney  have  made.  The  Russian  people  have  paid 
for  their  success  with  privations  which  no  other  nation  has  undergone 
during  peace  times. 

"Soviet  Russia  presents  a  problem  for  all  of  the  world  today.  It  has 
the  resources  and  the  population  to  become  a  great  factor  in  international 
affairs.  Its  leaders  are  determined  that  Russia  shall  take  its  place  among 
the  great  nations  of  the  world.  One  thing  is  certain  -  a  country  which 
comprises  an  area  equal  to  Mexico,  the  United  States,  and  Canada,  and  has

It  is  a 
non-political  and  non-trading  body,  and  does  not  engage  in  commercial 
transactions . . . 

"A  General  Meeting  of  members  is  held  once  a  year,  followed  by  a  Con- 
ference, where  papers  are  read  and  discussions  take  place  on  current  prob- 
lems relating  to  agricultural  trading. 

"In  order  to  provide  the  farmers  of  Wales  with  research  and  advisory 
services  in  connection  with  the  purchase  of  requisites  and  the  sale  of 
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produce,  arrangements  have  been  made  under  a  Joint  Scheme  to  cooperate 
with  Professor  Ashby  of  the  Department  of  Agricultural  Economics,  Univer- 
sity College  of  Wales,  whereby  the  College  provides  the  services  of  a 
trained  economist  for  these  purposes.  Under  this  Joint  Scheme  the  Society 
is  enabled  to  base  its  organising  work  on  a  foundation  of  facts,  as  far  as 
these  can  be  obtained  by  methods  of  modern  economic  research.

The  following  is  abstracted  from  Dr.  Theo.  Holm's  translation  of  this 
article  which  is  filed  in  the  Bureau  Library: 

In  a  study  of  rural  migration,  at  their  4th  session  held  in  Rome, 
November,  1929,  the  "Commission  Consultative  Mixte  Rurale"  of  the  Inter- 
national Institute  of  Agriculture  and  of  the  International  Labour  Office, 
called  attention  to  the  difference  between  the  average  movement  from  coun- 
try to  city  life,  and  the  unusual.  The  former,  adjusting  population  to 
change  in  economic  and  social  conditions,  is  normal,  while  the  latter  is 
pathologic  in  nature  and  calls  for  relief  measures,  such  as  propaganda 
against  such  migrations. 

When  the  Commission  decided  to  analyze  the  exodus  from  rural  life,  they 
found  available  information  too  incomplete,  but  with  such  resources  at  com- 
mand as  the  labor  statistics  of  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture 
and  the  International  Labour  Office  some  program  of  effort  may  be  made  to 
check  the  abnormal  movement. 

Arguments  to  be  used  in  the  propaganda  against  such  movements  include 
the  danger  not  only  to  agriculture  but  to  the  new  civil  environment.  A 
picture  of  the  conditions  in  the  wake  of  rural  migration  reveals  abandoned 
farms,  empty  houses  going  to  wreck,  a  population  composed  of  old  people, 
and  cultivation  below  standard.  Another  picture  shows  changes  in  urban 
conditions  resulting  from  the  influx  from  the  country,  particularly  unem- 
ployment and  the  attendant  miseries  which  are  commonly  recognized.  The 
new  city  dweller  often  suffers  physically  and  morally  from  his  changed 
environment,  and  attention  should  be  brought  to  the  personal  advantages  in 
country  life  such  as  health  and  independence  of  spirit. 

Rural  migration  is  an  old  problem  in  Italy  dating  back  to  the  beginning 
of  agriculture.  In  Augustus'  time  the  problem  existed;  the  "plebs,"  negli- 
gent, unfit,  and  parasitic,  crowded  Rome.  Augustus  revived  an  interest  in 
agriculture  by  establishing  rural  social  nuclei  -  the  possessors  of  family 
farms. 

Today  we  confront  an  old  problem  but  with  a  new  aid  to  its  solution  - 
the  development  of  agricultural  education.  With  the  development  of  scien- 
tific farming,  the  social  and  economic  conditions  in  country  life  will  so 
improve  that  the  abnormal  movement  to  the  country  will  naturally  abate.

A  translation  of  this  article,  by  Dr.  Theo.  Holm,  amounting  to  about 
38  manuscript  pages  is  filed  in  the  Bureau  Library.  The  following  is  an 
abstract  of  the  English  Summary: 

The  Provinces  Abroad  (Outer  Possessions)  discussed  in  this  article  in- 
clude certain  of  the  Dutch  East  Indies  -  Sumatra,  Borneo,  Bali  and  Lombok, 
the  Celebes,  and  Timor  and  Moluk  Islands. 

This  article  reviews  the  history  of  importing  rice,  which  is  the  prin- 
cipal food  of  these  provinces.  An  adequate  picture  is  not  possible  since 
exact  production  and  consumption  figures  are  unavailable,  but  a  general 
impression  of  the  rice  shortage  is  shown  in  a  study  of  the  imports  in  rela- 
tion to  population.  The  grain  shortage  in  1928  was  about  17  kilogrammes 
per  capita,  and  although  this  figure  was  lowered  afterwards,  it  amounted 
to  about  15  kilogrammes  in  1930.  This  shortage  was  influenced  by  unfavor- 
able weather  during  recent  years,  and  further  by  a  favorable  export  market 
for  other  products  -  such  as  coffee,  rubber,  copra,  and  pepper  -  which 
caused  neglect  of  the  food  crop  and  at  the  same  time  caused  a  migration 
of  workers  into  the  Outer  Possessions.  Another  factor  was  that  increased 
buying  power  due  to  the  success  of  the  export  crops  increased  the  demand 
exceeding  the  former  minimum  quantities. 

In  a  separate  survey  of  each  region  it  develops  that  an  effort  to  im- 
prove cultivation  of  the  native  food  crops  has  shown  that  some  sections  may 
actually  become  self-supporting  and  that  in  certain  areas  they  were  regu- 
larly producing  a  surplus.  Generally  speaking  the  population  of  these 
provinces  can  adapt  their  food  requirements  to  changing  circumstances. 
While  the  food  crops  must  remain  the  basis  of  farming,  the  cultivation  of 
commercial  crops  is  one  means  of  raising  the  people  from  poverty  and  giving 
them  financial  support  for  self-development.  The  fact  that  they  have  shown 
in  emergencies  that  they  can  fall  back  on  well-tried  farming  methods  gives 
assurance  to  the  prospect  of  food  supply  of  these  provinces.

Holm,  con- 
sisting of  about  20  manuscript  pages.  The  following  abstract  by  Cecil 
Rothe  appeared  in  Social  Science  Abstracts,  v.  4,  no.  4,  April,  1932,  item 
5656: 

"Rice  is  the  most  important  food  crop  of  Japan  but  in  consequence  of 
the  increased  population  a  considerable  quantity  has  to  be  imported  yearly 
(average  1925-1929:  1,450,000  tons).  Various  measures  have  been  taken 
by  the  Japanese  Government  to  make  the  country  self  supporting.  The  rice 
production  was  stimulated  and  an  import  duty  was  laid  on  the  foreign  rice 
in  1911,  In  other  parts  of  the  Empire,  namely  Formosa  and  Korea,  the  rice 
production  was  strongly  stimulated,  this  rice  was  exempted  from  import 
duty.  In  1921  the  'rice  law'  came  into  force,  by  virtue  of  which  the  gov- 
ernment was  authorized  to  take  all  necessary  measures  in  order  to  regulate 
the  rice  demand  and  supply  and  to  stabilize  the  prices.  These  measures 
resulted  in  high  rice  prices,  which  was  a  drawback  for  the  population  as 
a  whole.  The  government  lost  money  in  buying  and  selling  the  rice.  The 
rice  crop  of  Japan  for  1930  was  estimated  to  be  12.5%  higher  than  the 
preceding  crops,  that  of  Korea  45%,  that  of  Formosa  20%  higher.  The  gov- 
ernment had  large  amounts  in  storage  and  had  no  more  money  to  buy;  the 
rice  market  broke  down.  Drastic  measures  were  taken;  the  rice  storage  of 
the  government  was  sold  to  foreign  countries,  which  meant  heavy  losses  to 
the  government;  new  funds  were  needed  to  buy  the  1930  crop;  the  import 
duty  on  rice  was  doubled:  import  was  only  allowed  with  governmental  con- 
sent. The  rice  price  had  decreased  below  cost.  In  1931  the  production 
decreased  considerably.  The  losses  the  government  suffered  in  consequence 
of  the  rice  manipulations  are  calculated  at  80  million  yen;  the  measures 
have  not  protected  the  producers  against  a  serious  decline  of  price,"

The  severest  test  will 
come  if  the  depression  continues.

The  results  of  that  policy  on  agriculture  and  on  the  country  as  a  whole  and 
how  the  resulting  difficulties  have  been  met  by  the  State,  by  the  nation 
at  large,  by  the  various  sections  of  the  agricultural  and  the  farming  com- 
munity, and  by  the  various  members  of  those  engaged  in  the  same  farm  enter- 
prise are  discussed.  In  Part  II  the  writer  discusses  the  influences  cf 
monetary  factors  and  what  has  been  done  and  what  has  not  been  done  by  the 
farming  community  to  meet  the  crisis.

$5,000,000,000  in  mortgage  debt  weighs  him  down;  his  plant  has  depreciated: 
his  goods  are  selling  below  cost;  his  first  dip  into  the  Federal  Treasury 
has  had  disastrous  results.  Nevertheless,  he  will  fight  against  changing 
from  boss  to  farm  hand  with  every  weapon  at  his  command,  frequently  choos- 
ing the  wrong  one. 

"Most  of  all  he  should  battle  against  public  expenditures,  try  to  shift 
taxation  elsewhere,  and  walk  out  on  all  grandiose  persons  and  programmes 
that  cumber  the  world  with  debt.     It  is  to  be  expected  that  his  methods

will  be  constitutionally  political,  but,  these  failing,  he  may  try  direct 
action  here  and  there,  in  spots.  In  that  case,  look  out.  It  is  in  the  slow 
fires  and  the  low  fevers  of  middle-class  .resentment  that  historic  revolu- 
tions generate  the  heats  which  later  melt  down  the  brazen  doors  of  states."

abandonment  of  "unreasonable  insistence"  upon  the  payment  of  reparations 
and  war  debts,  and  the  depending  of  any  tariff,  industrial  or  agricultural, 
"only  on  the  basis  of  special  circumstances  touching  the  position  of  that 
commodity  and  its  producing  group  in  the  light  of  national  policy,"

Several  replies  are  given  to  a  question  as  to  the  probable  changes  in 
the  countryside  in  five,  ten,  twenty,  or  fifty  years.  Sir  Daniel  Hall 
states  that  the  two  logical  alternatives  are  "rationalization  of  farming 
with  a  small  number  of  workers  whose  labour  is  given  a  high  efficiency 
through  machines,  science  and  organization;  on  the  other  hand,  a  denser 
population  of  relatively  inefficient  but  hard-working  peasants,  individ- 
ualists with  a  chance  of  rising."  If,  however,  another  war  should  cause 
che  destruction  of  the  cities  and  towns,  as  is  threatened,  there  would  be 
an  "end  of  the  material  fabric  of  our  civilization.  Then  the  life  of  the 
peasant  would  be  resumed."  According  to  Dr.  A.  W.  Ashby,  "the  chief  force 
which  is  shaping  the  trend  of  events  in  rural  life  is  education.  .  .  The 
agriculture  of  the  future  will  be  based  on  the  applied  sciences,  including 
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economics  or  business  organize': ion  and  administration,  even  more  than  that 
of  the  last  twenty  years...  For  good  or  ill,  3ritish  agriculture  and  food 
supplies  are  indissolubly  bound  up  with  international  agriculture  and  com- 
merce, and  applied  sciences  and  economic  organization  will  enable  competi- 
tors to  climb  over  every  barrier."  A.  H.  Brown  believes  that  in  fifty 
years  all  agricultural  land  will  be  owned  by  the  State.  Sir  Francis  Acland 
sees  continued  agricultural  depression,  industry  rained  and  bankrupt, 
and,  finally,  a  reorganization  of  the  "whole  business  on  the  Russian 
system."  Williams-Ellis  Clough  foresees,  after  a  period  of  inadequate 
national  planning  in  which  most  of  the  Soviets'  mistakes  are  repeated, 
"deflation"  of  the  population  in  response  to  a  "quality  not  quantity" 
campaign,  the  reorganization  of  agriculture  and  the  rehabilitation  of  the 
countryside.  He  sees  the  return  of  the  age  of  great  estates  -  "the  State 
Collective  Farms  -  the  People's  Property."

Although  the  work  of  experimentation  with 
new  crops  is  progressing  and  the  Delta  Experiment  Station  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  are  doing  all  in  their  power  to  help,  the  writer  sug- 
gests that  most  of  the  work  must  be  done  by  other  agencies.  "The  only 
way  in  which  the  resisting  urban  and  nonagricultural  taxpayer  can  be  made

Only  in  Koenigsberg,  is  the  necessary  modern 
slaughtering  equipment  for  large-scale  shipments  available  and  any  margin 
of  profit  is  too  small  to  justify  new  construction  work  under  the  prevail- 
ing financial  conditions.

Dragoni,  Carlo.  Economia  agraria.  Milano,  U.  Hoepli.  1932.  794p.  281  D78E 
In  the  past  Italian  literature  on  agricultural  economics  was  relatively 
scarce  and  especially  good  textbooks  and  comprehensive  treatises  on  the 
subject  were  almost  entirely  lacking.  The  activities  of  Italy  in  the 
field  of  agricultural  economics,  formerly  rather  defective  and  fragmentary, 
have,  under  the  Fascist  Government  and  particularly  after  the  foundation  of 
the  National  Institute  of  Agricultural  Economics  (1928) ,  been  pushed  with 
all  the  energy  and  vitality  typical  of  the  new  political  era  of  that  coun- 
try. 

Under  these  circumstances  this  work  by  Prof.  Dragoni  is  very  timely.  It 
fills  a  serious  gap  in  Italian  agricultural  literature  and  supplies  the 
student  with  a  textbook  of  unusual  completeness  and  the  scholar  with  a 
modern  reference  book  full  of  useful  data.  The  usefulness  of  this  book  is, 
however,  not  limited  to  the  country  of  the  author.  From  an  international 
viewpoint  Dragoni 's  volume  is  an  important  contribution  from  a  very  compe- 
tent scholar.  The  former  activity  of  the  author  as  Secretary-General  of 
the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  and  the  experience  gathered  in 
that  position  explain  his  thorough  knowledge  of  agricultural  conditions  in 
foreign  countries  and  his  ability  to  recognize  and  select  essential  and 
typical  facts.  Like  many  if  not  all  the  leading  Italian  economists,  the 
author  is  in  close  touch  with  the  development  of  economic  theory  in  other 
countries.  His  linguistic  abilities  make  English,  French  and  German  liter- 
ature as  accessible  to  him  as  the  writings  of  the  Italian  economists.  In 
agricultural  economics  he  is  influenced  by  the  American,  German  and  Swiss 
schools,  and  his  conception  of  the  science  as  to  scope  and  content  is  closely 
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related  to  the  American  viewpoint  as  represented  by  H.  C.  Taylor,  Holmes, 
Spillman,  Gray  and  others.  Dragoni's  definition,  given  in  the  introduc- 
tion of  his  book,  reads  as  follows;  "Agricultural  economics  is  the  science 
which  applies  the  principles  and  methods  of  pure  economics  to  the  study  of 
agriculture  in  order  to  throw  light  on  the  action  and  the  nature  of  the 
economic  forces  which  influence  its  internal  organization  and  its  external 
contacts,  and  in  this  way  to  assist  practical  action  individually  and  col- 
lectively to  secure  the  highest  degree  of  prosperity  for  the  individual 
enterprise  and  for  the  agricultural  industry  as  a  whole  while  enhancing 
also  the  general  prosperity." 

Without  limiting  the  subject  to  farm  organization  and  management,  the 
author  plunges  into  the  study  of  relations  between  individual  enterprise 
and  national  economy,  and  includes  in  his  treatise  topics  like  agricultur- 
al finance,  marketing,  and  cooperation.  Also  sidelines  of  agricultural 
economics  such  as  rural  accounting,  evaluation  and  scientific  management 
of  rural  labor,  which  by  other  authors  are  often  treated  in  separate  pub- 
lications, find  a  detailed  treatment  in  this  book.  Only  agricultural  pol- 
icy in  its  narrow  sense  has  been  deliberately  excluded  "in  order  to  remain 
within  the  realm  of  unbiased  scientific  deductions."  Throughout  his  book 
the  author  utilizes  to  a  great  extent  historical  and  geographical  examples 
as  illustrative  material  for  his  theoretical  statements.  All  this  wealth 
of  material  is  arranged  in  a  systematic  form,  which  is  in  a  certain  way 
misleading.  The  big  groups  into  which  the  contents  of  the  book  are  arranged, 
are  the  following:  Part  1,  Factors  of  production;  Part  2,  Combination  of 
the  factors  of  production;  and  Part  3,  Operation  of  the  agricultural  en- 
terprise and  economic  results  derived  from  it.  The  table  of  contents  might 
lead  one  to  suppose  that  the  volume  deals  with  farm  management  and  nothing 
else,  but  this  is  not  the  case.  While  starting  from  the  individualistic 
viewpoint  of  the  single  farm  and  always  returning  to  it,  the  author  devi- 
ates frequently  and  inserts  at  suitable  points  of  his  book  chapters  which 
have  little  to  do  with  private  economy.  This  method  of  presenting  the 
whole  wealth  of  material  belonging  to  agricultural  economics  in  its  widest 
sense  in  a  frame  suited  to  treatises  on  farm  management  may  have  certain 
advantages.  At  first,  however,  it  is  somewhat  confusing  and  gives  the  im- 
pression of  being  artificial.  The  reason  for  this  peculiar  method  of  pre- 
sentation may  be  found  in  the  author's  wish  to  correlate  and  combine  the 
German  concept  "Betriebslehre"  with  the  concept  "agricultural  economics" 
as  seen  by  other  nations,  including  the  Anglo-Saxon  world.  His  attempt  to 
arrive  at  a  synthesis  of  this  kind  is  on  the  other  hand  one  of  the  chief 
merits  of  the  author,  who  thus  opens  the  reader's  eyes  to  the  diversity  and 
variety  of  economic  ideas  throughout  the  world  and  to  the  necessity  of  in- 
tellectual cooperation  between  nations. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  go  into  details  and  describe  individual  parts 
of  the  book.  It  may  be  said  that  the  influence  of  German  agricultural 
economists  such  as  Aereboe  and  Brinkmann  is  particularly  perceptible  in  the 
second  part  of  the  book  which  contains  primarily  farm  management  material. 
In  other  chapters,  especially  in  those  dealing  with  accounting  and  evalu- 
ating problems,  the  main  authority  referred  to  is  Laur,  while  in  prices 
and  marketing,  American  authors  are  frequently  quoted.  Only  one  important 
gap  may  be  observed,  the  omission  of  any  reference  to  the  Russian  school 
of  rural  economists,  who,  it  is  universally  known,  developed  the  field  of 
agricultural  economics  in  a  remarkable  and  independent  way  and  whose  writ- 
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ings  -  at  least  in  part,  like  those  of  Studensky  and  Tchajanov  -  are  ac- 
cessible in  Western  languages. 

However  these  statements  do  not  weaken  the  great  value  of  this  volume 
as  a  modern  and  up-to-date  work  and  the  only  Italian  textbook  of  rural 
economics  on  a  scientific  basis  of  international  range.  It  deserves 
serious  attention  of  an  international  forum  as  a  contribution  which,  by 
its  broad  vision,  its  comprehensiveness,  and  the  originality  of  presenta- 
tion of  material,  compares  favorably  with  standard  works  of  other  nations.

To  try  to  enumerate  the  items  dealt  with  by  this  book  would  be  of 
little  use,  for  it  represents,  so  to  speak,  an  encyclopedia  of  German 
agriculture,  that  is  to  say  of  German  agricultural  dilemmas,  successes, 
and.  failures.  Statistics  are  included  only  for  the  purpose  of  driving 
home  points  made  in  the  text.  The  words,  German  agriculture,  connote 
an  almost  endless  chain  of  problems  extremely  difficult,  if  not  impos- 
sible to  solve.  These  problems  and  their  underlying  causes  of  economic, 
technical,  and  juridical  nature  are  not  only  described,  but  analyzed,  and 
conclusions  based  on  scholarly  research  are  drawn.  In  many  instances 
apparently  feasible  solutions,  maybe  the  only  possible  ones,  are  indicated. 
The  book  is  non-historical.  Pre-war  conditions  are  only  taken  into  con- 
sideration when  they  form  a  basis  for  postwar  developments.  Prof.  Sering 
is  not  the  sole  author  of  this  book  of  approximately  1,000  pages.  There 
are  a  number  of  joint  authors  and  much  of  the  material  is  derived  from 
basic  studies  made  by  a  German  Government  committee  of  research  into  ag- 
ricultural matters  (the  Enquete-Auschuss) .  But  after  all  it  is  to  Prof. 
Sering's  initiative  and  scientific  leadership  that  we  owe  this  comprehen- 
sive picture  of  the  ordeal  which  German  agriculture  is  undergoing. 

The  significance  of  Prof.  Sering's  analysis  consists  in  the  fact  that 
Germany's  agricultural  position  is  investigated  also  in  its  international 
aspects.  He  has  taken  cognizance  not  only  of  the  direct  and  indirect  rea- 
sons for  present  conditions  originating  in  Germany,  but  also  of  economic 
and  other  phenomena  outside  of  Germany,  the  repercussion  of  which  has 
been  felt  in  German  agriculture.  Thus  a  valuable  contribution  is  made 
to  the  question  of  the  international  interrelation  of  agricultural  and 
industrial  distress  which  even  leads  up  to  the  question  as  to  whether  or 
not  the  capitalistic  system  applied  to  agriculture  has  proved  a  failure. 
Hence  Prof.  Sering's  findings  are  of  world-wide  interest. 

The  national  approach  to  the  research  material  incorporated  in  this 
book  might  be  summarized  in  the  following  questions:  Will  Germany  be  in 
a  position  to  produce  a  sufficient  quantity  of  agricultural  commodities  to 
cover  her  most  elementary  domestic  requirements  despite  her  restricted 
area  and  the  territorial  separation  of  Eastern  Prussia  from  the  Reich? 
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Will  German  agriculturists  be  able  to  compete  on  the  home  market  without 
being  protected  by  prohibitive  import  tariffs?  Have  they  adjusted  their 
system  of  farm  management  to  present  economic  conditions  and  what  should 
they  do  in  the  future?  Will  Germany  be  able  to  develop  meat  and  dairy 
production  to  the  same  degree  as  foreign  countries,  where  farmers  engaged 
in  these  industries  can  obtain  credits  at  half  of  the  interest  rate  neces- 
sarily charged  in  Germany?  Finally,  by  what  measures  can  German  agricul- 
tural production  be  increased  and  improved  without  making  the  cost  of  pro- 
duction prohibitive?  The  answers  to  these  questions  affect  future  develop- 
ments which  are  of  interest  not  only  to  the  German  farmer  but  also  to  all 
those  in  other  countries  who  want  to  continue  or  to  increase  profitable 
economic  exchange  with  Germany. 

Although  the  book  is  rather  advisory  than  dictatorial,  it  recommends 
temporary  tariff  increases,  either  protective  or  "educational,"  in  order 
to  support  those  branches  of  agriculture  that  are  threatened  with  disaster. 
This  is  in  accordance  with  the  trend  of  the  times.  On  the  other  hand, 
however,  Prof.  Sering  does  not  fail  to  recognize  that  it  might  be  impos- 
sible for  Germany  to  maintain  high  agricultural  tariffs  and  to  be  a  suc- 
cessful competitor  on  the  industrial  markets  of  the  world.  -  Walter  .Bauer, 
Marseilles  Office,  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  Division . 

Dr.  Sering' s  individual  contribution  to  this  volume  on  German  agricul- 
ture deals  mainly  with  the  postwar  depressions  and  their  effect  not  only 
in  Germany  but  throughout  the  world.  He  discusses  the  international  price 
movement  of  agricultural  products  from  1914  to  date  (pages  70-96),  and 
appends  tables  in  which  German  price  fluctuations  are  compared  for  the 
most  part  with  those  of  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States,  because  he 
contends  that  the  British  prices  give  the  clearest  picture  of  changing 
conditions  on  the  world  market,  inasmuch  as  they  are  less  affected  by  the 
commercial  policy  of  the  State. 

It  is  shov/n  that  the  main  causes  of  the  ultimate  break  in  the 
prices  of  agricultural  and  raw  materials  were  the  hasty  increase  of  pro- 
duction instigated  by  high  war  prices,  the  development  of  a  new  agricultur- 
al technic  in  order  to  adapt  the  cost  of  production  to  the  decreased  world 
market  prices,  a  new  expansion  encouraged  by  increased  credits  from  abroad 
which  increased  the  purchasing  power  of  industrial  Europe,  the  glutting 
of  the  grain  market  and  excessive  overproduction  of  sugar,  cotton,  wool, 
rubber,  silk,  copper,  and  other  metals. 

It  is  shown  that  the  postwar  price  movement  has  been  much  more 
unfavorable  for  German  agriculture  than  that  of  the  critical  period 
during  the  last  quarter  of  the  last  century  which  affected  grain  prices 
almost  exclusively.  This  time  animal  products  and  finished  products 
have  suffered  equally.  This  is  mostly  due  to  the  prolonged  industrial 
depression  and  the  cessation  of  the  foreign  loans.  In  spite  of  higher 
wages  the  total  purchasing  power  of  the  urban  and  industrial  population 
is  less  than  before  the  war  due  to  unemployment,  but  the  economic  crisis 
which  has  spread  to  the  United  States  since  1929  would  have  seemed  to  be 
only  the  trough  of  the  cyclic  wave  with  a  prospect  of  a  speedy  upturn,  had 
not  the  economy  of  the  United  States  become  so  entangled  with  the  general 
world  movement.  Central  and  western  Europe  have  been  in  a  state  of  almost 
continual  depression  since  the  war.  Industrial  Europe  has  become  the 
debtor   instead  of  the   creditor   of   the  United  States.  Supersensitive 
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nationalism  has  caused  the  smaller  European  countries  to  erect  a  high  tar- 
iff barrier  for  the  protection  of  the  down-trodden  and  exploited  minorities. 
In  the  midst  of  the  general  unrest  in  Europe  and  in  Asia  and  the  disastrous 
effects  on  European  industry  of  the  Russian  revolution,  Germany  is  worse 
off  in  the  author's  eyes  than  any  other  country. 

In  the  section  on  the  world  economic  crisis  (pages  903-928)  the 
author  indicates  the  main  causes  of  the  present  depression.  First  of  all 
he  discusses  the  disparity  between  the  prices  of  industrial  commodities 
and  those  of  agricultural  products,  between  production  and  consumption 
goods,  and  he  finds  its  cause  in  the  rigorous  organization  and  political 
power  of  the  industrial  population  on  the  one  hand  and  the  looser  organ- 
ization of  the  rural  population  and  the  impossibility  of  controlling  ag- 
ricultural prices  on  the  other.  This  disparity  is  greatest  in  the  large 
exporting  countries.  Exchange  between  agriculture  and  industry  forms  the 
basis  of  trade,  to  which  exchange  of  industrial  goods  for  other  industrial 
goods  is  of  secondary  importance.  Hence  an  equal  balance  must  be  main- 
tained between  agriculture  and  industry  to  promote  the  welfare  of  town 
and  country  and  of  agricultural  and  industrial  countries.  If  agricultural 
wages  continue  to  be  lower  than  industrial  wages  the  purchasing  power  of 
the  farmer  is  impaired  and  the  result  is  unemployment  in  industry.  Wage- 
mann  estimates  the  decrease  in  world  agricultural  purchasing  power  from 
1929-1930  at  20-25  milliard  RM. 

The  second  great  cause  of  the  present  depression,  according  to  the 
author,  is  the  fact  that  for  the  first  time  in  history  industrial  countries 
are  deeply  in  debt  -  a  contradiction  in  terms  inasmuch  as  these  countries 
under  pressure  of  their  dense  population  must  have  an  intensive  agricultur- 
al and  industrial  economy.    They  must  be  rich  in  capital  in  order  to  live. 

The  third  cause  is  the  mutual  setting  up  of  embargoes  among  coun- 
tries carrying  on  world  trade. 

The  fourth  and  greatest  hindrance  to  Europe's  economic  recovery  is 
the  unrest  based  on  the  treaty  of  Versailles  and  characterized  outside  of 
Germany  and  its  former  allies  by  the  tremendously  increased  armament  ex- 
penditures. All  wars  are  followed  by  periods  of  depression,  recovery  from 
which  depends  upon  the  economic  advantages  obtained  by  the  victor,  the 
damages  to  be  paid  by  the  conquered,  and  the  degree  to  which  standards  of 
living  are  adjusted  to  the  changed  conditions.  In  this  case,  according  to 
the  author,  Britain  and  France  seized  most  of  the  spoils  of  war.  France 
in  particular  has  been  able  to  restore  her  devastated  territories,  to 
reestablish  her  industry,  and  to  pay  her  debts  with  German  money.  In 
France  and  Italy  wage  and  price  levels  are  lower  than  in  any  of  the  other 
large  European  industrial  countries. 

It  has  been  proved  that  Germany  with  her  decreased  area  and  her 
large  population,  robbed  of  her  best  sources  of  raw  materials  and  of  im- 
mense capital  sums,  is  not  in  a  position  to  pay  any  reparations  without 
falling  deeper  into  debt.  It  is  also  clear  that  foreign  credit  can  not 
cure  the  lack  of  capital  which  is  at  the  root  of  her  economic  distress. 
The  tremendous  total  of  political  debts  has  led  capital  into  extra-economic 
channels.  The  burden  of  payment  imposed  upon  Germany  has  compelled  the 
industrial  center  of  the  European  continent,  poor  in  raw  materials  and  in 
capital,  to  send  an  annual  stream  of  capital  into  the  richest  countries 
of  the  world.     This  and  the  private  war  debts  of  the  allies  have  caused 
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credit  inflation,  overproduction,  and  collapse  in  the  countries  that  pro- 
duce raw  materials.  Since  the  collapse  in  July  1931  there  is  hardly  any 
long-term  credit  to  be  obtained  in  Germany,  and  agricultural  acceptance 
credit  is  at  a  prohibitive  rate  of  interest.  The  only  radical  cure  for 
Germany's  poverty  is  cancellation  of  reparations  payments.  She  has  dis- 
charged her  debt  to  the  civil  population  of  the  devastated  regions  of 
France.  Any  further  levies  will  merely  keep  her  poor  and  prevent  her  re- 
covery, which  means  the  maintenance  of  the  present  world  depression.  But 
to  cancel  the  reparations  without  cancelling  the  interallied  debts  is  im- 
possible.   Both  are  necessary  to  restoration  of  prosperity. 

It  is  not  free  exchange  of  goods  founded  on  right  of  ownership  which 
has  failed.  That  has  its  basis  in  the  individual  family  economy  augmented 
by  free  unions  to  exploit  the  land.  Neither  is  it  the  capitalism  which 
can  boast  of  great  achievements.  What  has  failed  is  the  degenerate 
capitalism  which  destroys  all  human  relations,  plunges  whole  nations  into 
misery,  and  which  started  the  world  war  in  order  to  satisfy  its  acquisitive- 
ness. The  cure  does  not  lie  along  the  path  taken  by  the  Russian  people. 
Collectivism  may  make  field  work  easier  by  the  use  of  tractors  but  it  is, 
even  technically,  a  retrogression.  No  recognition  is  given  to  the  moral, 
creative  forces  of  the  family,  the  only  genuine  communism  which  exists. 
If  European  culture  is  not  to  be  destroyed,  the  world  crisis  must  lead  to 
the  recognition  that  moral  laws  influence  even  economic  and  political

*The  problem  of  the  corn  and  hog  surplus  which  is  discussed  at  length 
in  this  book  of  more  than  600  pages  is  of  great  interest  at  this  time. 
Although  prices  of  both  corn  and  hogs  have  strengthened  recently,  during 
the  first  half  of  1932  they  were  at  the  lowest  levels  in  more  than  thirty 
years.  The  problems  related  to  the  low  level  of  corn  and  hog  prices  have 
become  of  much  concern  not  only  to  the  Corn  Belt  farmers  but  to  packers, 
bankers,  economists  and  members  of  Congress  as  well.  Early  in  1932,  there- 
fore, was  an  opportune  time  for  the  appearance  of  Doctor  Taylor's  book. 

The  author  divides  his  book  into  two  parts.  Part  I  contains  a  detailed 
discussion  of  the  nature,  extent  and  consequences  of  a  surplus  of  corn 
and  hogs.  The  major  topics  covered  in  this  section  are:  (1)  The  produc- 
tion and  disposition  of  corn  and  hogs  in  the  United  States;  (2)  exports 
of  corn  and  hog  products  and  the  influence  of  international  factors  on 
prices  of  corn  and  hogs;  (3)  the  general  attitude  of  Corn  Belt  farmers 
and  farm  leaders  with  respect  to  the  major  economic  difficulties  confront- 
ing Corn  Belt  agriculture  and  their  causes.  Part  II  deals  with  the 
ameliorations  of  the  consequences  of  a  surplus  of  corn  and  hogs.  The 
author  discusses  the  various  proposed  relief  measures  and  how  they  would 
probably  affect  the  financial  returns  to  corn  and  hog  producers. 

The  elements  in  the  corn  and  hog  situation  and  the  general  conclusions

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upon  which  the  author  places  greatest  emphasis  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

1.  The  hog  surplus,  which  is  considered  roughly  as  the  volume  of  hog 
prcducts  exported,  is  expected  to  continue.  It  will  not  disappear  as 
did  the  surplus  of  cattle  and  sheep. 

2.  Most  of  the  hog  surplus  is  in  the  form  of  lard.  Lard  has  no  dis- 
tinguishing physical  or  chemical  qualities  and  is  therefore  exposed  to 
severe  competition  from  vegetable  and  marine  fats  and  oils,  the  production 
of  which  has  increased  greatly  in  recent  years.  "The  Corn  Belt  farmer  can 
not  be  considered  as  a  low  cost  producer  of  fat  nor  is  the  fat  he  produces 
of  exceptional  qualities."  The  foreign  outlet  for  both  lard  and  pork  prob- 
ably will  become  more  restricted  in  future  years. 

3.  Prices  of  both  corn  and  hogs  in  this  country  are  determined  largely 
by  domestic  conditions  and  not  by  foreign  supply  and  demand  conditions 
of  these  ccmmcdities. 

4.  The  equalization  fee  probably  would  raise  hog  prices  for  one  or 
two  years  if  expertly  managed,  but  since  hog  production  could  not  be  con- 
trolled the  plan  would  not  work  for  a  longer  period  of  time. 

5.  The  export  debenture  plan  is  inapplicable  to  hogs  because  of  the 
many  forms  in  which  hog  products  are  merchandised.  Even  though  it  should 
stimulate  prices  initially,  the  higher  prices  would  cause  increased  pro- 
duction and  eventual  failure  of  the  plan. 

6.  The  farm  allotment  plan  (as  proposed  originally  by  Spillman  and 
Black)  is  not  applicable  to  corn  and  hogs. 

7.  "Internal"  methods  of  relief,  which  include  technical  improvements, 
a  better  utilization  of  the  land  and  the  adjustment  of  supply  to  demand, 
offer  considerable  opportunity  for  improving  the  economic  position  of 
Corn  Belt  farmers. 

Many  of  the  conclusions  presented  represent  worth-while  contributions 
to  the  solution  of  the  corn  and  hog  surplus  problem,  but  there  are  a  few 
which  are  open  to  question.  For  example:  (1)  the  author's  position  with 
reference  to  the  lard  situation  which  is  an  important  part  of  his  analysis 
of  the  hog  surplus,  and  (2)  the  theory  involved  in  the  determination  of 
probable  immediate  results  from  controlling  the  exportable  surplus,  a  key 
point  in  the  consideration  of  relief  measures  as  applied  to  hogs. 

In  the  reviewer's  opinion,  the  author's  position  with  respect  to  the 
lard  situation  is  unduly  pessimistic.  His  contention  that  lard  is  merely 
one  fat  of  many  and  that  it  has  no  distinguishing  characteristics,  is  con- 
trary to  the  conclusions  reached  by  many  authorities  who  have  made  careful 
studies  of  the  qualities  of  lard  as  a  frying  fat  and  shortening  compound. 
The  shortening  qualities  of  lard  are  quite  generally  recognized  by  re- 
searchers and  by  the  trade  as  being  superior  to  those  of  the  competitive 
oils  and  fats,  not  only  in  Europe  but  in  this  country  as  well.  A  study  of 
consumption  and  prices  of  lard  and  lard  substitutes  during  the  postwar 
period  indicates  that  the  competitive  position  of  lard  has  weakened  some- 
what, but  not  to  the  extent  that  the  author  suggests.  Lard  continues  to 
ccmmand  a  premium  over  lard  substitutes  and  in  European  markets  American 
lard  sells  at  a  higher  level  than  the  lard  from  other  sources.  Without 
dcubt,  the  advancement  in  technological  processes  during  the  last  decade 
has  greatly  enhanced  the  competitive  position  of  vegetable  and  marine  fats, 
but  the  opportunity  to  improve  quality  and  demand  through  further  improve- 
ments in  manufacturing  technique  appears  to  be  about  as  great  for  lard  as 
for  other  fats  and  oils.    The  author  admits  that  during  the  last  decade  the 
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lard  export  trade  has  been  "surprisingly  maintained."  Exports  to  Germany 
have  declined  during  this  period,  but  this  has  been  due  largely  to  increased 
lard  production  in  that  country.  The  stability  of  lard  exports  to  the 
United  Kingdom  has  been  due  largely  to  the  superior  quality  of  American 
lard  and  the  assurance  of  a  uniform  and  adequate  supply  year  after  year. 
Considering  these  various  elements  in  the  lard  situation,  the  evidence 
given  by  the  author  in  support  of  his  views  of  the  present  and  prospective 
economic  position  of  lard  is  not  convincing. 

In  setting  up  the  hypothesis  involved  in  his  appraisal  of  the  various 
proposed  relief  measures  with  reference  to  selling  larger  quantities  abroad, 
the  author  states  that  "so  long  as  the  fraction  of  the  crop  consumed  at 
home  is  large  contrasted  with  the  fraction  passing  to  export,  the  gain  to 
producers  on  the  total  merchandised  crop  v/ould  be  larger  than  the  loss  sus- 
tained on  the  exports."  To  consider  in  this  connection  only  the  relation 
of  the  amount  consumed  at  home  to  the  quantity  exported  appears  inadequate, 
since  the  total  net  returns  to  be  obtained  from  controlling  the  exportable 
surplus  depends  in  part  upon  the  difference  in  the  elasticity  of  demand  for 
hog  products  in  this  country  and  abroad.  It  is  conceivable  that  producers 
might  lose  from  operations  involving  the  withdrawal  of  supplies  from  domes- 
tic markets  to  sell  on  foreign  markets,  if  the  demand  were  very  inelastic 
abroad  and  relatively  elastic  at  home,  even  though  most  of  the  crop  is  con- 
sumed at  home.  The  demand  elasticities  may  be  such  as  to  make  the  author's 
statement  entirely  correct,  but  the  reviewer  failed  to  find  any  reference 
to  this  phase  of  the  problem. 

The  author's  conclusions  are  based  largely  on  direct  interpretation 
of  a  vast  amount  of  basic  data,  supplemented  with  the  results  of  statis- 
tical studies  of  other  research  workers.  While  the  lack  of  well-def ined 
organization  and  the  overlapping  of  subject  matter  detract  from  its  gen- 
eral usefulness,  the  book  supplies  the  student  of  the  problem  a  fruitful 
source  of  facts  and  a  comprehensive  discussion  of  the  major  problems 
facing  the  corn  and  hog  industries.  -  G.  B.  Thorne,  Agricultural  Economist, 
Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research .

This  study  was  made  through  the  cooperation  of  the  German  Student 
Exchange  and  the  College  of  Agriculture  of  the  University  of  Illinois. 
The  staff  of  the  college  placed  at  the  author's  disposal,  3,566  farm- 
accounting  records  covering  the  period  1924-1929,  and  these  records, 
together  with  information  obtained  through  the  Federal  census  and  through 
visits  with  farmers,   and  State  and  Federal  officials,    formed  the  basis 
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for  the  study. 

According  to  the  author  the  "optimum"  or  effective  sizes  of  farms 
in  the  Corn  Belt  range  from  60  to  300  acres  in  northern  Illinois,  the 
dairy  type-of- farming  area,  and  from  100  to  380  acres  in  central  Illinois, 
the  corn-hog  type-of- farming  area.  He  confines  his  study  to  these  terms 
of  mere  superficial  area,  but  points  out  that  "optimum"  size  depends  upon 
physical  and  economic  environment,  upon  effective  adjustment  of  size  and 
farm  organization,  upon  the  operator's  income,  and  finally  upon  the  farmer 
himself.  Estimating  the  best  size  of  farm  in  mere  acreage  has  certain 
limitations.  The  author  suggests  measures  that  would  indicate  capital 
invested,  labor  outlay  -  either  by  number  of  productive  employees  or  man- 
work  units,  the  gross  return  or  cost,  or  variations  of  these  two  such  as 
their  sum  or  the  amounts  measured  at  lowest  cost  or  highest  profit.  Fur- 
ther he  suggests  the  possibility  of  a  combined  size  index. 

This  article  describes  physical  and  economic  conditions  existing  in 
Illinois,  and  gives  a  history  of  the  evolution  of  our  farm-size  pattern 
from  1850  to  1925  and  important  influences  underlying  that  evolution. 
There  follows  a  discussion  of  the  relations  between  size  and  farm  organi- 
zation, between  size  and  farm  returns,  and  the  adjustment  of  farm  organi- 
zation to  size.  In  the  latter  he  gives  particular  attention  to  the  concept 
of  intensity  under  the  influence  of  the  lav;  of  diminishing  returns. 

The  most  important  indicator  of  effective  size  according  to  the  author 
is  influence  on  operator  income,  or  what  he  terms  "private  economic  pro- 
ductivity" of  the  farm.  For  the  purposes  of  this  study  he  attempts  to 
determine  in  addition  to  the  "private  economic  productivity"  of  various 
sizes,  the  effect  of  changing  income  on  size  maintenance  in  the  various 
groups.  For  the  first  he  studies  individual  farms  and  their  individual 
returns.  For  the  second  he  studies  the  problem  historically  in  a  collec- 
tive sense.  Dr.  von  Ciriacy-Wantrup's  treatise  is  worth  a  careful  reading  by 
American  students  of  agriculture.  Seen  through  the  eyes  of  a  European, 
the  American  "hired-help-employing-family-farm"  (die  Lohnarbeiter  Beschaf- 
tigende  Familienwirtschaf t )  appears  in  a  new  light.  Throughout  his  dis- 
sertation he  attempts  to  explain  to  his  German  readers  why  large 
farms  -  estates  -  do  not  prevail  in  the  United  States,  and  warns 
them  that  what  he  has  written  applies  only  to  the  above  mentioned 
smaller  economic  unit.  Further,  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  this 
study,  which  began  as  an  attempt  to  portray  the  optimum  or  most  ef- 
fective sizes  of  farms  for  the  United  States,  centered  itself  in  the  Corn 
Belt  and  finally  in  two  major  types  of  farming.  Regional  specialization 
is  so  vital  a  part  of  American  farming  that  any  attempt  to  study  a  problem 
as  local  as  the  optimum  size  of  farm  must  of  necessity  be  futile  unless 
treated  somewhat  after  Dr.  von  Ciriacy-Wantrup's  procedure.  -  W .  J .

May  we  not  have  kept  our  eyes  so  intently  upon  the  assumed 
ultimate  advantages  of  cooperative  marketing  in  the  abstract  as  to  have 
lost  sight  of  the  efficient  organization  of  the  farm  plant  in  the  concrete?"

"It  is  clear  that  the  arbitrary  control  of  modern  industry  and  com- 
merce, in  all  their  ramifications,  complexities,  and  details,  is  beyond 
the  power  of  human  beings.  The  influences  now  at  work  must  continue 
to  govern  its  details.

"Despite  its  enormous  development  -  over  100,000  societies  figured 
in  the  statistical  returns  of  1929-30-the  co-operative  movement  of  India 
has  received  less  attention  than  it  merits  in  this  country.  The  in- 
debtedness of  the  peasantry  is  the  root  of  all  evils  in  the  Indian  coun- 
tryside; credit  societies  consequently  overshadow  all  other  types  of 
co-operative  activity,  and  consumers'  and  marketing  societies  have  made 
slower  progress.  It  is  impossible  to  expect  a  sustained  effort  to- 
wards the  improvement  of  agricultural  production  or  marketing  from  small 
farmers  who  cannot  hope,  by  the  most  strenuous  labour,  to  pay  off  the 
exorbitant  claims  of  their  moneylenders.  Dr.  Hough,  examining  Indian 
Co-operation  with  detachment  as  an  American,  realises  the  urgency  both 
of  increased  credit  facilities  in  the  rural  areas,  and  of  a  careful 
control  over  their  use  in  the  hands  of  illiterate  and  unpunctual  peasants. 
However  undesirable  in  principle  the  dominant  position  of  the  official 
Registrars  of  Co-operative  Societies,  the  collapse  of  the  co-operative 
structure  in  Burma  and  its  unsteadiness  in  Madras  and  elsewhere  prove 
that  a  premature  withdrawal  of  official  supervision  leads  to  disaster. 
Only  a  steady  training  in  the  virtues  of  thrift  and  wise  expenditure  will 
fit  the  villager  for  the  unrestricted  management  of  his  societies.  Under 
prudent  guidance,  as  Dr.  Hough  points  out,  Indian  co-operators  have  gained 
valuable  ground.  Dr.  Hough  endorses,  however,  the  demand  of  the  recent 
Banking  Inquiry  Committees  in  India  for  long-term  mortgage  credits,  with 
which  to  carry  out  land  improvements  and  to  release  the  owners  from  old 
debt.  She  tends,  as  do  impatient  Indian  economists,  to  under- rate  the 
dangers  of  long-term  lending  to  men  who  lack  thrift  and  are  inclined  to 
postpone  all  payments  to  which  they  are  not  immediately  compelled.  The 
experience  of  the  Mortgage  Banks   in  the  Punjab  and  Madras  suggests  a

The  Canadian  Grain  Trade,  according  to  the  author's  preface  which  is 
dated  Winnipeg,  January  15,  1932,  is  an  effort  "to  set  forth  the  exact 
methods  by  which  Canadian  grain  is  handled  and  sold,  and  to  draw  attention 
to  the  extensive  organization  and  interests  that  the  grain  trade  involves." 
The  preface  also  states  that  this  study  of  the  grain  trade  was  urged  upon 
the  author  in  1925,  but  that  it  was  delayed  because  he  desired  to  observe 
the  evolution  of  the  wheat  pool  movement.  Notwithstanding  this  explanation 
for  delay,  Dr.  MacGibbon  points  out  in  a  later  sentence  that  he  has  "not 
dealt  extensively  with  the  cooperative  movement,  since  this  feature  of 
western  Canadian  life  has  been  most  adequately  treated  in  other  studies." 

The  book  is  divided  into  three  parts. . .  Part  I  is  devoted  to  the  earlier 
history  of  grain  trading  in  Canada.  Part  II  for  the  greater  portion  deals 
with  the  organization  and  detailed  mechanics  of  the  grain  business. 
Part  III  consists  of  three  chapters  on  The  Canadian  milling  industry 
and  the  grain  trade,  The  export  market  for  Canadian  grain,  and  The  under- 
lying conditions  of  production.

His  reports  on  costs  of  production  and  financial  results,  gathered  from 
farms  in  the  south-eastern  counties,  are  always  worth  careful  considera- 
tion, because  he  looks  all  round  the  problems  of  everyda3r  practice  and  is 
not  content  to  confine  himself  to  theorizing  from  bookkeeping  figures.  .  . 
No  attempt  has  been  made  [in  this  report]  to  show  profits  and  losses  in 
growing  hay,  because  the  great  bulk  of  the  crop  is  grown  for  consumption 
on  the  farm.  The  chief  point  of  interest  is  the  cost  of  production  a  ton 
and  the  relative  value  of  hay  compared  with  other  feeding  stuffs.  Accord- 
ing to  the  tables  Mr.  Wyllie  has  prepared,  the  average  cost  of  producing 
a  ton  of  mixed  seeds  or  clover  hay  during  the  period  1924-31  was  about 
L4,  while  for  meadow  hay  the  cost  was  about  L2  lis.  ,  the  respective  average 
yields  recorded  being  31  1/2  cwt.  and  25  1/4  cwt.  an  acre.

"The  Survey  has  now  been  in  progress  for  fifteen  and  a  half  months, 
and  this  report  is  intended  to  give  a  brief  outline  of  its  position  and 
progress  up  to  the  present  time. 

"The  origin  of  the  Survey  was  the  Regional  Survey  Committee  of  the 
Geographical  Association;  its  inspiration  the  pioneer  Land  Utilisation 
Survey  of  Northamptonshire.  The  former  committee,  with  Sir  John  Russell 
as  its  Chairman,  and  Dr.  L.  Dudley  Stamp  as  Honorary  secretary,  had  been 
assisting  regional  survey  work  in  Britain  for  some  time,  and  the  need  was 
felt  for  a  comprehensive  survey  covering,  if  possible,  the  whole  country, 
to  map  the  various  uses  of  the  land.  The  work  of  the  Northamptonshire 
schools,  which  carried  out  a  survey  of  their  county,  on  a  fourfold  classi- 
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fi cat ion,  the  results  of  which  were  published  on  the  1"  scale,  showed 
conclusively  that  a  comprehensive  survey  was  possible.  Dr.  Stamp  then 
initiated  a  number  of  experiments  in  different  areas,  in  order  to  dis- 
cover a  satisfactory  classification  of  land  applicable  to  all  parts  of 
Britain.  The  method  having  been  arranged,  and  encouraging  support  having 
been  received  from  the  Board  of  Education,  the  County  Councils'  Associa- 
tion, the  Ordnance  Survey  and  the  Forestry  Commission,  the  scheme  was 
placed  before  the  Rockefeller  Research  Foundation  Committee,  of  the  London 
School  of  Economics,  who  gave  a  grant  for  the  inauguration  of  the  Land 
Utilisation  Survey  of  Britain. 

"Dr.  Stamp  was  appointed  Director,  and  an  Advisory  Committee  formed. . . 

"From  the  outset,  education  authorities  realised  that  apart  from  the 
value  of  the  finished  survey,  the  work  of  completing  the  six-inch  maps  is 
a  stimulating  exercise  of  the  greatest  educational  value,  and  consequently, 
after  consultation  with  the  Board  of  Education,  County  Directors  of  Educa- 
tion in  England  were  asked  to  organise  the  survey  in  their  areas  through 
the  elementary  and  secondary  schools.  This  request  met  with  a  very  en- 
thusiastic response,  and  so  far  thirty  counties  in  England  are  so  organised, 
and  only  three  have  definitely  refused.  Similar  arrangements  for  Wales  and 
Scotland  were  made  later  in  the  year,  and  full  details  are  given  below 
for  each  county.  Organisation  on  a  county  basis  is  especially  convenient, 
as  the  6"  maps  are  issued  in  county  sets,  but  various  organisations,  Uni- 
versity Geography  Departments,  etc..  have  arranged  to  cover  considerable 
tracts.  Assistance  is  being  given  by  Boy  Scouts  and  Rovers,  Geographi- 
cal Associations,  Regional  Survey  Associations,  Le  Play  Society,  Training 
Colleges,  Public  and  private  schools,  and  many  individual  volunteers,  both 
in    conjunction   with    county    organisations,    and    working  independently. 

"A  record  is  kept  at  the  central  office  of  all  work  in  progress...  In 
a  necessarily  generalised  form  this  has  been  reproduced  in  this  report  in 
the  sheet  showing  two  maps.  As  this  is  based  on  the  number  of  maps  re- 
turned to  the  central  office,  and  does  not  take  account  of  a  considerable 
number  completed  but  not  yet  returned,  it  rather  understates  the  position. . . 

"A  brief  summary  of  the  position  of  every  administrative  county  of  Brit- 
ain is  appended  to  this  report.  So  far  four  counties  in  England  -  Bedford- 
shire. Cumberland,  Kesteven  and  Northamptonshire  and  one  in  Scotland  - 
Clackmannan,  are  completely  finished,  and  six  more  in  England,  and  one  in 
Scotland,  also  one  in  Wales,  have  only  a  few  more  sheets  to  send  before 
they  also  will  have  finished.  Altogether,  there  are  about  22.000  quarter 
sheets  of  the  6"  sheets  to  be  covered,  (reckoning  the  full  sheets  as  four 
quarters,  and  counting  sheets  separately  for  each  county),  and  of  these, 
3,670  have  already  been  received... 

"Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Ordnance  Survey  for  the  publica- 
tion of  the  results  on  the  scale  of  1"  to  the  mile.  The  maps  will  be  is- 
sued on  the  basis  of  the  Popular  Edition  One  inch  map,  printed  in  the  seven 
colours  adopted  by  the  Survey.  As  it  will  not  be  possible  to  publish  coun- 
ties or  parts  of  counties  separately  on  these  maps,  publication  will  have 
to  await  the  completion  of  all  the  6"  sheets  falling  on  the. particular  1" 
map  concerned.  At  the  present  time,  it  is  proposed  to  proceed  with  sheet 
114  (Windsor)  as  an  experimental  sheet... 

"Since  July  last  the  Survey  has  issued  a  monthly  Bulletin  on  the  1st  of 
each  month,  giving  news  of  progress  during  the  preceding  month,  and  deal- 
ing with  queries  and  matters  of  general  interest  that  have  arisen."

Dr.  A.  W.  Ashby,  Chief  of  the  Agricultural  Economics  Department  of  the 
University  College  of  Wales  writes  as  follows  in  the  foreword  to  this  study : 

"The  Meat  Imports  (Prohibition)  Order  of  1926  was  not  strictly  speaking 
an  instrument  of  economic  protection,  but  was  a  'sanitary'  measure  which 
had  protective  effects.  Theoretically  it  applied  to  all  fresh  meats,  but 
fresh  pork  was  the  only  commodity  of  which  supplies  were  considerably  re- 
duced. The  total  numbers  of  pigs  in  those  countries  against  which  the 
embargo  operated,  as  well  as  other  countries  from  which  Great  Britain  im- 
ported pig  products  were  increasing,  and  endeavours  to  find  an  outlet  for 
those  additional  supplies  eventually  had  repercussions  upon  prices  of  all 
classes  of  pig  meat.  These  secondary  and  unforeseen  effects  were  probably 
as  great  as  those  of  the  primary  impact  upon  supplies  and  prices  of  fresh 
pork. 

"While  economic  reasoning  indicates  the  possible  and  probable  effects 
of  protective  measures  on  prices  of  commodities,  it  is  notoriously  diffi- 
cult to  obtain  any  definite  measurement  of  these  effects.  A  rise  or  a 
fall  in  the  general  price  level  may  be  due  to  occur  when  the  protective 
measure  is  imposed,  and  may  follow  with  its  own  influences  on  the  price 
of  the  commodity  concerned.  The  conditions  of  supply  or  of  the  demand  for 
the  particular  commodity,  apart  from  the  protective  measure,  may  be  such 
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as  to  induce  a  rise  or  fall  in  price  at  or  after  the  time  at  which  a 
degree  of  protection  is  given.  Moreover,  changes  in  conditions  of  supply, 
demand,  and  price  in  respect  of  one  commodity  may  exercise  influences  on 
supplies,  demand  and  prices  of  other  commodities  which  serve  somewhat  the 
same  purposes  as  that  which  is  protected,  and  change  in  these  may  again  be 
reflected  in  the  prices  of  the  protected  commodity.  All  these  conditions 
have  been  found  in  this  study  of  the  protective  effects  of  the  embargo  on 
supplies  and  prices  of  pork. 

"Any  endeavour  to  segregate  the  separate  influences  playing  upon  the 
price  of  one  commodity  is  bound  to  present  difficulties,  and  these  may 
be  insuperable.  If  however,  economic  investigations  are  to  be  of  practi- 
cal value  measurement  is  essential.  Where  final  and  exact  measurement  is 
unattainable,  it  is  useful  to  secure  any  measurements,  which  possess  a  fair 
degree  of  reliability.  In  any  case,  the  close  analysis  of  quantities  along 
with  the  theoretical  possibilities  is  of  more  value  than  the  mere  consider- 
ation of  the  general  probabilities.  Finality  of  result  is  not  claimed  for 
this  study:  it  is  published  as  the  result  of  an  open-minded  endeavour  to 
measure  the  effects  of  the  embargo  as  they  occurred  from  time  to  time."

At  the  same  time  almost  all 
the  peasantry  were  caught  in  the  'scissors'  -  with  grain  to  sell,  'they 
were  obliged  to  enter  a  market  in  which  the  prices  were  fixed  in  the  last 
analysis  by  international  competition;  if,  on  the  other  hand,  they  wished 
to  buy  manufactured  goods  they  had  to  purchase  them  in  a  market  where 
prices  were  maintained  at  high  levels  by  the  increasing  protectionism 
of  the  government...  If  the  price  structure  had  been  deliberately  com- 
trived  as  a  yoke  to  fit  the  necks  of  the  men*  who  sold  the  products  of

The  London  Times  for  June  27,  1932  reviewed  this  publication  in  part  as 
follows:  "The  report  makes  a  brief  survey  of  production  conditions  in 
England  and  Wales  and  their  bearing  upon  the  problems  of  marketing.  It  is 
insisted  that  the  underlying  factors  which  must  condition  the  approach  to 
organization  are  the  small  size  of  flock  which  is  typical  of  this  country, 
the  large  number  of  breeds  and  crosses,  and  the  great  diversity  of  wool 
quality  to  be  found  within  very  small  areas  and  within  individual  flocks. 

"Detailed  consideration  is  given  to  the  two  forms  that  organized  wool 
marketing  has  taken  overseas.  The  first  is  central  auction  selling  in 
the  Southern  Dominions,  which  is  now  a  highly  developed  system,  depending 
on  the  coordination  of  the  interests  of  producers,  selling  brokers  and 
buyers,  all  of  whom  are  organized.  The  second  is  to  be  found  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  where  large-scale  cooperative  societies,  operated 
on  national-  basis,  undertake  the  assembly,  preparation  for  market,  and 
sale  of  the  wool.  The  type  of  organization  most  appropriate  to  a  particular 
country,  it  is  pointed  out,  depends  largely  upon  the  prevailing  conditions 
of  production  and  demand;  but  it  is  possible,  from  analysis  and  comparison 
of  experience  abroad,  to  detect  the  fundamental  principles  in  efficient 
marketing  and  to  draw  valuable  lessons  for  the  industry  here. 

"The  report  concludes  with  a  suggested  plan  of  development,  which  might- 
take  the  line  of  a  gradual  evolution  from  regional  organization  to  a 
national  marketing  scheme."

A  Government  bill,  recently  introduced  in  Spain,  provides  for  the  ex- 
propriation by  the  State  in  the  Southern  provinces  of  the  country  of 
landed  property,  with  the  exception  of  communal  land,  private  land  cul- 
tivated by  the  owner  with  a  considerable  stock  of  leased  cattle,  land 
used  for  an  agricultural  industry  or  for  specialization  in  livestock 
raising,  and  land  to  be  used  for  forestation,  an  indemnity  to  be  paid  in 
kind  or  in  Government  securities.  The  author  discusses  the  basic  princi- 
ples of  agrarian  reform,  showing  the  influence  on  it  of  land,  labor,  and 
capital.  He  stresses  the  importance  of  the  intensification  of  agricul- 
tural production  as  a  basic  principle  of  agrarian  reform.  He  outlines 
the  change  in  Spain  from  the  preponderance  of  latifundia  to  the  breaking 
up  of  the  large  estates  by  the  leasing  of  land  to  the  small  farmers,  in 
many  cases  merely  for  their  own  support  in  regions  distant  from  the  beaten 
path  of  traffic.  Ownership  of  these  small  farms  and  enterprises  would 
seem  to  be  the  next  logical  step.  This  is  provided  for  in  the  agrarian 
reform  bill,  and  the  author  expresses  the  hope  that  the  Spanish  Govern- 
ment will  extend  its  scope  so  as  to  make  it  apply  to  the  whole  country.

The  author  discusses  the  trend  of  economic  forces  at  work  in  the 
world  "which  are  more  fundamental  in  their  effect  on  agriculture  in  the 
long  run,  and  which  will  continue  in  operation  after  the  dislocations 
due  to  the  war  and  the  financial  repercussions  of  the  post-war  period 
have  spent  themselves."  Among  these  he  instances  the  slowing  down  of 
the  rate  of  industrial  expansion,  the  rapid  increase  in  the  productive 
powers  of  agriculture  with  a  decrease  in  the  employment  of  labor.  In 
agriculture  "the  possibilities  of  development  depend  on  a  progressive 
improvement  in  the  standard  of  living.  .  .  That  depends  in  the  long  run- 
on  the  power  of  the  industry  to  increase  its  economic  output  and  to 
strengthen  its  exchange  position  in  relation  to  industry."  Stress  is 
laid  on  the  necessity  for  "intensive  study  of  the  consumers'  demands 
and  a  marketing  system  that  will  ensure  efficient  grading  and,  through 
that,  direct  efficient  production." 

Packard.  Walter  E.  Agriculture  and  the  depression.  (In  Agricultural  Engin- 
eering, v.13,  no. 6,  June,  1932,  p. 152-155.

In  conclusion  he  offers  six  planks  in  a  platform  for  agricultural  engin- 
eers, namely:  the  continued  promotion  of  science  and  invention,  shorter 
working  hours  and  shorter  working  weeks  in  all  occupations,  modification 
of  our  tariff  to  permit  international  trade  on  a  basis  which  economic 
conditions  justify,  the  support  of  cooperative  marketing  as  a  means  of 
eliminating  duplication  and  waste  and  of  adjusting  production  to  consump- 
tion, a  more  conservative  program  of  agricultural  expansion,  and  a  more 
equitable  distribution  of  wealth.

In  the  writer's  view  the  agricultural  depression  in  Egypt  is  the 
direct  result  of  imperialism  and  demogogy  and  will  yield  only  to  a  suc- 
cessful anti-imperialistic  agrarian  revolution.  The  root  of  the  trouble 
is  in  the  disparity  between  the  area  of  cultivable  land  and  the  popula- 
tion and  the  unequal  land  distribution  which  leaves  one-fourth  of  the 
population  without  any  land  at  all,  allots  the  lion's  share  to  the  large 
landowners.,  and  allows  a  thousand  foreigners  to  cultivate  almost  as  large 
an  area  of  land  as  a  million  and  a  half  Egyptian  peasants.  The  fellahs 
use  antiquated  methods  of  cultivation  and  are  too  poor  to  buy  machinery 
or  fertilizer.  That  Egyptian  cotton  has  been  able  to  compete  with  Ameri- 
can cotton  has  been  due  to  the  great  fertility  of  the  Egyptian  soil  which 
in  1928  roduced  almost  three  times  as  much  cotton  as  was  produced  in  the 
United. States .  In  recent  years,  however,  the  cost  of  production  of  Egyp- 
tian cotton  has  increased  while  that  of  American  cotton  has  decreased. 
The  excellent  quality  of  the  Egyptian  cotton  which  commanded  a  market  has 
now  been  equalled  by  that  of  the  Sudan  and  India,  and  the  extensive  use 
of  artificial  silk  has  provided  another  competitive  factor  on  the  world 
market.  The  competition  of  other  countries  has  also  prevented  the  profit- 
able development  of  other  products  such  as  wheat,  rice,  sugar,  and  tobac- 
co. And  so  the  author  describes  the  agricultural  depression  in  Egypt  as 
a  permanent  one.

The  spread  of  the  agricultural  depression  throughout  Japan  is  out- 
lined with  special  reference  to  the  production  of  rice  and  silk.  Wages 
have  decreased  and  unemployment  has  increased.  At  the  same  time  rents 
for  leased  land  have  gone  up,  and  this  has  led  to  rioting,  not  only  on  the 
part  of  individual  tenants,  but  in  the  form  of  organized  uprisings  en- 
gineered by  their  unions.  One  method  of  bringing  the  landlord  to  terms 
which  is  usually  effective  is  for  the  tenant  to  give  him  back  his  land, 
generally  before  harvest  time,  leaving  him  to  lose  his  rice  crop  for  lack 
of  help  to  harvest  it.

The  large  landowners  lease 
part  of  their  land  to  landless  peasants  in  return  for  a  share  of  the 
products.  Next  in  number  are  the  small  farms.  In  some  districts  the 
feudal  system  still  holds  sway.  In  others  agricultural  enterprises  are 
carried  on  on  a  capitalist  basis,  with  hired  workers.  There  are  also 
instances  of  community  farming,  a  species  of  Persian  artels.

Among  these  are  the  expropriation  and  re- 
distribution of  land  under  the  agrarian  reform,  the  crippling  of  large 
and  small  farmers  alike,  and  the  sudden  onset  of  the  crisis  at  a  time 
when  Polish  farmers  were  increasing  their  area,  their  crops  and  their 
livestock  holdings.  Protection  has  been  Poland's  main  weapon  against  the 
depression.

Rodbertus  develops  his  theory  on  the  basis  of  the 
existence  of  an  absolute  rent  while  Ricardo' s  theory  is  that  of  a  dif- 
ferential rent  due  to  the  different  degrees  of  fertility  of  the  soil. 
While  for  Ricardo  the  transformation  of  the  surplus  profit  into  rent  is 
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an  economic  process  based  on  the  struggle  between  landlord  and  farmer, 
for  Rodbertus  it  is  purely  an  arithmetical  problem.  Like  the  industrial 
capitalist  Rodbertus 's  agricultural  capitalist  deducts  from  his  total 
return  a  definite  portion  which  he  calls  profit  on  capital.  The  balance 
he  looks  upon  as  rent.

The  agricultural  significance  of  the  recent  accelerated  decline  in 
births  in  the  European  sphere  of  civilization  is  being  realized  in  Ger- 
many more  rapidly  perhaps  than  in  any  other  country.  Although  the  popu- 
lation of  all  European  countries  as  well  as  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada  is  increasing,  this  increase  is  due  principally  to  the  low  death 
rate  resulting  from  the  large  number  of  young  and  middle-aged  people 
who  will  live  out  the  allotted  span  of  life,  rather  than  to  a  permanent 
natural  increase  of  population.  From  50,000  to  .100,000  fewer  child- 
ren are  being  born  each  year  in  the  United  States  than  in  the  year  pre- 
ceding, and  the  number  of  births  is  decreasing  to  a  similar  extent  in 
the  countries  of  northwestern  Europe  except  in  France  where  both  births 
and  population  are  practically  stationary.  In  Germany.  Great  Britain, 
and  Scandinavia,  as  in  the  United  States,  a  stationary  population  is 
only  a  few  decades  away,  unless  the  number  of  births  or  immigrants  in- 
creases, and  it  appears  probable  that  this  stationary  population  will 
be  followed  by  a  decline,  slow  at  first,  but  becoming  more  rapid  as 
the  average  age  of  the  population  increases. 

Dr.  Jasny,  in  Bevolkerungsgang  und  Landwirtschaf t ,  presents  what 
to  him  are  the  probable  consequences  to  agriculture  of  this  trend  in 
population,  not  only  for  Germany  but  for  the  world.  The  first  con- 
sequence will  be  a  reduction  in  the  rate  of  growth  of  the  demand  for 
food  products.  The  increasing  numbers  of  people  in  the  past  have  con- 
stituted the  major  source  of  the  increasing  demand  for  food  which  charac- 
terized the  situation  prior  to  the  present  depression.  The  second  ef- 
fect of  the  decline  in  number  of  children  will  be  a  decline  in  number 
of  laborers  available  for  productive  effort.  The  labor  supply  is  con- 
stantly recruited  from  the  children  as  they  attain  maturity  and  a  decrease 
in  number  of  children  will  inevitably  affect  the  supply  of  laborers. 
On  the  other  hand  the  number  of  old  people  will   increase   for  several 
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decades.  The  number  of  children  under  5  years  of  age  in  the  United 
States  declined  between  .1920  and  1930,  whereas  the  number  of  persons 
over  65  increased  34  per  cent.  Manual  labor  stands  to  gain  by  the  decline 
in  births,  at  least  temporarily,  while  old  people  may  find  it  more  dif- 
ficult to  earn  a  living  unless  society  makes  an  effort  to  provide  them 
with  work. 

The  reduction  in  supply  of  manual  laborers  will  affect  both  agri- 
culture and  industry.  The  reduced  labor  supply  should  result  in  higher 
real  as  well  as  nominal  wages,  and  should  lead  to  increased  production 
per  worker.  The  higher  wages  will  make  necessary  a  more  effective  or- 
ganization and  operation  of  farms.  The  trend  in  agriculture  seems  likely 
to  be  toward  more  forage  and  particularly  soiling  crops  at  the  expense 
of  the  grains  and  especially  the  intertilled  crops  (potatoes  mostly 
in  Germany) ,  and  at  least  a  relative  increase  in  importance  of  the  animal 
enterprises.  Although  the  major  shift  in  agriculture  will  be  the  retreat 
of  the  crop  enterprises  in  relative  importance  and  the  advance  of  the 
animal  enterprises  as  sources  of  food  for  human  consumption,  excep- 
tions may  occur  in  the  case  of  fruits  and  the  more  desirable  types  of 
vegetables . 

The  effect  of  higher  wages  will  be  to  increase  the  purchasing  power 
of  the  masses,  which,  coupled  with  lower  prices  for  agricultural  prod- 
ucts, will  induce  a.  shift  from  the  consumption  of  cheaper  goods  to  those 
which  are  dearer  and  a  change  from  goods  of  poorer  quality  to  those  of 
better  quality.  As  in  the  United  States  since  the  World  War  particularly, 
the  trend  will  be  toward  more  milk,  eggs,  pork,  and  green  vegetables, 
with  less  bread  and  cereal  foods  but  more  sugar. 

A  further  consequence  of  the  population  trend  will  be  a  reduction 
in  the  prices  offered  for  land  particularly  the  less  productive  land, 
and  a  curtailment  in  the  shares  going  to  rent. 

Extensive  types  of  farming,  at  least  with  reference  to  labor,  v/ill 
tend  to  prevail  over  the  more  intensive  type  of  operations.  The  shifts 
of  agricultural  laborers  to  the  cities,  attracted  by  the  high  wages, 
will  take  workers  from  the  large  estates  and  later  the  sons  of  small 
farmers.  This  will  induce  selling  of  small  farms  and  combinations  of 
these  farms  into  larger  units,  as  well  as  the  breaking  up  of  many  large 
estates.  There  will  be  also  a  trend  toward  mechanization  on  the  better 
soils.  Arable  cultivation  on  poorer  soils  will  be  severely  affected, 
and  much  plow  land  will  revert  to  pasture.  Rye  and  oats,  in  particular, 
can  scarcely  fail  to  escape  a  reduction  in  acreage.  The  concentration 
of  crop  production  on  the  better  soils  will  also  tend  to  increase  pro- 
duction per  worker.  "German  agriculture  must  adjust  itself  to  higher 
wages  for  laborers,  declining  land  prices  and  rental  shares,  the  in- 
creasing necessity  for  the  most  effective  farm  organization  and  opera- 
tion, and  a  tendency  toward  unprofitableness  of  the  small  farm." 

Animal  husbandry  will  feel  strongly  the  effects  of  the  diminishing 
population  growth.    Although  the  opportunities  for  expansion  that  existed 
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before  the  War  are  gone,  the  situation  is  much  less  unfavorable  than  in 
crop  husbandry.  In  addition  to  increased  consumption  per  capita  of 
milk  and  meat  that  will  result  from  a  rise  in  wages,  consumption  of 
domestic  products  can  be  expanded  appreciably  by  suppression  of  imports. 
"Expansion  of  demand,  suppression  of  imports,  and  improvement  in  qual- 
ity of  products  even  if  only  carried  out  to  a  limited  extent  offer  a 
satisfactory  field  of  endeavor  for  animal  husbandry  in  the  time  period 
under  consideration.  Later  opportunities  even  in  this  field  are  likely 
to  be  negligible.  In  time  the  point  of  satiety  will,  be  reached  in  the 
entire  field  of  food  consumption.  Many  countries  are  obliged  to  economize 
even  in  the  use  of  salt.  Many  countries  on  the  other  hand  are  already 
so  far  advanced  that  the  people  may  eat  their  fill  of  bread.  In  the 
not  too  distant  future  meat  and  milk  will  have  their  turn.  If  in  ad- 
dition to  the  stagnation  of  demand  the  number  of  consumers  should  no 
longer  increase  or  should  even  decrease,  then  the  respective  enterprises 
must  stagnate  or  even  shrink." 

Although  writing  primarily  of  the  outlook  in  Germany.  Dr.  Jasny  does 
not  limit  his  presentation  to  that  country.  His  text,  the  supporting 
tabular  and  graphic  material,  and  his  conclusions  touch  the  entire  world 
situation.  This  world  situation  Dr.  Jasny  asserts  has  not  yet  been  suf- 
ficiently recognized  by  statesmen.  However,  in  time,  these  changes 
must  be  taken  into  account  through  proper  adjustments,  not  only  in  agrarian 
but  also  in  other  national  policies,  and  not  alone  in  Germany  but  like- 
wise in  all  civilized  countries.  The  earlier  it  is  recognized  that 
changes  in  national  policies  are  necessary,  the  less  will  be  the  ines- 
capable damage  done.  "The  expansion  of  import  demand  will  be  sharply 
curtailed,  the  expansion  of  exportable  surpluses  will  further  tend  to 
increase.  The  changed  population  trend  will  accentuate  still  further 
the  lack  of  equilibrium  between  supply  and  demand  for  agricultural  prod- 
ucts in  world  commerce  -  a  situation  already  initiated  by  the  mechani- 
zation of  agriculture  and  the  use  of  commercial  fertilizer.  However, 
the  smaller  labor  supply  offers  a  means  of  overcoming  the  crisis.  We 
shall  not  attempt  to  determine  at  this  time  which  of  the  two  influences 
is  likely  to  prevail,  that  of  a  declining  population  which  will  ac- 
centuate the  crisis  or  that  of  a  diminishing  labor  supply  which  will 
mitigate  it." 

In  the  United  States  the  author  sees  less  opportunity  for  agricul- 
tural expansion  than  in  Europe,  because  the  shift  from  cereal  foods 
to  meat,  milk,  and  other  foods  requiring  large  areas  of  land  for  their 
production  is  much  nearer  completion  than  in  Europe.  The  trends  in  the 
United  States  point  to  further  reduction  in  farm  population,  reduction 
in  agricultural  production,  and  reduction  in  the  exportable  surplus, 
with  restriction  of  exports  to  commodities  in  which  the  United  States 
has  notable  advantages,  particularly  cotton,   tobacco  and  wheat.   -  W,.  J.

This  volume  was  reviewed  as  follows  by  C.  S.  0.    (probably  Dr.  Orwin, 
Director  of  the  Agricultural  Economics  Research  Institute  at  Oxford)  in 
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the  Manchester  Guardian  for  June  28.  1932: 

"Lord  Lymington  has  already  made  himself  known   to   the  agricultural 
public  by  short  articles  on  farming  policy  which  have  appeared  from  time 
to  time  in  the  press.      In  this  volume  he  attempts  the  more  ambitious 
task  of  defining  a  national  policy,  both  for  the  Government  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  industry  as  a  whole  and  for  the  farmer  in  the  management  of 
his  business.     The  most  recent,  of  his  competitors  in  this  field  are  the 
National  Government  on  the  one  hand  and  Lord  Astor  and  Dr.  Keith  Murray 
on  the  other.    The  declared  policy  of  the  National  Government  is  to  foster 
arable  farming  by  a  subsidy  to  the  wheat  grower  which  is  to  be  paid  by 
the  consumer,   and  the  policy  has  been  made  effective  through  an  Act  of 
Parliament.     The  policy  of  Lord  Astor  and  Dr.  Murray  is  to  leave  wheat 
growing  to  the  prairie   farmer  and  to  concentrate  on  the  extension  of 
live  stock  industries  and  market  gardening  in  all  its  branches. 

"Substantially  Lord  Lymington  is  in  agreement  with  the  latter.  Not 
that  he  has  any  objection  to  protection  of  home  agriculture  by  quotas, 
subsidies,    duties,    restriction  of  imports,    or  otherwise,   but  he  would 
apply  them  to  foster  a  policy  which,   in  so  far  as  it  is  new,  amounts 
to  the  development,  of  livestock  husbandry  on  arable  land  by  the  use  of 
silage   on  a  great   scale  and  by   the  production  of  dried  green  crops. 
The  reduction  in  farm  labour  which  will  be  brought  about  by  the  inevit- 
able extension  of  power  farming  is  to  be  set  off  by  the  labour  needed 
for  the  great  increase  in  live  stock  which  is  forecast.     More  than  this, 
the  new  system  is  to  give  employment  to  half  a  million  additional  workers. 

"Not  a  few  of  the  particular  points  which  go  to  make  up  Lord  Lyming- 
ton 's  whole   scheme  have   a   familiar   ring  about   them.      Of   the  general 
policy  he  would  himself  admit  that  in  the  light  of  our  present  experience 
it  is  largely  speculative,  though  with  sufficient  protection  in  one  form 
or  another  for  the  home  industry  anything,  of  course,  is  possible."

(London)  for  July  16,  1932,  p.  127  From  this  review  the  short  extract 
below  has  been  taken: 

"In  stressing  the  importance  of  time-factors  in  the  processes  of  eco- 
nomic causation  -  or  causal  association,  as  he  would  prefer  to  say  -  Dr. 
Akerman  supplies  a  useful  corrective  of  equilibrium  theories;  but  a 
recognition  of  the  importance  of  the  time-factor  in  all  the  various  aspects 
of  economic  life  does  not,  by  itself,  form  an  adequate  basis  for  a  belief 
in  any  cvclical  rhythm  in  the  economic  system  as  a  whole;  nor  does  Dr. 
Akerman  really  demonstrate  that  such  a  rhythm  in  fact  exists.  In  particu- 
lar, his  attempts  to  establish  the  existence  of  long  'cycles'  extending 
over  fifty-year  periods,  and  even  of  longer  cycles  still,  lasting  for  cen- 
turies, seem   to  rest  on   very  slender  foundations,  and  to  depend  far  too 
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much  on  the  inconclusive  evidence  supplied  by  moveimnts  of  general  prices. 
By  the  way.  he  says  many  good  things,  and  his  book  is  well  worth  reading 
for  them.  But  his  method  of  seeking  for  general  cycles  of  varying  dura- 
tion in  time,  in  preference  to  studying  the  varying  causes  of  fluctuation 
in  different  parts  of  the  economic  system,  leads  too  readily  to  facile 
generalisations  with  an  insufficient  basis  of  clearly  established  fact.'1

An  important  phenomenon  of  European  economic  life  in  the  decade  follow- 
ing the  World  Vifar  has  been  its  excessively  rapid  development,  not  only  in 
industry  which  is  essentially  more  elastic  but  to  almost  as  great  a  degree 
in  agriculture.  The  destruction  of  agricultural  enterprises  and  their  sub- 
sequent utilization  for  extensive  cultivation  as  well  as  the  progress  of 
agricultural  technic  have  encouraged  this  agricultural  expansion,  and  have 
caused  agricultural  economy  to  invade  the  sphere  of  influence  of  capital- 
ism and  to  seek  its  aid.  The  encroachment  of  the  capitalist  system  on  the 
field  of  agriculture  is  marked  above  all  by  an  increase  in  working  capital 
as  compared  with  invested  capital,  and  by  recourse  to  credit  to  make  up 
the  working  capital.  As  long  as  his  working  capital  is  his  personal  prop- 
erty and  is  not  much  greater  than  his  invested  capital,  the  farmer  is 
more  or  less  immune  to  the  effects  of  economic  depressions.  But  when  his 
working  capital  increases  and  has  to  be  bolstered  up  by  credit  the  agri- 
cultural enterprise  becomes  susceptible  to  all  the  shocks  and  variations 
of  economic  conditions.  That  is  what  has  happened  to  agriculture  during 
the  present  world  crisis.  Its  severity  and  its  length  have  not  only  ar- 
rested the  development  of  agricultural  production,  but  have  caused  its 
financial  structure  to  totter,  so  that  the  indebtedness  of  European  agri- 
culture has  increased  with  terrifying  rapidity.  In  Germany  in  1931,  accord- 
ing to  the  Deutsche  Rentenbank ,  agricultural  indebtedness  amounted  to637Ren- 
tenmark  per  hectare  in  the  eastern  provinces  and  to  574  Rentenmark  per  hec- 
tare in  the  v/est  which  corresponds  to  59  and  35  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the 
land.  The  indebtedness  of  the  large  estates  is  30  per  cent  greater  than  that 
of  the  medium-sized  farms,  reaching  75  per  cent  in  the  east.  Taking  into  con- 
sideration the  fact  that  this  figure  is  an  average,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
majority  of  the  large  agricultural  enterprises  in  the  east  of  Germany  are 
in  debt  to  the  amount  of  from  50  to  100  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the  land. 
The  situation  is  duplicated  in  most  of  the  countries  of  central  and  south- 
eastern Europe.  Hungary's  indebtedness  for  example  has  been  estimated  at 
about  150  Rentenmark  per  hectare  or  about  30  per  cent  of  the  land  value. 
It  should  be  remembered,  however,  that  these  calculations  are  based  on  the 
value  of  the  land  as  estimated  by  long-term  credit  institutions  which  is 
far  removed  from  the  present  price  level .  To  obtain  the  ratio  of  agri- 
cultural indebtedness  to  the  real  commercial  value  of  the  land  the  first 
estimate  should  be  decreased  by  at  least  40  per  cent  which  would  make  the 
agricultural  indebtedness  of  the  countries  of  central  Europe  between  50 
and  60  per  cent  of  the  social  value  of  the  agricultural  enterprise,  and 
even  almost  100  per  cent  in  the  eastern  provinces  of  Germany. 

Thus  does  the  author  preface  his  discussion  of  the  measures  taken  by 
some  European  countries  to  relieve  their  agricultural  indebtedness. 
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Among  the  countries  that  have  adopted  radical  measures  to  aid  agricul- 
ture, are  cited  Hungary,  Rumania,  Yugoslavia.  Bulgaria,  Poland,  Finland, 
and  Germany.  The  author  points  out  that  the  severity  of  the  agricultural 
crisis  in  Germany  typifies  the  disastrous  consequences  of  a  protectionist 
policy  carried  to  extremes.  A  desperate  effort  to  remedy  a  desperate  sit- 
uation has  been  made  by  the  German  Government  in  its  relief  program  for 
the  eastern  provinces,  known  as  the  "Osthilfe"  scheme.  In  March,  1930,  a 
plan  of  forced  conversion  of  agricultural  debts  to  be  carried  out  by  the 
"Landstellen"  vras  elaborated  by  the  Government.  This  plan,  however,  did 
not  measure  up  to  expectations,  and  was  never  put  into  effect.  It  was  not 
until  March  31,  1931  that  the  relief  plans  cf  the  Government  v/ere  embodied 
in  a  law  which  was  supplemented  by  several  decrees  in  the  late  autumn.  This 
law  provided  for  conversion  of  agricultural  debts  on  a  large  scale  and  an 
extended  moratorium.  But  this  time  there  was  no  question  of  forced  conver- 
sion. A  sum  of  800  millions  of  marks  was  provided  for,  furnished  in  part 
by  the  industrial  contribution  suggested  by  the  Dawes  plan  and  made  possi- 
ble by  the  Young  plan.  Thus  it  became  a  voluntary  contribution  of  indus- 
try to  save  agriculture,  a  proof  of  the  strong  feeling  in  Germany  of  the 
community  of  interests  between  these  two  branches  of  production.  In  addi- 
tion, the  State  issued  guaranteed  bonds  to  the  amount  of  250  million  marks, 
as  well  as  an  additional  100  million  marks  in  redemption  certificates  to  be 
used  in  commercial  dealings  of  credit  institutions.  The  loans  are  granted 
in  accordance  with  the  decisions  of  the  Landstelle  after  approval  of  a  pro- 
prosed  plan  of  amortization.  The  moratorium  takes  the  form  of  safeguarding 
proceedings  (Sicherungsverfahren)  which  suspend  the  serving  of  writs  of 
attachment  and  reduce  the  principal  of  the  debt  to  half  the  amount  and  the 
interest  to  4  1/2  per  cent.  The  farms  affected  are  placed  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  trustee  who  will  see  to  it  that  the  revenues  from  the  farm  are 
used  for  the  expenses  of  its  operation.  Conversion  proceedings  advanced 
so  slowly,  however,  that  new  measures  of  greater  severity  became  necessary. 
A  decree,  published  on  February  8,  1932,  requires  agricultural  creditors 
to  accept  in  payment  of  debts  debt-funding  bonds  (Entschuldungsbriefe )  to 
be  issued  by  the  Rentenbank  up  to  the  amount  of  500  million  marks  at  the 
interest  rate  cf  4  1/2  per  cent  and  secured  by  receipts  from  the  sc-called 
"industrial  fee."  Thus  Germany  is  impelled  to  more  and  more  radical  meas- 
ures to  protect  the  financial  situation  of  her  farmers,  measures  that  so 
far  seem  to  have  borne  little  fruit.  The  author  concludes  that  the  prin- 
ciple of  forced  conversion  has  been  proved  to  be  impracticable,  which 
throws  a  significant  light  on  the  recent  efforts  of  certain  other  coun- 
tries that  have  tried  to  solve  the  problem  of  their  agricultural  indebted- 
ness by  the  same  method.  Finland  has  chosen  a  plan  of  forced  conversion 
of  agricultural  debts  based  on  a  bond  issue  of  400  to  600  Finnish  marks. 
Rumania's  very  logical  and  well-constructed  scheme  of  conversion  has  failed 
for  lack  of  funds  to  put  it  into  operation.  The  Hungarian  Government  has 
granted  a  moratorium  of  a  year  for  the  payment  of  farmers'  debts  and  fixed 
a  minimum  price  in  forced  sales  of  farm  property. 

Coming  to  Poland,  v/hich  is  his  main  topic,  the  author  stresses  the 
fact  that  the  Polish  relief  measures  are  of  recent  date  and  therefore  may 
be  changed  in  detail  though  probably  not  in  their  general  trend,  and 
points  out  their  essential  divergence  from  the  German  plan.  In  Germany, 
as  in  Finland  and  in  Rumania,  an  attempt  was  made  to  impose  certain  rigid 
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forms  on  the  economic  life  of  the  country,  to  create  artificial  economic 
phenomena  by  means  of  laws  and  decrees.  Suspended  payments  and  writs  of 
execution,  annulment  of  some  of  the  rights  of  creditors,  long-term  scales 
of  payment,  and  reduction  of  interest  are  all  measures  that  may  be  just  in 
certain  cases  and  very  unjust  in  others.  Moreover  they  strike  a  serious 
blow  at  the  legal  foundations  of  credit.  Only  a  situation  verging  on 
catastrophe  could  justify  a  nation  in  adopting  such  ultraradical  measures. 
In  the  author's  view  a  country  that  would  adopt  such  a  drastic  measure  as 
that  of  a  moratorium,  without  being  absolutely  forced  to  do  it,  would  be 
committing  suicide  as  far  as  the  development  of  the  capitalist  form  of  her 
agriculture  is  concerned.  Polish  agricultural  indebtedness  is  not  so 
great  as  that  of  her  neighbors.  No  definite  statistics  are  available,  but 
estimates  show  that  the  amount  of  the  indebtedness  is  about  25  per  cent  of 
the  market  value  of  the  enterprise.  In  the  case  of  large  estates  the 
figure  is  higher,  the  average  indebtedness  being  estimated  at  about  40  per 
cent  of  the  value  of  the  land,  most  of  the  variations  ranging  from  20  to 
60  per  cent.  Hence  any  idea  of  a  general  moratorium  or  a  general  plan  of 
debt  conversion  was  rejected  at  the  beginning.  Palliative  measures  were 
adopted  under  the  general  heading  of  liquidation  of  the  excessive  burdens 
of  agriculture.  These  fall  into  different  groups  corresponding  to  the  dif- 
ferent aspects  of  the  situation.  The  first  group  of  measures  provides 
legal  protection  for  agricultural  debtors.  A  minimum  price  is  fixed  be- 
low which  no  forced  sale  can  take  place  and  the  difficulty  of  forced  sales 
of  property  is  increased.  A  second  category  of  relief  is  provided  by  a 
law  which  authorizes  the  Minister  of  Finance  to  suspend  until  August  15, 
1933  the  payment  of  taxes  on  agricultural  property  which  were  in  arrears 
on  October  1,  1931.  To  encourage  the  payment  of  arrears  when  possible  a 
bonus  is  granted  for  payments  made  during  the  period  of  prorogation, 
varying  frcm  10  to  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  paid.  This  often  compensates 
the  apparent  injustice  of  the  law  which  would  appear  to  favor  the  un- 
willing taxpayer.  Provision  is  also  made  to  facilitate  the  payment  of 
social  insurance  dues  that  are  in  arrears. 

According  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Polish  agricultural  indebted- 
ness amounts  to  3,850  million  zlotys,  2,350  millions  representing  long- 
term  credits  and  1,500,  short-term  credits.  The  loans  furnished  by  pri- 
vate creditors  do  not  ccme  within  the  scope  of  practical  Government  in- 
tervention. Of  those  furnished  by  credit  institutions  the  pre-war  loans 
and  certain  others  amounting  to  900  million  zlotys  have  an  amortization 
pericd  sufficiently  extended  so  that  they  are  not  an  excessive  burden  to 
agriculture .  The  problem  centers  around  the  long-term  credits  issued  dur- 
ing the  last  5  to  7  years  at  a  rate  of  interest  of  7  to  8  per  cent  and 
amortizable  usually  in  15  years,  more  rarely  in  25  to  30  years.  These 
loans  were  made  at  a  time  of  relative  economic  prosperity  and  were  used 
either  for  the  conversion  of  short-term  debts,  for  new  investments,  or  for 
expenses  of  consumption.  Farmers  who  borrowed  money  for  such  purposes  are 
now  in  serious  financial  straits,  having  judged  their  capacity  to  pay  on 
the  basis  of  the  price  level  existing  at  the  time  of  borrowing.  Inasmuch 
as  the  rights  of  the  creditors  must  be  considered,  the  relief  plan  has  been 
limited  to  lowering  the  rate  of  interest  and  extending  the  period  of  amor- 
tization for  3  years.  It  is  proposed  also  to.  cancel  the  arrears  on  con- 
dition that  the  debtor  meet  the  current  payments  regularly.  New  credits 
will  only  be  granted  for  guaranteed  productive  purposes  and  in  the  form  of 
working  capital  on  which  such  returns  can  be  made.  Loans  for  the  pur- 
chase  of  artificial   fertilizer  come  under   this  heading.     In  order  to 
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coordinate  the  various  measures  for  the  financial  relief  of  the  Polish 
farmer  a  central  committee  has  been  formed  in  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
with  subcommittees  under  its  jurisdiction.  These  committees  were  still  in 
process  of  organization  when  this  article  was  written,  so  that  the  scope 
of  their  activity  and  their  part  in  the  liquidation  of  the  farmers'  debts 
could  not.be  described. 

The  author  emphasizes  his  conviction  that  the  Polish  relief  plan  was 
meant  above  all  to  tide  the  farmer  over  a  particularly  difficult  period  oi 
the  economic  depression  "which  is  now  nearing  an  end.''  Unfavorable  weath- 
er conditions  in  different  parts  of  the  world,  decreased  grain  area,  a 
diminution  in  the  visible  grain  stocks  have  already  brought  about  a  price 
increase  on  the  world  market  as  instanced  in  the  case  of  Manitoba  wheat 
and  rye  in  Berlin.  But  to  expect  rapid  improvement  or  a  return  of  the 
postwar  prosperity  would  be  foolish.  The  most  important  part  of  the  pro- 
gram for  the  recuperation  of  agriculture's  finances  is  the  problem  of  the 
cost  of  production.  It  has  been  estimated  that  for  every  loan  of  10  per 
cent  of  the  total  capital  used  the  cost  of  production  increases  by  4  per 
cent.  For  a  loan  of  25  per  cent  it  increases  by  10  per  cent  and  for  a, 
loan  of  50  per  cent  it  increases  by  20  per  cent.  These  results  are  oo- 
tained  by  taking  as  the  rate  of  interest  13  per  cent  for  loans  as  against 
8  per  cent  for  personal  capital.  Hence,  with  the  exorbitant  rate  of  in- 
terest of  24  and  36  per  cent  which  is  sometimes  charged,  a  small  indebted- 
ness of  20  per  cent  entails  an  increase  of  36  and  54  per  cent  in  the  cost 
of  production.  Hence  a  decrease  in  the  rate  of  interest  on  loans  is  a,  nec- 
essary condition  of  improvement  in  the  financial  status  of  the  farmer. 
The  author  insists  again  that  a  debt  moratorium  is  suicidal.  Debt  conver- 
sion is  a  natural  part  of  the  capitalist  regime  and  in  times  of  depression 
it  becomes  almost  automatically  a  natural  phenomenon.  The  State  can  ana 
must  influence  its  course  and  the  form  it  will  take,  but  the  State  can 
not  be  expected  to  perform  miracles  or  to  create  something  out  of  nothing. 
Otherwise  an  artificial  economic  situation  is  brought  about  and  the  end  can 
only  be  ruin.  Rumania,  for  instance,  elaborated  a  vast  plan  of  conversion 
which  she  has  been  unable  to  put  into  operation  for  lack  of  funds.  Debt 
conversion  is  necessary  in  Poland,  but  it  can  not  be  realised  without  capi- 
tal or  simply  by  the  passing  of  a  decree.  There  can  be  no  possibility  of 
actual  conversion  until  the  increase  in  the  agricultural  indebtedness  of 
the  country  has  been  arrested,  and  just  when  conditions  will  be  favorable 
for  the  decisive  step  the  author  hesitates  to  say  in  view  of  the  rapid 
movement  of  political  and  economic  events.  The  Polish  Government's  main 
effort  today  is  to  regulate  the  financial  situation  of  the  country's  agri- 
culture by  such  means  as  will  not  retard  the  economic  development  of  agri- 
cultural production.

"Because  of  highly  specialized  types  of  farming,  large  numbers  of  com- 
mercial farm  products,  great  distances  from  consuming  markets,  and  vital 
dependence  upon  irrigation,  the  economic  problems  of  California's  agricul- 
ture are  exceedingly  complex  and  difficult  of  solution.  The  changed  eco- 
nomic order  throughout  the  world  and  the  necessity  for  agricultural  read- 
justments within  State  and  nation  have  confronted  California  farmers,  in 
recent  years,  with  an  entirely  new  category  of  problems.  Early  in  the  last 
decade  the  College  of  Agriculture  of  the  University  of  California  first 
began  the  study  of  some  of  these  economic  problems.  In  1925,  additional 
funds  from  the  federal  government  made  possible  the  expansion  of  research 
in  agricultural  economics.  At  the  same  time  important  studies  dealing  with 
the  economics  of  production  of  important  California  crops  and  factors  in- 
fluencing their  prices  were  undertaken  through  the  agricultural  extension 
service  of  the  College  of  Agriculture.

That  agricultural  extension  methods  have  succeeded  remarkably  in  improv- 
ing conditions  among  the  impoverished  villagers  of  South  Travancore,  as 
described  In  "Up  From  Poverty  in  Rural  India,"  is  a  demonstration  of  their 
efficacy  under  the  most  adverse  conditions.  While  Travancore  is  one  of 
the  most  progressive  of  the  Indian  States  and  its  literacy  rate  of  27  per 
cent  more  than  twice  as  high  as  that  of  British  India,  only  about  one  in 
seven  of  the  villagers  dealt  with  could  read  and  the  majority  were  desper- 
ately poor. 

With  the  slogan,  "Self-help  with  intimate,  expert  counsel,"  a  concerted 
attack  was  made  on  all  aspects  of  the  villager's  problem.  Subsidiary 
vocations  such  as  spinning,  hand-weaving,  apiculture,  poultry  husbandry, 
the  making  of  palmyra  sugar,  and  the  preparation  of  cashew  nuts  have  been 
introduced  or  practices  improved,  with  emphasis  on  quality  products  for 
higher  prices.  Separate  cooperative  societies  were  formed  to  market  each 
line  and  to  provide  necessary  credit  under  careful  supervision. 

The  Martandam  Rural  Demonstration  Center  has  also  fostered  adult  and 
child  education,  conducted  demonstrations  of  methods  and  exhibitions  of 
products,  popularized  improved  sanitary  practices,  and  sponsored  the  breed- 
ing of  better  milk  cattle  and  goats.  It  is  claimed  that  no  distinctions  of 
creed  or  caste  are  made  in  the  work. 

The  method  followed  is  intensive  effort  within  five  to  seven  miles  of 
the  center,  which  serves  as  nucleus  for  the  influence  of  the  work  in  a 
hundred-mile  radius,  through  subsidiary  centers  in  which  public-spirited 
young  men,  trained  at  the  center,  serve  as  extension  workers.  Enthusiasm 
for  rural  reconstruction  is  reported  sweeping  the  country  and  Dr.  Hatch 
sees  the  multiplication  of  such  centers  and  their  extension  activities  as 
the  best  hope  of  rural  India.

This  account  of  the  small  settlement  of  Poltnitz  in  Mecklenburg  is  the 
result  of  an  investigation  made  by  a  group  of  teachers  and  pupils  of  the 
Volkshochschulheim  Tempelhof  in  Berlin  who  shared  the  work  and  the  life 
of  the  farmers  in  order  to  have  first-hand  information  about  them.  We 
are  given  a  picture  of  a  small  settlement  of  about  25  morgen  about  2 
kilometers  from  an  isolated  village  of  the  same  name  with  200  inhabitants. 
About  40  families  of  various  origins  and  from  10  different  classes  of  work- 
ers purchased  holdings,  partly  for  cash  and  partly  on  time  payments.  The 
buildings  belonging  to  the  former  landowner  were  used  for  housing  men  and 
livestock.  There  were  28  horses,  74  cows  and  calves,  about  300  hogs,  and 
409  chickens  variously  distributed  among  the  families.  The  methods  of  v/ork, 
the  distribution  of  labor  among  the  members  of  the  family  and  their  hours 
of  work,  the  household  arrangements,  the  clothing  of  the  workers,  samples 
of  meals,  family  relations,  the  use  of  leisure,  the  social  and  cultural 
life,  the  mental  attitude  towards  the  work  and  towards  sharing  it  with  one 
another  are  discussed.  The  report  emphasizes  the  need  for  a  school  for  the 
training  of  prospective  settlers,  especially  in  bookkeeping  and  marketing 
methods,  cooperation,  community  organization,  and  the  organization  of 
family  and  social  life.

These  must  be  brought  into 
relation  with  the  differences  (in  quality  and  trend)  in  agricultural  pro- 
duction. The  author  has  sought  to  show  just  such  relations  as  regards  soil 
cultivation  in  Western  Poland  (the  former  Prussian  provinces  of  Posen  and 
Pommerellia,  i.  e..  West  Prussia).  In  chapter  sequence  we  find  discussed: 
climatic  conditions;  soil  conditions;  ratio  between  the  various  land  types 
and  cultivation,  and  dependence  thereof  on  soil  and  climate;  productivity 
and  its  dependence  on  soil  and  climate;  quantities  produced;  general  operat- 
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ing  conditions:  and  division  of  land  into  agricultural  sections.  The  scope 
of  the  present  investigation  covered  seven  distinct  climatic  zones.  A 
large  number  of  diagrams  are  given,  some  of  them  bearing  upon  the  major 
crops.

"New  tables  are  given  on  the  following  subjects:  production  of  asbestos, 
chrome,  coke,  platinum,  opium  and  other  narcotic  drugs,  wine,  meat  (slaugh- 
ters) and  motor  cars;  indices  of  world  production  of  crude  foodstuffs  and 
industrial  raw  materials  (compiled  by  the  Economic  Intelligence  Service 
of  the  League  of  Nations);  index  numbers  of  employment;  illiteracy,  broad- 
casting; monetary  gold  stocks  of  the  world  (expressed  in  dollars);  balances 
of  international  payments.  Among  the  tables  improved  and  expanded,  those 
relating  to  the  following  subjects  may  be  mentioned:  output  and  distri- 
bution of  electricity;  unemployment  by  classes  of  industry;  cotton  spin- 
dles: production  of  soya  beans,  rubber  and  wool;  index  numbers  of  indus- 
trial production;  yield  of  bonds.  In  the  tables  on  vital  statistics, 
account  has  been  taken  of  the  results  of  the  population  censuses  held 
in  1930  and  1931.  The  number  of  commodities  for  which  representative 
price  quotations  (in  gold  francs  per  metric  unit)  are  given  has  been  in- 
creased; both  end  of  year  quotations  and  yearly  averages  are  shown  in 
most  cases."  -  Preface.

"In  September,  1929,  the  Assembly  of  the  League  of  Nations,  after  review- 
ing the  publications  prepared  by  the  Economic  Intelligence  Service  in  the 
previous  year,  passed  a  resolution  requesting  the  Council:  'To  consider 
the  possibility  of  arranging  for  the  preparation  in  the  near  future  of  a 
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comprehensive  annual  survey  of  economic  developments  and  for  the  collec- 
tion by  the  Economic  Organisation  of  all  the  information  required  for  this 
purpose . 

"At  the  suggestion  of  the  Economic  Committee,  to  which  this  resolution 
was  referred,  the  Council  recommended  to  the  Assembly  at  its  next 
session  that  the  proposed  Survey  should  await  the  entry  into  force  of  the 
Statistical  Convention,  which  aimed  at  extending  the  scope  and  increasing 
the  comparability  of  national  economic  statistics.  This  proposal  was 
endorsed  by  the  Assembly,  which  decided,  however,  that  the  work  for  the 
Survey  should  be  begun  during  1931 . 

"The  pages  that  follow  are  the  outcome  of  this  decision.  They  consti- 
tute to  a  large  extent  a  natural  sequel  to  the  report  on  'The  Course  and 
Phases  of  the  World  Economic  Depression'  prepared  in  1930-31  under  the 
direction  of  Professor  Bertil  Ohlin,  of  Stockholm  University,  and  pre- 
sented to  the  Assembly  in  September  1931.

The  Economist  (London)  for  July  16,  1932  reviewed  this  volume  in  part 
as  follows:  "The  money  power  is,  in  Mr.  Henderson's  view,  merely  a  re- 
flection of  the  power  generated  by  the  private  ownership  of  real  things  - 
the  means  of  production  -  in  a  form  appropriate  to  the  exchange  economy  of 
the  modern  world.  He  is  intent  always  to  get  back  to  the  real  things  and 
forces  which  lie  behind  the  monetary  expressions  characteristic  of  a  price- 
economy;  and  his  object,  in  this  volume  as  in  his  last,  is  to  lay  bare 
the  artificial  character  of  the  scarcity  under  which  the  world  is  now 
compelled  to  exist.  Mr.  Henderson  is  not  a  monetary  crank,  hoping  to  cure 
all  our  ills  by  a  better  management  of  the  monetary  machine,  but  a  Social- 
ist who  sees  in  modern  finance  the  latest  form  assumed  by  that  class- 
exploitation  which  Socialists  associate  with  the  private  ownership  of  the 
instruments  of  production.  He  is  somewhat  inclined  to  be  repetitive,  and 
to  think  that  an  argument  gains  force  by  being  restated  in  different 
language.  But  his  book  is  important,  and  deserves  to  rank  high  among 
modern  Socialist  critiques  of  the  working  of  the  present  economic  system."

In  some  parts  of  Italy  the  summer  and  winter  crops  practically  synchro- 
nize, and  it  frequently  happens  that  the  same  varieties  -  tubers  -  which 
were  harvested  in  September  or  October  in  the  North  are  again  used  in  the 
South  from  December  to  February  for  winter  planting  purposes,  the  harvest- 
ing of  which  takes  place  in  March  to  June.  In  most  of  the  production  cen- 
ters cultivation  is  carried  on  under  unfavorable  climatic  conditions.  Ad- 
verse weather  conditions  also  play  an  important  part.  The  culture  of  North 
European  early  potatoes  in  the  highlands  of  Italy  for  the  purpose  of  ob- 
taining planting  material  cannot  replace  the  ordering  of  seed  potatoes 
every  year  for  win+er  growing  in  the  South.

This  work,  as  its  subtitle  suggests,  is  intended  to  serve  as  a  pro- 
logue to  the  history  of  the  Russian  agrarian  revolution  of  1917  which 
the  author  promises  to  treat  in  a  succeeding  volume.  It  is  a  long  pro- 
logue chronologically  for  it  commences  with  the  very  beginning  of  Russian 
history,  the  colonization  by  the  Slavic  tribes  of  the  great  Eurasian 
Plain,  and  brings  the  story  up  to  the  eve  of  the  World  War. 

The  rise  of  the  servile  system  and  its  downfall  with  the  emancipation 
of  the  peasantry  in  the  middle  of  the  last  century;  the  fortunes  (or  per- 
haps better,  lack  of  fortune)  of  the  peasants  and  the  landed  gentry  dur- 
ing the  post-emancipation  period;  the  agrarian  crisis  which  was  gathering 
head  towards  the  end  of  the  nineteenth  century  and  which  finally  came  to 
a  climax  in  the  Revolution  of  1905-07,  seen  in  retrospect  as  a  sort  of 
dress  rehearsal  of  the  greater  upheaval  ten  years  later;  the  agrarian  re- 
form which  followed  the  Revolution  of  1905  -  in  short,  the  whole  evolu- 
tion of  rural  Russia  passes  in  rapid  review  in  Professor  Robinson's  book. 
In  the  concluding  chapter,  entitled  "On  the  Eve,"  Professor  Robinson  sur- 
veys the  position  of  the  Russian  peasantry  during  the  short  interval  of 
less  than  a  decade  which  separated  the  first  Russian  Revolution  of  1905-07 
from  the  World  War  and  the  Revolution  of  1917. 

It  remains  to  be  seen,  however,  how  the  subject  matter  of  the  prologue 
will  tie  up  with  the  main  theme  of  the  play  -  the  Revolution  of  1917,  which 
is  the  subject  of  a  second  volume  promised  by  the  author  -  as  three  more 
years  of  a  devastating  war  must  be  traversed  before  the  first  act  is 
reached.  That  the  book  provides  rich  material  for  the  explanation  and  un- 
derstanding of  the  revolution  cannot  be  doubted.  It  reveals  manifold 
stresses  and  strains  in  the  structure  of  the  Russian  "peasant-landlord" 
world,  which  nearly  brought  the  landlord  part  of  it  down  during  the  Rev- 
olution of  1905-07  following  the  unsuccessful  Russo-Japanese  War  and  which 
precipitated  the  crash  ten  years  later,  during  an  even  more  catastrophic 
war,  notwithstanding  the  effort  of  the  Government  to  bolster  up  the  edifice 
during  the  intervening  decade  of  peace  by  its  policy  of  the  "wager  on  the 
strong. " 

Comments  on  the  book,  however,  viewed  as  an  introduction  to  the  forth- 
coming study  of  the  agrarian  revolution  of  1917,  are  premature.  But  a 
work  of  the  scope  of  "Rural  Russia  under  the  Old  Regime"  -  a  scope  in  my 
opinion  far  broader  than  is  essential  for  the  explanation  of  the  agrarian 
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revolution  -  should  have  an  independent  value  as  a  much  needed  treatise 
on  Russian  agrarian  history.  It  is  true,  there  exists  in  the  Russian 
language  a  considerable  literature  dealing  with  the  agrarian  history  and 
conditions  of  Russia,  but  it  is  largely  unknown  in  this  country.  A  prod- 
uct in  part  of  professional,  historical  scholarship,  this  literature  has 
been  enriched  as  regards  the  more  recent  period  by  the  contributions  of 
economists,  statisticians,  students  of  Government  and  Jaw,  publicists, 
and  last  but  not  least,  men  of  letters.  For  the  agrarian  question  has 
been  much  to  the  fore  in  Russia  since  the  middle  of  the  last  century  and 
it  has  provoked  a  great  deal  of  discussion  and  controversy  which  stimu- 
lated private  research  and  also  led  to  several  important  investigations 
by  official  Government  commissions.  A  work,  therefore,  like  "Rural  Rus- 
sia" which  would  digest  this  material  (by  no  means  an  easy  task  because 
of  the  controversial  character  of  a  great  deal  of  the  writing  on  the  sub- 
ject) and  provide  an  objective  synthesis  of  the  Russian  agrarian  develop- 
ment should  be  highly  welcome,  especially  in  view  of  the  inaccessibility 
of  so  much  of  the  material  to  the  student  in  this  country,  either  because 
of  the  linguistic  barrier  or  sheer  unavailability. 

Professor  Robinson  writes  with  an  admirable  grasp  of  the  complicated 
theme  of  Russian  agrarian  development,  with  a  lucidity  and  at  the  same 
time  a  vitality  and  felicity  of  style  which  places  him  distinctly  in  the 
class  of  literary  historians.  The  humanitarian  outlook  and  sympathy  for 
the  submerged  by  "which  "Rural  Russia"  is  pervaded  reminds  one  of  the  works 
of  the  Hammonds.  Just  as  the  latter  authors  reveal  the  horrors  of  the 
English  industrial  revolution  under  a  regime  of  unmitigated  laissez  faire 
so  does  Professor  Robinson  depict  the  cruelties  of  the  contemporaneous 
servile  system  in  Russia  under  a  regime  of  what  amounted  (for  the  landlord) 
to  benevolent  laissez  faire.  I  would  not  want,  however,  to  leave  the  im- 
pression that  the  bock  is  merely  a  sort  of  muck-raking  expedition  into 
Russian  history.  On  the  contrary,  Professor  Robinson  skillfully  manages 
to  produce  an  account  of  the  Russian  "peasant  landlord  world"  and  its  inter- 
necine struggles  which  is  objective  both  in  tone  and  substance.  The  author 
supports  his  story  wherever  possible  by  marshalling  statistical  evidence 
which  he  uses  in  a  judicious  manner. 

A  large  enterprise  like  this  work  obviously  could  not  be  entirely  free 
of  shortcomings.  A  detailed  critique  cannot  be  attempted  within  the  com- 
pass of  this  review  and  I  will  merely  try  to  outline  what  seem  to  the  re- 
viewer some  of  the  principal  faults.  To  begin  with,  Professor  Robinson 
jams  too  much  history  into  the  first  two  short  chapters,  with  a  consequent 
lack  of  proportion  in  the  treatment  of  his  theme.  In  the  first  chapter 
of  less  than  twenty- four  pages,  he  brings  the  sketch  of  Russian  agrarian 
history  up  to  the  eighteenth  century  and  also  includes  some  general 
historical  and  geographical  information  in  addition  to  a  short  account 
of  his  own  travel  impressions  in  Russia.  The  second  chapter  of  less  than 
eight  pages  is  devoted  to  the  eighteenth  century  which  was  replete  with 
important  developments  in  Russian  agrarian  history  and  in  which  the  servile 
system  reached  its  high-water  mark.  Thus  a  thousand  years  of  history  are 
compressed  in  a  little  over  30  pages  out  of  a  total  of  more  than  260. 
And,  as  a  result,  even  a  skillful  narrator  -  and  no  one  can  deny  this  qual-

ity  to  Professor  Robinson  -  cannot  really  do  justice  to  his  subject.  To 
this  fault  must  be  added  a  certain  chronological  jumpiness,  as  when  the 
author  starts  his  second  chapter  with  the  reign  of  Catherine  the  Great  in 
the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century  and  then  goes  back  to  the  earlier  im- 
portant rule  of  Peter  the  Great  in  the  beginning  of  the  century.  Such  a 
procedure  may  have  some  artistic  advantage  but  it  does  not  add  to  the 
clarification  of  the  subject.  The  only  assumption  on  which  so  radical  a 
compression  of  a  long  story  of  Russian  agrarian  development  can  be  justi- 
fied is  that  most  of  the  readers  of  this  book  will  be  well  versed  in  the 
facts  and  processes  of  Russian  social  and  economic  history.  This,  however, 
is  a  very  risky  assumption  to  make. 

The  emphasis  on  recent  history,  of  course,  is  all  to  the  good.  I  would 
go  even  farther  and  say  that  the  starting  point  might  have  been  shifted 
with  advantage  to  the  beginning  or  middle  of  the  nineteenth  century.  But 
once  it  was  decided  to  embark  on  the  earlier  period,  the  tendency  to  eschew 
as  the  author  does  all  controversial  questions,  especialy  those  pertaining 
to  the  origin  and  early  development  of  important  institutions,  seems  to  me 
questionable.  No  reader,  for  instance,  without  previous  familiarity  with 
Russian  historical  literature  would  suspect  that  the  origin  of  serfdom  (of 
which  a  very  sketchy  account  is  given  in  the  book)  was  the  subject  of  an 
interesting  controversy  among  Russian  historians,  centering  largely  on  the 
role  played  by  the  Muscovite  State  in  the  development  of  this  institution.. 

Another  highly  controversial  question  which  is  barely  touched  upon  by 
the  author  is  that  of  the  origin  and  early  history  of  the  peasant  land-com- 
mune with  its  periodic  redistribution  of  land,  so  prominent  a  feature  of 
Russian  peasant  agriculture.  It  is  true,  as  Professor  Robinson  points  out 
in  footnote  24  on  page  274  that:  "In  the  whole  range  of  Russian  history, 
there  is  perhaps  no  subject  so  obscure  and  so  highly  controversial  as  that 
of  the  origin  and  early  history  of  the  peasant  land-commune  and  especially 
of  the  practice  of  making  a  periodic  redistribution  of  the  land."  He  pro- 
ceeds to  give  a  few  references  to  the  literature  on  the  subject.  But  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  American  student  to  whom  the  great  bulk  of  this  lit- 
erature is  inaccessible,  would  it  not  have  been  more  useful  to  discuss  in 
some  detail  the  various  theories  advanced  to  explain  the  development  of 
this  extremely  interesting  and  highly  important  institution  of  Russian 
rural  life? 

To-day,  of  course,  the  question  of  the  origin  of  the  land-commune  is  of 
a  purely  academic  interest,  but  it  has  not  always  been  so.  When  it  was 
first  brought  into  the  arena  of  controversy  in  the  eighteen-f if ties ,  it 
provided  a  battle  ground  between  two  conflicting  Russian  schools  of  social 
thought,  the  Slavophiles  and  the  Westerners.  The  former,  although  strongly 
influenced  by  Western  European  thought  were  nevertheless  opposed  to  the 
cultural  and  political  westernization  of  Russia  which  began  on  a  large 
scale  with  Peter  the  Great  at  the  beginning  of  the  eighteenth  century. 
They  saw,  therefore,  in  the  peasant  commune  a  peculiar  expression  of  the 
historic  Russian  national  spirit  to  be  preserved  at  all  costs.  The 
Westerners,  diametrically  opposed  to  the  Slavophiles,  were  bent  on  "de- 
bunking" their  favorite,  the  peasant  commune.  They  took  the  position  that 
far  from  being  an  embodiment  of  the  spontaneous  creative  spirit  of  the 
Russian  people  with  roots  in  the  remote  past,    the  commune  was  really  a 
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product  of  recent  history,  owing  its  origin  (ironically  enough)  largely  to 
the  fiscal  policy  of  the  very  Russian  State  under  Peter  the  Great  and  his 
successors  in  the  eighteenth  century,  the  Europeanization  of  which  the 
Slavophiles  condemned.  The  debate  over  the  commune  soon  extended  to 
other  grounds,  for  the  impending  emancipation  of  the  peasants  from  bondage 
raised  the  question  of  the  future  of  the  communal  land  tenure  and  conse- 
quently the  whole  problem  of  its  social,  economic  and  agronomic  pros  and 
cons . 

The  cudgels  for  the  commune  were  now  taken  up  by  the  Socialists  (notably 
Herzen  and  Chernyshevskii ,  two  brilliant  publicists)  who  made  a  debut  on 
the  Russian  intellectual  and  political  stage  by  defending  the  commune 
against  the  attacks  of  the  liberals  of  the  "Manchester"  school  of  thought. 
To  the  latter  the  commune  seemed  an  antiquated  institution  and  an  obstacle 
to  progress,  while  to  the  former  it  held  a  premise  of  a  radical  reorganiza- 
tion of  society.  The  commune,  however,  had  its  adherents  and  opponents  in 
all  political  camps;  radical,  liberal  and  conservative  as  well  as  among 
those  who  were  interested  in  the  subject  primarily  not  from  a  larger  socio- 
economic but  more  strictly  technical,  agronomic  standpoint.  And  so  the 
controversy  rolled  merrily  on,  getting  a  great  deal  into  the  limelight  to- 
wards the  end  of  the  century,  when  it  became  a  bone  of  contention  between 
two  opposing  schools  of  Russian  socialist  thought,  the  older  current  of 
agrarian  socialism  or  "narodniki,"  the  successors  of  Herzen  and  Chernysnev- 
skii,  who  were  staunch  supporters  of  the  commune,  and  the  emerging  Marxian 
socialists  who  saw  in  the  peasant  commune  a  reactionary  institution.  Again 
the  question  was  in  the  spotlight  of  public  attention  after  the  revolution 
of  1905  when  the  Government,  reversing  its  policy,  became  determined  cn  the 
dissolution  of  the  peasant  commune.  The  latter  only  a  short  while  ago 
was  considered  the  pivot  of  rural  organization  but  has  now  fallen  from 
grace,  being  suspected  of  nursing  revolutionary  tendencies  in  the  village. 

In  the  meantime,  thanks  largely  to  the  late  Professor  A.  A.  Kaufman, 
light  was  thrown  on  the  early  history  of  the  commune  by  the  studies  of  the 
so-called  "living  history  of  the  commune"  -  the  evolution  of  communal  land 
tenure  among  the  Russian  colonists  and  native  tribes  of  Siberia.  But  al- 
though Professor  Robinson  traces  in  some  detail  the  legislation  concerning 
the  commune,  particularly  the  so-called  Stolypin  laws  (from  the  name  of 
their  author,  the  Prime  Minister  of  Russia,  1906-1911)  which  aimed  to  do 
away  with  the  institution  of  communal  land  tenure,  he  nevertheless  passed 
over  the  movement  of  socio-economic  thought  on  the  subject.  Such  notable 
names  as  those  of  Chicherin,  a  famous  professor  at  the  University  of  Moscow 
who  as  a  "Westener,"  battled  the  Slavophiles  on  the  historical  front,  and 
Ohernyshevskii,  the  author  of  the  celebrated  defense  of  the  Commune, 
"Philosophic  prejudices  against  the  communal  system  of  land  ownership, "  are 
nowhere  even  mentioned  by  Professor  Robinson. 

As  with  the  land-commune,  so  with  the  emancipation.  Here,  too,  hardly  an 
inkling  is  given  of  the  movement  of  the  social  and  economic  thought  on  the 
subject,  although  long  before  serfdom  was  abolished,  this  problem  occupied 
the  minds  of  the  best,  most  social-minded  representatives  of  the  educated 
class,  influenced  as  it  was  by  the  liberal  western  European  thought.  No 
account,  however,  is  given  by  the  author  of  the  growing  opposition  of  the 
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intelligentsia  (which  as  the  author  showed  was  predominantly  genteel  in 
its  origin)  to  serfdom  which  may  be  said  to  date  from  the  time  the  servile 
system  reached  the  pinnacle  of  its  development  at  the  end  of  the  eighteenth 
and  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Even  an  extremely  rigorous  cen- 
sorship and  persecution  on  the  part  of  the  Government,  among  the  victims 
of  which  were  some  of  the  most  illustrious  names  in  the  annals  of  Russian 
literature,  could  not  entirely  stifle  the  expression  of  this  opposition. 
This  is  all  well  told  in  a  classic  work  by  V.  I.  Semevskii  referred  to  in 
Professor  Robinson's  bibliography:  The  Peasant  Question  in  Russia  in  the 
18th  and  First  Half  of  the  19th  Century. 

It  is  a  curious  spectacle  of  the  Government's  realizing,  especially  dur- 
ing the  second  quarter  of  the  nineteenth  century  as  the  records  of  se- 
cret official  deliberations  show,  that  something  must  be  done  about  serf- 
dom, but  at  wit's  end  to  know  what  to  do;  yet  so  bent  on  keeping  the  whole 
matter  secret  lest  any  hopes  be  aroused  in  the  peasants  or  fears  in  the 
landowners,  that  public  discussion  was  tabooed.  And  so,  hardly  a  writer 
of  importance  touching  upon  this  problem  from  Radischev,  who  castigated 
serfdom  in  his  celebrated  "Travels  from  St.  Petersburg  to  Moscow,"  pub- 
lished in  1790,  to  the  famous  writer  Turgenev  who  depicted  the  evils  of 
serfdom  in  his  "Diary  of  the  Huntsman,"  escaped  being  disciplined  by  the 
authorities,  and  in  some  cases  very  severely.  Radishchev  was  exiled  to 
Siberia,  while  the  publication  of  the  "Diary  of  the  Huntsman"  in  1852 
as  a  separate  book  brought  about  the  dismissal  of  the  censor  who  permitted 
it  and  the  arrest  of  Turgenev.  In  the  following  year,  the  publication  of 
Harriet  Beecher  Stowe's  "Uncle  Tom's  Cabin"  was  strictly  prohibited. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  under  such  conditions  thunders  against  slav- 
ery, such  as  those  railed  by  Lloyd  Garrison  and  his  fellow  abolitionists 
in  this  country,  could  find  no  counterpart  in  Russia,  except  either  in 
manuscript  literature,  far  more  extensive  in  those  days,  or  in  works  pub- 
lished abroad.  Among  the  latter  I  need  only  mention  the  famous  pamphlet 
of  Herzen  with  the  cryptic  title  "The  Baptized  Property"  published  in 
London  in  1853  in  which  the  servile  system  was  attacked,  root  and  branch. 
And  Herzen 's  attitude,  however  notable  because  of  the  influence  he  was 
soon  to  acquire  on  public  opinion  in  Russia,  was,  after  all,  not  an  iso- 
lated example  either  in  his  time  or  earlier,  as  was  mentioned  before. 
One  more  example  however  of  opposition  of  the  intelligentsia  to  serfdom, 
this  time  with  deed  rather  than  word.  Approximately  midway  between  the 
slashing  verbal  attacks  on  serfdom  of  Radishchev  and  Herzen,  there  occurred 
the  famous  insurrection  on  the  accession  to  the  throne  of  Nicholas  I  in 
December.  1825.  It  was  organized  by  secret  revolutionary  societies  which 
included  the  cream  of  the  educated  Russian  youth  of  that  day,  most  of 
them  army  or  navy  officers,  who  paid  for  their  abortive  protest  by  the 
execution  of  the  leaders,  and  exile  of  the  rest  to  Siberia.  In  the  dis- 
satisfaction of  the  Decembrists,  as  they  came  to  be  known  later,  with  the 
reactionary  policy  of  the  Government  of  the  day,  again  the  peasant  ques- 
tion.    The  opposition  to  serfdom  played  a  very  prominent  role. 

Now  it  is  unquestionably  true  that  this  opposition  was  confined  to  a 
small  (although  growing  in  numbers  as  time  passed  on),  enlightened  minority 
of  the  land-ownjng  class  (from  which  the  Russian  intelligentsia  during  the 
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first  half  of  the  nineteenth  century  was  predominantly  drawn) ,  but  as  later 
events  proved,  it  was  not  a  minority  which  embraced  a  forlorn  cause.  It 
is  also  true  that  many  members  of  this  minority,  however  socially  minded, 
were  alive  to  their  economic  interests  as  was  abundantly  proved  later  in 
the  deliberation  of  the  provincial  committees  established  to  help  the 
Government  draw  up  the  emancipation  reform.  It  must  also  be  admitted 
further  that  the  downfall  of  serfdom  in  Russia  was,  in  the  main,  due  to 
a  complex  of  causes  of  an  economic  and  political  character  without  which 
the  opposition  of  the  intelligentsia  would  have  counted  for  little.  Still, 
.after  all  is  said  and  done,  can  the  latter  be  given  so  passing  a  notice, 
practically  disregarding  it,  as  is  done  by  the  author?  The  case  is  in 
many  respects  parallel  to  that  of  the  abolitionists  in  the  United  States. 
It  would  probably  be  generally  agreed  that  the  abolitionist  agitation  did 
not  in  itself  bring  the  downfall  of  slavery;  but  would  a  historical  analysis 
completely  omitting  its  effect  be  considered  satisfactory? 

Such  an  omission  is  the  more  surprising  as  the  author  dees  pay  attention 
to  ideological  factors,  and  to  cultural  and  psychological  influences  which 
affected  the  dual  world  of  masters  and  servants  he  depicts.  And  is  not  the 
increasing  hostility  and  contempt  for  the  servile  system  on  the  part  of 
the  best-educated  and  enlightened  section  of  the  master  class,  however 
small,  a  significant  factor  to  be  recorded  in  some  detail  in  describing  the 
downfall  of  the  system? 

And  while  we  are  on  the  subject  of  emancipation,  another  sin  of  omis- 
sion must  be  noted.  No  account  is  given  of  the  long,  preparatory  stage 
through  which  the  emancipation  reform  passed.  I  am  not  referring  here  to 
the  period  before  the  accession  of  Alexander  II,  but  specifically  to  the 
emancipation  legislation  of  1861.  Such  a  review,  bringing  to  light  the 
clash  of  opinion  and  interests  concerned,  might  have  helped  to  emphasize 
the  salient  points  of  the  reform.  As  it  is  treated  in  the  book,  I  am 
afraid  that  the  reader  might  not  see  the  forest  for  the  trees. 

There  are  other  points  in  the  book  which  invite  criticism.  Far  too 
little  attention  is  paid,  for  instance,  to  the  effect  on  Russian  agriculture 
of  railroad  construction  and  railroad  rate  policies  with  the  preference 
given  by  the  latter  to  the  central  well-settled,  over  the  newly-developed 
regions.  The  extremely  important  effect  of  natural,  climatic  factors  in 
lowering  the  yields  of  crops  and  consequently  the  productivity  of  Russian 
agriculture  is  not  discussed,  even  when  comparisons  are  made  with  other 
countries  with  sharply  different  climatic  conditions.  Again,  the  bibliog- 
raphy at  the  end  of  the  book  has  many  serious  gaps.  But,  after  appeasing 
the  urge  to  criticism,  to  which  a  reviewer  is  prone  to  yield,  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  stress  once  more  the  solid  merits  of  the  book,  which  make  it 
a  valuable  guide  to  anyone  who  ventures  upon  the  study  of  Russian  agrarian 
hi  story .

This  volume  is  a  practicable,  useable,  and  enlivening  textbook  on  farm 
civilization  as  a  business  and  as  a  way  of  life,  as  well  as  a  well-organ- 
ized treatise  on  country  civilization  and  its  concerns.  The  author  pretty 
well  boxes  the  compass  of  life,  livelihood,  and  citizenship  in  farm  areas. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  clear  that  the  problems  of  farm  civiliza- 
tion cannot  be  solved  in  terms  of  economics  alone,  nor  of  sociology  alone; 
that  these  problems  demand  attention  from  economists,  psychologists.,  soc- 
iologists, political  economists,  and  political  scientists;  and  that  it 
is  beyond  the  power  of  any  one  of  these  groups  alone  to  interpret  or  to 
serve  the  country  dwellers  of  the  nation  in  the  largest  possible  way. 
We  are  at  last  discovering  that  rural  citizenship  is  fundamentally  im- 
portant . 

This  volume  is  a  logical  link  in  the  series  begun  by  Thomas  Nixon  Car- 
ver's Principles  of  Rural  Economics  and  continued  by  Fred  W.  Yoder's  In- 
troduction to  Agricultural  Economics.  According  to  the  titles,  these 
two  books  apparently  cover  economics  alone.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  they 
are  rural  social-economics.  Life,  livelihood  and  civic  rule  are  an  indi- 
visible trinity  in  the  socialization  of  farmers,  rural  non-farm  dy/ellers, 
and  dwellers  in  urban-industrial  areas.  No  one  of  these  civilizations  can 
be  understood  in  terms  of  itself  alone. 

To  my  way  of  thinking,  Dr.  Wilson  Gee's  thesis  is  the  best  attempt  so 
far  to  explore  the  farm  life  of  America  and  to  engage  the  interest  of 
upper  classmen  and  graduate  students  in  a  thoroughgoing  fashion  in  our 
universities.  It  is  clearly  a  contribution  to  the  largest  thinking  about 
the  country-end  of  things  in  America  in  terms  of  essential  relationships.  -

The  first  five  paragraphs  of  the  excellent  summary  of  this  report  con- 
sist of  a  statement  of  the  present  agricultural  situation.  The  remainder 
quoted  below  consists  of  a  concise  statement  of  the  causes  of  the  agri- 
cultural depression  and  suggestions  for  remedial  measures. 

"The  forces  primarily  responsible  for  the  agricultural  depression  of 
1929-1932  are  found  outside  of  the  agricultural  industry.  The  collapse 
in  the  general  level  of  prices  during  the  1929  and  1930  seasons  as  con- 
traction in  business  and  speculative  activity  here  and  abroad  reduced  in- 
dustrial and  consumer  demand  for  farm  products.  Another  sharp  reduction 
in  prices  during  the  1931-32  season,  when  financial  crises  and  the  break- 
down in  monetary  standards  encircled  the  world,  led  to  even  deeper  in- 
dustrial stagnation  and  agricultural  distress.  The  difficulties  in  which  the 
world  finds  itself  today  are  however  related  to  (1)  the  monetary,  credit, 
and  trade  policies  followed  during  and  after  the  World  War,  (2)  over-ex- 
pansion of  production  and  productive  capacity  in  many  industries,  with  an 
accompanying  increase  in  the  volume  of  indebtedness,  (3)  the  unparalleled 
orgy  of  speculation  in  securities,  (4)  the  trend  toward  economic  self-suffi- 
ciency, especially  among  European  nations,  which  resulted  in  considerable 
degree  from  obligations  to  pay  war  debts  and  reparations,  and  from  efforts  to 
escape  the  effects  of  falling  prices  and  which  was  manifested  in  trade 
barriers  and  import  restrictions  that  retarded  international  trade  and  cur- 
tailed the  foreign  demand  for  our  products. 

"From  the  standpoint  of  the  welfare  of  the  Nation  the  restoration  of 
agricultural  prosperity  is  as  vital  as  solving  the  problem  of  industrial  un- 
employment. Wise  statemanship  will  recognize  that  a  remunerative  agricul- 
and  a  virile  farm  population  are  essential  to  the  continued  growth  of  this 
Nation.  No  single  remedy  can  be  relied  upon  to  restore  agriculture  to  a 
remunerative  level.  The  problems  are  numerous  and  call  for  a  consideration 
of  a  number  of  possible  courses  of  action. 

"The  outstanding  problem  is  to  close  the  gap  between  prices  of  farm  prod- 
ucts now  at  only  55  per  cent  of  pre-war  averages  and  farm  costs  at  140  per 
cent.  It  is  recognized  that  the  completion  of  the  processes  of  deflation 
of  other  values  to  the  low  levels  of  commodity  prices  and  incomes  leads 
to  wholesale  bankrupticies  and  changes  of  ownership  of  property  as  well  as 
retardation  of  oermanent  business  revival.     It  is  also  recognized  that  an 
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immediate  restoration  of  farm  prices  to  current  cost  levels  is  not  likely 
through  credit  measures.  Many  individuals  are  therefore  turning  more  and 
more  toward  possibilities  of  bringing  about  price  improvement  thrcugh 
mcnetary  changes. 

"Trends  in  international  affairs  and  relationships  that  have  ccme  to 
exist  between  the  United  States  and  other  nations  seem  to  portend  con- 
tinued weakness  in  the  foreign  demand  for  cur  agricultural  products .  Until 
there  is  a  modification  of  these  policies  of  econcmic  isclaticn  and  na- 
tional self-sufficiency  which  now  prevail  throughout  the  world,  the  United 
States  will  find  it  difficult  to  maintain  the  volume  of  its  exports.  The 
present  situation  calls  for  policies  and  measures  designed  to  strengthen 
cooperation  among  nations  in  dealing  with  basic  world  problems. 

"Considering  the  grave  condition  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States 
there  is  justification  for  the  serious  consideration  of  proposals  for 
raising  the  prices  of  farm  commodities  which  have  not  yet  been  applied 
in  this  country. 

"Farmers  can  pay  off  their  present  debts  only  if  there  is  a  consider- 
able rise  in  the  prices  of  farm  commodities  or  a  downward  adjustment  with 
lower  interest  charges  of  many  cf  the  present  farm  debts.  This  is  now 
a  national  problem  requiring  the  assistance  on  a  large  scale  of  the  national 
Government.  Further  development  of  the  Federal  land  banks  is  to  be  recom- 
mended. To  keep  present  farm  businesses  intact  and  to  prevent  the  whole- 
sale dispossession  of  farmers  there  is  also  need  for  governmental  action 
in  supplying  short-term  credit  to  meet  maturing  obligations  and  carry 
on  current  operations. 

"The  States  and  counties  face  the  problem  of  reducing  taxes  on  a  large 
amount  of  land  or  cf  taking  it  ever  into  public  ownership.  Relief  can 
be  obtained  through  reducing  governmental  services  and  activities,  thrcugh 
increasing  efficiency  in  the  administration  cf  governmental  units  and 
in  the  services  and  activities  supported  by  public  funds  and  by  chang- 
ing tax  systems  to  obtain  a  greater  proportion  of  revenue  from  sources 
other  than  farm  property.  Net  income  is  a  far  better  measure  cf  tax- 
paying  ability  than  is  the  value  cf  farm  property. 

"If  prices  of  farm  products  and  other  commodities  remain  at  a  lower 
level  than  prevailed  before  the  depression,  full  resumption  of  econcmic 
activity  will  require  reductions  in  transportation  costs.  For  many  com- 
modities, truck  transportation  has  proved  more  advantageous  than  rail 
transportation.  In  the  interest  cf  agriculture,  as  well  as  cf  other  in- 
dustries, the  various  forms  of  transportation  must  be  coordinated. 

"Neither  the  Nation  nor  the  States  have  as  yet  comprehensive,  definite, 
and  generally  accepted  policies  and  programs  of  land  uses.  The  time  has 
ccme  when  there  should  be  national  action  cn  these  matters.  New  land- 
policy  legislation  is  needed  at  once  providing  for  permanent  land-use 
planning,  coordinated  land-use  research,  and  the  beginning  cf  retirement  cf 
sub-marginal  lands  from  agricultural  uses.  Whatever  other  considerations 
may  appear  to  justify  the  developments  of  new  irrigation  projects,  it  is 
clear  that  the  productive  capacity  of  already  developed  farms  is  ample 
to  meet  the  demand  for  American  agricultural  products  for  seme  time  to 
come. 

"Many  individual  farms  during  the  3  years  of  this  depression  have  made 
such  adjustments  as  would  call  for  a  minimum  cf  cash  outlay  and  have  made 
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production  adjustments  to  the  best  of  their  present  individual  knowledge 
and  ability.  Unless  we  have  a  revival  in  demand  for  agricultural  products 
and  a  sharp  rise  in  agricultural  prices,  however,  individual  improvements 
and  adjustments,  even  in  the  aggregate,  can  not  lift  agriculture  out  of  this 
depression. 

"Collective  action  among  farmers  is  more  widespread  now  than  ever  be- 
fore, but  to  attain  its  maximum  effectiveness  the  cooperative  movement 
must  embrace  a  much  larger  proportion  of  farmers  and  a  wider  range  of  their 
activities  than  at  present.  In  view  of  the  desirability  of  amending  the 
Agricultural  Marketing  Act  it  would  be  helpful  if,  as  a  result  of  the 
facts  it  has  accumulated  and  the  experience  it  has  had  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  various  sections  of  the  act,  the  Farm  Board  in  cooperation 
with  farmers'  organizations  would  indicate  the  amendments  that  are  de- 
sirable.' 

"Continued  research  and  education  on  a  wide  range  of  agricultural  prob- 
lems is  necessary  if  agriculture  is  to  keep  pace  with  progress  in  other 
industries  and  occupations.  To  be  most  helpful,  research  should  be  con- 
tinuous, particularly  through  periods  of  depression,  since  it  is  during 
such  periods  that  results  are  most  needed.  The  present  trend  in  urban 
educational  institutions  and  among  industrial  leaders  towards  emphasis 
on  national  planning  and  a  more  positive  direction  to  national  activity 
should  have  its  counterpart  among  agricultural  educational  institutions 
and  leaders  so  as  to  insure  that  there  be  knowledge  and  enlightened  opinion 
in  each  field  and  that  any  plans  adopted  for  the  improvement  of  the  na- 
tional welfare  may  provide  for  a  harmonious  balance  between  the  interest 
of  farmers  and  the  interest  of  other  groups."

The  League  of  Nations  has  for  some  time  published  an  annual  volume 
entitled  Memorandum  on  Production  and  Trade.  The  volume  noted  above  is  a 
continuation  of  this  series.  The  information  has,  however,  been  "consider- 
ably expanded  and  its  presentation  improved.  There  is  a  good  deal  more 
about  manufacturing  output,  as  well  as  the  production  of  foodstuffs  and 
raw  materials;  some  information  is  given  about  particular  countries  and 
products;  and  a  rough  estimate  is  now  given  for  the  movement  of  world 
production  as  a  whole.  As  far  as  the  incidence  of  the  world  slump  can 
be  measured  in  figures,  this  volume  provides  a  better  measurement  than 
is  available  from  any  other  source.  The  League's  statisticians  possess 
the  art  of  presenting  their  information  in  a  readily  intelligible  form, 
without  too  much  'soothing'  or  parade  of  statistical  method;  and  they  are 
not  afraid  of  putting  forward  tentative  conclusions  even  where  the  data 
are  admittedly  defective.  They  are,  of  course,  at  the  mercy  of  the  national 
statistical  agencies  which  exist  in  the  various  countries.  Some  badly- 
needed  figures  are  missing  altogether,  and  others  suspect  of  being  little 
better  than  guesses;  and  even  where  figures  are  most  abundant  they  are 
often  not  readily  comparable  on  an  international  basis.  Still,  the  League 
statisticians  do  their  best  with  what  they  can  ccme  by;  and  it  is  on  the 
whole  a  very  good  best,  and  steadily  better  from  year  to  year. 

"In  the  present  volume,  the  basis  used  is  the  average  of  the  years  1925- 
192c   -  that   is.    the  period  of   rapidly  expanding  production,  especially 
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in  Europe,  which  preceded  the  world  slump.  On  this  basis,  the  world's  pro- 
duction of  primary  goods  arose  from  95  in  1925  to  10S  in  1929.  The  output 
of  industrial  raw  materials  alone  rose  much  more  rapidly  than  this  -  from 
92  to  111  . . .  Certainly  between  1925  and  1S29  total  world  production  rose 
a  good  deal  more  sharply  than  the  figures  for  primary  products  would  sug- 
gest; for  the  output  of  foodstuffs,  which  bulk  largely  in  the  total,  rose 
much  less  than  that  of  either  industrial  materials  or  finished  manufactures. 
Moreover,  during  these  years  the  volume  of  services,  which  are  not  counted 
at  all  in  the  figures  of  production,   probably  rose  most  rapidly  of  all. 

"Over  the  same  period  the  volume  of  world  trade  also  advanced  rapidly, 
from  91  in  1925  to  110  in  1929;  and  there  was  a  noticeable  shift  in  the 
character  of  this  trade,  the  proportion  of  manufactured  goods  in  the  total 
tending  to  grow  at  the  expense  of  primary  products... 

"The  figures  for  the  years  since  1929  present  a  very  different  picture. 
World  output  of  all  primary  products  has  indeed  fallen  only  from  106  in  1929 
to  96  in  1931.  But  whereas  the  output  of  foodstuffs  is  only  clown  frcm  103 
to  99,  that  of  industrial  raw  materials  has  droppd  frcm  111  to  91,  and  man- 
ufacturing industrial  production  from  112  to  about  85,  the  discrepancy  being 
again  partly  accounted  for  by  the  huge  increase  of  accumulated  stocks.  For 
the  volume  of  yvorld  trade  in  1931  the  League  does  not  venture  on  a  precise 
estimate;  but  it  puts  the  decline  in  the  neighbourhood  of  20  per  cent,  from 
1929  to  1931. . . 

"The  'Review'  also  includes  a  valuable  survey  of  price  movements,  both 
generally  and  in  relation  to  particular  classes  of  goods.  This  brings  out 
clearly  both  the  general  widening  of  the  gap  between  wholesale  and  retail 
prices,  and  the  divergent  effects  of  currency  and  tariff  policies  on  price- 
movements  in  the  different  countries.  It  also  shews  the  remarkable  changes 
which  have  occurred  in  the  'barter'  terms  of  trade,  owing  to  the  heavy  fall 
in  the  prices  of  foodstuffs  and  materials;  and  it  gives  useful  tables  for 
Germany  and  Austria  comparing  the  movements  of  the  prices  of  cartellised  and 
non-cartellised  goods.  Indeed,  this  section  dealing  with  relative  prices 
may  be  regarded  as  the  most  important  part  of  the  'Review';  but  it  is  not 
of  a  nature  to  be  readily  summarised  in  a  fey/  lines.  As  an  intelligent 
commentary  on  the  influence  of  divergent  price-movements  on  the  course 
of  economic  events  it  is  invaluable  to  all  students  of  the  underlying 
factors  of  the  world  depression."

"Easing  of  the  interest  burden  on  German  farmers  is  provided  in  a 
new  presidential  decree,  says  a  report  from  the  Commercial  Attache's 
office  in  Berlin  to  the  Commerce  Department  which  on  Oct.  29  also  stated: 
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"According  to  this  decree  all  rates  on  mortgages  are  temporarily  re- 
duced by  2  per  cent,  except  that  a  minimum  of  4  per  cent  is  established. 
This  is  the  second  interest  reduction  by  Presidential  decree  and  as  a 
result  a  large  portion  of  the  German  farm  mortgages  are  now  bearing  4-§-  per 
cent  interest,  it  is  pointed  out. 

"Under  the  terms  of  the  decree,  the  reduction  in  interest  extends 
to  Oct.  1,  1334.  At  that  time,  the  interest  saved  can  be  added  to  the 
principal  of  the  mortgage  debt  and  will  become  due  at  the  end  of  the 
amortization  period.  No  interest  can  be  charged  on  the  deferred  interest 
payments . 

"It  is  pointed  out  that  this  decree  applies  only  to  farm  mortgages 
and  not  to  mortgage  bonds."

A  decree  of  June  10,  1932  provides  for  compulsory  insurance  by  col- 
lectives and  individual  peasants  of  crops,  livestock,  farm  buildings, 
and  equipment.  It  covers  a  number  of  regions  not  hitherto  included  in 
the  general  agricultural  insurance  system,  and  compensation  is  higher 
than  before.  Special  privileges  are  provided  as  to  premium  payments 
for  collective  farms  a.nd  their  members,  with  low  rates  for  cotton,  soy 
beans,  tobacco,  rice  and  other  industrial  crops.  Certain  crops,  such 
as  southern  hemp,  are  to  be  insured  free  of  charge  to  stimulate  their 
cultivation.
